Be it remembered that on the 10th day of February, 1965, His Excel- 
lency, George C. Wallace, Governor of the State of Alabama, issued his 
proclamation convening the Legislature in extra session in words and 
figures as follows, to-wit: 


A PROCLAMATION 
BY THE 
GOVERNOR 


WHEREAS, there has been widespread public demand for early en- 
actment of general and specific legislative measures providing immediate 
relief in meeting the urgent needs of an ever-growing, modern and pro- 
gressive public education system; and 


WHEREAS, there now seems to be within our reach the means of 
achieving certain educational goals to which we have long aspired; and 


WHEREAS, the public interest and the public good requires me to 
proclaim this to be an extraordinary occasion on which the Legislature 
should be convened: 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, George C. Wallace, as Governor of Alabama, 
under the authority vested in me by the Constitution of Alabama, do 
hereby convene the Legislature at the seat of government in the City 
of Montgomery at six thirty p. m. the 16th day of February, 1965, in 
special session, and specifically designate the following matters con- 
cerning which I deem action to be necessary: 


1. Legislation providing for and regulating the selection, approval, 
adoption, acquisition and purchase, distribution, care, storage, and use of 
textbooks in all grades of the public schools of Alabama. 


2. Legislation providing for appropriations for operation, mainte- 
nance, and support of the public schools of Alabama, and for operation, 
support and maintenance of institutions of higher learning, including 
junior colleges, trade schools, and allied or related institutions and 
facilities. 

3. Legislation to authorize the issuance, by existing or newly author- 
ized public corporations, or otherwise, of bonds or other securities for 
the purpose of constructing or reconstructing school buildings and school 
facilities and for the purpose of financing a capital improvement pro- 
gram for the public school systems and the institutions of higher learn- 
ing, including junior colleges and trade schools, and to appropriate and 
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pledge funds to pay the principal of and the interest on such bonds or 
other securities. 

4. Local legislation. 


IN WITNESS whereof I have hereunto set my hand as Governor of 
the State of Alabama and caused the Great Seal to be affixed, and have 
caused this proclamation to be attested by the Secretary of State, at the 
Capitol, in the City of Montgomery, on this the 10th day of February, 1965.

JOINT SESSION 


The hour of seven o’clock P. M. having arrived, the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the Legislature of Alabama met in joint 
session in the Hall of the House of Representatives, in accordance with 
House Joint Resolution No. 3 heretofore adopted, for the purpose of 
hearing an address by His Excellency, George C. Wallace, Governor of 
the State of Alabama. 


The joint session was called to order by the Honorable James B. 
Allen, Lieutenant Governor and Presiding Officer of the Senate. 


GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE 


His Excellency, George C. Wallace, Governor of the State of Alabama, 
appeared before the joint session and delivered in person the following 
message: 


Lieutenant Governor Allen, Mr. Speaker, members of the Alabama 
Legislature, ladies and gentlemen: 


When historians record the actions of this Legislature—and of this 
Administration—let them write that we worked not for today—not for 
ourselves—but for our children and our children’s children. 


Thus, you have been called into an extraordinary session to consider 
the educational needs—and the future welfare—of our children and 
grandchildren—and of our Nation. 


You have been called here tonight—and in succeeding days—to con- 
sider the total educational needs of our State. 


In 1963 the Alabama Legislature responded magnificently and pro- 
vided the dramatic breakthrough in education our children have needed 
since Alabama became a state. 


Tonight I appear before you with one plea. 


Let’s follow through—let’s provide the beginnings of an educational 
program that will rival—and surpass—that of any state in the Union. 


It can be done—it must be done. 
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It was considered desirable that this program be considered in a 
special session for a number of reasons. 


First, the wide scope of the program we have proposed for public 
school education for the next two years is such that you will want to 
give it your undivided attention. You will want to consider it in all of 
its aspects, free from the pressures of time-consuming details imposed 
by reason of two thousand or more bills and resolutions which are 
generally introduced in a regular session. 


Second, the time is fast approaching for school boards to consider the 
problem of hiring additional teachers and renewing contracts for next 
year. I have been told that the salary scale under the program we are 
proposing will put us ahead of our sister states in the South, with the 
exception of Florida. 


Therefore, we will be in a much better competitive position with our 
sister states than in the past. We may now hold our own teachers and 
perhaps attract some of those who left Alabama for higher salaries else- 
where. Our school people need to firm up their offers and they must know 
that the money will be appropriated. 


Third, some of our junior colleges will open this fall and others in the 
early part of next year. These people need to know what they can 
count on for purposes of planning and implementing their program. The 
same holds true for our universities which are even now finding it neces- 
sary to turn away applicants for want of facilities. They, too, must 
employ their teaching personnel for the coming year and they must 
know soon what to count on in the way of increases. 


Fourth, if we are to provide state-owned textbooks for all grades, 
legislation authorizing this program must be enacted early in order to 
get books in the hands of pupils by September. 


And last, not only do our public school officials need to know where 
they stand, but also the public has a right to know. You can re- 
member in past years when the education appropriations bill was 
jammed right up to the last legislative days of the regular session—as 
late as September. 


The problems are much too important and much too urgent for po- 
litical logrolling and power plays. 


Any discussion of legislation for education has a tendency to become 
bogged down in figures and percentages. We talk in terms of new class- 
room construction, teacher units, teacher-pupil ratios, transportation, 
salaries, and operating expenses and things of this sort. In doing so, we 
are apt to lose sight of what it is we’re really talking about. 


When we consider problems of public school education, we are talk- 
ing about children. We are considering the needs of children—your 
children and mine. We are talking also about our own hopes and aspira- 
tions and, in some measure, our determination to respond to their needs 
and fulfill our aspirations. 


When I think about education, I am influenced by the thousands 
and thousands of young people whom I have met in my travels through- 
out the State. I can see in the mind’s eye the thousands of 4-H boys 
and girls, Future Farmers of America, Future Homemakers of America, 
Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts, Demolay, the boys and girls participating in 
the American Legion and other service club programs, boys and girls in 
the YWCA and YMCA, and the youth groups in our churches. 


I tell you this much for sure. Never in the history of Alabama has 
any generation been blessed with a healthier, more courteous, more 
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intelligent group of youth than we have right here in Alabama today. 
They are tops. I know. I have seen them all over our country. 


You, who are parents, are to be congratulated. You, who are teach- 
ers, are to be congratulated. Youth leaders in all areas of youth work 
and there are countless thousands—to you we acknowledge our debt of 
gratitude, 


When I see these youngsters face to face and feel the firm grip of 
their hands—when I read their letters to me—when I observe their un- 
bounded enthusiasm for life at football and basketball games, when I 
hear them debate, see their displays at science and hobby fairs—see them 
at work on the farms—and see them rendering valuable services to their 
churches and the communities in which they live—I am filled with a 
sense of pride and humility. 


At the same time I am filled with a sure knowledge that these young 
people are willing to shoulder the burden of the future and ready to give 
of themselves to the best of their abilities. They await only to be fully 
prepared for the tasks that lie ahead. 


These are the leaders of an uncertain tomorrow, and upon their 
shoulders we must inevitably place the responsibility of leadership and 
the unsolved problems of today. They have what it takes—intelligence, 
energy, determination and, most important, a proud moral and ethical 
heritage with roots deep in their native Southland. They are ready. 


We must be ready for them. 


All of us realize that we are talking about the future and a potential 
for leadership. It is a potential that must be developed. This is the job 
that faces us. This is our responsibility. We owe it to our children and 
to ourselves and the future generations to see that their potential is de- 
veloped to the fullest extent possible. 


So, in a final analysis, when we talk about public school education, 
we are talking about a present need and a present obligation to the fu- 
ture—we are talking about a challenge. 


I respond to this challenge, as I am sure you do, in thinking: “Show 
us the need—we shall strive to fill it.” 


With that said, let’s review briefly how this Legislature has already 
responded to the challenge in the first two years of this Administration. 
By doing so, we can see how the proposals which shall be submitted to 
you fit into the overall goals and where additional areas of need remain. 


Let me put the problem in perspective. You will recall that in 1959 
the Alabama Legislature appropriated $50,000 for a definitive study of the 
overall needs of public school education. 


The committee was composed of the finest professional and lay lead- 
ership in this State. They did a splendid job. 


In almost every instance the recommendations of this committee were 
consistent with my own ideas. Their recommendations formed the basis 
for the educational platform in my campaign for Governor. 


You will remember that I promised that education would be the top 
priority concern in my Administration. We promised a “breakthrough” 
for education. I am glad to say that through the cooperation of the vast 
majority of this Legislature the “breakthrough” was provided. 


We were all aware that this meant that we must assume, on the 
state level, a greater responsibility for support of public school education. 
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In the Special Education Session of 1963, we proposed for your con- 
sideration a program which, in our judgment, represented a sound ap- 
proach to major areas of educational deficiencies as they existed at that 
time. 


It was a program directly related to specific needs of the people. 


We proposed salary increases for our teachers to bring them up to 
gram. We proposed that every qualified boy and girl in Alabama have 
an opportunity to continue their education after high school in a junior 
college or technical school. We proposed that our adults and youth be 
provided an expanded opportunity for specific trade school training all 
within bussing distance of their homes. 


We proposed salary increases for our teachers to bring them up to 
the national average. We proposed to meet the need for additional 
classrooms and additional teachers to reduce the teacher load to an op- 
timum level. We proposed to overhaul the textbook program in Ala- 
bama and to provide textbooks for boys and girls in all grades. We 
were behind our sister states in this respect, since we were then furnish- 
ing free textbooks for grades one through four, only. We proposed a 
system of higher education equal to the best in the Nation. 


This was the challenge which you accepted. The manner in which 
you responded to the challenge is a matter of pride to me, as I know it 
is to you. You enacted legislation necessary to accomplish the program. 
After which, on the basis of conservative estimates of revenue, you in- 
creased the total appropriation from the Alabama Special Educational 
Trust Fund for the fiscal years 1963-64 and 1964-65 in a sum in excess 
of $43 million. 


This was the largest single increase in appropriations for education 
in the history of Alabama, both in terms of the total amount and in 
terms of a percentage increase, 


The major portion of this increase was allocated to support the Mini- 
mum Program. This means that the major portion of the increase was 
used to help equalize educational opportunity between the more pros- 
perous school systems and the less advantaged ones. 


In terms of specific increases, appropriations for higher education 
were increased by 33%. 


Appropriations for allotment for teachers’ salaries were increased 
from $99,142,000 to $136,902,000. 


In addition, appropriations were provided for 2,000 new classroom 
teachers. 


You increased appropriations for current operating expenses of local 
schools by 99%. 


In addition, you provided for construction of 13 new colleges and 15 
trade schools giving the State a total of 25 trade schools. You also as- 
sumed responsibility for financing the operation of a new state university 
at Mobile, Alabama, and two junior colleges acquired by the State, 


You increased appropriations for furnishing free textbooks for the 
lower grades in an amount in excess of $24% million, representing an in- 
crease of 241% over the previous year. 


You also provided a 10% increase in the allotment for expense of 
pupil transportation. 


You established a pilot program for emotionally disturbed children 
and made an equitable adjustment of the teacher retirement law to care 
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for those who have given so generously in the past of their talents to the 
education of our youth. 


You wisely provided for teaching of a course of study in the public 
schools designed to teach our youngsters the advantages of freedom un- 
der our American system of government over the tyranny of a Com- 
munist system. 


These are but some of the highlights. The real and lasting benefits 
cannot be measured. These are reflected in improved morale of our 
teachers and in the untold benefits to our children and to posterity. 


We are, however, under no illusions that the battle is over. We 
have a long way to go just to catch up with the rest of the Nation. 


That is the purpose of this special session. We are now to consider 
additional proposals which will challenge you to exploit the educational 
“breakthrough” which has been provided and to give meaningful direc- 
tion to the “followthrough.” 


For the past several months I have been in almost continuous con- 
sultation with the educational leaders of the State. I have met and have 
consulted with most members of the Alabama Legislature. My staff and 
I have been engaged in continual study of the overall educational needs 
and financial capabilities. 


After this preparation and after wide publicity and free and open dis- 
cussion, we have arrived at recommendations for a program which, in 
our judgment, represents a sound and financially feasible plan to meet 
me multitude of areas of need in the broad spectrum of public school 
education. 


I realize, of course, that all needs cannot be met at once. We offer 
a basis for future progress and in the meantime what we do propose 
can be accomplished without additional taxation. 


Let me summarize for your consideration what we now propose. 


In a “nutshell” the appropriations for education were increased from 
roughly $150 million in 1962 up to $193 million in the first two years of 
this Administration, an increase of approximately $43 million. We now 
propose appropriations to roughly $227 million in the first year and up 
to $232 million in the second year of the next biennium. 


This represents a total increase in four years of approximately $92 
million. This surely will stand as one of the truly great achievements 
in the history of education in Alabama. You, as legislators, and you, the 
people of Alabama, have every right to feel a sense of pride in this 
achievement. 


As in the past two years, the major portion of the increase will be 
allocated to support the Minimum Program. Specific increases include 
an additional 10% increase in the allocation for teachers’ salaries and 
provisions for employment to five hundred additional classroom teachers 
in the first year and four hundred additional teachers in the second 
year. This represents a total increase for teachers’ salaries of 29% and 
a total of 2,900 additional classroom teachers added in this Administration. 


You will recall that appropriations for institutions of higher learning 
were increased in the first biennium by 33%. We are now proposing an 
additional increase of 27% for the next biennium, a total of 60%. In dol- 
lars this represents a total increase of $30,800,000. 


An additional 10% is recommended for expenses of pupil transporta- 
tion. 
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Nor have we forgotten our retired teachers. They, too, will receive 
equitable increases. 


Other major items of new expense include an increased appropria- 
tion for the operation of our proud new State University at Mobile. 
Then too, we will assume the cost of operation and maintenance of the 
junior colleges scheduled for opening during the next biennium, as well 
as the cost of additional trade schools scheduled to open during the next 
two years. 


Another item of proposed increases which has received considerable 
attention is that required to complete the job of providing state-owned 
textbooks for use of pupils in all grades. 


In this connection, several proposals will no doubt be presented to 
you. Our proposal suggests the desirability of a plan by which the 
complete inventory of state-owned books will be changed every six years. 
Cost of the program is limited by a schedule calling for adoption of not 
more than one-sixth of the total inventory in each successive year. 


The total cost of all textbooks for all students in the State, if pur- 
chased new, would not exceed $20 million. By regulating adoptions to 
one-sixth of the total inventory in a given year, we prorate the total cost 
over six years and when we add the cost of administration, the total 
ayo cost will not exceed an average of $4 million for many years 
oO come. 


We consider it advisable that secondhand books be utilized within the 
bounds of sound administrative procedures, not only to reduce the cost 
to the State, but in order to compensate parents in some small measure 
for their investment in the books they own and which can continue to 
be used by the State. It is of no real consequence whether we pay for 
the secondhand books by a certificate, having the effect of prorating the 
cost, or whether they are paid for in cash. 


We are concerned, however, that local school boards have the right 
to exercise the maximum degree of control of textbooks used in their 
local systems. We also consider it important that the Legislature write 
in prescriptions to provide adequate legislative oversight of the free text- 
book program and also that it enact provisions which will assure a meas- 
ure of control of an annual cost to keep it consistent with costs in adjoin- 
ing states. 


Most of the complaints heretofore directed at the textbook program 
have related to the distribution and sale of textbooks at retail and the in- 
adequacies in the present supply of state-owned books. These complaints 
are obviated when we use state-owned books. 


In providing state-owned textbooks we are only completing a job 
which began some thirty years ago. We are merely catching up with 
the states of Tennessee, Mississippi, Georgia, Florida and roughly three- 
fourths of the states in the Nation. It is not socialism to provide public 
school education. Neither is it socialism for the state to provide teachers, 
classrooms, transportation, or school books. 


Persons who are now paying twenty or thirty dollars a year for text- 
books for their children may continue to do so if they choose. However, 
if textbooks can be provided by the State at much less cost, then all 
will profit in the amount they are now spending for textbooks. 


It is not the function of a Governor to legislate. It is our duty to 
recommend. I am confident that members of this Legislature, after 
public hearing, and after getting the benefit of the thinking of a wide 
segment of the population, will write a textbook law which represents 
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the best interest of the people of Alabama. This is the democratic 
process in operation. 


Let me call your attention now to several areas of misapprehension 
in connection with the overall educational program presented. 


First, it is not a program of options; that is to say, it is not a pro- 
gram of textbooks or salary increases for teachers. It is not a program 
providing additional operating expenses for public schools or additional 
funds for higher education. The program represents the best judgment 
of the most qualified persons in state government as to the wisest alloca- 
tion of available and anticipated revenues in a manner to accomplish the 
greatest good. 


Secondly, it is important to bear in mind that we are not proposing 
a program simply to utilize an anticipated $34 million dollars surplus in 
the Special Educational Trust Fund. The program presented is soundly 
conceived. It is one which can be financed now and in the future without 
additional taxation. It will not result in proration. It is a program that 
reaches a new plateau, representing the maximum, prudent use of avail- 
able funds for the purpose of launching and supporting a public school 
program that goes far toward achieving our goals. 


Many of you have read recommendations for appropriations which 
exceed by far what we propose. They are based on higher estimates 
of revenue than the conservative estimates we rely upon. It is entirely 
possible that the more optimistic estimates of revenue will be realized. 
We hope they will be realized. In fact, we believe they will be. 


However, we must bear in mind that the Special Educational Trust 
Fund is supported primarily from sales and income taxes. These are 
highly volatile sources of revenue and extremely sensitive to fluctuations 
in the economy. 


You will recall that we are talking in terms of $220 million. Even 
a slight change in the economy, reflecting a drop of 1% in revenues takes 
$2,200,000 from educational funds. You can understand then the reason 
for our conservative estimates of revenue. 


As a matter of fact, the reason we will have surplus in the Special 
Educational Trust Fund at the end of this year is because we based 
our appropriations for the past biennium on conservative estimates of 
revenue. Another reason is that our economy continued to grow and 
expand. Volatile sources of revenue demand conservative estimates 
for purposes of appropriating funds. 


I assure you, the members of the Alabama Legislature, and I assure 
the people of this State that the estimates of revenue upon which the 
appropriations to finance the program presented to you today, are con- 
servative estimates. They are deliberately conservative. It is necessary 
to provide a cushion against unexpected declines in the economy. If 
the economy continues to climb, there will be tremendous surplus at the 
end of this Administration. Should there be a recession—the existing 
surplus will prevent proration and permit a continuation of the pro- 
gram without new taxation. 


Now, let us look to the future. If we can maintain our momentum 
and maintain the current rate of increase in revenue for education, then 
in less than ten years funds available for education will exceed $450 
million a year. 


This fact illustrates the close tie between our economy and the fu- 
ture of education. We must continue to bring new industry into Alabama 
and we must continue to maintain favorable conditions to an acceleration 
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of capital investment in expansion of industries already located in 
Alabama. 


In this connection, it is well to bear in mind that the growth of our 
economy cannot be explained in terms of capital investment or increased 
productivity of labor, either alone or together. It does require a wise 
investment of capital and an increased productivity of labor but both 
are directly related to the ability of education to provide not only the 
technological know-how, but also to provide persons equipped with moral, 
ethical and cultural values to direct technological and scientific progress 
toward meaningful goals. 


Therefore, we must look to education to train individuals to cope 
with the commercial and economic fruits of technological and scientific 
advances. We must depend upon our educational system to provide 
millions of qualified persons to staff the schools and hospitals and 
churches; to build the homes and highways; to write our books, poetry, 
plays, music and our laws; to man our vast communications system and 
to grow the food and fiber to sustain and clothe us; to provide the multi- 
tude of services required in a complex and everchanging pattern of 
living. The economy of this State cannot prosper if the people neglect 
the educational system that sustains it. 


It may interest you to know that many of the industrial prospects 
prior to locating in Alabama insist upon a complete study of the educa- 
tional system in the communities under consideration. I know of one 
instance in which a local school board and the county governing body 
pledged to build a new school in order to get an industry to locate there. 
Industrialists realize the importance of education no less than we do. It 
is only natural that they, like all of us, want for their children a superior 
educational opportunity. 


These are the considerations behind my campaign pledge to make an 
all-out effort to attract new industry and to encourage the expansion of 
existing industry. I stumped the Nation, as you know. At every oppor- 
tunity I fought for new industry with the same conviction that I fought 
against that federal penal code called the Civil Rights Act. 


I pointed with pride to Alabama’s great assets in its wonderful people, 
its mineral resources, markets, climates, water, roads, rail and water 
transportation, its schools, churches and recreation attractions. I empha- 
sized the fact that our people and our state government favor our eco- 
nomic system of free enterprise and that we are determined to preserve 
it in all of its vigor and strength. 


The result of these activities and the fine attitude of our people is 
revealed in a year-end tally by the State Planning and Industrial Board. 
It reveals an investment last year of $175,168,439 in new industry repre- 
sented by 127 new plants and a capital investment of $230,846,493 in ex- 
pansion of existing industry. 


This represents a total of $406 million of new productive capacity 
put to work in Alabama in one year. This was a record year. The 
total for two years of this Administration amounted to $750 million which 
is greater than the entire total of the four preceding years. This new 
investment represents a faith in the people of this State and in the future 
of this State. It has created 41,500 jobs and 286 new plants in 60 counties 
and in most of the cities in the State. 


Nor has the major portion of this new industry been related to defense 
activity. Actually, better than one-third of the expansion is in pulp, 
paper, and forest product industries, a reflection of Alabama’s great re- 
sources of water and forest. We are the largest timber-producing state 
east. of the Mississippi River. Nor does this tally include expenditures 
made by the various branches of state and federal government. 
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Again, for the purpose of relating our economic growth to the future 
of education, let me illustrate with the record of the past three years. 
The total of new and expanded investment in industry for the year 
of 1962 amounted to $143, B71, 000; for the year 1963 it increased to $336,- 
839,000; in 1964 it increased to $406, 140,000. During the first four months 
of this year we will have added an additional $250 million in new and 
expanded industry giving us a grand total of one billion dollars for 2 and 
14% years. This spells a bright future for education in Alabama. 


The purpose of these comparisons is not to reflect adversely on past 
administrations. I point them out to you to emphasize the momentum 
of the economy today and to emphasize how tremendously important our 
educational effort is toward maintaining and increasing that momentum. 
I hope that the next administration can point to a record equal to, and 
even exceeding, that of this Administration. I am confident that it can 
be done. 


However, before we become too enthusiastic about the future eco- 
nomic prospects of the State, it may be well to remind you that the State, 
is engaged in providing a multitude of services to the people. We may 
never be able to provide fully every valid claim for public funds and 
services. There is always competition between different needs—educa- 
tion, public health, highways, the aged, the sick, and the poor, to men- 
tion a few. We cannot consider public school education or industrial 
pa aie alone. There is an interdependent relationship between 
them all. 


For example, the highway program inaugurated by this Administra- 
tion has a tremendous bearing on economic development of the State. 
Our highways are vital arteries of commerce. The State would stagnate 
without good roads. Good roads and safe roads are high on the list of 
factors considered by industrial prospects and they measure the State 
and each community by its achievement and its efforts and vision in 
this regard. 


This Administration will have a highway construction and mainte- 
nance program underway in four years in the total amount of $700 million. 


Such a program would have been impossible without the $100 mil- 
lion bond issue authorized by you in 1963. It enabled us to allocate $62 
million for federal matching. It permitted us to use $20 million for much 
needed work inside various municipalities of the state and permitted us 
to use approximately $18 million divided between the 67 counties of the 
State. Thus, the $100 million bond issue made possible three record- 
making road construction and maintenance programs; namely, the state 
highway program, county roads and city streets. 


One facet of this overall program of which I am proud is the mu- 
nicipal street program. This program was authorized by you in the First 
Special Session of the 1963 Legislature and funds to accomplish it were 
provided for the $100 million bond issue. 


The Highway Department has worked closely with our communities, 
towns and cities in implementing this program. As of December 1, 1964, 
238 municipalities out of a total of 347 in the State have taken advan- 
tage of the State aid funds and initiated improvements on the local street 
systems. 


I can assure you that this factor has been tremendously important 
in inducing industry into the State and in the selection of municipalities 
for location of industry. 


Work on the interstate program since 1956 amounts to about $260 
million and $122 million has been let in the last two years. This reflects 
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the acceleration of the program made possible by the $100 million bond 
issue. 


Alabama citizens are today enjoying 257 miles of interstate system 
of which 74 miles were opened during the past two calendar years. 


Up to this point I have pointed out to you the importance of our 
economy to the future of education and the importance of our highway 
program to continued economic progress. We have the resources to do 
the job that lies ahead. Do we have the vision and determination to 
get the job done? I believe we do. 


I urge you not to delay unnecessarily the enactment of an educational 
program. I need not remind you that the expense of this special session 
will be paid from the General Fund which also supports our old folks, 
the sick, the needy, and the helpless—those who cannot share with us 
the fruits of our prosperity, but who, in the main, gave of themselves 
to the best of their abilities and contributed in a very real measure to 
help advance us to our present condition. 


There may be some who feel too much is spent for welfare programs. 
That may be, but the answer is not to neglect the needy. We must go to 
the basic causes. That means better education for better jobs and a bet- 
ter standard of living, coupled with a sound grounding in the old-fash- 
ioned virtues. In any event, none will say that the money spent for the 
aged and needy is better spent financing unnecessary expenses of an 
unduly prolonged legislative session. 


Certainly, there are none in this Legislature who believe that. In 
fact, you have enacted legislation to enable us to increase substantially 
the benefits and services provided to all persons eligible for public 
assistance. 


For example, it may interest you to know that Alabama grants old 
age pensions to a higher portion of its aged than any other state in the 
Union except Louisiana. The average payment which includes pensions 
and medicine is $67.54 per person. 


Under our medical program of assistance for persons who are not 
old age pensioners, the average annual payment is $318.10, primarily for 
hospital care. In our program for the blind, we have increased pay- 
ments from $47.87 in December, 1962, to $67.80 today. 


One item which has bothered many people is the number of depend- 
ent children who become charges of the State. I’m glad to say that the 
number of cases has decreased by 4,000 and the number of recipients by 
approximately 112,500 in the past two years. Legislation fixing parental 
responsibility has been an important factor in this decrease as well as 
the fact that more and better job opportunities have been made available. 


Before passing from this subject, I want to point out the financial 
benefits resulting from our determination to stamp out whiskey agents. 


Under Alabama law, whiskey agents are not allowed to promote the 
sale of whiskey. The only purchaser from distillers is the State and the 
State purchases only to meet the needs of inventory. When a thousand 
cases are sold, the Alcoholic Beverage Control Board orders a thousand 
cases, 


In other words, whiskey agents render no service. Yet, some drew 
up to $30,000 a year in commissions. It got to the point where whiskey 
agents financed a governor’s campaign. Agencies went up for sale—a 
big account would cost up to $15,000 in contributions to a governor’s 
campaign. Less lucrative agencies sold for less. 
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I promised the people of Alabama to get rid of the agents. We did! 


You are all familiar with the “name brand” boycott. I’m glad to 
say we have won that battle and the name brands are back. More will 
come—and without liquor agents. 


Let me illustrate what the 3% distillers tax has accomplished. The 
revenue from the tax will amount to approximately $1.5 million in the 
fiscal year 1964-65. But that does not begin to tell the story. For each 
dollar of the distillers tax will result in an average of $3.78 from federal 
funds for an estimated total in two years of $7,168,500, all earmarked for 
old age pensions, mental health, and student scholarships. 


Let us turn our attention again to the subject of public school 
education. 


The Civil Rights Act authorized administrative agencies of the fed- 
eral government to set up reasonable standards regulating the use of 
federal appropriations for educational purposes. 


The United States Department of Health, Education and Welfare, 
apparently, took this authorization to mean an absolute and unlimited 
grant of power. They came out with an utterly fantastic set of rules 
and regulations, far exceeding any authority granted by Congress and 
exceeding, by far, any power asserted by Congress itself. 


Not the least among many objectionable requirements imposed by 
this agency is a sort of “loyalty oath” required of members of school 
boards. Elected school officials, according to regulations, are supposed 
to manifest this loyalty to the Department by pledging that so long as 
they hold office they shall uphold, defend and obey all regulations as 
now prescribed by the Department and all such regulations to be pre- 
scribed by the Department in the future. 


This is an example of a sort of federal bureaucratic cannibalism. 
Congress creates an agency for a good purpose. The agency feeds upon 
the power creating it and begins a voracious quest for more power. Fi- 
nally, it asserts more power than Congress itself and asserts itself free 
from all limitations imposed upon the Executive, Legislative and Judicial 
branches of government by the Constitution itself. 


In America, it is presumed that every person will obey the law. 
However, law must be clear and have reasonable standards. It is diffi- 
cult to see how local school boards can agree to obey future regulations, 
having the effect of law, without knowing what regulations will be im- 
posed or how they might affect the school and children who are their 
first responsibility. 


In effect, the local school board is asked to pledge to surrender its 
own discretion in making decisions affecting the general interest and 
best welfare of the children in the communities they serve and substitute 
pe decision and judgment of federal bureaucrats. Both now and in the 
uture. 


A Communist is not required to say that he will not teach violent 
overthrow of the government. In a recent United States Supreme Court 
case from Washington state, the court said that the language of a teach- 
er’s loyalty pledge was unconstitutionally vague because no standards 
were provided to guide the teachers in knowing what would and would 
not constitute teaching violent overthrow of the government. 


I am glad to say that an Alabama school board has filed, or will file, 
suit to contest this massive takeover by the federal government. The 
Bessemer City School Board has requested that I, as your Governor, pro- 
vide them with legal counsel. I am more than happy to do so. 
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This is not to say that the Bessemer Board or any other board that 
joins with them in this suit intends to disobey the law. Congress has 
passed the law and we have to obey it. But we don’t have to like it. 


Nor does it mean that we cannot contest the constitutionality of 
the law in the courts, as provided by law. Nor does it mean that we 
cannot continue to fight for repeal of the law. 


We intend to do both. With all of our might. 


As a matter of fact, you will remember that we fired the first shot 
in this fight at the last special session when you passed a resolution which 
petitioned Congress to call a constitutional convention to consider an 
amendment to restore to the states their inherent right to operate, man- 
age and control local public schools. 


Although the legislatures of most states did not convene until the 
early part of this year, I am glad to report that Alabama, Louisiana, 
Arkansas and Virginia have already enacted this resolution. 


It has passed the lower house in the South Carolina Legislature and 
is expected to pass in the Senate within the next day or two. 


It was introduced in the lower house of the Georgia Legislature with 
134 piepatures and is expected to pass in the Senate by the end of this 
week. 


Mississippi will pass the resolution when it convenes. It has been 
introduced in the Maryland Legislature and I have good reason to be- 
lieve that it will pass in Florida and Tennessee. We are also working in 
North Carolina, Missouri and Texas. 


When the full force and effect of the federal regulations of local 
public schools is brought home to the people of this Nation, I feel cer- 
tain a majority of the states will respond by enacting this resolution. 


We have only begun to fight. We intend to create a national com- 
mittee to acquaint the American public with the contents and the full 
implications of the “power-grab” by the federal government. 


Iam glad to note that you have passed the Reapportionment Resolu- 
tion. It, too petitions Congress to call a national convention for the pur- 
pose of considering a constitutional amendment to return to the states 
the sovereign power in the people to create and structure their own state 
government. 


The issue, and the only issue in the reapportionment fight, is whether 
or not the non-elected federal judiciary has the power, under the United 
States Constitution, to tell the people how they must allocate the legis- 
lative power of state government. 


Many people have been conditioned to think of the federal govern- 
ment as a source of unending benevolence. They seem to have forgotten 
that the power of government is also the power to regulate, supervise, 
prescribe, prosecute, punish, fine, imprison, and suppress. It is extreme- 
ly important to the people how that power is allocated, restricted, limited 
and balanced in both state and federal governments. That is why the 
people and only the people should have the power to allocate legislative 
powers. 


As of today, 10 states have passed and 30 states have introduced 
identical resolutions to compel Congress to call a convention. Most of 
the Southern states are yet to act on it. It is my personal judgment 
that Congress may itself submit an amendment to the states before the 
necessary 34 states have enacted this resolution. Nevertheless, it is abund- 
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antly clear that this massive usurpation of power by the federal judiciary 
will be repudiated by the people of this Nation, one way or another. 


In closing, let me urge all of you to remember we are legislating 
for our children and the future of this State. 


We have the resources to do the job. Do we have the determination 
and the vision to do the job? Iam confident that you do and that you 
will write a bright page in the history of Alabama education. 


I present you this challenge. I challenge you to greatness. 


The Lieutenant Governor and Presiding Officer of the Senate an- 
nounced that the purpose of the joint sesion having been accomplished, 
the Senate would retire to its Chamber.

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pass a resolution to the effect that the public health or public good re- 
quires that any territory lying to the north of the present boundaries 
and corporate limits of the municipality shall be brought within the 
limits of the town of Madison: (1) It shall be the duty of the mayor 
to certify a copy of such resolution to the judge of probate of Madison 
County and said certified resolution shall have attached thereto a plat 
or map of the territory proposed to be annexed, which certified resolu- 
tion and plat or map shall be filed by the judge of probate. (2) Within, 
ten days from the date of the filing of such resolution, the judge of 
probate must make and enter an order upon the minutes of said court, 
directing and ordering an election to be held by the qualified electors 
residing within the territory described, not less than twenty days nor 
more than forty days from the date of the making of the order. The 
said judge shall give notice of the holding of such election by publication 
in a newspaper published within the town of Madison, if a newspaper 
is published therein, and if no newspaper is published in such muni- 
cipality, then by posting notices at three public places in such munici- 
pality, which notice shall state the day on which such election is to be 
held, the voting place or places, the boundaries within which voters 
must reside to vote at the respective voting places, which must be with- 
in the territory proposed to be brought into the town of Madison, and 
such notice must give a description of the territory proposed to be 
annexed, and must state that a map of such territory is on file in the 
office of the judge of probate of said Madison County, open to the in- 
spection of the public. (3) The judge of probate may designate as 
many places within the territory proposed to be annexed as he may 
deem necessary for the convenience of the voters and must designate 
the boundaries within which the voters must reside to vote at the re- 
spective voting places, and shall appoint three inspectors of election, 
two clerks and one returning officer for each voting place, which in- 
spectors shall manage the election at the respective voting places at 
which they are appointed as inspectors. (4) Each qualified elector 
who has resided within the boundaries of the territory proposed to be 
brought into the town of Madison for three months next preceding the 
election, may vote at such election, but must vote at the voting place 
designated by the judge of probate for voters in the territory in which 
he resides. (5) The election to determine whether or not the proposed 
territory shall be brought within such corporate limits must be con- 
ducted in all respects as provided by the general election laws, and under 
the same sanction and penalties, except as changed by the provisions 
hereof, and except that an official ballot need not be provided. (6) 
Each voter may furnish his own ballot with the following words writ- 
ten or printed thereon: “For annexation,” if the desires to vote in 
favor of annexing the territory to the town of Madison, or “Against 
annexation,” if he desires to vote against annexing the territory to the 
town of Madison. It shall not be necessary for the ballot to be of any 
particular size, form, or color. (7) The inspectors at the respective vot- 
ing places must, as soon as the polls are closed, ascertain and certify the 
results of the election, at their respective voting places, to the judge 
of probate, and deliver the same to the returning officer, who must 
at once return the same to the judge of probate, and the judge of pro- 
bate must canvass the return as made by the inspectors, and if it appears 
that a majority of the votes cast at the election were “for annexation,” 
the judge shall make and enter an order on the records of the probate 
court adjudging and decreeing the corporate limits of the town of Madi- 
son to be extended so as to embrace the territory described in the reso- 
lution and designated on the plat or map attached to the resolution, and 
must cause the certified resolution and the map and all orders or decrees 
or judgments to be recorded in the records in his office, and from the 
time of the entry of such order such territory shall be a part of and 
within the corporate limits of the town of Madison. If it appears that 
a majority of the votes cast at the election are “against annexation” the 
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judge of probate shall make and enter an order on the records of the 
court adjudging and decreeing that a majority of the votes at such 
election were cast against coming into the corporate limits of the town 
of Madison and that the territory described and designated in the reso- 
lution and plat or map attached shall not form a part of or be embraced 
in the town of Madison until it may thereafter be brought into the 
town as a part thereof. (8) The result of such election may be con- 
tested by any qualified elector voting at the election under the same 
provisions as are provided by general law for contesting the election of 
a justice of the peace, making the town of Madison the contestee. The 
town of Madison shall pay all costs and expense incident to the elec- 
tion. (9) The plat or map filed with the certified copy of the resolu- 
tion, as required herein, shall show accurately the territory proposed 
to be embraced within the corporate limits, including all subdivisions 
into lots, blocks, streets and alleys within such territory, if any, and 
an accurate description by metes and bounds of the boundary of such 
territory, which territory must be contiguous to the boundary of and 
form a homogeneous part of the town of Madison and such territory 
may extend to or around the boundary line of any other city or town, 
but is not to embrace any territory within the corporate limits of ano- 
ther municipality. No platted or unplatted territory shall be included 
within the boundary of such territory unless with the consent of the 
persons, firms or corporations owning at least sixty per cent of the 
acreage of such platted or unplatted land proposed to be included in 
such boundary, such consent to be signified by their signing a petition 
to that effect, which petition shall be filed with the plat or map and 
certified copy of the resolution. Proof of residence and qualification as 
electors of petitioners and of persons affected shall be made to the 
judge of probate, by affidavit or otherwise, as he may direct.

The council may create new wards or 
may enlarge the wards so as to embrace all the territory brought with- 
in the corporate limits of the town of Madison so as to afford oppor- 
tunity to all persons entitled to vote at elections in the town of Madison 
to vote thereat. The probate judge shall be entitled to the same fees 
for his services performed under the provisions hereof as he is authorized 
by law to charge and collect for similar services rendered by them, and 
other officers shall be entitled to the same compensation for services 
rendered by them as they are authorized by law to charge and collect 
for similiar services rendered by them, and the town of Madison shall 
pay all cost and expense thereof except in the case of a contest as 
herein provided. 


Section 2. Notwithstanding the fact that the town of Madison may 
have extended its corporate limits under the provisions of this act, 
or any other law, it may again extend its corporate limits hereunder, or 
under any other law authorizing the extension of such corporate limits; 
provided however, that after an election has been held in any territory 
under the provisions of this act, or any other law, no other or subse- 
quent election shall be ordered or held within the same territory, or any 
part thereof, within twelve months next after said election. 


Section 3. In every proceeding to extend the corporate limits of 
the town of Madison, under the provisions of this act, the council of 
the town of Madison, shall declare in each and every resolution herein 
provided for, and the probate judge shall declare in each and every 
order directing and ordering an election to be held hereunder, and in 
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every notice given hereunder, and in every order made and entered 
on the records of the Probate Court hereunder, that such resolution, 
order of notice, as the case may be, is passed, given or entered under 
the provisions of this act. 


Section 4. All property and territory brought within the corporate 
limits of the town of Madison under the provisions of this act shall be 
liable for payment of taxes to the town of Madison, from and after the 
commencement of the town tax year, commencing next after the judge 
of probate shall make and enter an order on the records of the Pro- 
bate Court, adjudging and decreeing the corporate limits of the town 
of Madison to be extended so as to embrace such property or territory. 


Section 5. This act shall constitute an additional method by which 
the corporate limits of the town of Madison may be extended, and 
shall be in addition to any other method now or hereafter provided by 
law. 


Section 6. This act shall take effect upon its passage and approval 
by the Governor.

NOTICE is hereby given that a bill substantially as follows will 
be introduced in the Legislature of Alabama and application for its 
passage and enactment will be made, to-wit: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for the City of Jasper in Walker County a civil service 
system governing the appointment, removal, salaries, tenure and official 
conduct of employees of the city; defining violations of the Act; 
imposing penalties for violations; and repealing conflicting laws. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. This Act shall apply only in the City of Jasper in 
Walker County. 


Section 2. As used in this Act, unless the context clearly requires 
a different meaning: “city” means the City of Jasper in Walker County: 
“employee” means any person, including firemen and policemen and 
employees of the street department, not excepted by Section 3 of this 
Act who is regularly employed in the service of the City of Jasper; 
“board” means the civil service board created by this Act; “appointing 
authority” means in the case of employees in the offices of the elected 
officers of the city, such elected officers; in the case of all other city 
employees, the city governing body, or the board or other agency 
supervising their work. 


Section 3. The provisions of this Act shall apply to all officers 
and employees in the service of the city or any board, agency or instru- 
mentality thereof except: (a) elective officers; (b) members of appoin- 
tive boards, commissions, and committees; (c) all employees of the 
city board of education; (d) attorneys, physicians, surgeons, nurses and 
dentists employed in their professional capacities; (e) the judge of any 
court; (f) independent contractors receiving their remuneration from 
public funds under contracts awarded by competitive bidding (g) any 
person whose employment is subject to the approval of the United 
States government or any agency thereof; (h) employees of the water- 
works and gas board or any other board or commission created by 
the city governing body. 


Section 4. All employees of the city shall be governed by civil 
service rules and regulations prescribed in or promulgated pursuant 
to this Act, administered by a civil service board, the creation of which 
is provide for in Section 5 hereof. Present employees shall remain 
in their respective employments during good behavior; but nothing 
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herein shall be construed to prevent or preclude the removal of an 
employee for cause in the manner hereinafter provided; and such 
employees, except for appointment, shall be subject fully to the pro- 
visions of this Act. 


Section 5. There is hereby created the Civil Service Board of 
the City of Jasper, which shall be composed of three members appointed 
by the Governor, upon nomination in writing by members of the Walker 
County legislative delegation, as follows: the senator and each repre- 
sentative may submit not more than three nominations for each place 
to be filled, and the appointment, or appointments, shall be made from 
among those persons thus nominated; if the same person is nominated 
by all members of the delegation, the person thus nominated shall be 
appointed; if the legislative delegation is divided, the nominee favored 
by the majority shall be appointed. If no person receives a majority 
nomination, each member of the legislative delegation may forthwith 
submit in writing an additional nominee until some person receives a 
majority nomination and such person shall be forthwith appointed. 
Of the first members of the board one shall be appointed for a term of 
two years, one for a term of four years, and one for a term of six years. 
Their successors shall be appointed for terms of six years. No person 
shall be appointed to the board who is not a resident and qualified 
elector of the City of Jasper and over the age of twenty-one years. 
No member of the board shall hold any office of profit under the city, 
the county, or the State of Alabama. Members of the board shall take 
the constitutional oath of office, which shall be filed in the office of the 
probate judge. Vacancies on the board shall be filled for the unexpired 
term by the Governor, in the same manner as original appointments. 
Nominations to fill a vacancy must be submitted to the Governor within 
thirty days after the vacancy occurs, and the Governor must make the 
appointment forthwith. The members of the Board shall elect a chair- 
man and secretary from among their number. Any member of the 
Board who becomes a candidate for, or is appointed or elected to another 
public office vacates his office as a member of the Board, and the 
mayor or other chief executive officer of the City of Jasper shall forth- 
ba notify the Governor, who shall fill the vacancy as provided in 
this section. 


Section 6. Members of the Board shall not be entitled to any com- 
pensation. However, the board shall have power to appoint clerical 
assistants and engage legal counsel of its own choice, who shall be 
paid by the city. 


Section 7. The Board shall fix the times for its regular meetings; 
and it may hold special, adjourned or call meetings at any time. 
majority of the members of the Board shall constitute a quorum for 
the transaction of business. All meetings of the Board shall be held 
in the city hall. 


Section 8. The Board shall keep minutes of its meetings and a 
record of all business transacted by it. Its records, except those the rules 
of the Board require to be held confidential for reasons of public policy, 
shall be open for inspection by any resident of the city at all reasonable 
times. 


Section 9. The Board shall have power to make rules and regu- 
lations governing examinations, eligible registers, appointments, trans- 
fers, salaries, promotions, demotions, annual and sick leave, and such 
other matters as may be necessary to accomplish the purposes of this 
Act. A rule or regulation may be made effective only after a public 
hearing is held on the proposal thereof and after a certified copy 
thereof has been filed with the city clerk. All employees shall be 
appointed upon a non-partisan merit basis. There shall not be appointed, 
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and the Board shall not examine, any person who is not a citizen of 
the United States. The Board shall: 1) classify the different types 
of services to be performed in the service of the city: 2) prescribe 
qualifications, including those of education, training, and experience, 
for the appointees and incumbents of each class; 3) with the approval 
of the appointing authority, fix a maximum and minimum salary for 
each class; and 4) allocate each position in the service to its proper 
class. It shall provide for the periodic rating of employees according 
to their merit to detemine whether they are maintaining standards of 
service. The Board shall establish rules and regulations governing 
dismissals, suspensions, layoffs, terminations, and leaves of absence, 
and the severance of an employee’s relationship with the city shall be 
in accordance with such regulations. 


Section 10. The salary to be paid each subordinate employee shall 
be determined by his appointing authority; and the salary to be paid 
each department head employee shall be determined by the city 
governing body; but in every case the salary paid shall be within 
the pay plan and pay rules and regulations established by the board 
and shall be no more than the Board approves. It shall be unlawful 
for any official or employee to draw or issue any warrant on the city 
treasury for the payment of salary to any employee covered by the 
provisions of this Act unless the warrant is in an amount authorized 
by the Board to be paid such employee. A sum paid as salary contrary 
to the provisions of this section may be recovered in an action brought 
by any resident of the city against the official or employee who draws 
or issues the warrant, or against the sureties on his bond. 


Section 11. The Board shall make and keep a register of all per- 
sons eligible and available for appointment to each class of position 
in the service of the city, ranked according to ability; it is provided, 
however, that no examination shall be given and no register kept for 
positions to be filled by persons designated by the board as common 
laborers. Layoffs available for re-employment shall be placed at the 
head of the proper present and subsequent eligible registers in the inverse 
order of their terminations. Employees who voluntarily terminate 
their services may be granted re-employment status upon proper eligible 
registers under such circumstances and in such manner as may be pro- 
vided for in the Board’s rules and regulations, subject, however, to 
stipulations of this section concerning layoffs. Persons desiring appoint- 
ment may file applications with the Board, and the Board shall, from 
time to time, conduct examinations to test the ability of such applicants 
All qualified applicants shall be examined, and examinations shall be 
public, competitive, and, subject to limitations specified by the Board 
as to age, residence, health, height, weight, habits, moral character, and 
other factors pertinent to ability to discharge the duties of the position, 
open to all citizens of the United States. Examinations shall be practical 
in character and shall relate to those matters which test the ability 
of the person examined to discharge intelligently the duties of the 
position for which he applies In no case shall an appointment be made 
from an eligible register which is more than two years old, and no eligi- 
ble register shall be the result of more than one examination. 


Section 12. Whenever a vacancy exists in any position in the service 
of the city, it shall be filled by appointment of one of the three 
persons who rank highest on the appropriate eligible register of the 
Board or by transfer within the service of the city from another 
position of the same class However, the ranking layoff of the same 
class shall be appointed in every instance Whenever it is impossible 
for the Board to certify eligible persons to a vacancy, the Board may 
authorize the appointing authority to fill the vacancy temporarily 
pending the establishment of an eligible register No such authorization 
may be given for longer than one hundred and twenty days, and no such 
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employee shall have status under this Act. All appointments, other 
than temporary appointments, shall be probationary for six months 
from the date of apointment A probationary subordinate employee may 
be discharged by his appointing authority for unsatisfactory service at 
any time before the expiration of that period if the action is approved 
by the Board; a probationary department head employee may be dis- 
charged or demoted similarly by his appointing authority upon approval 
by the Board. After the expiration of the probationary period, an 
appointment shall become permanent. 


Section 13. An appointing authority shall have authority to 
suspend an employee for any personal misconduct, or fact, affecting 
or concerning his fitness or ability to perform his duties in the public 
interest. In the event an employee is suspended for more than thirty 
days, he shall be entitled to a public hearing by the Board upon 
written demand filed within five days from the date of the order of 
suspension. If, after hearing, the Board determines that the action of 
the authority was not with cause, the suspension shall be revoked. 


Section 14. (a) The governing body of the city, any member 
of the governing body, or the head of any department or office can 
remove, discharge, or demote any employee, officer or official of the 
city who is subject to the provisions of this Act and who is directly 
under such governing body, member thereof, or department head, pro- 
vided that within five days a report in writing of such action is made 
to the Board, giving the reason for such removal, discharge, or demotion. 
The employee shall have ten days from the time of notification of 
his discharge, removal, or demotion in which to appeal to the Board. 
The Board shall thereupon order the the charges or complaint to be 
filed forthwith in writing and shall hold a hearing de novo on such 
charges. No permanent employee, officer, or official of the city whose 
employment comes within the jurisdiction of this Act, and whose 
probationary period has been served, shall be removed, discharged, 
or demoted except for some personal misconduct, or fact, rendering 
his further tenure harmful to the public interest, or for some cause 
affecting or concerning his fitness or ability; and if such removal, 
discharge or demotion is appealed to the Board, then the same will 
become final only after a hearing upon written charges or complaint 
has been had and after an opportunty has been given him to face his 
accusers and be heard in his own defense. Pending a hearing on said 
appeal, the affected employee may be suspended; and after such hearing 
the Board may order said employee reinstated, demoted, removed, 
discharged, or suspended, or take such other disciplinary action as in their 
judgment is warranted by the evidence and under the law. Charges 
may be filed by any resident citizen of the city as follows: the charges 
must be in writing, must set fourth succinctly the matters complained 
of, and must be sworn to before any member of the Board or before 
any person authorized to administer oaths. Upon the receipt of such 
charges, the Board, after due consideration, shall determine whether 
in its opinion it considers that the good of the service will be served by 
a trial thereon: and, if not, such charges may be dismissed by the Board. 
If in the judgment of the Board such charges are of a minor nature, 
such charges may be referred by the Board to the proper department 
head who shall make an investigation of the charges and make his. 
recommendation to the Board within such time as the Board may 
prescribe, as to what disciplinary action, if any, should be taken. After 
such recommendation is made by the department head and after due 
notice is given to the affected employee of the receipt of such recom- 
mendation and the contents thereof, the Board may, in its discretion, 
adopt and order executed the action recommended by the department 
head or any part thereof. However, if the complainant or the affect- 
ed employee, or both of them, objects to the recommendation of the 
department head, the Board shall hold a public hearing de novo 
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on the charges, and take such disciplinary action as in their judgment 
is warranted by the evidence and under the law. All hearings before the 
Board shall be open to the public. All testimony given in all hearings 
before the Board shall be taken down in shorthand by a stenographer. 
In all cases, the decision of the Board shall be reduced to writing and 
entered in the record of the case. In all proceedings before the Board, 
the city attorney may appear and prosecute all charges instituted by 
the city governing body or any member thereof or by any department 
head, when requested or directed to do so by such city governing body. 
It shall not be the duty of the city attorney to prosecute any charges 
brought by a private citizen. In all proceedings before the Board, 
the city attorney may appear and represent the interests of the city, 
and he shall also give such legal advice and legal assistance to the Board 
as may be requested by it. 


The Board and its specially authorized representatives shall have 
the power to administer oaths, take depositions, certify official acts, and 
issue subpoenas to compel the attendance of witnesses and production 
of papers necessary as evidence in connection with any hearing, 
investigation, or proceeding within the purview of this Act. The chief 
of police or some other police officer of the city shall serve all pro- 
cesses of the Board, and shall attend upon and preserve order at all 
public hearings conducted by the Board. In case a person refuses to 
obey such subpoena, the Board or its representative may invoke the 
aid of any circuit court in order that the testimony or evidence be 
produced. Upon proper showing, such court shall issue a subpoena or 
order requiring the pen to appear before the board or its representa- 
tive and produce all evidence and give all testimony relating to the 
matter in issue. A person who fails to obey such subpoena order may 
be punished by the court as for contempt. The fees of witnesses for 
attendance and travel shall be the same as fees for witnesses in the 
prt courts of this State, which fees shall be paid from the treasury 
of the city. 


(b) Any person aggrieved by a decision of the Board may appeal 
such decision to the circuit court of Walker County in equity within 
thirty days from the rendition of such decision by the Board. Review 
by the court shall be without a jury and be confined to the record, 
and to a determination of the questions of law presented: the Board’s 
findings of fact shall be final and conclusive. 


Section 15. No employee shall make, solicit or receive any 
assessment, donation, subscription or contribution for any political 
purpose whatsoever, or be a member of a committee or an officer of 
a political party, or take any part in its management or affairs except 
to exercise his right as a citizen to express his opinion and cast his 
vote; no employee shall assist any candidate for nomination or election 
to public office, or make any public statement in support of or against 
any such candidate, or participate in any manner whatever in the 
campaign of any candidate in any general or primary election; and no 
employee shall receive any appointment or advancement as a reward 
for his support of a candidate for office or a political party; nor shall 
he be dismissed, suspended or reduced in rank or pay as punishment 
for his failure to support any candidate for political office. 


Section 16. The expenses of the Board arising under the provisions 
hereof shall be paid from funds of the city. The city governing body 
shall provide the Board an office in the city hall, which shall be 
suitably equipped and furnished for the needs of the Board. and 
telephone service, postage, office supplies, and stationery,; also, secre- 
tarial and clerical help as deemed necessary by the Board. 


Section 17. Any person in the service of the city by appoint- 
ment under civil service rules or regulations who wilfully violates any 
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provisions of this Act, or any rule or regulation issued in pursuance 
thereof, shall be dismissed from service under the system and shall 
not be reappointed for two years. 


Section 18. Any person who violates any of the provisions of 
this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 


Section 19. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains. 


Section 20. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are repealed. 


Section 21. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, THE SEN- 
ATE CONCURRING, that the Legislature of Alabama respectfully ap- 
plies to the Congress of the United States to call a convention for the 
purpose of proposing the following article as an amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States. 


“ARTICLE 


“Section 1. Nothing in this Constitution shall prohibit any state 
which shall have a bicameral legislature from apportioning the mem- 
bership of one house of such legislature on factors other than popu- 
lation, provided that the plan of such apportionment shall have been 
submitted to and approved by a vote of the electorate of that state. 
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“Section 2. Nothing in this Constitution shall restrict or limit a 
state in its determination of how membership of governing bodies of 
its subordinate units shall be apportioned. 


“Section 3. This article shall be inoperative unless it shall have 
been ratified as an amendment to the Constitution by the legislatures of 
three-fourths of the several States within seven years from the date 
of its submission to the States by the Congress.”

S. J. R. 3. Applying to the Congress to call a convention for the 
purpose of proposing an amendment to the Constitution of the United 
States. 


RESOLVED BY THE SENATE, THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTA- 
TIVES CONCURRING, that the Legislature of Alabama respectfully 
applies to the Congress of the United States to call a convention for 
the purpose of proposing the following article as an amendment to 
the Constitution of the United States. 


“ARTICLE 


“Section 1. Nothing in this Constitution shall prohibit any state 
which shall have a bicameral legislature from apportioning the mem- 
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bership of one house of such legislature on factors other than popu- 
lation, provided that the plan of such apportionment shall have been 
submitted to and approved by a vote of the electorate of that state. 


“Section 2. Nothing in this Constitution shall restrict or limit 
a state in its determination of how membership of governing bodies 
of its subordinate units shall be apportioned. 


“Section 38. This article shall be inoperative unless it shall have 
been ratified as an amendment to the Constitution by the legislatures 
of three-fourths of the several States within seven years from the date of 
its submission to the States by the Congress.”

WAYS AND MEANS 
SUBSTITUTE FOR HB 40 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to public school administration; providing further for 
selection, approval, adoption, purchase, distribution, and free use of 
textbooks; repealing conflicting laws. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. When this Act takes effect the State Board of Educa- 
tion shall reactivate the courses of study committee provided for by 
Code of Alabama Title 52, Section 403, et seq., for the purpose of con- 
tinuous functioning as hereinafter provided. Appointments shall be 
made as provided in Section 407 (1) of the above code title except 
that initial appointments shall be made so that approximately one- 
third of the members shall serve terms of two, four, and six years 
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respectively; thereafter members shall be appointed for terms of six 
years and until their successors are appointed and qualified. 


Section 2. The courses of study committee shall conduct continu- 
ing studies and evaluations of the courses prescribed for all public 
elementary and secondary schools of Alabama with reference to their 
basic subject content, textual treatment, and adequacy of treatment, 
with respect to the educational objective of the course and in the light 
of changing scientific, technological, and cultural developments. The 
committee shall from time to time, but not less than one time in each 
two years, prepare a report of its recommendations with respect to the 
compulsory minimum content of courses of study and of recommended 
revisions of courses, materials, subject content and treatment in specific 
courses and subject areas. The report shall be submitted to the State 
Superintendent of Education and to the members of the State Textbook 
Committee for separate written recommendations to the State Board 
of Education for such action as may be considered advisable. 


Section 3. The State Textbook Committee shall be composed of 
eighteen members. Eight members shall be chosen in the manner pre- 
scribed by the Code of Alabama, Title 52, Section 433 (2); five members 
shall be appointed by the State Board of Education from the State- 
at-large; two of whom shall be college or university teachers; three 
members shall be appointed by the Governor from the State-at-large, 
none of whom shall have been employed in the field of education; one 
member shall be a member of the Senate of the State of Alabama 
and shall be appointed by the Lieutenant Governor of the State; and, one 
member shall be a member of the House of Representatives of the 
State of Alabama and shall be appointed by the Speaker of the House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama. The term of office of mem- 
bers of the committee shall be for two years, except that the term of 
office of the first committee under this Act shall end June 30, 1966, 
and the term of office of each committee thereafter shall begin July 1. 


Section 4. The State Textbook Committee shall be organized at a 
meeting to be called by the State Superintendent of Education and held 
between the first and fifteenth day of July biennially, and shall meet 
thereafter on call of the chairman of the committee or the State Su- 
perintendent of Education as may be necessary for transaction of business, 
provided that the first organization session under this Act may be 
called at a date to be determined by the State Superintendent of Edu- 
cation. 


Section 5. The State Textbook Committee and the State Board of 
Education shall divide the subjects of study in the public schools so 
that all textbooks on a given subject for grades one through twelve 
shall be considered for adoption in one year. The State Board of 
Education shall prescribe a system of rotation so that the textbooks 
for each subject shall come up for reconsideration by the Textbook 
Committee every six years, but annual adoption of textbooks shall be 
eliminated. All textbooks in adoption on the effective date of this 
Act may be used in the public schools during the scholastic year 1965- 
1966, and thereafter if necessary. New adoptions made during any year 
shall not be used in the public schools until the next ensuing scholastic 
year. 


Section 6. The State Textbook Committee shall recommend at least. 
four textbooks on each subject for adoption in each grade, unless fewer 
than four acceptable textbooks are available. Such recommendation 
shall be made to the State Board of Education in writing and both 
recommendations and any dissents therefrom shall be filed with the 
Board and shall be made available for public inspection. 


Section 7. Adoption of textbooks shall be made only at a public 
meeting of the State Board of Education. Published notice of proposed 
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adoptions and the time and the place of the meeting of the State Board 
to consider adoptions shall be given for at least 30 days, by newspaper 
release, written notice to each local Board of Education and by posting 
a notice on a bulletin board or in some other conspicuous place in the 
offices or public rooms of the State Department of Education. At least 
four adoptions for each course in each grade shall be made unless 
fewer than four acceptable textbooks have been recommended by the 
Textbook Committee. 


Section 8. All adoptions recommended by the State Textbook 
Committee shall be for a period of six years and no change shall be 
permitted within such period unless recommended to the Board of Edu- 
cation by the State Textbook Committee. After the school year 1965-66, 
not more than one-sixth of the total value of the complete inventory, 
as determined by contract prices in effect in each successive year mul- 
tiplied by the number of books required in each such subject, of state 
owned textbooks may be replaced by new adoptions in any one year. The 
State Board of Education shall establish procedures to stabalize the 
expiration of publishers contracts for State adopted books in a manner 
to effect an orderly review and new adoption of textbooks within the 
financial limitations imposed by this Section. 


Section 9. A local textbook selection committee shall be appointed 
by each separate City and County Board of Education, to be composed of 
not less than five nor more than nine members, at least one of whom 
shall have no connection with the field of education.

One of each textbook adopted by the local textbook commit- 
tee shall be retained by the City or County Board of Education as of- 
ficial samples. All other samples shall be returned to the State School- 
book Depository at the expense of the publishers for credit to the pub- 
lishers account. 


Section 11. The adoption of a textbook by a majority vote of the 
local committee shall be for a period of six years and may not be 
changed within such period of time. The Superintendent of Education 
of each local school system shall by not later than 30 days after the date 
of such adoptions file a report with the State Superintendent of Edu- 
cation listing the titles, the name of the authors, the publishers and 
the date of adoption of each textbook. 


Section 12. Prior to the annual meeting of the State Textbook 
Committee, the State Board of Education, through the State Superin- 
tendent of Education, shall advertise in such manner and for such 
length of time and at such places as he may consider advisable that at 
a certain time and place determined by the Board that sealed bids or 
proposals will be received from publishers for furnishing school text- 
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books. The bids or proposals of each hook will be furnished for a 
period of not less than six years and shall be accompanied by a speci- 
men copy of each book proposed to be so furnished. Publishers shall 
furnish samples of each textbook submitted for adoption to each mem- 
ber of the State Textbook Committee as directed by the State Super- 
intendent of Education. After the official adoption by the State Board 
of Education, all samples furnished by the publishers to the State 
Committee shall be returned to the State Depository, at the expense 
of the publishers for credit to the publishers account. 


Section 13. The maximum price at which the State Board of Edu- 
cation shall contract to pay f.o.b. the Alabama depository of the pub- 
lisher for any books to be used in the public schools of this state shall 
not exceed the minimum price at which the publisher sells such books 
in wholesale quantities, f.o.b. the publisher’s publishing house, after all 
discounts have been deducted. Any contract made for the purchase 
of books for use in the public schools of this state at a price higher 
than such determined maximum shall be void. Every contract entered 
into under the provisions of this Act by the State Board of Education 
and any publisher or publishing company shall stipulate that if at any 
time during the life of the contract, any book or books therein included 
shall be sold in any other state at a lower price by such publisher or 
publishing company than is designated in such contract, the said lower 
ie oee immediately becorne the price of such book or books to 

is state. 


If the State Superintendent of Education shall find that any such 
book or books so contracted for are being sold at a lower contract 
price in any other state than the price for which they are being sold 
to Alabama, the contract shall be forfeited. Any contractor who vio- 
lates the provisions of this Act shall return all money paid out for 
such book or books and also forfeit said book or books to the State. 
Suit may be brought in the name of the State on the bond of the con- 
tractor for all losses sustained, and any sum recovered shall be de- 
posited to the credit of the State Textbook fund. 


Section 14. As a condition to the awarding of a contract for the 
furnishing of textbooks, successful bidders shall be required to main- 
tain a depository at a place within the State of Alabama, to be named 
by the State Board of Education, where a stock of books sufficient to 
meet all reasonable and immediate demands shall be kept. Such de- 
pository, which must be approved by the State Board, may be main- 
tained in conjunction with one or more other publishers. Upon re- 
quisition of the State Superintendent of Education, the depository shall 
ship books, transportation charges paid, to the various shipping points 
in the state to be specified by him. 


Section 15. A provision shall be incorporated in all contracts with 
textbook publishers that local Boards of Education shall be permitted 
to purchase with local funds textbooks for free distribution at the same 
price at which the state is permitted to purchase such books with state 
funds. Contracts with publishers shall also provide that the publisher 
ee replace defective or substandard books without cost to the pur- 
chaser. 


Section 16. All books contracted for shall be shipped upon requisi- 
tions of the State Superintendent of Education. The State Superinten- 
dent shall upon receipt of a requisition for books from a County or City 
Superintendent of Education, either revise or return for revision or 
approve such requisition and order the publisher or publishers with 
whom contracts have been made or the depository heretofore provided 
for of any publisher or publishing company to forward to any such 
County or City Superintendent the books ordered by such approved 
requisition. The publisher, publishing company, or depository shipping 
such books shall prepare triplicate invoices or bills for the books so 
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shipped. One copy shall be mailed to the State Superintendent of Edu- 
cation, and the other two to the County or City Superintendent of Educa- 
tion to whom the books are shipped. 


Section 17. The State Superintendent of Education shall recom- 
mend, and the State Board of Education shall determine uniform mea- 
sures and bases upon which each local school system’s pro rata share 
of the State Textbook fund shall be computed and allocated, on the 
basis of total enrollment in each school system and percentages of 
total enrollment in the higher and lower grades and such other fac- 
tors as may be relevant to an equitable per pupil allocation to the 
separate school systems of the state. Before March 1, 1966, and March 
first of each year thereafter, the State Superintendent, subject to the 
Board’s approval, shall apportion to each of the several school systems 
a credit in the State Textbook fund, which, except as herein provid- 
ed, shall mark the maximum amount for which each County or City 
Superintendent may requisition textbooks. 


Section 18. As soon as practicable after the effective date of this 
Act, the State Board of Education shall allocate funds and make rules 
and regulations for the purchase in each county of all useable text- 
books which shall have been adopted for use for the school years 1963- 
64 and 1964-65. The price to be paid for such textbooks shall be one- 
half of the retail price. The separate school boards of the State may, 
in their discretion, authorize the purchase of such other second hand 
textbooks at prices not to exceed one-fourth of the retail price of such 
books if such books are on the current list of state approved textbooks, 
or if such textbooks were adopted under authority of local legislation 
and if supplementary purchases of such books can be made under prices 
established under a current publisher’s contract with the state or local 
board.

The County or City Superintendent of Education, upon 
receipt of any shipment of books as provided herein, shall forthwith de- 
termine if the shipment is in accordance with the invoices or bills, and 
if in accordance, he shall approve and receipt the invoices, one copy 
of which he shall send to the State Superintendent of Education. Upon 
approval of the State Superintendent, payment shall be made for such 
purchase and charged against that portion of the State Textbook fund 
which has been credited to the particular county or city school system 
making the purchase. 


Section 20. Subject to rules and regulations prescribed by the 
State Board of Education, each City and County Board of Education 
shall provide for the safe and dry storage of both new and used text- 
books, and for their distribution, including the exchange of textbooks 
among the several counties and local school systems in accordance 
with their respective needs; and it shall also provide for a strict and 
accurate system of accounting for all textbooks stored and distributed 
both within the county and exchanged among the counties. The coun- 
ty and city boards shall also provide for the repair of used textbooks, 
and in compliance with the advice of the State Board of Health, the 
occasion for and manner of fumigation of used textbooks so as to 
protect pupils from any diseases which may be transmitted through 
the reissue of such textbooks. 


Section 21. The State Superintendent of Education shall keep a 
record of all books delivered to the County and City Superintendents 
of Education under the provisions of this Act as shown by the invoices 
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herein provided for, and shall make periodic audits of all books which 
have been furnished at state expense, requiring a complete accounting 
for all such books. Any necessary blanks or forms required to assist 
in the orderly effectuation of this program shall be prescribed and 
furnished by the State Superintendent to each local Superintendent 
and the expense thereof paid from the funds allotted for the adminis- 
tration of the State Textbook fund. 


Section 22. All textbooks furnished free of charge to pupils shall 
remain the property of the state, and when distributed to pupils shall 
be merely loaned to them during the period they are engaged in a 
course of study for which the textbooks are selected. As a condition 
precedent to the issuance of state owned textbooks, each pupil shall 
be required to make a cash deposit in the amount of three dollars 
($3.00) to indemnify the state against loss or unnecessary damage of 
books. A receipt for such sum shall be made in duplicate, one copy 
shall be furnished the pupil and one copy shall be placed in the per- 
manent school record file of each student. At the completion of each 
course of study or otherwise at the instructions of the principal or 
teacher in charge, such textbooks shall be returned.as directed. A 
receipt shall be required from each child to whom a textbook is is- 
sued, and shall be given to each child upon the return of the textbook. 
The parent, guardian, or other person having charge of a child to 
whom such state-owned textbooks are issued shall be held liable for 
any loss, abuse, or damage in excess of that which would result from 
the normal use of such textbooks. In computing the loss or damage of 
a textbook which as been in use for a year or more, the basis of compu- 
tation shall be a variable of fifty to seventy-five per cent of the orig- 
inal cost of the book to the state. The failure of such parent, guardian, 
or person in charge of such child to whom the textbook was issued to 
pay such assessed damages within 30 days after notification shall result in 
such charges being assessed against the cash deposit of such student, 
and such student may not be entitled to further use of state owned 
books until remittance in the amount of loss or damage shall be made, 
all cash deposits and remittances for damages shall be deposited to the 
credit of the City or County Textbook Fund. Cash Deposits shall be 
redeemed less any unpaid assessments for loss or damage upon gradu- 
ation, transfer or drop out of each student by the City or County Board 
of Education upon proper certification of the names and amounts due 
for such pupils or in any other manner approved by the City or Coun- 
ty Board of Education. Cash in the amount of outstanding receipts 
net of loss or damage asessments shall be maintained on deposit to the 
credit of the City or County Textbook fund at all time. 


Section 23. It shall be the duty of each County or City Superin- 
tendent of Education, subject to the rules and regulations prescribed 
and approved by the State Superintendent and State Board of Edu- 
cation, to make when required an estimate which is as accurate as can 
be reasonably determined of the number of textbooks which will be 
needed in his school system during the next ensuing school year. He 
shall also provide for the safe storage of all textbooks shipped to him 
and in the case of used textbooks, provide for the collection, storage, 
and maintenance, including necessary repairs, renovation and fumi- 
gation. He shall maintain at all times an accurate and up to date inven- 
tory and shall keep on file such accounting records as may be required 
or which he may find to be necessary. 


Section 24. Pupils enrolled in the public schools may buy their 
own books at state prices plus handling charges, and in all contracts. 
made with publishers shall so provide. All books issued by the sep- 
arate schools and school systems may be used by pupils to whom 
issued in the same manner and to the same extent as though such 
books were owned by the pupils, their parents or guardians as the 
case may be. 
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Section 25. All laws and parts of laws and specifically that part 
of Code of Alabama 1940, Title 52, Sections 404 and 405, as amended, 
and Act No. 412, S. 261, Regular Session 1945 (Acts 1945, p. 647), as 
amended, in conflict with this Act are repealed. 


Section 26. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which remains, 


Section 27. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its paspage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becom- 
ing a law.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to public school administration; providing further for 
selection, approval, adoption, purchase, distribution, and free use of 
textbooks; repealing conflicting laws. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Within thirty days following the effective date of this 
Act the State Board of Education shall constitute a courses of study com- 
mittee for the purposes and functions as hereinafter provided. The 
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State Board of Education on the recommendation of the State Super- 
intendent of Education shall appoint a committee to be known as the 
committee on courses of study to consist of nine members, one from 
each Congressional district of the State, and one from the State-at-large 
all of whom at the time of their appointment shall be engaged in some 
phase of instructional work in public education in Alabama, no less 
than two of whom shall be representatives of higher education. The 
term of office of the members of said committee shall be for a period 
of six years, and the members shall hold office until their successors 
shall be appointed. Provided, that of the first members appointed, 
three shall serve for two years, three shall serve for four years, and 
three shall serve for six years, all as designated by the State Board 
of Education.

All books contracted for shall be shipped upon re- 
quisitions of the State Superintendent of Education. The State Su- 
perintendent shall upon receipt of a requisition for books from a 
County or City Superintendent of Education, either revise or return 
for revision or approve such requisition and order the publisher or 
publishers with whom contracts have been made or the depository 
heretofore provided for of any publisher or publishing company to 
forward to any such County or City Superintendent the books ordered 
by such approved requisition. The publisher, publishing company, or 
depository shipping such books shall prepare quadruplicate invoices 
or bills for the books so shipped. One copy shall be mailed to the 
State Superintendent of Education, and the other three to the County 
or City Superintendent of Education, to whom the books are shipped. 


Section 17. The State Superintendent of Education shall recom- 
mend, and the State Board of Education shall determine uniform mea- 
sures and factors upon which each local school system’s pro rata share 
of the State Textbook fund shall be computed and allocated, on the 
basis of total enrollment in each school system and percentages of 
total enrollment in the higher and lower grades and such other fac- 
tors as may be relevant to an equitable per pupil allocation to the 
separate school systems of the state. Before March 1, 1966, and 
March first of each year thereafter, the State Superintendent, subject 
to the Board’s approval, shall apportion to each of the several school 
systems a credit in the State Textbook fund, which, except as herein 
provided, shall mark the maximum amount for which each County 
or City Superintendent may requisition textbooks. 


Section 18. As soon as practicable after the effective date of this 
Act, the State Board of Education shall allocate funds and make rules 
and regulations for the purchase in each county of all useable text- 
books which shall have been adopted for use for the school years 
1963-64 and 1964-65. The price to be paid for such textbooks shall be 
not more than one-half of the retail price. The separate school boards 
of the State may, in their discretion, authorize the vurchase of such 
other second hand textbooks at prices not to exceed one-fourth of 
the retail price of such books if such books are on the current list of 
state approved textbooks, or if such textbooks were adopted under 
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authority of local legislation and if supplementary pyrchases of such 
books can be made under prices established under a current publisher’s 
contract with the state or local board. Such additional secondhand 
textbooks may continue to be used in the public schools of the state 
without regard to the expiration date of the period of adoption, if, 
in the judgment of the local school board, continued use of such 
book is justified in the light of sound educational criteria and if econ- 
omies can be effected by the continued use of such books in any 
school of such system, and such continued use is approved by the 
State Board of Education. 


Section 19. The County or City Superintendent of Education, upon 
receipt of any shipment of books as provided herein, shall forthwith de- 
termine if the shipment is in accordance with the invoices or bills, and 
if in accordance, he shall approve and receipt the invoices, one copy of 
which he shall send to the State Superintendent of Education, and one 
copy to the shipper, the depository or publisher as the case may be, 
upon approval of the State Superintendent, payment shall be made 
for such purchase and charged against that portion of the State Text- 
book fund which has been credited to the particular county or city 
school system. 


Section 20. Subject to rules and regulations prescribed by the 
State Board of Education, each City and County Board of Education 
shall provide for the safe and dry storage of both new and used text- 
books, and for their distribution, including the exchange of textbooks 
among the several counties and local school systems in accordance with 
their respective needs; and it shall also provide for a strict and accu- 
rate system of accounting for all textbooks stored and distributed both 
within the county and the city systems and exchanged among the coun- 
ty and city systems. The county and city boards shall also provide for 
the repair of used textbooks, and in compliance with the advice of the 
State Board of Health, the occasion for and manner of fumigation of 
used textbooks so as to protect pupils from any diseases which may be 
transmitted through the reissue of such textbooks. 


Section 21. The State Superintendent of Education shall keep a 
record of all books delivered to the County and City Superintendents 
of Education under the provisions of this Act as shown by the invoices 
herein provided for, and shall make periodic audits of all books which 
have been furnished at state expense, requiring a complete accounting 
for all such books. Any necessary blanks or forms required to assist 
in the orderly effectuation of this program shall be prescribed and 
furnished by the State Superintendent to each local Superintendent and 
the expense thereof paid from the funds allotted for the administra- 
tion of the State Textbook fund. 


Section 22. All textbooks furnished free of charge to pupils shall 
remain the property of the state, and when distributed to pupils shall 
be retained for normal use only during the period they are engaged in 
a course of study for which the textbooks are selected. At the comple- 
tion of each course of study or otherwise at the instructions of the prin- 
cipal or teacher in charge, such textbooks shall be returned as directed. 
A receipt shall be required from each pupil, parent or guardian upon 
issuance of any textbook which receipt shall be retained until the re- 
turn of such textbook. The parent, guardian, or other person havin 
custody of a child to whom such state-owned textbooks are issued shal 
be held liable for any loss, abuse, or damage in excess of that which 
would result from the normal use of such textbooks. In computing the 
loss or damage of a textbook which has been in use for a year or more, 
the basis of computation shall be a variable of fifty to seventy-five per 
cent of the original cost of the book to the state. If such parent, guardi- 
an or person having custody of such child to whom the textbook was 
issued fails to pay such assessed damages within 30 days after notifi- 
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cation, such student shall not be entitled to further use of state owned 
textbooks until remittance of the amount of loss or damage shall be 
made. All remittances for damages shall be deposited to the credit of 
the City or County Textbook Fund and may be used for the repair, 
maintenance, and replacement of textbooks. 


Section 23. It shall be the duty of each County or City Superin- 
tendent of Education, subject to the rules and regulations prescribed 
and approved by the State Board of Education, to furnish estimates of 
the number of textbooks which will be needed in his school system dur- 
ing the next ensuing school year. He shall also provide for the safe 
storage of all textbooks shipped to him and in the case of used text- 
books, provide for the collection, storage, and maintenance, including 
necessary repairs, renovation and fumigation. He shall maintain at 
all times an accurate and up to date inventory and shall keep on file 
such accounting records as may be required or which he may find to be 
necessary. 


Section 24. Pupils enrolled in the public schools may buy their 
own books at state prices plus handling charges, and in all contracts 
made with publishers shall so provide. All books issued by the sepa- 
rate schools and school systems may be used by pupils to whom issued 
in the same manner and to the same extent as though such books were 
owned by the pupils, their parents or guardians as the case may be, ex- 
cept that such pupils, parent, or guardian shall be liable for such loss 
or damage to books as hereinabove provided, and for the return thereof. 


Section 25. All laws and parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are repealed. 


Section 26. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 27. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

Neither shall any such 
person be associated in any capacity, directly or indirectly, by stock 
ownership or otherwise, with any entity engaged in business with such 
Boards of Education. Any contractor who violates the provisions of this 
section shall forthwith forfeit his depository contract, and shall pay 
into the special educational trust fund a sum of $1,000,000.00. The ship- 
ment of books to such depositories, and the sale of books as provided 
herein, are not ‘engaging in business’ within the meaning of this section, 
and such activities are expressly excepted.”

the State where the same was paid by the sale, if not, then the 
monthly expenses paid to such agents, salesmen, or representatives 
during the preceding twelve months. 


The license shall expire on the thirty-first of December of the 
year in which it is issued. The State Board of Education before 
issuing the license shall collect from each applicant a license fee of 
four hundred dollars ($400.00), which sum shall be paid annually 
thereafter on application This fee shall be in addition to any fees 
now charged. 


Any agent, broker, salesman, or other person engaged in selling 
textbooks, soliciting sales of such texbooks, or acting as broker for 
anyone selling such textbooks, as a condition precedent to soliciting from, 
participating in making sales to, or making sales to the State Board 
of Education or to any of the various school systems of the State must 
annually register with and secure a license from the State Board of 
Education. Every application for a license must be accompanied by 
a sworn statement of the applicant showing: (1) the publisher of 
textbooks which the applicant represents, is employed by, or acts for; 
(2) each sale made to the State Board of Education or to any of the 
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various school systems of the State by or through the applicant during 
the preceding year; and (3) the amount of each commission, fee, or 
percentage received by the applicant on each sale; and (4) the expenses 
incident to each sale paid to applicant if on a commission or fee basis, 
if no other than commission or fee basis, then the expenses paid each 
month to the applicant during the preceding year. The license shall 
expire on the thirty-first of December of the year in which it is issued. 
The State Board of Education before issuing the license shall collect 
from each applicant a license fee of one hundred dollars ($100.00), 
which sum shall be paid annually thereafter on application. This fee 
shall be in addition to any other fees now charged. 


Applications for licenses and accompanying statements shall be 
kept in the office of the State Board of Education and shall be open 
to public inspection. 


All license fees collected under this section shall be credited to 
the State Textbook Fund. 


Neither the State Board of Education nor any of the various school 
systems of the State shall buy textbooks from or through any publisher, 
agent, broker, salesman, or other person, unless such person is licensed 
as provided in this section.

AN ACT 


To make annual appropriations for the support, maintenance, and 
development of public education in Alabama for each of the fiscal years 
ending September 30, 1966 and September 30, 1967, including all schools, 
agencies, services and institutions under the general or direct control 
or subject to the rules and regulations of the State Board of Education,

SUBSTITUTE FOR H. B. 32 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To make annual appropriations for the support, maintenance, and 
development of public education in Alabama for each of the fiscal years 
ending September 30, 1966 and September 30, 1967, including all schools, 
agencies, services and institutions under the general or direct control or 
subject to the rules and regulations of the State Board of Education, the 
Board of Trustees of Alabama College, the Board of Trustees of Auburn 
University, the Board of Trustees of the University of Alabama, the 
Board of Trustees of the University of South Alabama, the Board of 
Trustees of the Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind, the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Alabama Boys Industrial School, the Board of Trustees of the 
Alabama Industrial School for Negroes, the Board of Trustees of the 
State Training School for Girls, the Alabama Educational Television 
Commission, and for the Teachers’ Retirement System. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That for the purpose of this Act, the following classifi- 
cations, definitions and restrictions shall be applicable: (a) “salary” and 
“other salaries”, wherever appearing herein, shall mean the wages or 
other compensation for skill, work or employment for anyone perform- 
ing services for the State of “Alabama as an employee, officer or official, 
and shall be expended only for such purposes; (b) “other expenses” 
shall mean the operating costs of agencies, departments, boards, bureaus 
and institutions of the State, other than salaries and equipment pur- 
chases and shall be expended only for operating costs incident to the 
normal operations of such agencies, departments, boards, bureaus and in- 
stitutions, including supplies and materials, postage, telephone, telegraph, 
express, travel expense, motor vehicle operations, lights, water, power, 
insurance and bonding, printing and binding, repairs, rental and items 
of general expense not defined as “equipment purchases”, and the money 
appropriated therefor shall be expended only for such purposes; (c) 
“equipment purchases” shall mean those items of office equipment, 
motor vehicle equipment and other equipment which have an appre- 
ciable and calcuable period of usefulness in excess of one year, and the 
money appropriated therefor shall be expended only for such purposes, 
and the total amounts herein appropriated therefor shall not be increased 
by the expenditure of any revenue derived from the sale, trade-in or 
exchange of any items of personal property. 


Section 2. The appropriations provided for in this Act shall be paid 
from funds in the State Treasury to the credit of the Alabama Special 
Educational Trust Fund and are hereby made for the support of public 
education in Alabama for each of the two fiscal years ending September 
30, 1966 and September 30, 1967, respectively; and, except as may be 
otherwise expressly provided, the appropriations herein made in Section

AN ACT 


To create and establish in Cullman County a county court of limited 
jurisdiction of criminal, civil cases at law and juvenile cases, to be 
known as the “Cullman County Intermediate Court”; providing for its 
officers and their term, powers, duties, compensation and method of 
selection; prescribing its jurisdiction; regulating its procedure and pro- 
cess; providing for the return of warrants thereto, including all warrants 
for the violation of the rules of the road and similar offenses; fixing 
the costs, charges and commissions collectible in the court; providing 
for appeals from the court; providing for the transfer to the court of all 
eases pending. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. COUNTY COURT CREATED. There is hereby created 
and established in Cullman County a county court of limited jurisdic- 
tion in criminal cases, civil cases at law and juvenile cases, which 
shall be known as the “Cullman County Intermediate Court.” 


Section 2. JURISDICTION. (a) Except as provided in Subsection 
(b) following, the court shall have the power to exercise jurisdiction 
in all actions, causes, matters, proceedings and cases (including bas- 
tardy proceedings, actions for unlawful detainer and for the recovery 
of possession of land, except actions in ejectment or actions in the na- 
ture of ejectment), cognizable before a county court or juvenile court 
or justices of the peace, or courts created in lieu thereof, and all 
courts of like jurisdiction. It shall have the authority to punish con- 
tempts by fines not exceeding fifty dollars ($50.00), and imprison- 
ment not exceeding five (5) days. It may adopt and enforce rules 
and regulations relative to pleading, procedure and practice, provid- 
ed such rules and regulations are not contrary to the Constitution and 
statutes of the State and law-made rules governing the practice and 
procedure of courts of record. 


(b) The court shall not have power to try persons charged with 
felonies. It shall not have jurisdiction of any civil action when matter 
or sum in controversy exceed Fifteen hundred and no-100 ($1,500.00) 
Dollars exclusive of interest and court cost, nor take cognizance of any 
matter or proceeding in equity. 


(c) Provided that where the action is in detinue in which the plain- 
tiff seeks to recover on a chattel mortgage or on a conditional sales 
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contract, the amount in controversy shall, for the purpose of determining 
jurisdiction, be the balance of the mortgage debt or purchase price, as 
the case may be, or the value of the property in suit, whichever may be 
less. Said court shall also have jurisdiction of proceedings for discov- 
ery of assets of judgment debtors which it shall exercise in the same 
manner and according to the same procedure and the same powers pro- 
vided by law with respect to civil judgments in circuit courts. 


(d) The County Court and Juvenile Court of Cullman County, 
Alabama, are hereby abolished. 


Section 3. JUDGES. (a) W. Marvin Scott shall be the first Judge 
of this Court and he shall serve until the first Monday after the second 
Tuesday in January, 1967, and until his successor is elected and has 
qualified, as hereinafter provided. 


(b) At the General Election of 1966 and every four (4) years 
thereafter a judge shall be elected by the qualified electors of Cullman 
County and the term of office shall be for four (4) years from the 
first Monday after the second Tuesday in January next succeeding their 
election and until their successors are elected and qualified. 


(c) The Judge shall, before entering upon the discharge of the 
duties of office, take the oath prescribed by Section 279 of the Con- 
stitution. He may be removed from office for any cause enumerated 
in Section 173 of the Constitution, in the manner provided by law. No 
person shall be eligible for the office of Judge unless he is, at the time 
of his appointment or election, at least twenty-five (25) years of age 
a qualified elector of Cullman County, and licensed to practice law 
in this State. The Judge cannot practice law in any manner and the 
Judge shall be subjected to the same penalties and obligations as Circuit 
Judges. Any vacancy occurring in the office of the Judge shall be filled 
by appointment, as provided by Section 158 of the Constitution. 


(d) In the event of sickness or necessary absence of the Judge of 
the court, the State Senator and State Representative representing Cull- 
man County in the State Legislature shall appoint a special judge to 
hold court during the absence of the regular judge, whose compensation 
shall be at the same rate as herein provided for the regular judge, 
and paid on his warrant drawn on the county treasury, provided that 
the regular judge of said court shall receive no compensation after a 
continuous absence of thirty (30) days or more. 


(e) The judge shall receive an annual salary of Nine Thousand Five 
Hundred and No-100 Dollars ($9,500.00) payable out of the general fund 
of the county, in equal monthly installments, as the salaries of other 
county officers are paid. 


(f) The judge shall have the authority to: (1) administer oaths 
and take acknowledgments; (2) issue search warrants; and (3) exercise 
such other powers, jurisdiction or authority as may be conferred by 
law upon judges of juvenile and county courts and justices of the peace, 
including that of magistrates on preliminary examination; and (4) ex- 
ecute affidavits for extradition on crimes charged in this county. 


(g) The judge of said court shall maintain an office in the Cullman, 
County Court House as directed by the governing body of said County. 
The offices shall be suitably equipped, furnished and provided, at the ex- 
pense of the county, with such office supplies and equipment as station- 
ery, stamps, furniture, fixtures, telephone service and other equipment 
and materials as may be necessary for the transaction of the business 
of the court. 

Section 4. SESSIONS. (a) Cullman County Intermediate Court 


shall be open for the transaction of any and all business or judicial pro- 
ceedings of every kind within its jurisdiction at all times. 
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(b) The judge of said court shall hold at least two (2) criminal 
sessions and two (2) civil sessions of court each month, and any further 
special sessions as needed. The judge of said court at his discretion will 
set all regular and special sessions at his discretion. 


(c) All writs and processes of the court shall be executed by the 
sheriff or his deputies. The sheriff shall attend the sessions of the 
court in person or by deputy. 


Section 5. PRACTICE AND PROCEDURE. (a) Except as other- 
wise provided in this Act, the practice, procedure and process of the 
court as to parties, trial, competency of witnesses, admissibility of evi- 
dence, the taking of depositions, the filing of interrogatories to opposing 
parties, regulation of suits and the time within which suits may be 
brought shall be governed by the statutes and rules of practice, pro- 
cedure and process governing the circuit courts. 


(b) The civil actions at law when the summons, writ of attachment, 
summons and complaint in attachment, or other process has been ex- 
ecuted on the defendant, or service perfected on him as required by law, 
the defendant shall appear and plead, answer or demur thereto within 
ten (10) days, and the process issued shall so recite. 


Section 6. COSTS (a) For their attendance upon the court, wit- 
nesses shall be entitled to the fees and allowances prescribed by law 
for witnesses in the circuit courts, which fees and allowances shall be 
taxed, collected and paid the same manner and according to the same reg- 
ulations as apply in the circuit courts. 


(b) All other costs of court shall be as follows: (1) in each civil 
action at law, if the sum in controversy does not exceed one hundred 
dollars ($100.00), the same as in justice courts; (2) in every other 
civil action at law, the same as in circuit courts; (3) in each criminal 
case involving an offense of which justice courts have final jurisdiction, 
the same as in justice courts; and (4) in every other criminal case, the 
same as in county courts, including fees as provided by Sections 86 and 
89 (2) of Title 11, 1958 Code of Alabama, except that fees for cases 
prcviged for herein under Section 7 (b), the fees shall be as there 
stated. 


Section 7. CRIMINAL PROSECUTIONS. (a) Prosecutions may be 
commenced in such court, upon sworn complaint made to the judge 
of the court in whose jurisdiction said offense is alleged to have been 
committed, which judge shall issue a warrant of arrest if he is reason- 
ably satisfied that the offense has been committed in his jurisdiction and 
there is reasonable cause to believe that the accused is guilty or upon 
sworn complaint made as prescribed by Code of Alabama of 1958, Title 
18, Section 327, the case shall be docketed for trial, and the trial shall 
be held and conducted as trials after indictments. The clerk shall 
keep a record of all complaints made and all warrants issued. If the 
original complaint or warrant is lost, mislaid or destroyed, a certified 
copy of the record shall be sufficient for the arraignment and trial 
of the accused. 


(b) The Circuit Solicitor of the Thirty-Second Judicial Circuit and 
the County Solicitor of Cullman County shall have the power and au- 
thority upon sworn complaint on probable cause to issue writs of ar- 
rest for offenses allegedly committed in the jurisdiction of the Cull- 
man County Intermediate Court. The Circuit Solicitor is to appear at 
all preliminary hearings on felonies and the County Solicitor to pro- 
secute all other criminal actions before the court. 


(c) All solicitor’s fees taxed and collected in all criminal cases 
in the Cullman County Intermediate Court shall be paid into the gen- 
eral fund of the Cullman County Board of Revenue by the Clerk 
taxing and collecting same. 
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Section 8.. APPEALS AND CERTIORARI. Any party aggrieved 
by a judgment, order or ruling of the court may appeal the decision 
as herein provided. (1) If the case is a civil case, the appeal or certiorari 
lies to the Circuit Court of Cullman County, and shall be governed 
by Article 6 of Chapter 8, Title 13 of the 1958 Code, where the trial 
shall be de novo with trial by jury where demanded by either party, 
as provided by Code of 1958, Title 7, Section 264. Where a civil case 
is tried on appeal in the Circuit Court and the sum in controversy 
does not exceed one hundred dollars ($100.00), the issue shall be made 
up as provided by' Code of 1958, Title 13, Section 486; otherwise, the 
pleadings and trial shall be according to the regular rules of pleading 
and practice in the Circuit Court. (2) If a case arises under the court’s 
jurisdiction with respect to juveniles, the appeal lies to the Circuit 
Court and shall be governed by Section 371 and Section 372 of Title 
13 of the 1958 Code, but with appeal bond to be approved by the clerk 
and with trial by jury on demand by the defendant, as prescribed by 
Code of 1958, Title 15, Section 321. (3) In every criminal case, the 
appeal lies to the Circuit Court and said appeal must be taken within 
thirty (30) days after conviction, and no appeal shall be taken after 
defendant has accepted judgment of the court by paying any fine ad- 
judged. (4) The defendant may, within ten (10) days after taking 
said appeal, demand in said Circuit Court, in writing, a trial by jury; 
otherwise, said case shall be tried by the court on appeal without 
jury. 


Section 9. JUDGMENTS. The party in whose favor a judgment 
is rendered shall have all the rights, remedies and privileges with re- 
spect to the registration and enforcement thereof as are provided in 
Chapter 11, Title 7, of the 1958 Code. 


Section 10. CLERKS. (a) The Circuit Clerk of Cullman County 
shall be the clerk of the Cullman County Intermediate Court. 


(b) The governing body of the county shall furnish, at county 
expense, such records, stationery, office supplies and equipment as 
may be necessary to conduct the court’s business. The Clerk shall keep 
a seal, which shall be the official seal adopted by the court. 


(c) It shall be the duty of the clerks to keep all the records, files 
and dockets of the court in an orderly manner and to perform all other 
duties required by the Judge. 


(d) The Clerk shall have the power and authority: (1) to ad- 
minister oaths and take acknowledgments and affidavits: (2) to sign 
and issue all processes issuing out of the court, including affidavits, sum- 
monses, subpeonas, writ, executions, commitments and releases; (3) 
to approve bonds in civil and criminal cases, including appeal bonds; 
(4) to enter all judgments, orders and decrees of the court; (5) to 
certify all appeals and transcripts; and (6) to exercise all powers and 
authority which are now or may be hereafter conferred on Clerks of 
county courts. 


Section 11. TRANSFER OF PENDING CASES. (a) Any cases with- 
in the jurisdiction of the court hereby established pending in the Coun- 
ty Court or Juvenile Court of Cullman County is transferred to the 
court hereby established. 


(b) Any casee within the jurisdiction of the court hereby established 
pending in the Circuit Court of Cullman County or a Justice of the 
Peace Court of Cullman County or a court created in lieu of the 
Justice of the Peace Court may, at the reauest of either party there- 
to, be transferred to the court hereby established. 


(c) Any case in (a) or (b) above transferred to this court may 
be thereafter continued as though initially instituted in the court here- 
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by established; and such court shall have full and complete jurisdic- 
tion over all cases so transferred and may, in the manner prescribed 
by law for such cases, issue writs of garnishments, executions and 
other appropriate legal process in cases so transferred. 


Section 12. JURIES. The Court shall not draw, organize, or em- 
panel grand or petit juries. The Judge shall decide all issues of fact 
without the intervention of a jury. 


Section 183. SEVERABILITY. The provisions of this Act are sev- 
erable. If any part of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, 
such declaration shall not affect the part which remains. 


Section 14. REPEALER. All laws or parts of laws which conflict 
with this Act are repealed. 


Section 15. EFFECTIVE DATE. This Act shall become effective 
upon the first day of the calendar month immediately following its 
passage and approval by the Governor or its otherwise becoming a 
law.

H. J. R. 16. WHEREAS Mr. W. D. Kendrick, longtime president 
of the Jefferson County Commission died February twenty-third fol- 
lowing a heart attack; and 


WHEREAS Mr. Kendrick, affectionately known as Dee, was noted 
for his friendliness and personal interest in all the county employees, 
most of whom he called by their first names. His sympathetic under- 
standing and deep concern for his fellow man endeared him to all 
with whom he came in contact; and 
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WHEREAS Mr. Kendrick having been appointed to the Jefferson 
County Commission to fill an unexpired term in 1947, won the next 
Democratic primary for the remainder of the term, since which time 
he had been reelected president of the commission without opposition. 
Through his wise business judgment and untiring efforts, he main- 
tained a sound fiscal policy which has reduced the county’s bonded in- 
debtedness far below its constitutional debt limits. His inauguration 
of an investment program, whereby idle funds of the county were put 
to use in short term investments, earned approximately one and one- 
half million dollars for the county. The completely paid for $3 mil- 
lion-plus annex to the courthouse stands as a testimonial to the effec- 
tiveness of his “pay-as-you-go” policy; and 


WHEREAS Mr. Kendrick who was born near Elba, came to Bir- 
mingham in 1928 when he was employed with the Tennessee Coal and 
Iron Company, since which time he had contributed immeasurably to 
the betterment of Birmingham and of Jefferson County.

H. 106. (with amendment): To amend the title and Sections 1, 4 
and 5 of Act No. 516, General Laws of Alabama, approved September 
9, 1955 (Acts of Alabama, 1955, pp. 1160, et seq.) entitled, “AN ACT 
To provide for and authorize for any municipality in the State the 
incorporation of a board, as a public corporation, for the purpose of

enlarging a medical clinic within the municipality; to provide for the 
powers, authority, and duties of such board; to authorize each such 
board to borrow money and issue revenue bonds, payable solely from 
the rentals and other revenues derived from the medical clinic or its 
facilities financed by such bond issue; to authorize the board to pledge 
its rentals and other revenues for the payment of such bonds; to regulate 
the issuance, sale, and refunding of such bonds and other matters in 
connection therewith; to exempt from taxation the properties acquired 
under authority of this Act and the rentals thereof, the bonds and 
income therefrom, mortgages executed as security therefor, and lease 
agreements made hereunder, and all documents executed by or delivered 
to any corporation organized hereunder; to provide that the bonds 
issued by such board shall be legal investments for savings banks and 
insurance companies organized under the laws of Alabama; and to 
prescribe the purposes for which the proceeds derived from the sale of 
such bonds may be used” so as to set forth as the legislative purpose 
that such medical clinic boards shall be public agencies and instru- 
mentalities of the State of Alabama to promote the acquisition of 
health facilities in order to promote the public health of the people of 
Alabama; so as to make it clear that under said Act a municipality may 
grant authority for the incorporation of more than one medical clinic 
board and so as to make it clear that any such medical clinic board may 
acquire one or more medical clinics; so as to make it clear that a 
“medical clinic’ includes one or more buildings or facilities which 
serve to promote the public health by providing places of diagnosis, 
treatment of sick and injured persons, for research with respect thereto, 
and including, without limitation, hospitals, sanitoria, nursing homes, 
offices for persons engaged in diagnosis and treatment or cure of sick 
or injured persons, and buildings for service, equipment and records 
used for the foregoing purposes; so as to make it clear that ‘clinical 
facilities’ include real property, buildings, parking areas, garages, storage 
facilities, outbuildings, machinery, equipment, furniture and fixtures 
useful or desirable in the operation of a medical clinic; so as to broaden 
the powers of such medical clinic boards, clarify the provisions for the 
dissolution thereof, and authorize facsimile signatures in the execution 
of bonds or coupons, and make amendments incidental thereto.

(Acts of Alabama, Special Session 1964, p. 194), an act relating to the 
powers of the Alabama Trade School and Junior College Authority.

out of the revenues of any one or more of the systems and facilities, or 
either, of such Authority, without regard to the system or systems or 
facilities with respect to which such revenue securities may have 
been issued; to provide that such revenue securities shall constitute 
negotiable instruments; to provide that such revenue securities may 
be secured by a pledge of the revenues from which they are payable, 
by contracts binding any such Authority for the proper application of 
its revenues and for the proceeds of such revenue securities, and by 
a non-foreclosable mortgage and deed of trust or statutory mortgage 
lien on the system or facilities out of the revenues from which such 
securities are payable, and to provide that any revenue securities of 
the Authority may be issued under a trust indenture; to provide for con- 
structive notice of any such statutory mortgage lien; to authorize and 
make provisions respecting the assumption by an Authority of obli- 
gations respecting systems and facilities, or parts thereof, acquired 
by the Authority; to provide for the use of the proceeds of any revenue 
securities issued by an Authority; to provide for the refunding, by 
the issuance of revenue securities of an Authority, of revenue se- 
curities theretofore issued or obligations theretofore assumed by it; 
to provide that revenue securities issued and contracts entered into 
by any such Authority pursuant to this Act shall not constitute or 
create a debt of the state or of any county, municipality or political 
subdivision of the state; to provide that any county, municipality, other 
political subdivision, public corporation, or agency or instrumentality 
of this state may aid and cooperate with, lend or donate money to, 
perform services for the benefit of, and, without the necessity of an 
election and with or without consideration, transfer any water system, 
fire protection facility, or other property to any such Authority; to 
provide that the rendition by any such Authority of fire protecion ser- 
vice is a governmental function and to exempt such Authority from 
all tort liability in connection with fire protection service or facilities; 
to exempt from all taxation in this state each such Authority, its pro- 
perty, corporate activities, income, revenues, and securities, the income 
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from its revenue securities, and conveyances, leases, and mortgages and 
deeds of trust to which such Authority is a party, and to exempt such 
Authority from payment of certain charges to Judges of Probate; to 
provide that each such Authority shall be exempted from regulation 
and supervision by the Public Service Commission and the State De- 
partment of Finance; to provide for the use of public roads in the 
state by any such Authority; to provide for the dissolution of any such 
Authority and the disposition of its property; to provide that any public 
corporation organized pursuant to Act No. 461, adopted at the 1963 
Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama may convey its assets, 
with or without pecuniary consideration, to any such Authority.

persons, for research with respect thereto, and including, without limi- 
tation, hospitals, sanitoria, nursing homes, offices for persons engaged in 
diagnosis and treatment or cure of sick or injured persons, and build-

All elections, whether in county or city school districts 
or in counties at large, which have heretofore been held under the pro- 
visions of Articles 6 or 7, Chapter 10, Title 52, Code of Alabama 1940, 
or any other law, for the purpose of authorizing a special tax for any 
schoo] or educational purpose or for school or educational purposes 
generally under the constitution or laws of Alabama, which said elec- 
tions resulted in a majority of the votes cast being in favor of the said 
tax and which said elections were irregular by reason of failure prior 
to the actual holding of the elections to give notice thereof in a news- 
paper or otherwise, or by reason of said tax being voted for a longer 
period than that permitted by statute, or by reason of any other ir- 
regularity, be and the same are hereby ratified and confirmed and given 
effect in all respects as if all provisions of law relating to such elections 
had been duly and legally complied with; and the said tax shall be 
levied and collected for the period of time stated in the notice of elec- 
tion and in the ballot. 


Section 2. The provisions of this act shall not apply to elections 
which have been held or declared illegal by any board of revenue, 
court of county commissioners or other governing body of the county in 
which the election was held or by the Supreme Court of Alabama prior 
to the passage of this act. 


Section 3. This act shall take effect upon its passage and approval 
by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

ing of catfish by the use of wire mesh baskets, on which a privilege 
license tax has been paid; prohibiting the sale of fish so taken. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Any resident of any county of the state having popula- 
tions of not less than 55,000 nor more than 60,000 inhabitants according 
to the last or any subsequent federal decennial census who may be 
duly licensed as provided in this Act may take, capture, and kill cat- 
fish from the public streams and impounded waters of the county for 
his domestic use or consumption by the use of wire mesh baskets hav- 
ing a mesh of one inch or more; provided, that no person shall be li- 
censed to fish with more than four such baskets. 


Section 2. Any resident of such county desiring a license to fish 
for catfish with wire mesh baskets may apply to the probate judge of 
such county, and shall pay a privilege license tax of one dollar and an 
issuance fee of 25 cents for the probate judge for each basket to be 
fished. Such licenses shall not be issued for more than four baskets to 
any one person, and no license shall be issued to any person holding 
a commercial fishing license. The probate judge shall issue such li-~ 
cense on forms provided by the county governing body, and shall keep 
a permanent record of all licenses issued and all taxes received. Li- 
censes shall be issued on a calendar year basis, and all licenses issued 
in any year shall expire on December 31 of that year. 


Section 3. All revenues derived from the sale of licenses as pro- 
vided in this Act shall be paid over to the director of the State Depart- 
ment of Conservation, to be credited to the game and fish fund, and 
shall be spent for law enforcement work. The probate judge may re- 
tain for his own use all issuance fees collected. 
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Section 4, It shall be unlawful for any licensee to sell or offer to 
sell fish taken, captured, or killed in a basket. Any person who violates 
this section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall 
be punished as prescribed by law; in addition to such punishment, the 
court trying the case shall revoke the license of such person. 


Section 5. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are repealed. 


. Section 6. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 7. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

To amend Code of Alabama 1940, Title 52, Sections 6, 7, 8, 10 and 
12, in relation to the composition, qualifications, terms of members, of 
the state board of education. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Code of Alabama 1940, Title 52, Section 6 is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“Section 6. The state board of education shall consist of nine mem- 
bers. Eight members shall be elected by congressional districts, each 
district to have and elect one member. Members of the board shall be 
elected for the second, seventh, and eighth districts at the general elec- 
tion of state officers in 1966, and every six years thereafter; members 
of the board shall be elected for the first, third, and sixth districts at 
the general election of state officers in 1968, and every six years there- 
after; and members of the board from the fourth and fifth districts shall 
be elected at the general election of state officers in 1970, and every 
six years thereafter. One member of the board shall be appointed by 
the governor with the advice and consent of the senate. The term of 
office of members of the board shall be for six years from the day 
after their election or appointment, provided that the term of the first 
member appointed by the governor shall be for six years from the day 
after the general election of state officers in 1970. The members of 
the state board of education as now constituted shall continue in office 
and serve until their respective terms expire, and until their successors 
are elected or appointed as herein provided.” 


Section 2. Section 7, Title 52, Code of Alabama 1940, is amended 
to read as follows: 


“Section 7. The board of education shall elect a president and a 
vice-president from its members annually and the state superintendent 
of education shall be secretary and executive officer of the board.” 


Section 3. Section 8, Title 52, Code of Alabama 1940, is amended 
to read as follows: 


“Section 8. The members of the board shall be qualified electors 
of the State of Alabama and except for the member appointed by the 
governor shall be a qualified elector in the district which he represents.” 
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Section 4. Section 10, Title 52, Code of Alabama 1940, is amended 
to read as follows: 


“Section 10. As vacancies occur on the board for any cause other 
than expiration of the term, they shall be filled for the unexpired term 
by majority vote of the remaining board members.” 


Section 5. Section 12, Title 52, Code of Alabama 1940, is amended 
to read as follows: 


“Section 12. The state board of education shall hold a regular 
annual meeting on the second Tuesday in July at the office of the 
department of education in Montgomery, at which meeting one of 
its members shall be elected president and one member shall be elected 
as vice-president. Such other meetings may be held as the needs of 
public education may require, on dates to be set by the board in 
official session, by the president or by the state superintendent of 
education on written request of a majority of the board members. The 
rules generally adopted by deliberative bodies for their government 


shall be observed.” 


Section 6. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with this Act are 
If any part of this Act shall be declared unconstitu- 
tional, such declaration shall not affect the part which remains.

Section 7. This Act shall become effective when it is signed by 
the Governor or otherwise becomes law.

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That we commend his Excellency, 
Governor George C. Wallace, for the admirable manner in which he 
rose to the trying situation foisted upon Alabama by the un-American 
actions of this mob. We commend him for his refusal to be intimidated 
by this mob and for his firm stand for law and order.

To authorize, direct and require the Commissioner of Revenue to 
collect any sales and use taxes now or hereafter levied by the City of 
Samson, Geneva County, Alabama, under the provisions of any ordinance 
or resolution duly promulgated and adopted by the governing body of 
said City; and to prescribe the powers, duties and authorities of the Com- 
missioner of Revenue, the State Department of Revenue and the State 
Comptroller, with respect to the method of procedure for collecting such 
taxes and remitting the proceeds thereof. 


The State Department of Revenue will be authorized, directed and 
required to collect any sales and use taxes which may be levied by the 
City of Samson, Geneva County, Alabama, under the provisions of any 
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municipal ordinance or resolution imposing a levy identical with the 
State levy of sales and use taxes, except for the rate of such taxes, sub- 
ject to all definitions, exceptions, exemptions, proceedings, requirements, 
rules, regulations, provisions, penalties, fines, punishments and deduc- 
tions as will apply to the State sales and use taxes levied under Act No. 
18, taxes levied under Act No. 100, Second Special Session, 1950, ap- 
proved August the 18, 1959, and Article 2 of Chapter 20, Title 51 of the 
Code of Alabama, 1940, and all acts now or hereafter amendatory thereof 
or supplementary thereto, except where inapplicable or where herein 
otherwise provided, including the provisions for the enforcement and 
collection of such taxes when said ordinance or resolution is duly promul- 
gated and adopted by the governing body of the municipality and when 
a certified copy of said ordinance or resolution has been filed with the 
Department of Revenue. Such municipal sales and use taxes shall be 
collected by the Department of Revenue at the same time and along 
with ‘the collection by the Department of taxes levied and collected for 
the State of Alabama under the provisions of the laws referred to above 
and all laws amendatorv thereof, and all reports required to be made 
to the Commissioner of Revenue hereunder shall, on request to the De- 
partment of Revenue, be made available for inspection by the governing 
body of the municipality or its designated agent at reasonable times dur- 
ing business hours. 


The Department of Revenue shall charge the municipality for col- 
lecting such sales and use taxes, the cost of making such collections, pro- 
vided, however, that such charge shall not exceed Ten Percent (10%) 
of the amount so collected.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Any resident of any county of the state having popula- 
tions of not less than 17,000 nor more than 17,400 inhabitants according 
to the last or any subsequent federal decennial census who may be duly 
licensed as provided in this Act may take, capture, and kill catfish from 
the public streams and impounded waters of the county for his domestic 
use or consumption by the use of wire mesh baskets having a mesh of 
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one inch or more; provided, that no person shall be licensed to fish with 
more than four such baskets. : 


Section 2. Any resident of such county desiring a license to fish for 
catfish with wire mesh baskets may apply to the probate judge of such 
county, and shall pay a privilege license tax of one dollar and an. issu- 
ance fee of 25 cents for the probate judge for each basket to be fished. 
Such licenses shall not be issued for more than four baskets to any one 
person, and no license shall be issued to any person holding a com- 
mercial fishing license. The probate judge shall issue such license on 
forms provided by the county governing body, and shall keep a 
permanent record of all licenses issued and all taxes received. Licenses 
shall be issued on a calendar year basis, and all licenses issued in any 
year shall expire on December 31 of that year. 


Section 3. All revenues derived from the sale of licenses as pro- 
vided in this Act shall be paid over to the director of the State 
Department of Conservation, to be credited to the game and fish fund, 
and shall be spent for law enforcement work..

Gentlemen: 


I am returning to you, the Body in which this bill originated, House 
Bill 21, with a suggested executive amendment. 


Amend said House Bill 21 by striking therefrom Section 2 in its en- 
tirety and substitute in lieu thereof Section 2 to read as follows: 
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“Section 2. The said gross receipts taxes, sales taxes and use taxes 
levied as privilege licenses by the Town of Red Bay, within the cor- 
porate limits thereof or within the police jurisdiction, shall be collected 
by the State Department of Revenue of Alabama at the same time and 
along with the collection by such department of taxes levied and col- 
lected for the State of Alabama under the provisions of Articles 10 and 
11, Chapter 20, Title 51, Code of Alabama of 1940, as now or hereafter 
amended, supplemented and existing. The State Department of Revenue 
shall prepare and distribute such reports, forms and other information 
as may’ be necessary for the collection of the gross receipts taxes, sales 
taxes and license taxes now, heretofore or hereafter levied by the 
municipal governing body of the Town of Red Bay, and shall have all 
the authority and duties in connection with such taxes as are now given 
by law to the State Department of Revenue of Alabama in connection 
with the collection of the sales and use taxes levied by state law and 
provided for by said Articles 10 and 11, Chapter 20, Title 51, Code of 
Alabama of 1940, as amended or rewritten and existing. It shall be the 
duty of the State Department of Revenue to pay into the State Treasury 
all taxes collected under this act; and on or before the first day of the 
following month, the Commissioner of Revenue shall certify to the 
Comptroller, as well as to the Mayor of Red Bay, the amount of special 
taxes levied and collected under the provisions of this act for the use and 
benefit of Red Bay during the calendar month immediately preceding 
the making of such certificate. Whereupon it shall be the duty of the 
Comptroller to issue his warrant on the State Treasury payable for the 
amount so certified by the Commissioner of Revenue as having been col- 
lected for the use of the Town of Red Bay and paid into the State 
Treasury. The Department of Revenue shall charge the municipality for 
collecting such sales and use taxes, the cost of making such collections, 
provided, however, that such charge shall not exceed 10% of the amount 
collected. The State Comptroller shall each month draw his warrant on 
the funds collected hereunder payable to the Department of Revenue 
for the amount of such charges. Such charge for collecting said special 
taxes shall be deducted monthly from the special gross receipts taxes or 
sales taxes and the special use taxes collected in that month before 
certifying the amount of special sales or gross receipts taxes and special 
use taxes due the Town of Red Bay for said month. The State Depart- 
ment of Revenue shall have full authority to employ such special counsel 
as it deems necessary from time to time to enforce the collection of the 
taxes which it is authorized to collect for the Town of Red Bay under 
this local act, and otherwise to enforce the provisions of this local act, 
including any litigation involving this act, or the ordinance or resolution 
of the governing body of the Town of Red Bay providing for the taxes 
which the State Department of Revenue seeks to collect hereunder.

The above suggested executive amendment has the full knowledge 
and approval of the author of this bill, and if adopted will remove my 
objection to the bill.

foreclosable mortgage and deed of trust or statutory mortgage lien on 
the system or facilities out of the revenues from which such securities 
are payable, and to provide that any revenue securities of the Authority 
may' be issued under a trust indenture; to provide for constructive 
notice of any such statutory mortgage lien; to authorize and make pro- 
visions respecting the assumption by an Authority of obligations respect- 
ing systems and facilities, or parts thereof, acquired by the Authority; to 
provide for the use of the proceeds of any revenue securities issued by 
an Authority; to provide for the refunding, by the issuance of revenue 
securities of an Authority, of revenue securities theretofore issued or 
obligations theretofore assumed by it; to provide that revenue securities 
issued and contracts entered into by any such Authority pursuant to this 
Act shall not constitute or create a debt of the state or of any county, 
municipality or political subdivision of the state; to provide that any 
county, municipality, other political subdivision, public corporation, or 
agency or instrumentality of this state may aid and cooperate with, lend 
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or donate money to, perform services for the benefit of, and, without the 
necessity of an election and with or without consideration, transfer any 
water system, fire protection facility, or other property to any such 
Authority; to provide that the rendition by any such Authority of fire 
protection service is a governmental function and to exempt such 
Authority from all tort liability in connection with fire protection service 
or facilities; to exempt from all taxation in this state each such Au- 
thority, its property, corporate activities, income, revenues, and securities,

to-wit: 
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H. 37 (with substitute). To make a supplemental appropriation for 
the fiscal year ending September 30, 1965, for the support, maintenance, 
development, and operation of the new trade schools and the new junior 
colleges approved by the State Board of Education for the State of 
Alabama, to be allocated by the State Board of Education on formulas, 
rules, and regulations to be determined by the State Board of Education. 


This will decrease the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund by 
$320,200.00. This to be paid from current year funds. 


Mr. Fite, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and Means, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and 
they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, 
to-wit: 


H. 177. To regulate the compensation of dentists employed in the 
State Service. 


Under the current General Law this bill increases the General Fund 
spending approximately $4,000.00 per annum. 


H. 197. To make an appropriation from the state treasury for capi- 
tal improvements at Washington County state lake. 


This bill increases the current year General Fund spending in the 
amount of $25,000.00. 


S. 41. To propose an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama to 
authorize the State to become indebted and issue its general obligation 
bonds in a principal amount not exceeding $3,000,000 for the purpose of 
financing the construction and equipment of works of internal improve- 
ment for use and operation as a part of the State Docks facilities. 


This bill increases the General Fund spending approximately $225,- 
000.00 per annum. 


The above bill was read a second time at length as required by the 
Constitution. 


S. 42. To authorize Alabama State Docks Department, with the 
approval of the Governor, to sell and issue from time to time not ex-

S. J. R. 19. Whereas Mr. Thomas Wesley Martin, who died on Tues- 
day, December 8, 1964, devoted more than a half century of service to 
his fellow man, beginning with his assumption in 1903 of the office of 
Assistant Attorney General, a post he held until 1911; and 


Whereas Mr. Martin contributed immeasurably to the development 
of industry in Alabama. From his employment in 1912 as general coun- 
sel for Alabama Power Company he became a vice president of that com- 
pany in 1915, its president in 1920, and chairman of the board of directors 
in 1949 and until his death, and is the only exception to the company’s 
rule of retiring at the age of 65. Mr. Martin helped arrange for control 
of Alabama Power Company to rest in the hands of Alabamians, and in- 
stigated the company’s industrial development board, the first of its kind 
in the nation. One of Alabama’s largest hydroelectric developments, Mar- 
tin Dam, is named in his honor; and, fittingly, Lake Martin is said to be 
the largest man-made lake in the world; and 


Whereas Mr. Martin’s ideas led to the founding of innumerable 
worthwhile organizations, such as the Alabama State Chamber of Com- 
merce in 1937; the Southern Research Institute in 1941, a non-profit or- 
ganization supported by business and industry to provide needed tech- 
nological facilities and research for Southern industry; the Coosa River 
Newsprint Co., which grew from his work as chairman of the Talladega 
County War Plants Conversion Committee in 1944-48; the Committee of 
100 of the Birmingham-Area Chamber of Commerce in 1951, an industry- 
seeking group that has been copied by other cities; and 


Whereas Mr. Martin gave of his time and financial resources in the 
interest of charity and improved health programs. For years he was 
president of the Community Chest of Birmingham, and the Alabama 
Heart Association was formed as a result of his serving on the American 
Heart Association’s national campaign planning committee in 1948. 


Whereas Mr. Martin’s interest in the preservation of Alabama’s his- 
torical contributions led to the organization in 1948 of the Gorgas Hall 
of Fame Committee to honor Dr. William C. Gorgas, and the creation in 
July, 1956, of Horseshoe Bend National Military Park, of which he was 
particularly proud; and 


Whereas Mr. Martin accepted with modesty and humility the endless 
honors and titles accorded him during his lifetime. Among these were 
the following: “South’s Man of the Year” in 1946; one of “America’s 50 
Foremost Business Leaders” in 1947; a citation by the Southern Associa- 
tion of Science and Industry for distinguished service, recognizing his 
contributions to the South’s scientific and industrial development, and 
“Birmingham’s Man of the Year” in 1950; the first nominee for Alabama’s 
then recently created Hall of Fame in 1951; “Management Man of the 
Year” by the National Management Association, and the first honor ever 
given an individual by the Edison Electric Company for his “outstanding 
contributions to the electric power industry and the industrial, civic, cul- 
tural, and human welfare of his native state of Alabama, of the South, 
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and of the nation,” in 1960; a Joint Resolution of the Alabama Legisla- 
ture in 1961 proclaiming his birthday, August 13, “‘Thomas W. Martin 
Day” in honor of Alabama’s foremost citizen; and “Birmingham’s Hu- 
manitarian of the Year” in 1964 by that city’s B’nai B’rith Lodge; and 


Whereas three foreign countries also bestowed their appreciation 
and recognition upon Mr. Martin: France presented its Palmes Academi- 
ques and proclaimed him an Officer d’Academie, the highest recognition 
given to men of letters, arts, and sciences, for his writings on early French 
history in Alabama; Finland conferred on him in 1941 the Order of the 
White Rose for his serving as chairman of the Finnish Appeal in Alabama 
in 1940; and he was chairman of the Alabama Committee of the New- 
comen Society of England; and 


_ Whereas Mr. Martin was the recipient of honorary degrees from the 
University of Alabama, Auburn University, Birmingham-Southern Col- 
lege, SA taal College, Spring Hill College, and Cumberland Univer-

Whereas Mr. Martin served the Independent Presbyterian Church 
of Birmingham as trustee, president of the congregation, deacon, and

LETTER TO THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES 
FROM MESSRS. RAST AND ETHEREDGE 


On motion of Mr. Bailes the following letter to the President of 
the United States from Messrs. Rast and Etheredge was inserted in 
the Journal. 


Mr. President: 


We are witnessing a breakdown of law and order in our fair 
state and nation. 


We recognize and hold sacred the right of petition, the right of 
peaceful assembly, the freedom of speech, and the right to vote for all 
qualified electors. 


We do not recognize that people should be allowed to assemble 
unlawfully in the streets and highways, trespass upon other people’s prop- 
erty, violate the traffic laws, and flout law and order. Our highways 
were built to accommodate vehicular traffic and were not designed to 
accommodate marching crowds or mobs. 


We have witnessed time and again violations of our laws by lead- 
ers of people who in the name of justice espouse violations of basic 
rules of human conduct and organic laws to preserve the peace. 


Mr. President, we must restore our nation and communities to a 
place of respect for law and order. We are fast becoming a jungle 
where the prize goes to that group or that mob who holler “fire” the 
loudest in the streets. We cannot continue to allow the breakdown 
of law and order in our beloved country. Violation of the laws can 
never be condoned for the purpose of effecting a change in other laws. 
We are not speaking simply of Selma, the State of Alabama, Chicago, 
Detroit, New York City, the District of Columbia. We are speaking 
about our nation. 


Mr. President, we want to get the people off the streets. We have 
witnessed a sorry situation where violence has been brought on by 
people who were not willing to take their cause to the courts, but 
want to take their cause to the streets. Now that violence has occurred 
in Selma because a protesting mob wanted to usurp the highways of 
our state for an illegal purpose, we are witnessing the National Con- 
gress moving precipitately under the compulsion of the threat of more 
violence in the streets 


Has our nation come to the point where we act under the compul- 
sion of violence brought on by a law-breaking mob in the street? 


There is increasing in our land a disrespect of law and order. Any 
time there is mob action in the streets this disrespect for law and 
order increases. 


Mr. President, you have the office and prestige to get the mobs 
out of the streets. We call upon you to demand that all our citizens take 
their grievances to the courts and get out of the streets,

Today, March 17, 1965 at Tuskegee Institute one “Dr. Hubert Apthek- 
er director of the American Institute for Marxists Studies, will discuss 
“Communism Menace or Promise?” here (Tuskegee) Wednesday March 
17 at 7 p. m. in Logan Hall.” 


(Quoted from The Montgomery Advertiser of March 16, 1965 p 11) 


Continuing the quote: “Dr. Aptheker is the second speaker in a 
student-sponsored lecture series. “Spectrum on Political Ideologies”. 
The late Malcolm X opened the lecture series in February. Ralph 
McGill, publisher of the Atlanta Constitution, has been invited to ap- 
pear in the series during April. 


The author of 17 books, Dr. Aptheker holds the BS., A.M, and 
aan degrees from Columbia University. He is a native of New York 
ity”.

talities of the State of Alabama to promote the acquisition of health 
facilities in order to promote the public health of the people of Ala- 
bama; so as to make it clear that under said Act a municipality may 
grant authority for the incorporation of more than one medical clinic 
board and so as to make it clear that any such medical clinic board may 
acquire one or more medical clinics; so as to make it clear that a “medi- 
cal clinic” includes one or more buildings or facilities which serve to 
promote the public health by providing places of diagnosis, treatment 
of sick and injured persons, for research with respect thereto, and in- 
cluding, without limitation, hospitals, sanitoria, nursing homes, offices 
for persons engaged in diagnosis and treatment or cure of sick or in- 
jured persons, and buildings for service, equipment and records used 
for the foregoing purposes; so as to make it clear that ‘clinical facili- 
ties’ include real property, buildings, parking areas, garages, storage

Mr. Speaker: 


The Senate has concurred in and adopted the House amendment 
to the following Senate Bill: 


S. 83. To amend the title and Sections 1, 4 and 5 of Act No. 516, 
General Laws of Alabama, approved September 9, 1955 (Acts of Ala- 
bama, 1955, pp. 1160, et seq.) entitled, “AN ACT To provide for and 
authorize for any municipality in the State the incorporation of a board, 
as a public corporation, for the purpose of acquiring, owning, leasing, 
equipping, improving, maintaining, and enlarging a medical clinic with- 
in the municipality; to provide for the powers, authority, and duties 
of such board; to authorize each such board to borrow money and issue 
revenue bonds, payable solely from the rentals and other revenues 
derived from the medical clinic or its facilities financed by such bond 
issue; to authorize the board to pledge its rentals and other revenues 
for the payment of such bonds; to regulate the issuance, sale, and re- 
funding of such bonds and other matters in connection therewith; to 
exempt from taxation the properties acquired under authority of this 
Act and the rentals thereof, the bonds and income therefrom, mortgages 
executed as security therefor, and lease agreements made hereunder, 
and all documents executed by or delivered to any corporation organized 
hereunder; to provide that the bonds issued by such board shall be legal 
investments for savings banks and insurance companies organized under 
the laws of Alabama; and to prescribe the purposes for which the 
proceeds derived from the sale of such bonds may be used” so as to 
set forth as the legislative purpose that such medical clinic boards shall 
be public agencies and instrumentalities of the State of Alabama to 
promote the acquisition of health facilities in order to promote the 
public health of the people of Alabama; so as to make it clear that 
under said Act a municipality may grant authority for the incorpora- 
tion of more than one medical clinic board and so as to make it clear 
that any such medical clinic board may acquire one or more medical 
clinics; so as to make it clear that a “medical clinic” includes one or 
more buildings or facilities which serve to promote the public health 
by providing places of diagnosis, treatment of sick and injured persons, 
for research with respect thereto, and including, without limitation, hos- 
pitals, sanitoria, nursing homes, offices for persons engaged in diagnosis 
and treatment or cure of sick or injured persons, and buildings for 
service, equipment and records used for the foregoing purposes; so 
as to make it clear that ‘clinical facilities’ include real property, buildings, 
parking areas, garages, storage facilities, outbuildings, machinery, equip- 
ment, furniture and fixtures useful or desirable in the operation of a 
medical clinic; so as to broaden the powers of such medical clinic

JOINT SESSION 


The hour of 6:30 o’clock P. M., having arrived, the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the Legislature of Alabama met in joint 
session in the Hall of the House of Representatives, in accordance 
with House Joint Resolution No. 42 heretofore adopted for the pur- 
pose of hearing an address by His Excellency, George C. Wallace, Gov- 
ernor of the State of Alabama. 


The joint session was called to order by Hon. James B. Allen, 
Lieutenant Governor and Presiding Officer of the Senate. 
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GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE 


His Excellency, George C. Wallace, Governor of the State of Ala- 
bama, appeared before the joint session and delivered the following 
message: 


Governor Allen, Mr. Speaker, Senator Mathews and members of 
the Joint Session of the Legislature of Alabama assembled: 


We see a most unprecedented order — unprecedented in the annals 
of American history having been rendered by a Federal Court here in 
Montgomery, Alabama. 


We stopped the so-called march from Selma to Montgomery, Ala- 
bama, because we understood ourselves that at that time what a collosal 
undertaking. it would be to provide safety and security, not only to 
the marchers but the vehicular traffic of the other citizens of this 
State and Nation who customarily used that highway. 


To show you that we understood when others did not, and evi- 
dently the Federal Courts did not, I have a telegram in my hand from 
one of the leaders of the march that says we expect you to meet health 
and safety needs of 5000 marchers. 


The telegram addressed to me, the Governor of Alabama. To meet 
health and safety needs of 5000 marchers Sunday 21 of March, over 
12 miles of U. S. Highway 380, of 300 marchers Monday 22, Tuesday 23, 
Wednesday 24, and Thursday March 25 on the same highway to Mont- 
gomery; of 5,000-10,000 demonstrators who need some facilities within 
Montgomery, Thursday 25 on the final 4 miles to State Capitol. 


State responsibility can be met adequately by providing the follow- 
ing minimum needs: six equipped ambulances; two mobile aid sta- 
tions; nine 300 gallon water trailers; portable toilet facilities; two 
rubbish disposal trucks and containers; mobile radio communications 
for coordination; adequate medical personnel — physicians, nurses and 
aidmen; State control, protection and coordination of all above medical 
and public health activities. The original sent to Governor Wallace, 
copies to Hosea Williams, SCLC, Auburn Avenue, Atlanta; Randolph 
Blackwell, Southern Conference Leadership, Auburn Avenue, Atlanta; 
Col. Albert Lingo, Executive Offices of Alabama, State Troopers, State 
Capitol, Montgomery, Alabama; Dr. Fred Solomon, College of Medi- 
cine, Howard University, Washington, D. C. 


Signed Aaron O. Wells, M.D., Medical Committee for Human Rights, 
Hosea Williams, Coordinator of March on Montgomery, Southern Chris- 
tian Leadership Conference. 


Great and dedicated men of the past worked diligently and honestly 
to establish the integrity and the justice of our court system. 


From their work has come a faith by the people in the Courts and 
a dignity and respect accorded the courts that has been the rock upon 
which our house of freedom has rested — but of course that integrity 
and faith has been shaken in the last number of years. 


Now they say our Courts are too slow. We must therefore sub- 
mit to the speedier experiences of mob rule. That a Federal Judge 
coneurs and prostitutes our law in favor of that mob rule while 
hypocritically wearing the robes and clothed in the respect built by 
great and honest men is a tragedy and a sorrow beyond any words. 


Here are a few examples of what Judge Johnson embraces as 
“peaceful demonstrations”: 
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These demonstrators, wielding knives, have slashed the clothing 
of law enforcement officers. They have thrown bricks and bottles at 
law enforcement officers and at passing automobiles, including a car 
driven by a member of the Alabama Legislature. 


They have smashed windows, have invaded courtrooms in Perry and 
Dallas Counties. They have laid down in the streets, refusing to let even 
ambulances pass through. They have invaded the front yards and 
front porches of private homes and refused to move. 


They have been granted the right to deny the use of public 
streets and sidewalks to other citizens to the exclusive use of the demon- 
strators. 


They are mobs employing the street warfare tactics of the Commu- 
nist and it is upon these people and upon their anarchy that a Federal 
Judge, presiding over a mock court, places a stamp of approval as 
their “rights”. 


And now that Federal Judge compounds the anarchy by ordering 
a State of Alabama to protect this street army on its march from 
elma. 


Perhaps it would be well to see what plans were necessary for 
a one day demonstration in Washington. Official sources tell us what 
the Federal Government did to keep the march on Washington peace- 
ful. 


Under military planning directed by Lt. Colonel John Downey, 
4,000 combat troops including one Marine Battalion were stationed in 
Washington and maintained on an alert status. 


In addition to these troops, the Army provided an additional 2,500 
combat battalion troops which were held available at Army Posts on 
the outskirts of Washington. 


Twenty-six teams of two to four men a team were assigned 
to selected areas of Washington for the purpose of observing and re- 
porting any disorder. 


All leave for members of the Police Department was canceled for 
the week of August 25 in order that the Force would be at its full 
strength of 2,900 men. 


In addition 500 civilian reserves were on duty in outlying precincts 
to preserve the peace around the perimeter of the district. 


In fact, without going into any more details it took nearly 30,000 
people to provide a peaceful march of one day in Washington and it 
cost $805,000 for the one day in Washington. 


We have reliable information that over 200 nationally known en- 
tertainers are coming into this state for this demonstration. The call 
has gone out from the demonstration leaders for every left-wing, pro- 
Communist, Fellow Traveller and Communist in the country to be 
here and we know that we can expect them along with the usual 
number of dupes and poor misguided individuals. 


Any reasonable person can see that this well planned, well financed 
assault is going to be much more difficult to control than was the 
one-day march on Washington. May I remind you again that we have 
practically all of the same groups behind the Alabama demonstrations 
who planned and instigated the Washington march. 


If this financial burden were imposed upon the State, the money 
would be taken from moneys which otherwise would be used for the 
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care of our sick and infirm, both white and Negro—which would 
provide for the care of tuberculosis patients, both white and Negro— 
which provide for our program for aid to depedent children, the ma- 
jority of whom are Negroes, and many other people of our State whose 
care and comfort and health depend on such funds. 


It would cost an estimated $350,000 to $400,000 of state funds to 
handle this march completely by ourselves in this city. 


We have 600 state troopers today who have been taken away from 
protecting the other people of our state in order to protect demon- 
strators and to police the areas in which they happen to be located. 


I am sure that if the facts were known there are a number of 
Alabamians who have met their deaths on the highways because of 
the lack of protection in the last number of weeks—etiher from drunken 
drivers or careless drivers who would have been taken off the high- 
ways had the law enforcement officials been carrying on their normal 
duties. 


We see today a foreign philosophy that says to the people “You 
need not bother to work and meet qualifications of a free man. All 
you must do is demonstrate and cause chaos and create a situation 
whereby our propagandists, masquerading as newsmen, may destroy 
faith in local law enforcement and may impugn the decency of local law 
enforcement so that we may take all police powers unto the central 
government.” 


That is the ominous price that the irresponsible demonstrators 
pay—many of them communist-trained to bring about such a develop- 
ment. 


Such a development is taking place. And sadly, the Negroes used 
as tools in this traditional type of communist street warfare have no 
conception of the misery and slavery they are bringing to their chil- 
dren. 


Before the Civil Rights Act was passed by Congress, Mr. Robert 
Kennedy said, “If we can just pass this Act, it will take the issues 
out of the streets and put them in the court”. I said then it would do 
no such thing for the issue is but a single, clearly-defined issue — pre- 
servation or destruction of the United States of America. 


There shall be no end to the street chaos — only temporary respites 
while the collectivist press builds up another phony issue by which 
the trained demonstrators may again take to the streets in riotous 
disorder. 


I say to you tonight that the street warfare and demonstrations 
that once plagued Czechoslovakia, that ripped Cuba apart, that de- 
stroyed Diem in Vietnam, that raped China—that has torn civilization 
and established institutions of this world into bloody shreds, now 
courses through the streets of America, rips asunder the town of Selma 
and laps at the doorstep of every American, black and white. 


I am the Governor of this State elected by you the people. I have 
fought for you and I have spoken across this land for you. I have 
kept faith with you. 


Tonight I would like to offer words that are something more than 
words of alarm. Not that I have anything against proper alarm—for 
were it not for the alarm sounded by Patrick Henry, we might not 
tonight be products of a free people. 


Tonight, I should like to ask you--the people of Alabama—for 
restraint. I am asking you to stay away from the points of tension 
if at all possible. 
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I do not ask you for cowardice but I ask you for restraint in the 
same tradition that our outnumbered forefathers followed. I ask you 
at to play into the hands of the enemies of our Nation and our free- 

om. 


I ask you to hold firm and I ask you to exercise that superior 
discipline that is yours. I ask you to do if you will the same as you 
did when I stood at Tuscaloosa, Alabama. Please stay home. Let’s have 
peace. 


Outside the door: of my office there stands a monument and on 
it these words are written: 


“Fame’s temple boasts no higher name, 
No King is grander on his throne; 

No glory shines with brighter gleam; 
The name of “Patriot” stands alone.” 


I ask you tonight for patriotism in its finest hour and its highest 
duty and I ask you too to restrain yourselves and I ask if at the time 
this march takes place if you will stay at your work bench, that 
you will stay at your home, and that you will let this matter be 
handled by those in authority. 


Our security forces have today told us after thorough studies what 
it will take to police this march. For maximum security on a fifty- 
mile walk, when there was only 10 miles to be secured in Washington, 
it will take 2057 personnel on a 24-hour shift, 163 cars and 15 buses. 


It will take 4114 men on a 12-hour shift and a like increase in the 
number of vehicles and on an 8-hour shift it will take 6171 law en- 
forcement personnel for maximum security. 


For limited security on a 24-hour shift it will take 772 personnel— 
on a 12-hour shift, 1544 and on an 8-hour shift, 2314. 


The other day the leader of the demonstrations said in an open Fed- 
eral Court that “I will not obey an unjust order”’—he said “the order 
issued to me by the Federal Court was unjust and I do not have to 
obey an unjust order.” 


I say this order is unjust—I say that many orders of Federal Courts 
that have been issued are unjust. But whether they are unjust or 
not, if anarchy is not to prevail, we must obey even though it be 
galling. 


Even though it provokes our heritage, we still must obey an order 
of a court when it becomes a final order. 


So we will obey—we will do our duty. We will not abdicate 
our responsibilities to provide protection in as best as we can because 
that is the duty of your Governor and the State. I said on national 
television that we would obey court orders even though those who 
lead demonstrations say that they will decide whether the order is 
just or unjust. In view of the circumstances outlined and with aware- 
ness of the serious nature of this insensible burden placed on the 
State of Alabama, I intend to call on the President of the United States 
to provide sufficient federal civil authorities or officers to provide 
for the safety and welfare of citizens in and along the route of the 
proposed march and to provide for the safety and welfare of the so- 
called demonstrators. I hope the Legislature of this State will approve. 


The Federal courts have created this matter. They can help us 
out of the same. Let’s you and I—the people of Alabama—see that 
this march is peaceful. 
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Let’s show the people of this Nation our superior discipline in 
times of distress and then when this march has been concluded peace- 
fully I shall ask, along with you, that those in authority who had in- 
fluence upon these to ask for a cessation of these continuous demon- 
strations and let the Courts of this land decide the issues involved. 


And I say to you in conclusion tonight that my prayers are that 
God will bless all the people of this great and sovereign state, both 
white and black, and say that our administration will continue to 
try to provide a better life for all the citizens of this state, regardless 
of their race, color, creed, religion or national origin. 


I sincerely hope that the Legislature of this state and the people 
of ee will stand with me in this crisis that we face here in 
Alabama. 


The Lieutenant Governor and Presiding Officer of the Senate an- 
nounced that the purpose of the joint session having been accom- 
plished the Senate would retire to its Chamber.

WHEREAS, any said “march” or demonstration at or near the 
Capitol will impede and hinder the Legislature of the State of Alabama 
in the orderly process of its business, and 


WHEREAS, the law enforcement agencies of the State and munici- 
palities affected will be sorely taxed to afford adequate police protec- 
tion for the so-called “marchers” and demonstrators and law enforce- 
ment officials may be unable to protect themselves against possible at- 
tacks from said “marchers” and demonstrators, and 


WHEREAS, it has been necessary during the recent days to use the 
full capacities of the law enforcement agencies of the State and the af- 
fected areas almost exclusively for the purpose of “policing” the so- 
called “marchers” and demonstrators to the detriment of other areas of 
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law enforcement, and the law enforcement agencies have been almost 
completely immobilized, and 


WHEREAS, a number of the demonstrators have thrown objects 
and missiles at police officers in Montgomery, Alabama, and have in- 
jured the police chief and one other police officer of Montgomery, Ala- 
bama, and have broken the windshield and damaged the automobile 
a member of this Legislature was driving, and the Sheriff of Montgom- 
ery County was attacked by demonstrators in Montgomery County, and 


WHEREAS, the demonstrations are adversely affecting the free and 
unobstructed flow of interstate and intrastate commerce, in that, travel 
on the streets and highways is hindered and impeded; an emergency 
vehicle has been blocked; tourist travel of residents and non-residents 
has been impeded; trade at business houses suffers, and 


WHEREAS, it is impossible because of the limited numbers of police 
officers to guarantee that the “marchers” or demonstrators will not 
suffer injury if they insist on continued and constant acts of provoca- 
tion, 


NOW THEREFORE, be it resolved that the Honorable George C. 
Wallace, Governor of Alabama, is commended for the manner in which 
he has handled the affairs of the State during this crisis and this Legis- 
lature does stand with him in deploring the asinine and ridiculous 
“march” from Selma to Montgomery and the other mass demonstra- 
tions which are occurring within the State, 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that this Legislature finds that the 
United States has created a highly explosive situation and then seeks 
to place the burden of policing such dangerous condition on local and 
State law enforcement officers. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the President and the Attorney 
General be and they are hereby respectfully called upon to use the 
powers of their offices to persuade or otherwise encourage the “march- 
ers” or demonstrators to cease and desist, and that the President and 
the Attorney General be and they are hereby respectfully called upon 
to provide appropriate civil authorities or officers to assist State and 
local officials in “policing” any “march” or mass demonstration, in the 
event they should continue. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED That a copy of this resolution be sent 
to the President and Attorney General of the United States, and to each 
member of the Alabama delegation in Congress from the State of Ala- 
bama.

NOTICE is hereby given that a bill substantially as follows will 
be introduced in the Legislature of Alabama and application for its 
passage and enactment will be made, to-wit: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend further Act No. 466 H. 928, Regular Session 1939 (Local 
Acts 1939, p. 280), which regulates the practice of barbering in Madison 
County, Alabama. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 1 of Act No. 466, H. 928, Regular Session 1939 
(Local Acts 1939, p. 280), an act to regulate, define, and license bar- 
bering in Madison County, is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person or individual to 
practice or attempt to practice the business of barbering for the general 
public in Madison County without first obtaining a certificate of registra- 
tion as a registered barber, or a temporary permit to practice barbering, 
pursuant to this act.” 


Section 2. Section 7 of said act of 1939 is amended to read as 
follows: 


“Section 7. Neither the owner nor manager of a barber shop shall 
permit any person to work in said shop as a barber, or apprentice, or 
student who has not first obtained a certificate of registration provided 
for in this act, or who does not hold a valid temporary permit to practice 
barbering pursuant to this act, and such manager or owner shall not 
knowingly permit or suffer any employee, barber, apprentice or student 
in said shop to violate any of the provisions of this act, or any of the 
sanitary provisions of the State of Alabama or of the health department 
of the state. 


Section 3. Section 8 of said act is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 8. No person shall operate any barger shop in a residence 
or dwelling house while any part of such residence or dwelling house 
is being used at the same time for living and resident purposes. No 
such barber shop shall be operated in any place where foodstuffs are 
handled or sold unless the walls or partition of that part of the building 
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occupied by such barber shop shall reach and extend from the floor to 
the ceiling.” 


Section 4. Section 9 of said act as heretofore amended by Act 
No. 659, H. 1110, Regular Session 1957 (Acts 1957, p. 999), is amended 
further to read as follows: 


“Section 9. A person shall be qualified to receive an examination 
for an apprentice certificate of registration, if such person is at least 
eighteen years and six months of age, is a graduate of a reputable 
barber school, and in of good moral character and temperate habits. 
A person shall be qualified to receive an examination for a master barber 
certificate of registration, if such person has practiced as a registered 
apprentice for not less than twenty-four months under the personal 
supervision of a registered barber, or is the holder of a certificate of 
registration from any other county in the State of Alabama, or is the 
holder of a valid license issued by any other state, and is of good moral 
character and temperate habits. Any person qualified to receive an 
examination for a master barber certificate shall be qualified for a 
temporary permit. The examinations shall be conducted by the Madison 
County Board of Barber Examiners, to determine the applicants’ fitness 
to practice barbering in Madison County, and such examinations shall be 
based on the fundamentals and scientific principles of barbering.” 


Section 5. Section 12 of said act is amended as follows: 


“Section 12. No person shall engage in the practice of barbering 
either as an apprentice, or as a barber, in the county of Madison unless 
he shall have first obtained a certificate of Health from a reputable, 
licensed, practicing physician of the county of Madison, which said certifi- 
cate of health shall show applicant to be in good health, free from all dis- 
eases, such as tuberculosis, granulated eyelid, ringworm, barber’s itch, 
eczema, syphillis, and gonorrhea. Such medical and physical examination 
of the applicant must be made, and such certificate of health must be 
issued not more than 10 days before the date of the examination of 
said applicant by the county board of barber examiners or the issuance 
of a temporary permit to practice barbering.” 


Section 6. Section 13 of said act as amended by Act No. 659, H. 
1110, Regular Session 1957 (Acts 1957, p. 999), is amended further to 
read as follows: 


“Section 13. Every applicant for a certificate of registration shall 
apply to the county board of barber examiners upon blanks provided 
by the county board of barber examiners for that purpose and each 
application shall be accompanied by the payment of a fee of fifty dollars 
to be paid to the county board of barber examiners to cover the cost 
of the examination. If upon review of such application the county 
board of barber examiners determines that an applicant is qualified to 
receive an examination for a master barber certification of registration 
the board shall, upon the request of such applicant accompanied by a 
certificate of health and a fee of not more than ten dollars as may be 
fixed by the board of county commissioners, issue to the applicant a 
temporary permit authorizing him to practice barbering for not more 
than sixty days. If, after the examination, the board finds the applicant 
to be qualified to practice barbering, or serve as an apprentice, as the 
case may be, the board shall, upon the payment of twelve dollars and 
fifty cents by the applicant, issue to the applicant a certificate of 
registration authorizing him to practice barbering, or serve as an 
apprentice in the county of Madison, and said certificate shall remain 
in effect until the thirty-first day of December of the year which it is 
issued. Said certificate of registration shall be renewed on the first day 
of January of each succeeding year by the board upon the payment 
by the holder of such certificate of a fee of twelve dollars and fifty 
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cents, and the filing with the board of a certificate of health, which 
shall be dated not more than ten days prior to the application for said 
renewal certificate.” 


Section 7. Section 14 of said act as amended by Act No. 659, H. 
1110, Regular Session 1957 (Acts 1957, p. 999), is amended further to 
read as follows: 


“Section 14. The county board of barber examiners shall be 
appointed by the Board of County Commissioners of Madison County, 
Alabama, and shall consist of four members, three of whom shall be 
practicing barbers who shall have been engaged in such practice for 
a period of not less than ten-years, three years of which shall have 
been in the county of Madison. The fourth member of said board shall 
be the county health officer, who shall be ex-officio chairman of said 
board. Each of said three barber members of said board shall serve 
for a period of three years and until his successor has been appointed and! 
qualified, except, however, that the first appointments to be made here- 
under shall be made as follows: One barber member for a term of 
three years; one barber member for a term to two years; and one barber 
member for a term of one year. The members of said board shall be 
appointed by the Board of County Commissioners of Madison County 
within thirty days subsequent to the taking effect of this act, and shall 
be entitled to a certificate of appointment signed by members of the 
Board of County Commissioners of Madison County, Alabama. Each 
barber member of the board of barber examiners shall receive as compen- 
sation for his services such an amount, not to exceed fifteen dollars per 
day, as may be fixed by the Board of County Commissioners of Madison 
County, for not to exceed sixty days during any calendar year; and the 
compensation of the members and the other expenses of the board made in 
the execution and carrying out of this act shall be paid out of the county 
treasury, as herein provided, except that at no time shall the expenses of 
the board be greater than the amount paid into the county treasury by 
said county board of barber examiners. All fees and charges collected by 
the county board of barber examiners under the provisions of this act shall 
be paid into the county treasury and constitute a separate fund to be 
disbursed by the governing body of the county on order of the board 
of barber examiners with the approval of the chairman of the board of 
county commissioners. And all moneys remaining in said separate fund 
at the end of the fiscal year not expended as herein provided shall 
become a part of the general fund of the county. The board shall elect 
a president and a secretary-treasurer. Not less than two members of 
the board shall meet upon call of the president to examine applicants 
for certificates of registration and pass upon their qualifications to 
practice barbering. The health officer of Madison County shall be 
responsible for the enforcement of the sanitary provisions of this act, 
and shall make sanitary inspections of all barber shops at least once a 
month, and at any time that he may be called upon to do so by a 
majority of the members of the county board of barber examiners. All 
inspections shall be made during regular business hours of the barber 
shops. The county board of barber examiners shall be charged and held 
responsible for the enforcement of this act.” 


Section 8. Section 18 of said act as amended by Act No. 659, H. 1110, 
Regular Session 1957 (Acts 1957, p. 999), is amended further to read ag 
follows: 


“Section 18. Any person guilty of a violation of any of the pro- 
visions of this act, shall be punished by a fine of not less than fifty dollars 
nor more than five hundred dollars, or imprisonment for sixty days in 
the county jail, or both fine and imprisonment for the first offense, 
and upon being convicted of a second violation of any of the provisiong 
of this act, such person shall be subject to the penalties as heretofore 
prescribed, and in addition thereto, the certificate of registration shall be 
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revoked by the county board of barber examiners. Such order of 
revocation shall be supplied to the violator and to the county health 
officer, and it shall be unlawful for such person to further practice 
barbering in the county of Madison. Each day a violation of the pro- 
visions of this act continues shall constitute a separate offense.” 


Section 9. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

WHEREAS, for the past ten weeks there have been 
a series of so-called demonstrations in Alabama which have taxed to 
the utmost the patience, training and ability of law enforcement au- 
thorities of this State, as well as local law enforcement officers, and 


WHEREAS, a Federal Court has ordered that such demonstrations 
in the form of marches on public highways and streets of Alabama 
should be allowed, and 
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WHEREAS, the Federal Court has recognized that there will be 
considerable burden imposed on the law enforcement agencies of the 
State of Alabama by the so-called march from Selma to Montgom- 
ery, and the said Federal Court has been assured by the attorneys for 
the Department of Justice that if requested by the Governor of Ala- 
bama, the United States Government would provide police protection 
for the proposed march, and 


WHEREAS, the Governor of this State has requested by appro- 
priate telegram that the United States Government furnish sufficient 
Federal civil authorities or officers to provide for the safety and wel- 
fare of the citizens in and along the proposed march route and to.

by so called demonstrators, along a U. S. Highway has been sanctioned 
by a Federal Court and the financial resources of the Federal Govern- 
ment should be used to pay the cost of mobilization of the National 
Guard of Alabama. For this reason, as well as for the reasons hereinafter 
set forth, the Legislature of Alabama is unwilling to recommend that 
the Guard be called. 


2. The State of Alabama is not financially able to pay the ex- 
penses of providing necessary protection to demonstrators without im-~ 
pairing the General Fund of this State which supports the hundreds 
of necessary services to the people of our State and which represents 
the only source of funds to this State. 


3. That future unrestricted activities of so-called demonstrators 
as may occur or be authorized by future Federal Court orders makes it 
impossible for the Legislature to determine the costs which will be 
incurred to provide for the safety and welfare of the people of our 
State and of the so-called demonstrators. 


4. That it is the opinion of the Legislature that we are financially 
unable to bear the expense of calling the Alabama National Buard to 
State active duty without jeopardizing the essential functions of the 
State of Alabama and we respectfully request the Governor of this 
State to inform the President of the United States of this fact.

of this Act and the rentals thereof, the bonds and income therefrom, 
mortgages executed as security therefor, and lease agreements made 
hereunder, and all documents executed by or delivered to any corporation 
organized hereunder; to provide that the bonds issued by such board 
shall be legal investments for savings banks and insurance companies

medical clinics; so as to make it clear that a “medical clinic” includes 
one or more buildings or facilities which serve to promote the public 
health by providing places of diagnosis, treatment of sick and injured 
persons, for research with respect thereto, and including, without limi- 
tation, hospitals, sanitoria, nursing homes, offices for persons engaged 
in diagnosis and treatment or cure of sick or injured persons, and 
buildings for service, equipment and records used for the foregoing 
purposes; so as to make it clear that ‘clinical facilities’ include real 
property, buildings, parking areas, garages, storage facilities, out-

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To authorize the Governor, the State Superintendent of Education 
and the Director of Finance to become a corporation, to be known ag 
the Alabama Public School and College Authority; to prescribe the 
manner of formation of said Authority; to designate the members, di- 
rectors, and officers of the Authority; to prescribe the powers of the 
Authority, including the power to provide for the construction, re- 
construction, improvement, alteration and equipment of public school 
and college building facilities, trade schools, Junior Colleges, Alabama 
Boys Industrial School and the State Training School For Girls, and 
for acquiring sites for the public school and college building facilities, 
and the power to sell and issue bonds for such purposes including pay- 
ment of obligations incurred for any such purpose; to provide that such 
bonds and the income therefrom shall be exempt from taxation, and 
that such bonds may be used to secure deposits of funds of the State 
and its political sub-divisions, instrumentalities and agencies and for 
investment of fiduciary funds, and shall not create an obligation or 
debt of the State; to provide that all bonds issued by the Authority may 
thereafter be refunded by the issuance of refunding bonds; to provide 
for the disposition of the proceeds of the sale of the bonds of the Au- 
thority; to make an appropriation and pledge of funds necessary to 
pay the principal of and interest on bonds of the Authority; to author- 
ize the Authority to pledge such funds for payment of the principal of 
and interest on its bonds; to provide that such principal and interest 
shall be payable solely from such funds and that such bonds shall 
nevertheless constitute negotiable instruments, to provide that the State 
Treasurer shall be custodian of the funds of the Authority; and to pro- 
vide for the dissolution of the Authority. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The Legislature hereby makes the findings of fact and 
declaration of intent hereinafter set forth in this section. The great 
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increase during recent years in the number of students enrolled in the 
public schools of the State and in the institutions of higher learning 
and in the trade schools and junior colleges supported wholly or in part 
by the State, and the anticipated further increase in the enrollment of 
students in such schools and institutions, resulting from the greatly 
increased birth rate and other factors, have made it imperative that 
additional school and college buildings be constructed and equipped 
in all parts of the State. The taxes and other revenues set aside and 
devoted by law to educational purposes are not sufficient to make the 
large capital outlays required for such construction and to carry on 
also the maintenance and operation of the said schools and institutions. 
The only feasible way in which the needed buildings can be provided 
is by anticipating the receipt of a portion of the revenues devoted by 
law to educational purposes by capitalizing those revenues to the end 
that they may be applied for retirement of the costs of said construc- 
tion as such revenues are received during the useful life of said build- 
ings. It is, therefore, necessary and desirable that those portions of 
the excise taxes known as the state sales tax and the state use tax 
that are required by law to be paid into the Alabama Special Educa- 
tional Trust Fund be anticipated in the manner hereinafter provided 
for the purpose of effecting the needed capital outlays. It is the inten- 
tion of the Legislature by the passage of this act to authorize the for- 
mation of a public corporation for the purpose of providing for the 
acquisition of such buildings, including sites and equipment therefor, 
and to authorize said corporation, in order to provide for such acquisi- 
tion, to anticipate those portions of the two excise taxes hereinafter 
referred to that are now required by law to be paid into the Alabama 
Special Educational Trust Fund by issuing the bonds of said corpora- 
tion payable solely out of and secured by a pledge of the said portions 
of those excise taxes. This Act shall be liberally construed in con- 
formity with said purpose. 


Section 2. The following terms, wherever used in this Act, shall 
have the following respective meanings: 


“The Authority” means the public corporation organized pursuant 
to the provisions of this Act. 


“Bonds” means the bonds issued under the provisions of this Act. 
“State” means the State of Alabama. 


Pronouns when used in this Act shall include all applicable genders. 


Section 3. The Governor, the State Superintendent of Education 
and the Director of Finance may become a corporation with the power 
and authority hereinafter provided, by proceeding according to the pro- 
visions of this Act. 


Section 4. To become a corporation, the Governor, the State Su- 
perintendent of Education and the Director of Finance shall present to 
the Secretary of State of Alabama an application signed by them which 
shall set forth: (1) the name, official designation, and official residence 
of each of the applicants, together with a certified copy of the com- 
mission evidencing each applicant’s right to office; (2) the date on 
which each applicant was inducted into office and the term of office 
of each of the applicants; (3) the name of the proposed corporation, 
which shall be the Alabama Public School and College Authority; (4) 
the location of the principal office of the proposed corporation; and 
(5) any other matter relating to the incorporation which the applicants 
may choose to insert and which is not inconsistent with this Act or the 
Jaws of the State of Alabama. The application shall be subscribed and 
sworn to by each of the applicants before an officer authorized by the 
laws of this State to take acknowledgments to deeds. The Secretary 
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of State shall examine the application and, if he finds that it substantial- 
ly complies with the requirements of this section, he shall receive and 
file it and record it in an appropriate book of records in his office. 


Section 5. When the application has been made, filed, and recorded 
as herein provided, the applicants shall constitute a corporation under 
the name proposed in the application and the Secretary of State shall 
make and issue to the applicants a certificate of incorporation pursuant 
to this Act, under the Great Seal of the State, and shall record the 
certificate with the application. There shall be no fees paid to the 
Secretary of State for any work done in connection with the incorpora- 
tion or dissolution of the Authority. 


Section 6. The applicants named in the application and their re- 
spective successors in office shall constitute the members of the Au- 
thority. The Governor shall be the president of the Authority, the 
State Superintendent of Education shall be the vice president thereof, 
and the Director of Finance shall be the secretary thereof. The State 
Treasurer shall be treasurer thereof, shall act as custodian of its funds, 
and shall pay the principal of and interest on the bonds of the Authority 
out of the funds hereinafter provided for. The members of the Au- 
thority shall constitute all the members of the board of directors of 
the Authority, and any two members of the said board of directors shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. Should any person 
holding any state office named in this section cease to hold such office 
by reasons of death, resignation, expiration of his term of office, or 
for any other reason, then his successor in office shall take his place 
as a member, officer, or director, as the case may be, of the Authority. 
No member, officer, or director of the Authority shall draw any salary 
in addition to that now authorized by law for any service he may render 
or for any duty he may perform in connection with the Authority. 
All proceedings had and done by the board of directors shall be re- 
duced to writing by the secretary of the Authority, shall be signed by 
at least two members of the Authority, and shall be recorded in a sub- 
stantially bound book and filed in the office of the Secretary. Copies 
of such proceedings, when certified by the secretary of the Authority, 
under the seal of the Authority, shall be received in all courts as prima 
facie evidence of the matters and things therein certified. 


Section 7. The Authority shall have the following powers: (1) to 
have succession by its corporate name until the principal of and inter- 
est on all bonds issued by it shall have been fully paid; (2) to sue and 
be sued and to prosecute and defend, at law or in equity, in any court 
having jurisdiction of the subject matter and of the parties thereto; 
(3) to have and to use a corporate seal and to alter the seal at pleas-~ 
ure; (4) to establish a fiscal year; (5) to provide for the construction, 
reconstruction, alteration and improvement of public school and college 
building facilities, trade schools, Junior Colleges, Alabama Boys In- 
dustrial School, and the State Training School for Girls and for the 
procurement of sites and equipment for such facilities; (6) to antici- 
pate by the issuance of its bonds the receipt of the revenues herein ap- 
propriated and pledged; (7) as security for the payment of the princi- 
pal of and interest on its bonds, to pledge the proceeds of the appropria- 
tions and pledges herein provided for; and (8) to appoint and employ 
such attorneys and agents as the business of the Authority may require. 


Section 8. The Authority is hereby authorized from time to time 
to sell and issue its bonds, not exceeding one hundred twenty five mil- 
lion dollars ($125,000,000) in aggregate principal amount, for the pur- 
pose of providing funds for the acquisition of public school and college 
building sites, for the construction, reconstruction, alteration, and im- 
provement of public school and college building facilities, trade schools, 
Junior Colleges, Alabama Boys Industrial School and the State Train- 
ing School for Girls, for the procurement of equipment therefor, and 
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for payment of obligations incurred for any of such purposes. The costs 
of construction, reconstruction, alteration, and improvement of any 
such public school, college building facilities, trade schools, Junior Col- 
leges, Alabama Boys Industrial School and the State Training School 
for Girls facilities shall be deemed to include fees for architectural 
services in connection therewith. 


All contracts involving the expenditure of any funds derived by a 
county or city board of education under this Act shall be let on com- 
petitive bids in the same manner and according to the same procedure 
as prescribed for the award of contracts for public works in Act No. 
492 adopted at the 1947 Regular Session of the Legislature, and in 
Act No. 868 adopted at the 1961 Regular Session of the Legislature, as 
amended, and all contracts involving the use of such funds for the 
purchase of supplies, materials, or equipment by county or city boards 
of education shall be on the basis of competitive bidding, to be conducted: 
in the same manner and according to the same procedure as provided 
for state purchases in Act No. 343 adopted at the 1957 Regular Session 
of the Legislature, as amended, except that the procedure shall be 
conducted by the board of education instead of the state purchasing 
agent. 


Section 9. The bonds of the Authority shall be signed by its 
president and attested by its secretary and the seal of the Authority shall 
be affixed thereto, and any interest coupons applicable to such bonds 
shall be signed by the president; provided, that a facsimile of the 
signature of one, but not both, of said officers may be printed or other- 
wise reproduced on any such bonds in lieu of his manually signing the 
same, a facsimile of the seal of the Authority may be printed or other- 
wise reproduced on any such bonds in lieu of being manually affixed 
thereto, and a facsimile of the president’s signature may be printed 
or otherwise reproduced on any such interest coupons in lieu of his 
manually signing the same. Any bonds of the Authority may be executed 
and delivered by it at any time and from time to time, shall be in 
such form and denominations and of such tenor and maturities, shall 
bear such rate or rates of interest, not exceeding 5% per annum, pay- 
able at such times and evidenced in such manner, may contain other 
provisions not inconsistent herewith, all as may be provided by the 
resolution of the board of directors whereunder such bonds are authorized 
to be issued; provided, that no bond of the Authority shall have a 
specified maturity date later than twenty years after its date. Any 
bond of the Authority may be made subject to redemption at the option 
of the Authority at such times and after such notice and on such 
conditions and at such redemption price or prices as may be provided 
in the resolution under which it is authorized to be issued; provided, 
that those bonds of the Authority having specified maturity dates more 
than ten years after their date shall be made subject to redemption at 
the option of the Authority at the end of the tenth year after their 
date, and on any interest payment date thereafter, after such notice 
and under such terms and conditions and at such redemption price or 
prices as may be provided in the resolution under which such bonds are 
authorized to be issued. Bonds of the Authority may be sold from time 
to time as the board of directors may deem advantageous, but bonds of 
the Authority must be sold only at public sale, either on sealed bids 
or at public auction, to the bidder whose bid reflects the lowest net 
interest cost to the Authority for the bonds being sold, computed from 
their date to their respective maturities; provided, that if no bid accept- 
able to the Authority is received it may reject all bids. Notice of each 
such sale shall be given by publication in either a financial journal or a 
financial newspaper published in the City of New York, New York, and 
also by publication in a daily newspaper published in the State of Ala- 
bama, each of which notices must be published at least one time not 
less than ten days before the date fixed for the sale. The board of 
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directors may fix the terms and conditions under which such sale 
may be held; provided, that none of the bonds may be sold for a 
price less than the face value thereof; and provided, further, that such 
terms and conditions shall not conflict with any of the requirements of 
this Act. Subject to the provisions and limitations contained in this 
Act, the Authority may from time to time sell and issue refunding bonds 
for the purpose of refunding any matured or unmatured bonds of the 
Authority then outstanding. Such refunding bonds shall be subrogated 
and entitled to all priorities, rights and pledges to which the bonds 
refunded thereby were entitled. Approval by the Governor of Alabama 
of the terms and conditions under which any bonds of the Authority 
may be issued shall be requisite to their validity. Such approval 
shall be entered on the minutes of the meetings of the board of directors 
at which the bonds are authorized, and shall be signed by the Governor. 
The Authority may pay out of the proceeds of the sale of its bonds 
attorney’s fees and the expenses of issuance, which said board of di- 
rectors may deem necessary and advantageous in connection with the 
issuance of such bonds. No fiscal agents’ fees shall be paid in connection 
with the issuance or sale of any such bonds. Bonds issued by the 
Authority shall not be general obligations of the Authority but shall be 
payable solely out of the funds appropriated and pledged therefor in 
Section 11 hereof. As security for the payment of the principal of and 
interest on the bonds issued by it, the Authority is hereby authorized and 
empowered to pledge for payment of such principal and interest the 
funds that are appropriated and pledged in Section 11 hereof for payment 
of such principal and interest. All such pledges made by the Authority 
shall take precedence in the order of the adoption of the resolutions 
containing such pledges; provided, that each pledge for the benefit of 
refunding bonds shall have the same priority as the pledge for the 
benefit of the bonds refunded thereby. All contracts made and all 
bonds issued by the Authority pursuant to the provisions of this Act 
shall be solely and exclusively obligations of the Authority and shall 
not be an obligation or debt of the State of Alabama. Bonds issued by 
the Authority shall be construed to be negotiable instruments, although 
payable solely from a specified source, as provided herein. All bonds 
issued by the Authority and the income therefrom shall be exempt 
from all taxation in the State of Alabama. Any bonds issued by the 
Authority may be used by the holder thereof as security for any funds 
belonging to the State, or to any political subdivision, instrumentality or 
agency of the State, in any instance where security for such deposits 
may be required by law. Unless otherwise directed by the court having 
jurisdiction thereof, or the document that is the source of authority, 
a trustee, executor, administrator, guardian, or one acting in any other 
fiduciary capacity may, in addition to any other investment powers, con- 
ferred by law and with the exercise of reasonable business prudence, 
invest trust funds in bonds of the Authority. Neither a public hearing 
nor consent of the State Department of Finance or any other department 
or agency shall be a prerequisite to the issuance of bonds by the 
Authority. 


Section 10. The proceeds of all bonds, other than refunding bonds, 
issued by the Authority remaining after paying expenses of their 
issuance, shall be deposited in the State Treasury, and shall be carried 
in the State Treasury in a special or separate account. Such funds 
shall be subject to be drawn upon by the Authority with the approval 
of the Secretary of the Authority and the Governor, but any funds so 
withdrawn shall be used solely for the purpose of financing the con- 
struction, reconstruction, alteration, improvement, and equipment of 
public school and college buildings, trade schools, Junior Colleges. Ala- 
bama Boys Industrial School and the State Training School of Girls, in- 
cluding architectural services and building inspectors for periodic and 
final inspections, and for acquiring sites therefor, in accordance with the 
provisions of this Act. 
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(a) Ten million dollars ($10,000,000) of the proceeds from the sale 
of the bonds issued hereunder shall be distributed to the Board of 
Trustees of the University of Alabama to be used at the University 
Medical Center at Birmingham, Alabama, for the purposes heretofore 
set forth in this Act; 


(b) Two million dollars ($2,000,000) of the proceeds from the sale 
of the bonds issued hereunder shall be distributed to Auburn University 
to be used for construction and equipment of health related building 
facilities and for the purposes heretofore set forth in this Act;

($2,428,000) of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder 
shall be distributed to the University of South Alabama to be used for 
the purposes heretofore set forth in this Act;

(h) Fifteen million dollars ($15,000,000) of the proceeds from the 
sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall be distributed to the State 
Board of Education to be distributed among the State Vocational 
Technical Schools and Junior Colleges under the State Board of 
Ean to be used for the purposes heretofore set forth in this Act 
as follows:

($58,925,000) of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder 
shall be distributed as follows: 


(1) The Authority shall set aside first, an amount considered to 
be necessary to provide for the appointment and employment of such 
attorneys and agents as the business of the Authority may require.

improvement of existing school buildings in school building centers 
approved by the State Department of Education as permanent school 
centers. 
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All money distributed or disbursed pursuant to the provisions of this 
Act shall be used solely for the purposes specified in this Act.

The proceeds from the sale of any refunding bonds issued hereunder 
remaining after paying the expenses of their issuance shall be used only 
for the purpose of refunding the principal of outstanding bonds of 
the Authority and of paying any premium that may be necessary to be 
paid in order to redeem or retire the bonds to be refunded. 


In the event the bonds are sold in more than one series, the proceeds 
from the sale of each series, after payment of the expenses of the 
issuance of that series, shall be distributed among those designated in 
this section in the same respective proportions as they would have been 
entitled to receive if the entire authorized issue of bonds had been sold 
at one time. 


Section 11. For the purpose of providing funds to enable the 
Authority to pay at their respective maturities the principal of and 
interest on any bonds issued by it under the provisions of this Act 
and to accomplish the objects of this Act, there is hereby irrevocably 
pledged to such purpose and hereby appropriated such amount of money 
as may be necessary for such purpose out of the residue of the receipts 
from the excise tax known as the sales tax levied by Act No. 100 
adopted at the Second Extraordinary Session of 1959 of the Legislature 
of Alabama, as amended, after there shall have been taken therefrom 
the amounts appropriated for other than educational purposes in Section 
32 of the said Act No. 100 (which said residue constitutes that portion 
of the receipts from the said sales tax that is now required by law to 
be paid into the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund), and after 
taking from the said residue amounts sufficient to meet all prior charges 
on the said residue including (a) such amounts as may be necessary 
to pay the principal of and the interest on the bonds of the State of 
Alabama issued under the amendment to the Constitution of Alabama 
that was proposed by Act No. 383 adopted at the 1957 Regular Session 
of the Legislature of Alabama, and (b) such amounts as may be necessary 
to pay the principal of and the interest on the bonds of Alabama Edu- 
cation Authority authorized in Act no. 126 adopted at the Second 
Extraordinary Session of 1959 of the Legislature of Alabama. If the said 
residue of the receipts from the said sales tax that remains after taking 
therefrom the amounts necessary to meet the said prior charges thereon, 
and that is herein pledged and appropriated, shall be insufficient to pay 
at their respective maturities the principal of and the interest on the 
bonds issued under the provisions of this Act, there is hereby irrevocable 
pledge to the payment of said principal and interest and hereby appro- 
priated to that purpose so much as may be necessary therefor of the 
residue of the receipts from the excise tax known as the use tax 
levied by Article 11 of Chapter 20 of Title 51 of the Code of Alabama 
of 1940, as amended, after there shall have been taken from said receipts 
the amount necessary to meet the expenses of the State Department of 
Revenue in collecting the same (which residue constitutes that portion 
of the receipts from the said use tax that is now required by law to be 
paid into the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund), and after taking 
from the said residue such amounts as may be necessary to meet all prior 
charges on the said residue including (a) such amounts as may be 
necessary to pay the principal of and the interest on the bonds of the 
State of Alabama issued under the said amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama proposed by the said Act No, 383, and (b) such amounts 
as may be necessary to pay the principal of and interest on the said 
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bonds authorized in the said Act No. 126. All moneys hereby appro- 
priated and pledged shall constitute a sinking fund for the purpose of 
paying the principal of and the interest on the bonds herein authorized. 
As security for the payment of the principal of and interest on the bonds 
issued under this Act, the corporation is authorized to pledge the proceeds 
of the appropriation and pledge herein provided for. 


Section 12. Out of the revenues appropriated and pledged in Sec- 
tion 11 hereof, the State Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed 
to pay the principal of and interest on the bonds issued by the Authorit 
under the provisions of this Act, as such principal and interest shall 
respectively mature, and the State Treasurer is further authorized and 
directed to set up and maintain appropriate records pertaining thereto. 


Section 13. At any time when no bonds of the Authority are out- 
standing, the Authority may be dissolved upon the filing with the Secre- 
tary of State of an application for dissolution, which shall be subscribed 
by each of the members of the Authority and sworn to by each such mem- 
ber before an officer authorized to take acknowledgments to deeds. Upon 
the filing of such application for dissolution, the Authority shall cease 
to exist. The Secretary of State shall file and record the application 
for dissolution, in an appropriate book of record in his office, and shall 
make and issue, under the Great Seal of the State, a certificate that the 
Authority is dissolved, and shall record such certificate with the applica- 
tion for dissolution. 


Section 14. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid, such declaration shall not affect the 
part which remains. 


Section 15. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
DEseeee and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law: 


On motion of Mr. Fite the substitute reported by the Standing Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means was laid upon the table. 


Mr. Fite offered the following substitute for the bill, H. 29: 
Substitute for H. B. 29: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To authorize the Governor, the State Superintendent of Education 
and the Director of Finance to become a corporation, to be known as the 
Alabama Public School and College Authority; to prescribe the manner 
of formation of said Authority; to designate the members, directors, and 
officers of the Authority; to prescribe the powers of the Authority, 
including the power to provide for the construction, reconstruction, 
improvement, alteration and equipment of public school and college 
building facilities, trade schools, Junior Colleges, Alabama Boys Indus- 
trial School, the State Training School for Girls, and the Alabama 
Institute for Deaf and Blind, and for acquiring sites for the public school 
and college building facilities, and the power to sell and issue bonds for 
such purposes including payment of obligations incurred for any such 
purpose; to provide that such bonds and the income therefrom shall be 
exempt from taxation, and that such bonds may be used to secure deposits 
of funds of the State and its political subdivisions, instrumentalities and 
agencies and for investment of fiduciary funds, and shall not create an 
obligation or debt of the State; to provide that all bonds issued by the 
Authority may thereafter be refunded by the issuance of refunding 
bonds; to provide for the disposition of the proceeds of the sale of the 
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bonds of the Authority; to make an appropriation and pledge of funds 
necessary to pay the principal of and interest on bonds of the Authority; 
to authorize the Authority to pledge such funds for payment of the 
principal of and interest on its bonds; to provide that such principal 
and interest shall be payable solely from such funds and that such bonds 
shall nevertheless constitute negotiable instruments, to provide that the 
State Treasurer shall be custodian of the funds of the Authority; and to 
provide for the dissolution of the Authority. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The Legislature hereby makes the findings of fact and 
declaration of intent hereinafter set forth in this section. The great 
increase during recent years in the number of students enrolled in the 
public schools of the State and_ in the institutions of higher learning 
and in the trade schools and junior colleges supported wholly or in part 
by the State, and the anticipated further increase in the enrollment of 
students in such schools and institutions, resulting from the greatly 
increased birth rate and other factors, have made it imperative that, 
additional school and college buildings be constructed and equipped in 
all parts of the State. The taxes and other revenues set aside and 
devoted by law to educational purposes are not sufficient to make the 
large capital outlays required for such construction and to carry on also 
the maintenance and operation of the said schools and institutions. The 
only feasible way in which the needed buildings can be provided is by 
anticipating the receipt of a portion of the revenues devoted by law to 
educational purposes by capitalizing those revenues to the end that they 
may be applied for retirement of the costs of said construction as such 
revenues are received during the useful life of said buildings. It is, 
therefore, necessary and desirable that those portions of the excise 
taxes known as the state sales tax and the state use tax that are required 
by law to be paid into the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund be 
anticipated in the manner hereinafter provided for the purpose of effect- 
ing the needed capital outlays. It is the intention of the Legislature by 
the passage of this act to authorize the formation of a public corporation 
for the purpose of providing for the acquisition of such buildings, includ- 
ing sites and equipment therefor, and to authorize said corporation, in 
order to provide for such acquisition, to anticipate those portions of 
the two excise taxes hereinafter referred to that are now required by 
law to be paid into the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund by is- 
suing the bonds of said corporation payable solely out of and secured by 
a pledge of the said portions of those excise taxes. This Act shall be 
liberally construed in conformity with said purpose. 


Section 2. The following terms, wherever used in this Act, shall 
have the following respective meanings: 


“The Authority” means the public corporation organized pursuant 
to the provisions of this Act. 


“Bonds” means the bonds issued under the provisions of this Act. 
“State” means the State of Alabama. 


Pronouns when used in this Act shall include all applicable genders. 


Section 3. The Governor, the State Superintendent of Education and 
the Director of Finance may become a corporation with the power and 
authority hereinafter provided, by proceeding according to the provisions 
of this Act. 


Section 4. To become a corporation, the Governor, the State Super- 
intendent of Education and the Director of Finance shall present to the 
Secretary of State of Alabama an application signed by them which shall

set forth: (1) the name, official designation, and official residence of 
each of the applicants, together with a certified copy of the commission 
evidencing each applicant’s right to office; (2) the date on which each 
applicant was inducted into office and the term of office of each of the 
applicants; (3) the name of the proposed corporation, which shall be the 
Alabama Public School and College Authority; (4) the location of the 
principal office of the proposed corporation; and (5) any other matter 
relating to the incorporation which the applicants may choose to insert 
and which is not inconsistent with this Act or the laws of the State of 
Alabama. The application shall be subscribed and sworn to by each of 
the applicants before an officer authorized by the laws of this State to 
take acknowledgments to deeds. The Secretary of State shall examine 
the application and, if he finds that it substantially complies with the 
requirements of this section, he shall receive and file it and record it 
in an appropriate book of records in his office. 


Section 5. When the application has been made, filed, and record- 
ed as herein provided, the applicants shall constitute a corporation 
under the name proposed in the application and the Secretary of State 
shall make and issue to the applicants a certificate of incorporation 
pursuant to this Act, under the Great Seal of the State, and shail record 
the certificate with the application. There shall be no fees paid to the 
Secretary of State for any work done in connection with the incorpora- 
tion or dissolution of the Authority. 


Section 6. The applicants named in the application and their 
respective successors in office shall constitute the members of the Au- 
thority. The Governor shall be the president of the Authority, the 
State Superintendent of Education shall be the vice president thereof, 
and the Director of Finance shall be the secretary thereof. The State 
Treasurer shall be treasurer thereof, shall act as custodian of its funds, 
and shall pay the principal of and interest on the bonds of the Authority 
out of the funds hereinafter provided for. The members of the Authority 
shall constitute all the members of the board of directors of the Au- 
thority, and any two members of the said board of directors shall con- 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of business. Should any person 
holding any state office named in this section cease to hold such office 
by reasons of death, resignation, expiration of his term of office, or for 
any other reason, then his successor in office shall take his place as 
a member, officer, or director, as the case may be, of the Authority. No 
member, officer, or director of the Authority shall draw any salary in 
addition to that now authorized by law for any service he may render 
or for any duty he may perform in connection with the Authority. 
All proceedings had and done by the board of directors shall be reduced 
to writing by the secretary of the Authority, shall be signed by at 
least two members of the Authority, and shall be recorded in a sub- 
stantially bound book and filed in the office of the Secretary. Copies 
of such proceedings, when certified by the secretary of the Authority, 
under the seal of the Authority, shall be received in all courts as prima 
facie evidence of the matters and things therein certified. 


Section 7. The Authority shall have the following powers: (1) 
to have succession by its corporate name until the principal of and in- 
terest on all bonds issued by it shall have been fully paid; (2) to sue 
and be sued and to prosecute and defend, at law or in equity, in any 
court having jurisdiction of the subject matter and of the parties there- 
to; (3) to have and to use a corporate seal and to alter the seal at 
pleasure; (4) to establish a fiscal year; (5) to provide for the construc- 
tion, reconstruction, alteration and improvement of public school and 
college building facilities, trade schools, Junior Colleges, Alabama Boys 
Industrial School, the State Training School for Girls, and the Alabama 
Institute for Deaf and Blind, and for the procurement of sites and equip- 
ment for such facilities; (6) to anticipate by the issuance of its bonds 
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the receipt of the revenues herein appropriated and pledged; (7) as 
security for the payment of the principal of and interest on its bonds, 
to pledge the proceeds of the appropriations and pledges herein provid- 
ed for; and (8) to appoint and employ such auttorneys and agents as the 
business of the Authority may require. 


Section 8. The Authority is hereby authorized from time to time 
to sell and issue its bonds, not exceeding one hundred twenty five 
million dollars ($125,000,000) in aggregate principal amount, for the 
purpose of providing funds for the acquisition of public school and 
college building sites, for the construction, reconstruction, alteration, 
and improvement of public school and college building facilities, trade 
schools, Junior Colleges, Alabama Boys Industrial School, the State 
Training School for Girls, and the Alabama Institute for Deaf and 
Blind, for the procurement of equipment therefor, and for payment 
of obligations incurred for any of such purposes. The costs of con- 
struction, reconstruction, alteration, and improvement of any such public 
school, college building facilities, trade schools, Junior Colleges, Ala- 
bama Boys Industrial School, the State Training School for Girls, and 
the Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind facilities shall be deemed to 
include fees for architectural services in connection therewith. 


All contracts involving the expenditure of any funds derived by 
a county or city board of education under this Act shall be let on com- 
petitive bids in the same manner and according to the same procedure 
as prescribed for the award of contracts for public works in Act No. 
492 adopted at the 1947 Regular Session of the Legislature, and in Act 
No. 868 adopted at the 1961 Regular Session of the Legislature, as 
amended, and all contracts involving the use of such funds for the 
purchase of supplies, materials, or equipment by county or city boards 
of education shall be on the basis of competitive bidding, to be con- 
ducted in the same manner and according to the same procedure 
as provided for state purchases in Act No. 343 adopted at the 1957 
Regular Session of the Legislature, as amended, except that the pro- 
cedure shall be conducted by the board of education instead of the 
state purchasing agent. 


Section 9. The bonds of the Authority shall be signed by its presi- 
dent and attested by its secretary and the seal of the Authority shall 
be affixed thereto, and any interest coupons applicable to such bonds 
shall be signed by the president; provided, that a facsimile of the sig- 
nature of one, but not both, of said officers may be printed or other- 
wise reproduced on any such bonds in lieu of his manually signing 
the same, a facsimile of the seal of the Authority may be printed or 
otherwise reproduced on any such bonds in lieu of being manually 
affixed thereto, and a facsimile of the president’s signature may be 
printed or otherwise reproduced on any such interest coupons in lieu 
of his manually signing the same. Any bonds of the Authority may 
be executed and delivered by it at any time and from time to time, 
shall be in such form and denominations and of such tenor and maturi- 
ties, shall bear such rate or rates of interest, not exceeding 5% per 
annum, payable at such times and evidenced in such manner, may con- 
tain other provisions not inconsistent herewith, all as may be pro- 
vided by the resolution of the board of directors whereunder such bonds 
are authorized to be issued; provided, that no bond of the Authority 
shall have a specified maturity date later than twenty years after its 
date. Any bond of the Authority may be made subject to redemption 
at the option of the Authority at such times and after such notice and 
on such conditions and at such redemption price or prices as may be 
provided in the resolution under which it is authorized to be issued; 
provided, that those bonds of the Authority having specified maturity 
dates more than ten years after their date shall be made subject to 
redemption at the option of the Authority at the end of the tenth year 
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after their date, and on any interest payment date thereafter, after such 
notice and under such terms and conditions and at such redemption 
price or prices as may be provided in the resolution under which such 
bonds are authorized to be issued. Bonds of the Authority may be sold 
from time to time as the board of directors may deem advantageous, but 
bonds of the Authority must be sold only at public sale, either on 
sealed bids or at public auction, to the bidder whose bid reflects the 
lowest net interest cost to the Authority for the bonds being sold, 
computed from their date to their respective maturities; provided, that 
if no bid acceptable to the Authority is received it may reject all bids. 
Notice of each such sale shall be given by publication in either a fi- 
nancial journal or a financial newspaper published in the City of New 
York, New York, and also by publication in a daily newspaper published 
in the State of Alabama, each of which notices must be published at 
least one time not less than ten days before the date fixed for the sale. 
The board of directors may fix the terms and conditions under which such 
sale may be held; provided, that none of the bonds may be sold for a 
price less than the face value thereof; and provided, further, that such 
terms and conditions shall not conflict with any of the requirements 
of this Act. Subject to the provisions and limitations contained in 
this Act, the Authority may from time to time sell and issue refunding 
bonds for the purpose of refunding any matured or unmatured bonds 
of the Authority then outstanding. Such refunding bonds shall be 
subrogated and entitled to all priorities, rights and pledges to which 
the bonds refunded thereby were entitled. Approval by the Governor 
of Alabama of the terms and conditions under which any bonds of the 
Authority may be issued shall be requisite to their validity. Such 
approval shall be entered on the minutes of the meetings of the board 
of directors at which the bonds are authorized, and shall be signed by 
the Governor. The Authority may pay out of the proceeds of the sale 
of its bonds attorneys’ fees and the expenses of issuance, which said 
board of directors may deem necessary and advantageous in connection 
with the issuance of such bonds. No fiscal agents’ fees shall be paid 
in connection with the issuance or sale of any such bonds. Bonds 
issued by the Authority shall not be general obligations of the Authority 
but shall be payable solely out of the funds appropriated and pledged 
therefor in Section 11 hereof. As security for the payment of the 
principal of and interest on the bonds issued by it, the Authority is 
hereby authorized and empowered to pledge for payment of such prin- 
cipal and interest the funds that are appropriated and pledged in Sec- 
tion 11 hereof for payment of such principal and interest. All such 
pledges made by the Authority shall take precedence in the order of 
the adoption of the resolutions containing such pledges; provided, that 
each pledge for the benefit of refunding bonds shall have the same 
priority as the pledge for the benefit of the bonds refunded thereby. 
All contracts made and all bonds issued by the Authority pursuant 
to the provisions of this Act shall be solely and exclusively obligations 
of the Authority and shall not be an obligation or debt of the State of 
Alabama. Bonds issued by the Authority shall be construed to be 
negotiable instruments, although payable solely from a specified source, 
as provided herein. All bonds issued by the Authority and the income 
therefrom shall be exempt from all taxation in the State of Alabama. 
Any bonds issued by the Authority may be used by the holder thereof 
as security for any funds belonging to the State, or to any political 
subdivision, instrumentality or agency of the State, in any instance 
where security for such deposits may be required by law. Unless 
otherwise directed by the court having jurisdiction thereof, or the 
document that is the source of authority, a trustee, executor, adminis- 
trator, guardian, or one acting in any other fiduciary capacity may, 
in addition to any other investment powers conferred by law and with 
the exercise of reasonable business prudence, invest trust funds in 
bonds of the Authority. Neither a public hearing nor consent of the 
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State Department of Finance or any other department or agency shall 
be a prerequisite to the issuance of bonds by the Authority. 


Section 10. The proceeds of all bonds, other than refunding bonds, 
issued by the Authority remaining after paying expenses of their 
issuance, shall be deposited in the State Treasury, and shall be carried 
in the State Treasury in a special or separate account. Such funds 
shall be subject to be drawn upon by the Authority with the approval 
of the Secretary of the Authority and the Governor, but any funds 
so withdrawn shall be used solely for the purpose of financing the 
construction, reconstruction, alteration, improvement, and equipment 
of public school and college buildings, trade schools, Junior Colleges, 
Alabama Boys Industrial School, the State Training School for Girls 
and the Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind, including architectural 
services and building inspectors for periodic and final inspections, 
rie we acquiring sites therefor, in accordance with the provisions of 
this Act. 


(a) Ten million dollars ($10,000,000) of the proceeds from the 
sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall be distributed to the Board 
of Trustees of the University of Alabama to be used at the University 
Medical Center at Birmingham, Alabama, for the purposes hereto- 
fore set forth in this Act; 


(b) Two million dollars ($2,000,000) of the proceeds from the sale 
of the bonds issued hereunder shall be distributed to Auburn Uni- 
versity to be used for construction and equipment of health related 
building facilities and for the purposes heretofore set forth in this Act; 


(c) Three million eight hundred seventy eight thousand dollars ($3,- 
878,000) of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall 
be distributed to the University of South Alabama to be used for the 
purposes heretofore set forth in this Act; 


(d) Ten million eight hundred eighty three thousand dollars 
($10,883,000) of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued here- 
under shall be distributed to the Board of Trustees of the University 
of Alabama to be used for the purposes heretofore set forth in this 
Act in respect to facilities located elsewhere than at the said University 
Medical Center; 


(e) One million nine hundred thirty seven thousand dollars 
($1,937,000) of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereun- 
der shall be distributed to Alabama College to be used for the pur- 
poses heretofore set forth in this Act; 


(f) Ten million twenty seven thousand dollars ($10,027,000) of 
the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall be dis- 
tributed to Auburn University to be used for facilities other than that set 
forth in (b) above; 


(g) Twelve million seven hundred twenty five thousand dollars 
($12, 135 ,000) of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued here- 
under shall be distributed to the State Board of Education to be dis- 
tributed among the State institutions of higher learning under the 
State Board of Education as follows: 


(1) Two million one hundred seventy seven thousand dollars 
($2,177,000) shall be paid to Florence State College; 


(2) One million four hundred seventy nine thousand dollars 
($1,479,000) shall be paid to Livingston State College; 


(3) Three million two hundred forty six thousand dollars 
($3,246,000) shall be paid to Jacksonville State College;

(4) Two million three hundred sixty six thousand dollars 
($2,366,000) shall be paid to Troy State College; 


(5) One million eight hundred seventy nine thousand dollars

(6) One million five hundred seventy eight thousand dollars 
($1,578,000) shall be paid to Alabama State College; 


(h) Twelve million eight hundred thousand dollars ($12,800,000) 
of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall be 
distributed to the State Board of Education to be distributed among the 
State Vocational Technical Schools and Junior Colleges under the 
State Board of Education to be used for the purposes heretofore set forth 
in this Act as follows: 


Four hundred thousand dollars ($400,000) to each of the follow- 
ing State Vocational Technical Schools or Junior Colleges: Alabama 
Institute of Aviation Technology; Bessemer State Vocational Technical

(k) Three hundred forty-two thousand dollars ($342,000) shall 
be paid to the State Training School for Girls. 


(1) Seven hundred fifty thousand dollars ($750,000) shall be paid 
to the Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind. 


(m)_ Fifty eight million nine hundred twenty five thousand dollars 
($58,925,000) of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued here- 
under shall be distributed as follows: 


(1) The Authority shall set aside first, an amount considered 
to be necessary to provide for the appointment and employment of 
such attorneys and agents as the business of the Authority may require. 


(2) The preparation of all plans and specifications for any 
building constructed wholly or in part with any of the money realized 
from this issue, and all work done hereunder in regard to the con- 
struction, reconstruction, alteration, and improvement of buildings, shall 
be supervised by the Alabama Building Commission, or any agency 
which may be designated by the Legislature as its successor, and the 
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Authority shall reimburse the Building Commission for its reasonable 
direct costs in having plans, specifications and contract documents 
prepared and in supervising and inspecting the work. 


(3) Two hundred fifty thousand dollars ($250,000) shall be 
paid to the board of education of each county in this State, to be 
used for the reconstruction, alteration, equipment, and improvement of 
existing school buildings, and for new construction; provided, that such 
funds so distributed shall be apportioned among the county board of 
education and the city boards of education within the county, pro rata, 
on a teacher unit basis. 


(4) The residue left from the fifty eight million nine hun- 
dred twenty five thousand dollars ($58,925,000) after providing for (1), 
(2) and (3) above shall be allocated and distributed to county and 
city boards of education, pro rata on the basis of teacher units as 
determined in accordance with the minimum school program for the 
year 1965-66 to be used for the construction of school building fa- 
cilities, including buildings and equipment, for reconstruction, alteration, 
equipment, and improvement of existing school buildings in school 
building centers approved by the State Department of Education as 
permanent school centers. 


All money distributed or disbursed pursuant to the provisions 
of this Act shall be used solely for the purposes specified in this Act. 
The preparation of all plans and specifications for any building con- 
structed wholly or in part or reconstructed, altered or improved with 
any funds realized from this issue shall be performed pursuant to plans 
and specifications approved by the Alabama Building Commission, or 
any agency that may be designated by the Legislature as its successor. 


The proceeds from the sale of any refunding bonds issued here- 
under remaining after paying the expenses of their issuance shall be 
used only for the purpose of refunding the principal of outstanding 
bonds of the Authority and of paying any premium that may be neces- 
sary to be paid in order to redeem or retire the bonds to be refunded. 


In the event the bonds are sold in more than one series, the 
proceeds from the sale of each series, after payment of the expenses 
of the issuance of that series, shall be distributed among those designated 
in this section in the same respective proportions as they would have 
been entitled to receive if the entire authorized issue of bonds had been 
sold at one time. 


Section 11. For the purpose of providing funds to enable the 
Authority to pay at their respective maturities the principal of and 
interest on any bonds issued by it under the provisions of this Act and 
to accomplish the objects of this Act, there is hereby irrevocably pledged 
to such purpose and hereby appropriated such amount of money as 
may be necessary for such purpose out of the residue of the receipts 
from the excise tax known as the sales tax levied by Act No. 100 
adopted at the Second Extraordinary Session of 1959 of the Legislature 
of Alabama, as amended, after there shall have been taken therefrom 
the amounts appropriated for other than educational purposes in Sec- 
tion 32 of the said Act No. 100 (which said residue constitutes that 
portion of the receipts from the said sales tax that is now required by 
law to be paid into the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund), 
and after taking from the said residue amounts sufficient to meet all 
prior charges on the said residue including (a) such amounts as may 
be necessary to pay the principal of and the interest on the bonds of 
the State of Alabama issued under the amendment ta the Constitution 
of Alabama that was proposed by Act No. 383 adopted at the 1957 
Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama, and (b) such amounts 
as may be necessary to pay the principal of and the interest on the 
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bonds of Alabama Education Authority authorized in Act no. 126 adopted 
at the Second Extraordinary Session of 1959 of the Legislature of 
Alabama. If the said residue of the receipts from the said sales tax 
that remains after taking therefrom the amounts necessary to meet 
the said prior charges thereon, and that is herein pledged and ap- 
propriated, shall be insufficient to pay at their respective maturities 
the principal of and the interest on the bonds issued under the pro- 
visions of this Act, there is hereby irrevocably pledged to the payment 
of said principal and interest and hereby appropriated to that pur- 
pose so much as may be necessary therefor of the residue of the 
receipts from the excise tax known as the use tax levied by Article 
11 of Chapter 20 of Title 51 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, as amend- 
ed, after there shall have been taken from said receipts the amount 
necessary to meet the expenses of the State Department of Revenue 
in collecting the same (which residue constitutes that portion of the 
receipts from the said use tax that is now required by law to be paid 
into the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund), and after taking 
from the said residue such amounts as may be necessary to meet all 
prior charges on the said residue including (a) such amounts as may 
be necessary to pay the principal of and the interest on the bonds of 
the State of Alabama issued under the said amendment to the Con- 
stitution of Alabama proposed by the said Act No. 383, and (b) such 
amounts as may be necessary to pay the principal of and interest on the 
said bonds authorized in the said Act No. 126. All moneys hereby 
appropriated and pledged shall constitute a sinking fund for the 
purpose of paying the principal of and the interest on the bonds here- 
in authorized. As security for the payment of the principal of and in- 
terest on the bonds issued under this Act, the corporation is authorized 
to pledge the proceeds of the appropriation and pledge herein pro- 
vided for. 


Section 12. Out of the revenues appropriated and pledged in Sec- 
tion 11 hereof, the State Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed 
to pay the principal of and interest on the bonds issued by the Authority 
under the provisions of this Act, as such principal and interest shall 
respectively mature, and the State Treasurer is further authorized 
and directed to set up and maintain appropriate records pertaining 
thereto. 


Section 13. At any time when no bonds of the Authority are 
outstanding, the Authority may be dissolved upon the filing with the 
Secretary of State of an application for dissolution, which shall be 
subscribed by each of the members of the Authority and sworn to 
by each such member before an officer authorized to take acknowledg- 
ments to deeds. Upon the filing of such application for dissolution, 
the Authority shall cease to exist. The Secretary of State shall file 
and record the application for dissolution, in an appropriate book of 
record in his office, and shall make and issue, under the Great Seal 
of the State, a certificate that the Authority is dissolved, and shall 
record such certificate with the application for dissolution. 


Section 14. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid, such declaration shall not affect the 
part which remains. 


Section 15. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To authorize the Governor, the Director of Finance, the State Su- 
perintendent of Education, the State Treasurer, and the Commissioner 
of Revenue to become a corporation, to be known as the Alabama 
Public School and College Authority; to prescribe the manner of forma- 
tion of said Authority; to designate the members, directors, and of- 
ficers of the Authority; to prescribe the powers of the Authority, 
including the power to provide for the construction, reconstruction, 
improvement, alteration and equipment of public school and college 
building facilities, and for acquiring sites therefor, and the power 
to sell and issue bonds for such purposes including payment of obligations 
incurred for any such purpose; to provide that such bonds and the in- 
come therefrom shall be exempt from taxation, and that such bonds 
may be used to secure deposits of funds of the State and its political 
subdivisions, instrumentalities and agencies and for investment of fi- 
duciary funds, and shall not create an obligation or debt of the State; 
to provide that all bonds issued by the Authority may thereafter be re- 
funded by the issuance of refunding bonds; to provide for the disposition 
of the proceeds of the sale of the bonds of the Authority; to make 
an appropriation and pledge of funds necessary to pay the principal 
of and interest on the bonds of the Authority; to authorize the Authori- 
ty to pledge such funds for payment of the principal of and interest 
on its bonds; to provide that such principal and interest shall be pay- 
able solely from such funds and that such bonds shall nevertheless con- 
stitute negotiable instruments, to provide that the State Treasurer 
shall be custodian of the funds of the Authority; and to provide for the 
dissolution of the Authority. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The Legislature hereby makes the findings of fact and 
declaration of intent hereinafter set forth in this section. The great 
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increase during recent years in the number of students enrolled in 
the public schools of the State and in the institutions of higher learn- 
ing supported wholly or in part by the State, and the anticipated 
further increase in the enrollment of students in such schools and in- 
stitutions, resulting from the greatly increased birth rate and other 
factors, have made it imperative tnat additional school and college 
buildings be constructed and equipped in all parts of the State. The 
taxes and other revenues set aside and devoted by law to educational 
purposes are not sufficient to make the large capital outlays required 
for such construction and to carry on also the maintenance and operation 
of the said schools and institutions. The only feasible way in which 
the needed buildings can be provided is by anticipating the receipt 
of a portion of the revenues devoted by law to educational purposes 
by capitalizing those revenues to the end that they may be applied 
for retirement of the costs of said construction as such revenues are 
received during the useful life of said buildings. It is, therefore, 
necessary and desirable that those portions of the excise taxes known 
as the state sales tax and the state use tax that are required by law 
to be paid into the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund be anti- 
cipated in the manner hereinafter provided for the purpose of effecting 
the needed capital outlays. It is the intention of the Legislature by 
the passage of this act to authorize the formation of a public corpora- 
tion for the purpose of providing for the acquisition of such buildings, 
including sites and equipment therefor, and to authorize said cor- 
poration, in order to provide for such acquisition, to anticipate those 
portions of the two excise taxes hereinafter referred to that are now 
required by law to be paid into the Alabama Special Educational Trust 
Fund by issuing the bonds of said corporation payable solely out of 
and secured by a pledge of the said portions of those excise taxes. 
This Act shall be liberally construed in conformity with the said 
purpose. 


Section 2. The following terms, wherever used in this Act, shall 
have the following respective meanings: 


“The Authority” means the public corporation organized pursuant 
to the provisions of this Act. 


“Bonds” means the bonds issued under the provisions of this Act. 
“State” means the State of Alabama. 


Pronouns when used in this Act shall include all applicable gen- 
ders. 


Section 3. The Governor, the Director of Finance, the State Su- 
perintendent of Education, the State Treasurer, and the Commissioner 
of Revenue may become a corporation with the power and authority 
hereinafter provided, by proceeding according to the provisions of 
this Act. 


Section 4. To become a corporation, the Governor, the Director 
of Finance, the State Superintendent of Education, the State Treasurer, 
and the Commissioner of Revenue shall present to the Secretary of 
State of Alabama an application signed by them which shall set forth: 
(1) the name, official designation, and official residence of each of 
the applicants, together with a certified copy of the commission evi- 
dencing each applicant’s right to office; (2) the date on which each 
applicant was inducted into office and the term of office of each 
of the applicants; (3) the name of the proposed corporation, which 
shall be the Alabama Public School and College Authority; (4) the 
location of the principal office of the proposed corporation; and (5) 
any other matter relating to the incorporation which the applicants may 
choose to insert and which is not inconsistent with this Act or the laws 
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of the State of Alabama. The application shall be subscribed and sworn 
to by each of the applicants before an officer authorized by the laws 
of this State to take acknowledgments to deeds. The Secretary of 
State shall examine the application and, if he finds that it substan- 
tially complies with the requirements of this section, he shall receive 
and file it and record it in an appropriate book of records in his of- 
fice. 


Section 5. When the application has been made, filed, and re- 
corded as herein provided, the applicants shall constitute a corporation 
under the name proposed in the application and the Secretary of State 
shall make and issue to the applicants a certificate of incorporation 
pursuant to this Act, under the Great Seal of the State, and shall 
record the certificate with the application. There shall be no fees 
paid to the Secretary of State for any work done in connection with 
the incorporation or dissolution of the Authority. 


Section 6. The applicants named in the application and their re- 
spective successors in office shall constitute the members of the Au- 
thority. The Governor shall be the president of the Authority, the 
Director of Finance shall be the vice president thereof, and the State 
Superintendent of Education shall be the secretary thereof. The State 
Treasurer shall be treasurer thereof, shall act as custodian of its funds, 
and shall pay the principal of and interest on the bonds of the Au- 
thority out of the funds hereinafter provided for. The members of 
the Authority shall constitute all the members of the board of direc- 
tors of the Authority, and any three members of the said board of di- 
rectors shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 
Should any person holding any state office named in this section 
cease to hold such office by reasons of death, resignation, expiration 
of his term of office, or for any other reason, then his successor in 
office shall take his place as a member, officer, or director, as the 
case may be, of the Authority. No member, officer, or director of 
the Authority shall draw any salary in addition to that now authorized 
by law for any service he may render or for any duty he may perform 
in connection with the Authority. All proceedings had and done by 
the board of directors shall be reduced to writing by the secretary of 
the Authority, shall be signed by at least three members of the Au- 
thority, and shall be recorded in a substantially bound book and filed 
in the office of the Secretary of State. Copies of such proceedings, 
when certified by the secretary of the Authority, under the seal of the 
Authority, shall be received in all courts as prima facie evidence of 
the matters and things therein certified. 


Section 7. The Authority shall have the following powers: (1) 
to have succession by its corporate name until the principal of and 
interest on all bonds issued by it shall have been fully paid; (2) 
to sue and be sued and to prosecute and defend, at law or in equity, 
in any court having jurisdiction of the subject matter and of the 
parties thereto; (3) to have and to use a corporate seal and to alter 
the seal at pleasure; (4) to establish a fiscal year; (5) to provide 
for the construction, reconstruction, alteration and improvement of 
public school and college building facilities and for the procurement 
of sites and equipment for such facilities; (6) to anticipate by the 
issuance of its bonds the receipt of the revenues herein appropriated 
and pledged; (7) as security for the payment of the principal of and 
interest on its bonds, to pledge the proceeds of the appropriations and 
pledges herein provided for; and (8) to appoint and employ such 
attorneys and agents as the business of the Authority may require. 


Section 8. The Authority is hereby authorized from time to time 
to sell and issue its bonds, not exceeding one hundred ten million 
dollars ($110,000,000) in aggregate principal amount, for the purpose 
of providing funds for the acquisition of public school and college 
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building sites, for the construction, reconstruction, alteration, and im- 
provement of public school and college building facilities, for the 
procurement of equipment therefor, and for payment of obligations 
incurred for any of such purposes. The costs of construction, recon- 
struction, alteration, and improvement of any such facilities shall be 
decd to include fees for architectural services in ¢gonnection there- 
with, 


All contracts involving the expenditure of any funds derived by 
a county or city board of education under this Act shall be let on 
competitive bids in the same manner and according to the same pro- 
cedure as prescribed for the award of contracts for public works in 
Act No. 492 adopted at the 1947 Regular Session of the Legislature, 
and in Act No. 868 adopted at the 1961 Regular Session of the Legis- 
lature, as amended, and all contracts involving the use of such funds 
for the purchase of supplies, materials, or equipment by county or 
city boards of education shall be on the basis of competitive bidding, 
to be conducted in the same manner and according to the same pro- 
cedure as provided for state purchases in Act No. 343 adopted at the 
1957 Regular Session of the Legislature, as amended, except that 
the procedure shall be conducted by the board of education instead 
of the state purchasing agent. 


Section 9. The bonds of the Authority shall be signed by its 
president and attested by its secretary and the seal of the Authority 
shall be affixed thereto, and any interest coupons applicable to such 
bonds shall be signed by the president; provided, that a facsimile of 
the signature of one, but not both, of said officers may be printed 
or otherwise reproduced on any such bonds in lieu of his manually 
signing the same, a facsimile of the seal of the Authority may be 
printed or otherwise reproduced on any such bonds in lieu of being 
manually affixed thereto, and a facsimile of the president’s signature 
may be printed or otherwise reproduced on any such interest coupons 
in lieu of his manually signing the same. Any bonds of the Authority 
may be executed and delivered by it at any time and from time to 
time, shall be in such form and denominations and of such tenor and 
maturities, shall bear such rate or rates of interest, not exceeding 5% 
per annum, payable at such times and evidenced in such manner, may 
contain other provisions not inconsistent herewith, all as may be pro- 
vided by the resolution of the board of directors whereunder such bonds 
are authorized to be issued; provided, that no bond of the Authority 
shall have a specified maturity date later than thirty years after its 
date. Any bond of the Authority may be made subject to redemption 
at the option of the Authority at such times and after such notice and 
on such conditions and at such redemption price or prices as may be 
provided in the resolution under which it is authorized to be issued; 
provided, that those bonds of the Authority having specified maturity 
dates more than ten years after their date shall be made subject to 
redemption at the option of the Authority at the end of the tenth 
year after their date, and on any interest payment date thereafter, 
after such notice and under such terms and conditions and at such 
redemption price or prices as may be provided in the resolution under 
which such bonds are authorized to be issued. Bonds of the Authority 
may be sold from time to time as the board of directors may deem 
advantageous, but bonds of the Authority must be sold only at public 
sale, either on sealed bids or at public auction, to the bidder whose bid 
reflects the lowest net interest cost to the Authority for the bonds be- 
ing sold, computed from their date to their respective maturities; pro- 
vided, that if no bid acceptable to the Authority is received it may 
reject all bids. Notice of each such sale shall be given by publication 
in either a financial journal or a financial newspaper published in 
the City of New York, New York, and also by publication in a daily 
newspaper published in the State of Alabama, each of which notices 
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must be published at least one time not less than ten days before 
the date fixed for the sale. The board of directors may fix the 
terms and conditions under which such sale may be held; provided, 
that none of the bonds may be sold for a price less than the face 
value thereof; and provided, further, that such terms and conditions 
shall not conflict with any of the requirements of this Act. Subject 
to the provisions and limitations contained in this Act, the Authority 
may from time to time sell and issue refunding bonds for the purpose 
of refunding any matured or unmatured bonds of the Authority then 
outstanding. Such refunding bonds shall be subrogated and entitled 
to all priorities, rights and pledges to which the bonds refunded thereby 
were entitled. Approval by the Governor of Alabama of the terms 
and conditions under which any bonds of the Authority may be issued 
shall be requisite to their validity. Such approval shall be entered on the 
minutes of the meetings of the board of directors at which the bonds are 
authorized, and shall be signed by the Governor. The Authority may 
pay out of the proceeds of the sale of its bonds attorneys’ fees and 
the expenses of issuance, which said board of directors may deem 
necessary and advantageous in connection with the issuance of such 
bonds. No fiscal agents’ fees shall be paid in connection with the 
issuance or sale of any such bonds. Bonds issued by the Authority 
shall not be general obligations of the Authority but shall be pay- 
able solely out of the funds appropriated and pledged therefor in 
Section 11 hereof. As security for the payment of the principal of 
and interest on the bonds issued by it, the Authority is hereby author- 
ized and empowered to pledge for payment of such principal and 
interest the funds that are appropriated and pledged in Section 11 
hereof for payment of such principal and interest. All such pledges 
made by the Authority shall take precedence in the order of the 
adoption of the resolutions containing such pledges; provided, that 
each pledge for the benefit of refunding bonds shall have the same 
priority as the pledge for the benefit of the bonds refunded thereby. 
All contracts made and all bonds issued by the Authority pursuant to 
the provisions of this Act shall be solely and exclusively obligations 
of the Authority and shall not be an obligation or debt of the State 
of Alabama. Bonds issued by the Authority shall be construed to 
be negotiable instruments, although payable solely from a specified 
source, as provided herein. All bonds issued by the Authority and 
the income therefrom shall be exempt from all taxation in the State 
of Alabama. Any bonds issued by the Authority may be used by 
the holder thereof as security for any funds belonging to the State, or 
to any political subdivision, instrumentality or agency of the State, 
in any instance where security for such deposits may be required by 
Jaw. Unless otherwise directed by the court having jurisdiction there- 
of, or the document that is the source of authority, a trustee, executor, 
administrator, guardian, or one acting in any other fiduciary capacity 
may, in addition to any other investment powers conferred by law 
and with the exercise of reasonable business prudence, invest trust 
funds in bonds of the Authority. Neither a public hearing nor a 
consent of the State Department of Finance or any other department or 
agency shall be a prerequisite to the issuance of bonds by the Au- 
thority. 


Section 10. The proceeds of all bonds, other than refunding bonds, 
issued by the Authority remaining after paying expenses of their is- 
suance, shall be deposited in the State Treasury, and shall be carried in 
the State Treasury in a special or separate account. Such funds shall be 
subject to be drawn upon by the Authority with the approval of the 
State Superintendent of Education and the Governor, but any funds so 
withdrawn shall be used solely for the purpose of financing the con- 
struction, reconstruction, alteration, improvement, and equipment of 
public school and college buildings, including architectural services and 
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building inspectors for periodic and final inspections, and for acquiring 
sites therefor, in accordance with the provisions of this Act. 


(a) Ten million dollars ($10,000,000) of the proceeds from the 
sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall be distributed to The Board of 
Trustees of the University of Alabama to be used at the University 
Medical Center at Birmingham, Alabama, for the purposes heretofore 
set forth in this Act; 


(b) Two million dollars ($2,000,000) of the proceeds from the sale 
of the bonds issued hereunder shall be distributed to Auburn Uni- 
versity to be used for construction and equipment of health related 
building facilities and for the purposes heretofore set forth in this Act; 


(c) Two million four hundred twenty eight thousand dollars ($2,- 
428,000) of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder 
shall be distributed to the University of South Alabama to be used for 
the purposes heretofore set forth in this Act; 


(d) Ten million eight hundred eighty three thousand dollars ($10,- 
883,000) of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall 
be distributed to The Board of Trustees of the University of Alabama 
to be used for the purposes heretofore set forth in this Act in respect 
to facilities located elsewhere than at the said University Medical 
Center; 


(e) One million nine hundred thirty seven thousand dollars ($1,- 
937,000) of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall 
be distributed to Alabama College to be used for the purposes heretofore 
set forth in this Act; 


(f) Ten million twenty seven thousand dollars ($10,027,000) of 
the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall be dis- 
tributed to Auburn University to be used for facilities other than that 
set forth in (b) above; 


(g) Twelve million seven hundred twenty five thousand dollars 
($12,725,000) of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder 
shall be distributed to the State Board of Education to be distributed 
among the State institutions of higher learning under the State Board 
of Education as follows: 


(1) Two million one hundred seventy seven thousand dollars ($2,- 
177,000) shall be paid to Florence State College; 


(2) One million four hundred seventy nine thousand dollars ($1,- 
479,000) shall be paid to Livingston State College; 


(3) Three million two hundred forty six thousand dollars ($3- 
246,000) shall be paid to Jacksonville State College; 


(4) Two million three hundred sixty six thousand dollars ($2,366,- 
000) shall be paid to Troy State College; 


(5) One million eight hundred seventy nine thousand dollars ($1,- 
879,000) shall be paid to Alabama Agricultural and Mechanical College; 
and 


(6) One million five hundred seventy eight thousand dollars ($1, 
578,000) shall be paid to Alabama State College; 


(h) Sixty million dollars ($60,000,000) of the proceeds from the 
sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall be distributed as follows: 


(1) The Authority shail set aside first, an amount considered to be 
necessary to provide for the appointment and employment of such at- 
torneys and agents as the business of the Authority may require. 
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(2) Next, the Authority shall set aside and distribute to the State 
Board of Education such amount as the Authority considers necessary 
for the State Board of Education to employ architects, building inspectors 
for periodic and final inspections, and such other agents as the State 
Board of Education considers necessary to approve plans and specifi- 
cations submitted for the colleges and public schools under the super- 
vision of said Board. 


(3) The residue left from the sixty million dollars ($60,000,000) 
after providing for (1) and (2) above shall be allocated and distributed 
to county and city boards of education, pro rata on the basis of teacher 
units as determined in accordance with the minimum school program 
for the year 1965-66 to be used for the construction of school building 
facilities, including buildings and equipment, for reconstruction, altera- 
tion, equipment, and improvement of existing school buildings in school 
building centers approved by the State Department of Education as 
permanent school centers. 


All money distributed or disbursed pursuant to the provisions of 
this Act shall be used solely for the purposes specified in this Act. 
The preparation of all plans and specifications for any building con- 
structed wholly or in part or reconstructed, altered or improved with 
funds distributed pursuant to any of the foregoing clauses (a) to (f), 
inclusive, of this section, shall be performed pursuant to plans and 
specifications approved by the Alabama Building Commission, or any 
agency that may be designated by the Legislature as its successor. 
All sums distributed to institutions of higher learning under the State 
Board of Education and to county and city boards of education, pursuant 
to either of the foregoing clauses (g) and (h) of this section, shall be 
so distributed on capital outlay budgets approved by the State Board 
of Education and on plans and specifications approved by the State 
Department of Education and prepared by architects registered with 
the State of Alabama. 


The proceeds from the sale of any refunding bonds issued hereunder 
remaining after paying the expenses of their issuance shall be used 
only for the purpose of refunding the principal of outstanding bonds of 
the Authority and of paying any premium that may be necessary to be 
paid in order to redeem or retire the bonds to be refunded. 


In the event the bonds are sold in more than one series, the pro- 
ceeds from the sale of each series, after payment of the expenses of 
the issuance of that series, shall be distributed among those designated 
in this section in the same respective proportions as they would have 
been entitled to receive if the entire authorized issue of bonds had been 
sold at one time. 


Section 11. For the purpose of providing funds to enable the 
Authority to pay at their respective maturities the principal of and 
interest on any bonds issued by it under the provisions of this Act and 
to accomplish the objects of this Act, there is hereby irrevocably pledged 
to such purpose and hereby appropriated such amount of money as may 
be necessary for such purpose out of the residue of the receipts from 
the excise tax known as the sales tax levied by Act, No. 100 adopted 
at the Second Extraordinary Session of 1959 of the Legislature of Ala- 
bama, as amended, after there shall have been taken therefrom the 
amounts appropriated for other than educational purposes in Section 32 
of the said Act No. 100 (which said residue constitutes that portion of 
the receipts from the said sales tax that is now required by law to be 
paid into the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund), and after 
taking from the said residue amounts sufficient to meet all prior changes 
on the said residue including (a) such amounts as may be necessary to 
pay the principal of and the interest on the bonds of the State of Ala-

bama issued under the amendment to the Constitution of Alabama 
that was proposed by Act No. 383 adopted at the 1957 Regular Session 
of the Legislature of Alabama, and (b) such amounts as may be necessary 
to pay the principal of and the interest on the bonds of Alabama Edu- 
eation Authority authorized in Act No. 126 adopted at the Second 
Extraordinary Session of 1959 of the Legislature of Alabama. If the 
said residue of the receipts from the said sales tax that remains after 
taking therefrom the amounts necessary to meet the said prior changes 
thereon, and that is herein pledged and appropriated, shall be insufficient 
to pay at their respective maturities the principal of and the interest 
on the bonds issued under the provisions of this Act, there is hereby 
irrevocably pledged to the payment of said principal and interest and 
hereby appropriated to that purpose so much as may be necessary there- 
for of the residue of the receipts from the excise tax known as the use 
tax levied by Article 11 of Chapter 20 of Title 51 of the Code of Ala- 
bama of 1940, as amended, after there shall have been taken from said 
receipts the amount necessary to meet the expenses of the State Depart- 
ment of Revenue in collecting the same (which residue constitutes that 
portion of the receipts from the said use tax that is now required by 
law to be paid into the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund), and 
after taking from the said residue such amounts as may be necessary 
to meet all prior charges on the said residue including (a) such amounts 
as may be necessary to pay the principal of and the interest on the bonds 
of the State of Alabama issued under the said amendment to the Consti- 
tution of Alabama proposed by the said Act No. 383, and (b) such amounts 
as may be necessary to pay the principal of and interest on the said bonds 
authorized in the said Act No. 126. All moneys hereby appropriated 
and pledged shall constitute a sinking fund for the purpose of paying 
the principal of and the interest on the bonds herein authorized. As 
security for the payment of the principal of and interest on the bonds 
issued under this Act, the corporation is authorized to pledge the pro- 
ceeds of the appropriation and pledge herein provided for. 


Section 12. Out of the revenues appropriated and pledged in Section 
11 hereof, the State Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to pay 
the principal of and interest on the bonds issued by the Authority under 
the provisions of this Act, as such principal and interest shall respec- 
tively mature, and the State Treasurer is further authorized and directed 
to set up and maintain appropriate records pertaining thereto. 


Section 13. At any time when no bonds of the Authority are out- 
standing, the Authority may be dissolved upon the filing with the 
Secretary of State of an application for dissolution, which shall be 
subscribed by each of the members of the Authority and sworn to by 
each such member before an officer authorized to take acknowledgments 
to deeds. Upon the filing of such application for dissolution, the 
Authority shall cease to exist. The Secretary of State shall file and 
record the application for dissolution, in an appropriate book of record 
in his office, and shall make and issue, under the Great Seal of the 
State, a certificate that the Authority is dissolved, and shall record 
such certificate with the application for dissolution. 


Section 14. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid, such declaration shall not affect the part 
which remains. 


Section 15. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

The letter was written by the 
Reverend H. A. Lipscomb, of St. Matthew’s Church, Mobile, Alabama, 
and published in The Catholic Week, an official publication of the Arch- 
diocese for Alabama and Northwest Florida, on Friday, March 19, 1965. 
The letter reads as follows: 


Dear Monsignor 


Please accept the following for publication in The Catholic Week 
as an “Open Letter” to all Editors of any diocesan newspaper or national 
Catholic magazines “Whom this might concern.” 


“Every Catholic priest, nun or religious of any other diocese who 
have appeared in Selma, Alabama, and other ‘protest demonstrations’ 
through out the United States has insulted, embarrassed and humiliated 
our beloved Archbishop, the Most Rev. Thomas J. Toolen, D. D., Bishop 
of the Diocese of Mobile-Birmingham, Alabama. 


Having been Bishop of this Diocese for the past 38 years, certain- 
ly Archbishop Toolen should be the most qualified and responsible 
person to make the decision whether priests and nuns of the Catholic 
Church should participate in these public demonstrations in the Diocese 
of Mobile-Birmingham. Had Archbishop Toolen made this decision 
there are hundreds of priests, nuns and religious and thousands of 
pe re who are and have been ready to respond to his decisions 
and wishes. 


As the thousands and thousands of Alabamians resent the intrusion 
of outside agitators so we too, also resent the intrusion of outside priests, 
nuns and religious who have not been invited and do not understand 
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or appreciate the situation that exists politically and religiously in 
Alabama today. 


IN OUR ‘Missionary’ Diocese of the whole State of Alabama and 
Northwest Florida we have parochial schools for Catholic children that 
cannot be opened because we are told by the religious Motherhouses 
there is a shortage of nuns. We still have 13 whole counties in the 
State of Alabama in which there are no Catholics and the Holy Sacri- 
fice of the Mass has never been offered because we are unable to 
recruit ‘surplus priests’ from other diocese to assist in our Home Mis- 
sionary work, 


Yet all of a sudden there appears to be an abundance of ‘outside’ 
priests, nuns and religious who have nothing better to do with their 
time than to scandalously appear in these dramatized and televised 
senseless demonstrations. I am quite sure that most of these ‘outside 
demonstrators’ have enough ‘soul saving’ to do back home without 
coming to Alabama to be ‘religious heroes.’ ” 


IDO NOT THINK that I am out of order in requesting and expecting 
a public apology from every priest, nun and religious who has insulted 
and humiliated our beloved Archbishop and that every Ordinary and 
Religious Superior should see to it that these apologies are made. 


I ask you ... where is your Charity ... where is your humility 
and where is your obedience? After all I am sure that you all do have 
VOWS. 


We of the Diocese of Mobile-Birmingham stand united with our be- 
loved Archbishop and we challenge any diocese of the United States to 
compare their record of our Archbishop as recognized by the Holy Vati- 
can as the “outstanding Missionary Bishop” of the United States. 


Thank you Monsignor Wade for putting this letter in The Catholic 
Week and it will be most interesting to see how many other Catholic 
News Media will re-print same. Please keep me informed of any re- 
sponse.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE 
Mr. Speaker: 


The President and Presiding Officer of the Senate having signed 
the following Senate Bill and Senate Joint Resolutions, your signature 
thereto is requested: 


S. 2. To provide for and authorize the incorporation in any county 
in the State of Alabama of a Water Authority, as a public corporation 
for the purpose of furnishing water service and fire protection service, 
or either, upon the filing of an application with, and the making of 
certain determinations by, the governing body of such county; to provide 
that the service area specified in the original certificate of incorporation 
of any such Authority shall lie within the boundaries of the county in 
which it is incorporated, but that the said service area may be extended 
into one or more other counties by amendment to the certificate of in- 
corporation; to provide for and authorize the certificate of incorporation 
of any such Authority to be amended at any time and from time to 
time upon the filing of applications with, and the making of certain 
determinations by, the governing body of each county in which lies 
any part of the then existing or proposed service area of such Authority; 
to provide for the election and compensation of directors of any such 
Authority; to provide for the powers, authorities and duties of any such 
Authority and its board of directors; to authorize any such Authority 
to acquire, construct, operate, improve and finance one or more water- 
works plants, water distribution systems or fire protection facilities, or 
any combination of any thereof; to confer on any such Authority the 
power of eminent domain; to make provisions respecting the establish- 
ment, revision, and collection of charges for water service and fire pro- 
tection service, or either, rendered by it; to provide for the issuance by 
any such Authority for any of its corporate purposes of interest-bearing 
revenue bonds and other interest-bearing revenue securities, payable 
solely out of the revenues of any one or more of the systems and facilities, 
or either, of such Authority, without regard to the system or systems or 
facilities with respect to which such revenue securities may have been 
jssued; to provide that such revenue securities shall constitute negotiable 
instruments; to provide that such revenue securities may be secured by a 
pledge of the revenues from which. they are payable, by contracts binding 
any such Authority for the proper application of its revenues and for 
the proceeds of such revenue securities, and by a non-foreclosable 
mortgage and deed of trust or statutory mortgage lien on the system or 
facilities out of the revenues from which such securities are payable, and 
to provide that any revenue securities of the Authority may be issued 
under a trust indenture; to provide for constructive notice of any such 
statutory mortgage lien; to authorize and make provisions respecting 
the assumption by an Authority of obligations respecting systems and 
facilities, or parts thereof, acquired by the Authority; to provide for the 
use of the proceeds of any revenue securities issued by an Authority; 
to provide for the refunding, by the issuance of revenue securities of an 
Authority, of revenue securities theretofore issued or obligations there- 
tofore assumed by it; to provide that revenue securities issued and con- 
tracts entered into by any such Authority pursuant to this Act shall not 
constitute or create a debt of-the state or of any county, municipality 
or political subdivision of the state; to provide that any county, munici- 
pality, other political subdivision, public corporation, or agency or 
instrumentality of this state may aid and cooperate with, lend or donate 
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money to, perform services for the benefit of, and, without the necessity 
of an election and with or without consideration, transfer any water 
system, fire protection facility, or other property to any such Authority; 
to provide that the rendition by any such Authority of fire protection 
service is a governmental function and to exempt such Authority from 
all tort liability in connection with fire protection service or facilities; 
to exempt from all taxation in this state each such Authority, its property, 
corporate activities, income, revenues, and securities, the income from 
its revenue securities, and conveyances, leases, and mortgages and deeds 
of trust to which such Authority is a party, and to exempt such Authority 
from payment of certain charges to Judges of Probate; to provide that 
each such Authority shall be exempted from regulation and supervision 
by the Public Service Commission and the State Department of Finance; 
to provide for the use of public roads in the state by any such Authority; 
to provide for the dissolution of any such Authority and the disposition, 
of its property; to provide that any public corporation organized pursuant 
to Act No. 461, adopted at the 1963 Regular Session of the Legislature 
of Alabama may convey its assets, with or without pecuniary consider- 
ation, to any such Authority.

REMARKS OF MR. SULLIVAN 


On motion of Mr. Hester, the following remarks of Mr. Sullivan 
were inserted in the Journal: 


Ignorance of the law and the Constitution, as well as indifference 
to their precepts, are largely responsible for the inflamatory situation 
in Alabama. 


It seems incredible that ministers of the Gospel, as well as many 
leaders on both sides of the Civil Rights Movement, are allowing them- 
selves to be governed by passion, rather than reason, and by a clear 
disregard, knowingly or unknowingly, of what the law provides about 
the maintenance of law and order in a community. 


Two delegations, which included Protestants, Roman Catholics, and 
Jewish faith, went to the White House last Friday to demand federal 
intervention in Alabama, but they were told that the full power of 
the federal government would be used to protect the constitutional 
rights of the people of Alabama, but the final answer must be found 
in the courtroom. 


When federal troops were sent to Arkansas and Mississippi in 
recent years, (whether you and I agree or not) a federal court order 
had been disregarded as there was fear violence would erupt if it 
was enforced. No such issue has been presented in Alabama. In fact, 
it is the other way around. The federal districf court had issued an 
order forbidding this march of demonstration on the 50-mile highway 
from Selma to the State Capitol, over which an average of 10,000 cars 
pass each day. Obviously, this was dangerous for the marchers and 
others using the highway. This would have been reason enough for 
any fair-minded thinking people. But, the leaders of the march went 
on just the same, and the result was the stirring up of passion of the 
people on both sides. Out of these passions came a murder that occurred 
entirely apart from the demonstrations themselves. 


Assaults of this kind have been happening both in the North and 
the South. Often they are unrelated to any organized opposition or 
support to the Civil Rights Movement. They are crimes related to 
passion—both North and South, East and West. 


It seems to be futile now a days to talk about law and order, when 
the truth is, there are numerous demonstrations which are inciting 
people to violence. Sheriff Clark of Dallas County told a federal court 
that the over-all blame for the murder of Rev. James Reeb must be 
past on outside agitators who caused the situation to become very 
ense. 
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The use of sit-ins and lying-ins are disgraceful, whether it be federal, 
state, or local, because it encourages many persons who are not too well 
informed about the laws of our land to feel that they can coerce federal, 
state, or local government into almost any action. 


Demands of federal troops is an example of how to provoke more 
trouble, not to lessen it. Sooner or later the leaders of the Civil Rights 
Movement will find their cause is not helped by any movement or 
demonstration that incites violence. 


I have always felt, and still do, that anyone who is fairly intelligent 
should be allowed to vote. I also feel the right to vote is a precious 
right and should be used with dignity, honor, and respect, and not as 
a right to get even with Governor George C. Wallace or any other 
person who differs with their line of thinking or action. 


The intelligent Negro should have a right to vote. If he isn’t 
-allowed to do so, he should get this right through the courts, not on 
the streets. He should also obey the law as he expects the Whites to 
do. If he is in contempt of court, as Martin Luther King was, then he 
should be arrested, as I am sure you or I would be under similiar 
circumstances at Selma, Alabama. 


Like others have said before me, I do not feel or think that the 
Constitution gives anyone the right to holler “Fire” in a crowded theater, 
when there is no fire. In my judgement this is what Rev. King has done. 


I am not concerned, nor do I condemn the highway patrol for their 
action in Selma. They used the force necessary at that time to stop 
this ogy in the interest of public safety for non-marchers as well as 
marchers. 


I am concerned and do regret that this action was necessary. I 
also feel that kneeling and praying for the television cameras and their 
audiences is a mockery of our religious faith and in fact, even sacrilegious. 


I feel that outsiders who cannot know the problems here in Alabama 
should get out of this state and clean up their own backyards. 


I think ministers should preach love of all mankind, but should do 
it from their own respective pulpits. Their misguided actions, regardless 
of good intentions, are causing bitterness among races and disunity of 
their members. 


I hope and pray the next message sent to Congress will be based 
on reason and common sense, and not as an edict from Rev. King. 
After listening to the President’s speech, one coundn’t help but wonder 
if our own President was concerned as much about the Negro’s right 
to vote as he was about who they voted for. I have been reliably in- 
formed that the bill sent to Congress only affected a few Southern 
apes which voted less than 50% of its population in the last general 
election. 


I have news for him. If it had not been for his opposition, there 
would have been less than 20% of the population of these Southern 
states to vote in the last general election, but if it had not been for his 
appeasement to the radical element in this country, I am sure he would 
have been very happy with the votes he would have received from 
these Southern states. 


Appeasement with Communists and radicals has already proven 
costly both in lives and dollars to our Country, and also to the loss 
of prestige. This so-called Civil Rights Movement in time will prove 
itself just as futile and just as costly. : 
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I am sure you heard similiar words to these in the President’s speech 
to Congress that he believed the Lord was on his side and we shall 
overcome, which seems to be a national hymn at this time. 


I implore you to remain steadfast in our constitutional rights that 
our government is still by the people, of the people, and for the people. 
Remain steadfast in our restaint from violence and passions. Do not 
be concerned if the Lord is on our side, but be concerned about whether 
we are on the Lord’s side. Then, and only then, can we be adjudged 
as a Christian people. Then we can truly sing “We have overcome.”

SENATE MESSAGE

FINANCE AND TAXATION COMMITTEE 
SUBSTITUTE FOR H. B. 40 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to public school administration; providing further for 
selection, approval, adoption, purchase, distribution, and use of tax-paid 
textbooks; repealing conflicting laws. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Within thirty days following the effective date of 
this Act the State Board of Education shall constitute a courses of study 
committee for the purposes and functions as hereinafter provided. The 
state courses of study committee shall consist of two sections: an 
elementary section and a high school section. The elementary section 
shall include grades 1 through 6. The secondary section shall include 
grades 7 through 12. The elementary section shall consist of the 
following: two teachers from each grade level, three elementary prin- 
cipals, two elementary supervisors and one college professor of elemen- 
tary education. The secondary section shall consist of three teachers from 
each secondary subject matter field, three secondary principals, two 
secondary supervisors, and one college professor of secondary education. 


Standards for membership on the courses of study committee shall 
be prescribed by the State Board of Education and said standards shall 
be sent to every Local Board of Education and every County and City 
Superintendent.

Local Boards of Education, through their superintendents, shall 
nominate persons to serve on these committees. Local Boards shall 
furnish credentials of each person recommended, including a summary 
of each person’s qualifications for membership on the committee. All 
nominations along with said credentials, shall be forwarded to the 
State Superintendent of Education. The State Board of Education, upon 
the recommendations of the State Superintendent of Education, shail 
appoint all members of the courses of study committee from the nominees 
made by the local boards of education. 


__ Approximately one half of the members shall be from school systems 
with 9,000 or more students and approximately one-half of the members 
shall be from school systems with less than 9,000 students. 


The term of office of the members of said committee shall be for 
a period of six years, and the members shail hold office until their 
successors shall be appointed. 


Section 2. The courses of study committee shall conduct continuing 
studies and evaluations of the courses taught in the public elementary 
and high schools of the state. It shall prepare the contents of the 
courses of study for each grade of the elementary and secondary schools 
and revise the same from time to time. In evaluating the course of 
study, consideration shall be given to the required basic content, texts 
used and available, the educational objective of the course, changing 
scientific, technological and cultural developments, as well as established 
facts of American history, tradition and patriotism. The committee shall 
from time to time, but not less than once in each two years, prepare a 
report of its recommendations with respect to the compulsory minimum 
content of courses of study and of recommended revisions of courses, 
materials, subject content and treatment in specific courses and subject 
areas. The report shall be submitted to the State Superintendent of 
Education and to the members of the State Textbook Committee for sepa- 
rate written recommendations to the State Board of Education for such 
action as may be considered advisable. 


Section 3. The State Textbook Committee shall be composed of 
20 members, of whom eight shall be high school classroom teachers and 
eight shall be elementary school classroom teachers. Elementary school 
classroom teachers shall include grades one (1) through six (6) and 
high school classroom teachers shall include grades seven (7) through 
twelve (12). One high school teacher and one elementary school teacher 
shall be appointed by the State Board of Education of each congressional 
district, upon nominations made by the city and county superintendents 
of education of public school systems within the congressional district. 
The term of office of these teacher members of the committee shall be 
for a period of two years, from May 31, 1965, and every two years there- 
after, provided the term of office of the first members shall be staggered 
in the following manner: the high school teachers appointed for the first, 
third, fifth, and seventh districts, and the elementary school teachers 
appointed for the second, fourth, sixth, and eighth districts, shall each 
serve for a period of one year, from May 31, 1965. The several city and 
county superintendents of education within each congressional district, 
or a majority of them, shall meet in person or by proxy on or before 
the first day of May 1965, and each year thereafter, for the purpose of 
nominating and electing teacher members of the State Textbook Com- 
mittee. The State Superintendent of Education shall give written notice 
of the time and place of such meeting, at least two weeks before the 
meeting, by certified mail; and the notice shall also contain a list of 
the subjects for which the textbook selection committee to be nominated 
and appointed will be concerned during their term. At these meetings 
the superintendents of education assembled, or majority of them, shall 
elect one of their number to preside and shall certify the teacher or 
teachers elected to the State Superintendent of Education. 
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The State Board of Education, upon nominations by the State 
Superintendent of Education, shall appoint two members of the State 
Textbook Committee, one of whom shall, at the time of his appointment, 
be actively employed by one of the state universities and the other shall 
be so employed by one of the state colleges. In addition, two members 
of the State Textbook Committee shall be appointed by the Governor, 
neither of whom shall have been employed in the field of education. 
These four members and their successors shall serve for terms of two 
years, from May 31, 1965, and every two years thereafter. 


Vacancies in the office of any of the committee members shall be 
filled by appointments made in the same way as the original appoint- 
ments, and the appointee shall hold office for the unexpired term and 
until his successor is appointed and qualified. 


In order to qualify as a member of the committee, each person 
appointed shall make an affidavit to be filed with the State Board of 
Education within ten days after notice of his appointment that he will 
discharge faithfully all the duties imposed upon him as a member of 
the State Textbook Committee; that he has no interest, directly or 
indirectly, in any contract that may be made under this Act; that he 
has no interest as author, as associate author, as publisher, or as repre- 
sentative of the author or publisher of any textbook; that he has no 
pecuniary interest, directly or indirectly, in the business or profits of 
any person, firm, or corporation engaged in manufacturing, publishing 
or selling textbooks; that he will not accept any emolument or promise 
of future reward of any kind from any publisher of textbooks, his 
agents, or anyone interested in, or intending to bias his judgment in 
any way in the selection of any textbook up for adoption; also that he 
will not reveal to anyone, except to the State Board of Education, the 
findings, ratings, or gradings of the State Textbook Committee. 


Section 4. The organizational meeting of each Textbook Committee 
shall be called by the State Superintendent of Education, and shall be 
held between the first and fifteenth day of June each year, and the 
committee shall meet thereafter on call of the chairman of the committee 
or of the State Superintendent of Education, provided that the first 
organizational session under this act may be called on a day to be 
determined by the State Superintendent of Education. 


At the organizational meeting the State Textbook Committee shall 
elect one of its members to act as chairman of the committee and one 
of its members as secretary of the committee. Other necessary meetings 
shall be held as determined by the State Textbook Committee or upon 
the call of its chairman or the State Superintendent of Education. The 
State Superintendent of Education shall notify the members of the 
committee of each meeting by registered or certified mail prior to 
the time of such meeting. The members of the State Textbook Committee 
shall be paid the sum of $20.00 per day during the time they are engaged 
in such work and in addition shall receive 10¢ per mile for each 
mile traveled from home to the place of meeting and return, to be paid 
out of the Revolving Fund appropriated to the State Board of Education 
or from any other appropriation made for that purpose. Each member 
of the committee, before receiving per diem for expenses, shall submit 
to the State Superintendent of Education a notarized statement of the 
number of miles traveled and the number of days engaged in such work 
provided that no member shall be paid for more than twenty-five days 
in any school year. When it becomes necessary to pay out any funds 
in accordance with the provisions of this act the State Superintendent 
of Education shall make requisition upon the comptroller to draw his 
warrant upon the treasurer for the amount for which the requisition 
is made. 
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Section 5. The State Board of Education shall divide the subjects 
of study in the public schools so that all textbooks on a given subject for 
grades one through twelve shall be considered for adoption in one year. 
The State Board of Education shall prescribe a system of rotation so 
that the textbooks for each subject shall come up for reconsideration by 
the Textbook Committee every six years. All textbooks in adoption 
on the effective date of this Act shall be used in the public schools 
during the scholastic year 1965-1966, unless otherwise determined by 
the State Board of Education, and, thereafter as approved by the State 
Board of Education. New adoptions made during any year shall not be 
used in the public schools until the next ensuing scholastic year. In the 
initial implementation of the provisions of this Section the State Board 
of Education shall have the privilege of extending existing adoptions 
for such period of years as it deems appropriate notwithstanding any 
other provisions of this act. 


Section 6. The State Textbook Committee shall recommend at least 
six textbooks on each subject for adoption in each grade, unless fewer 
than six acceptable textbooks are available. Such recommendation 
shall be made to the State Board of Education in writing and both 
recommendations and any dissents therefrom shall be filed with the 
Board and shall be made available for public inspection upon the filing 
thereof. The State Textbook Committee in its recommendations to the 
State Board of Education shall undertake to implement staggered 
adoptions in order that (1) all textbooks on a given subject for all 
grades shall be considered for adoption in the same year and (2) ex- 
penditures for textbooks may be equalized from year to year in so far 
as practicable. 


Section 7. Prior to adoptions by the State Board of Education, 
members of the public shall be allowed a reasonable amount of time 
to be heard concerning any book recommended for adoption. Adoption 
of textbooks shall be made only at a public meeting of the State Board 
of Education. Published notice of proposed adoptions and the time and 
the place of the meeting of the State Board to consider adoptions shall 
be given for at least 30 days, by notice to news media, written notice 
to each local Board of Education and by posting a notice on a bulletin 
board or in some other conspicuous place in the offices or public rooms 
of the State Department of Education. The State Board shall adopt from 
among the textbooks recommended by the State Textbook Committee 
at least four adoptions for each course in each grade unless fewer than 
four acceptable textbooks shall have been recommended by the State 
Textbook Committee. 


Section 8. All adoptions recommended by the State Textbook 
Committee and subsequently adopted by the State Board of Education 
shall be for a period of six years and no change shall be permitted 
within such period unless recommended to the Board of Education 
by the State Textbook Committee. In addition to all other laws which 
forbid the use of textbooks in the public schools of the State by authors 
who are members of the Communist Party or members of Communist 
front organizations; all contracts with publishers for furnishing state- 
owned textbooks shall stipulate that the author or authors of such book 
or books is not a member of the Communist Party or known advocate of 
Communism or Marxist Socialism, and is not a member of the Communist 
Party or of a Communist front organization as designated by Section 1 
of Act No. 888, Reg. Sess. 1953. The State Board of Education shall 
establish procedures to stabilize the expiration of publishers’ contracts 
for State adopted books in a manner to effect an orderly review and 
How coonne of textbooks within the financial limitations imposed by 

is Section. 


Section 9. Local textbook selection committee or committees shall 
be appointed by each separate County and City Board of Education, the 
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number, size, and composition of the Committee or Committees to be de- 
termined by each Local School Board. A copy of Local School Board 
policies in regard to local textbook selection committees shall be filed with 
the State Superintendent of Education. Names of each person serving on 
a local textbook selection committee shall also be filed with the State 
Superintendent of Education. In order to qualify as a member of the 
committee, each member of the local textbook committee and its 
secretary shall make an affidavit to be filed with the county or city 
board of education within ten days after notice of his appointment that 
he will discharge faithfully all the duties imposed upon him as a mem- 
ber or as secretary of the said textbook committee: that he has no 
interest, directly, or indirectly, in any contract that may be made under 
this act for the purchase of textbooks; that he has no interest as author, 
as associate author, as publisher, or as representative of author or pub- 
lisher of any textbooks; that he has no pecuniary interest, directly or in- 
directly, in the business or profits of any person, firms, or corporations 
engaged in manufacturing, publishing, or selling textbooks; that he will 
not accept any emolument or promise of future reward of any kind 
from any publisher of textbooks, his agent, or anyone interested in or 
intending to bias his judgment in any way in the selection of any 
textbook for adoption. Members shall serve for terms of three years, 
except that the initial appointments shall be made in such a manner 
that one-third of the members of each committee sha]] serve for terms 
of one, two, and three years respectively. 


Section 10. Local textbook committees shall meet on call of the 
chairman of local boards of each school system for the purpose of 
selecting textbooks from the list of adoptions by the State Board cf 
Education or, if authorized by law applicable to such local system, to 
select textbooks from a list submitted to the committee for consider- 
ation by the proper local authority. No textbook shali be used in any 
public school of this state unless selected by a local textbook committee 
from the list of textbooks adopted by the State Board of Education or 
as otherwise provided by law. Publishers shall furnish samples of all 
State adopted textbooks to each separate City and County Board of 
Education for evaluation by the local textbook selection committee. One 
copy of each textbook adopted by the local textbook committee shall 
be retained by the City or County Board of Education as official samples. 
All samples not adopted by the local boards shall be returned to the 
publishers at the expense of the publishers, and samples of those books 
adopted shall become the property of the local Boards of Education; 
however, if the publisher fails to reclaim his samples of non-adopted 
books within 90 days, the sample books shall become the property of 
the State Department of Education’s library service. Those local school 
systems currently having the right to adopt and use textbooks that are 
not on the state list of adoptions shall continue to have such right under 
this Act, and the cost and expense of acquiring such textbooks shall be 
pe ron funds credited to the local systems in the State Textbook 
Fund. 


Section 11. The adoption of a text book by a majority vote of 
the local committee shall be for a period of six years and may not be 
changed within such period of time unless such change has been 
authorized by the State Board or as otherwise authorized by law. 
After the school year 1965-66, not more than one-sixth of the total 
value of the required textbooks, as determined by contract prices in 
effect in each successive year multiplied by the number of books required 
in each such subject, of state owned textbooks may be replaced by new 
adoptions in any one year by any city or county school system. The 
Superintendent of Education of each local school system shall not later 
than 30 days after the date of such adoptions file a report with the 
State Superintendent of Education listing the titles, the name of the 
authors, the publishers and the date of adoption of each textbook.

Section 12. Each year, before the organizational meeting of the 
State Textbook Committee, the State Board of Education, through the 
State Superintendent of Education, shall advertise in such manner and 
for such length of time and at such places as considered advisable that 
at a certain time and place determined by the Board sealed bids or 
proposals will be received from publishers for furnishing school text- 
books. The bids or proposals for each book shall be based upon a con- 
tract period of not less than six years and shall be accompanied by a 
specimen copy of each book proposed to be so furnished. Publishers 
shall furnish samples of each textbook submitted for adoption to each 
member of the State Textbook Committee. All samples of books not 
adopted by the State Board of Education shall be returned to the pub- 
lishers at the expense of the publishers, and those adopted shall become 
the property of the State Department of Education; however, if the 
publisher fails to reclaim his samples within 90 days, the sample book 
shall become the property of the State Department of Education’s 
library service. 


Section 13. The maximum price at which the State Board of Edu- 
cation shall contract to pay f. o. b. the local County or City Board 
of Education for any books to be used in the public schools of this state 
shall not exceed the minimum price at which the publisher sells such 
books in wholesale quantities, f. o. b., the publisher’s publishing house, 
after all discounts have been deducted. Any contract made for the 
purchase of books for use in the public schools of this state at a price 
higher than such determined maximum shall be void. Every contract 
entered into under the provisions of this Act by the State Board of Edu- 
cation and any publisher or publishing company shall contain a pro- 
vision that the publisher covenants and agrees that he is not furnishing 
under contract executed after the first day of January of the year in 
which the contract becomes effective, to any state, county, or school 
district in the United States, the textbooks embraced in the contract 
at a price below the price stipulated therein; that the publisher further 
covenants and agrees that if at any time during the period of the con- 
tract the textbooks therein named shall be contracted for at a price 
to any state, county or school district in the United States, lower than 
the price agreed upon in the contract, then that lower price shall become 
the contract price between the Board and the publisher named therein; 
that the publisher further covenants and agrees that if, at any time 
during the period of the contract, any editions of the textbooks therein 
named similar to the official copy on file in the office of the State 
Superintendent of Education shall be contracted for at a lower price 
with any state, county or school district in the United States, the Board 
may at its option substitute for the edition therein contracted for the 
said similar edition at said lower price. If the State Board of Education 
shall find that any such book or books so contracted for are being sold 
at a lower contract price in any other state than the price for which 
they are being sold to Alabama, the contract shall be forfeited. Each 
contract shall provide that in the event of violation of this pricing 
agreement such contractor shall return all money collected for such 
books and also forfeit said book or books to the state, this being the 
agreed measure of damages stipulated to have been suffered by the 
State Board of Education. Suit may be brought in the name of the 
State on the bond of the contractor for all losses sustained, and any 
sum recovered shall be deposited to the credit of the State Textbook 
fund. 


Section 13-A. The State Board of Education shall have no power 
or authority to enter into any contract or arrangement for furnishing 
textbooks or providing a depository for textbooks or delivering text- 
books except as herein provided. All authority heretofore granted to 
the State Board of Education with respect to such matters is hereby 
revoked and the statutes granting such power and authority are hereby 
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repealed. Any contract or arrangement hereafter made for acquiring 
or delivering textbooks otherwise than as specifically herein provided 
shall be null and void. 


Section 13-B. Insofar as permitted by the Constitution of Alabama 
the terms and provisions of this Act shall govern when such terms 
and provisions are inconsistent with any contract or arrangement here- 
tofore made for the acquisition and delivery of textbooks. 


Section 14. Upon receipt of a requisition, approved by the State 
Superintendent of Education, the publisher shall ship books ordered 
to the lecal County or City Board of Education, shipping charges pre- 
paid. 


Section 15. A provision shall be incorporated in all contracts with 
textbook publishers that local Boards of Education shall be permitted 
to purchase with local funds textbooks for free distribution at the 
same price at which the state is permitted to purchase such books 
with state funds. Contracts with publishers shall also provide that 
the publisher shall replace defective or substandard books without cost 
to the purchaser. 


Section 16. All books contracted for shall be shipped upon re- 
quisitions of the State Superintendent of Education. The State Su- 
perintendent shall upon receipt of a requisition for books from a 
County or City Superintendent of Education, either revise or return 
for revision or approve such requisition and order the publisher or 
publishers with whom contracts have been made to forward to any 
such County or City Superintendent the books ordered by such ap- 
proved requisition. The publisher, publishing company, shipping such 
books shall prepare quadruplicate invoices or bills for the books so 
shipped. One copy shall be mailed to the State Superintendent of 
Education, and the other three to the County or City Superintendent of 
Education to whom the books are shipped. 


Section 17. The State Board of Education shall provide as many 
textbooks as the appropriation available will provide for the use of 
all pupils enrolled in the public schools of the State so that no pupil 
shall be without a textbook except in courses of study which do not 
require one book for each pupil and except in courses of study not 
prescribed by the State Courses of Study Committee. Any provision 
herein to the contrary notwithstanding, all appropriations, rebates from 
any textbook depository under prior contract or funds otherwise 
available for the purchase of textbooks by the state shall be expended 
first to supply sufficient textbooks for each pupil in the first grade to 
have a copy of each textbook prescribed for use in the first grade, 
second to supply sufficient textbooks for each pupil in the second grade 
to have a copy of each textbook prescribed for use in the second grade, 
and so forth in the order of grades until the funds available for state 
furnished textbooks shall have been exhausted; provided, however, that 
in courses, such as reading, where several textbooks are used one after 
another, it shall be considered a sufficient compliance with the require- 
ments of this section if each school system shall have sufficient text- 
books for each such course for each pupil in each grade to have one of the 
books currently being used by the group or class to which such pupil is 
assigned. The superintendent of education of each county school system 
and the superintendent of city schools of each city school system shall 
on or before the first day of February in each year certify to the State 
Superintendent of Education either that the school system of which 
he is superintendent has sufficient books to comply fully with the 
preceding provision or the number of books of each title and each 
grade which are required for such school system to comply with the 
preceding provision. The State Superintendent of Education shall, on 
the basis of reports from local superintendents hereinabove required, 
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certify to the State Board of Education the exact deficiency in avail- 
able textbooks for pupils enrolled in public schools in the state; and 
such deficiency shall be remedied by providing additional textbooks, 
before the expenditure of any state funds for other textbooks. No book 
shall be furnished by the state to the pupils in any grade unless text- 
books in each subject shall have been provided at state expense for 
yt pupil enrolled in the next lower grade in the public schools in 
abama. 


Section 17-A. The State Superintendent of Education shall recom- 
mend, and the State Board of Education shall determine uniform meas- 
ures and factors upon which each local school system’s pro rata share 
of the State Textbook fund shall be computed and allocated, on the 
basis of total enrollment in each school system and percentages of total 
enrollment in the higher and lower grades and such other factors as 
may be relevant to an equitable per pupil allocation to the separate 
school systems of the state. Before March 1, 1966, and March first of 
each year thereafter, the State Superintendent, subject to the Board’s 
approval, shall apportion to each of the several school systems a credit 
in the State Textbook fund, which, except as herein provided, shall 
mark the maximum amount for which each County or City Superinten- 
dent may requisition textbooks. 


Section 18. As soon as practicable after the effective date of this 
Act, the State Board of Education shall allocate funds and make rules 
and regulations for the purchase in each county of all useable text- 
books which are under adoption contracts covering the scholastic years 
1965-66 and 1966-67. The price to be paid for such textbooks shall 
be not more than one-half of the retail price. The separate school 
boards of the State may, in their discretion, authorize the purchase of 
such other second hand textbooks at prices not to exceed one-fourth 
of the retail price of such books if such books are on the current list 
of state approved textbooks, or if such textbooks were adopted under 
authority of local legislation and if supplementary purchases of such 
books can be made under prices established under a current publish- 
er’s contract with the state or local board. Such additional second- 
hand textbooks may continue to be used in the public schools of the 
state without regard to the expiration date of the period of adoption, if, 
in the judgment of the local school board, continued use of such book 
is justified in the light of sound educational criteria and if economies 
can be effected by the continued use of such books in any school of 
such system, and such continued use is approved by the State Board 
of Education. 


Section 18-A. No provision, part, or section of this Act shall be 
construed or considered to be an appropriation of funds from the state 
treasury; and the administration of this Act shall be subject to ap- 
propriations specifically made by the Legislature, except as otherwise 
herein specifically authorized by Section 17. 


Section 19. The County or City Superintendent of Education, up- 
on receipt of any shipment of books as provided herein, shall forth- 
with determine if the shipment is in accordance with the invoices or 
bills, and if in accordance, he shall approve and receipt the invoices, 
one copy of which he shall send to the State Superintendent of Edu- 
cation, and one copy to the shipper, the depository or publisher as the 
case may be, upon approval of the State Superintendent, payment shall 
be made for such purchase and charged against that portion of the 
State Textbook fund which has been credited to the particular county 
or city school system. 


Section 20. Subject to rules and regulations prescribed by the 
State Board of Education, each City and County Board of Education 
shall provide for the safe and dry storage of both new and used text-

books, and for their distribution, including the exchange of textbooks 
among the several counties and local school systems in accordance with 
their respective needs; and it shall also provide for a strict and ac- 
curate system of accounting for all textbooks stored and distributed 
both within the county and the city systems and exchanged among the 
county and city systems. The county and city boards shall also provide 
for the repair of used textbooks, and in compliance with the advice of 
the State Board of Health, the occasion for and manner of fumigation 
of used textbooks so as to protect pupils from any diseases which may 
be transmitted through the reissue of such textbooks. 


Section 21. The State Superintendent of Education shall keep a 
record of all textbooks delivered to the county and city superintendents 
of education under the provisions of this Act as shown by the invoices 
herein provided for, and the State Department of Examiners of Public 
Accounts shall make periodic audits of all accounting books and records 
pertaining to the textbooks which have been so furnished at state 
expense, requiring a complete accounting for all such textbooks as 
shown by the records. The county and city superintendents shall 
certify to the State Superintendent that the total inventory of state 
owned books for each subject does not exceed by five percent (5%) the 
total number of pupils enrolled in the grades and subjects for which the 
books were purchased. If an audit by the Department of Examiners 
of Public Accounts shows that the inventory does exceed the five per- 
cent (5%) prescribed herein, the Chief Examiner shall charge such 
excess to the local superintendents. Any necessary blanks or forms 
required to assist in the orderly effectuation of this program shall be 
prescribed by the Chief Examiner of Public Accounts and shall be fur- 
nished by the State Superintendent to each local Superintendent and 
the expense thereof paid from the funds alloted for the administration 
of the State Textbook fund. 


Section 22. All textbooks furnished free of charge to pupils shall 
remain the property of the state, and when distributed to pupils shall 
be retained for normal use only during the period they are engaged 
in a course of study for which the textbooks are selected. At the 
completion of each course of study or otherwise at the instructions of 
the principal or teacher in charge, such textbooks shall be returned 
as directed. A receipt shall be required from each pupil, parent or 
guardian upon issuance of any textbook which receipt shall be retained 
until the return of such textbook. The parent, guardian, or other per- 
son having custody of a child to whom such state-owned textbooks 
are issued shall be held liable for any loss, abuse, or damage in ex- 
cess of that which would result from the normal use of such text- 
books. In computing the loss or damage of a textbook which has been 
in use for a year or more, the basis of computation shall be a variable 
of fifty to seventy-five per cent of the original cost of the book to the 
state. If such parent, guardian or person having custody of such child to 
whom the textbook was issued fails to pay such assessed damages 
within 30 days after notification, such student shall not be entitled to 
further use of state owned textbooks until remittance of the amount 
of loss or damage shall be made. All remittances for damages shall 
be deposited to the credit of the City or County Textbook Fund and 
may be used for the repair, maintenance, and replacement of textbooks. 
The respective County and City Boards of Education may waive the 
payment as provided herein if in their judgment the respective parent 
or guardian is not financially able to make such payment. 


Section 22-A. Each of the several local city and county school 
systems who now have on hand an inventory of books that have been, 
purchased with local funds shall be given credit for such books on 
the same basis as used books shall be purchased from students under 
the provisions of Section 18 of this Act. Such credjt shall be issued

Relating to the payment of moving expenses for persons 
or organizations dislocated from their places of residence or business 
as a result of state and federal highway projects. 
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S. 93. To amend Sections 7 and 16 of Act No. 481, Regular Ses- 
sion, 1963, which establishes the USS ALABAMA BATTLESHIP COM- 
MISSION. 


S. 94. To amend Section 1 of Act Number 146, First Special Ses- 
sion 1964, which authorizes the Court of County Commissioners or 
like governing body of the several counties to appropriate public funds 
to the USS Alabama Battleship Commission, 


H. 190. To authorize the Director of Finance, the Director of the 
State Planning and Industrial Development Board, the State Treasurer 
and the Executive Secretary to the Governor to become a public cor- 
poration for the purpose of acquiring land for, and erecting, construct- 
ing, maintaining, operating and leasing thereon, a products market, 
exhibition halls, buildings and other related structures and facilities 
in Jefferson County, Alabama, where products and goods may be dis- 
played to encourage the buying and selling of such products and goods, 
to encourage the expansion of existing industries in Alabama, to en- 
courage the location of new industries in Alabama and to foster and 
encourage the growth of the general economy of Alabama; to provide 
the procedure for incorporation and to designate the members, direc- 
tors and officers of the Authority to provide for the establishment in 
Jefferson County, Alabama, of a products market to be known as the 
Southern Products Mart Authority; to prescribe the powers of the 
Authority, including the power to acquire real estate and to acquire, 
erect, construct, insure, maintain, manage, operate and lease thereon, 
facilities, buildings, warehouses, storage facilities, exhibition halls, 
parking areas and other structures and appurtenances of every kind 
and character used or useful by the Authority for its purposes, to 
exercise the power of eminent domain, and the power to sell and issue 
not exceeding five million dollars principal amount of bonds for such 
purposes; to specify certain provisions to be contained in the bonds 
and the execution and sale of such bonds; to authorize the issuance 
of refunding bonds; to provide for the investment of the proceeds from 
the sale of the bonds of the Authority; to provide that all properties 
of the Authority and the income therefrom and all bonds issued and 
the income therefrom and all leases made and all lien notices filed 
shall be exempt from all taxation in the State of Alabama; to pro- 
vide that such bonds shall constitute negotiable instruments; to pro- 
vide that such bonds shall be payable solely out of revenues, receipts and 
income of the Authority and shall not create an obligation or debt of 
the State or any political subdivision thereof other than the Authority; 
to provide that any bonds issued by the Authority may be used as 
security for the deposits and investment of public funds and fidu- 
ciary funds; to specify the application of the proceeds of the bonds 
of the Authority; to specify the application of the revenues, receipts 
and income of the Authority; to provide for the construction and 
equipment of the buildings and facilities of the Authority; to create a 
reserve fund for the benefit of the bonds of the Authority; to autho- 
rize the Authority to pledge such revenues, receipts and income from 
its facilities as may be necessary to pay the principal of and interest 
on its bonds; to authorize the filing for record of an instrument reciting 
the issuance of said bonds and the creation of said pledge as a lien on 
said revenues, receipts and income which filing will constitute notice; 
to provide that the State Treasurer shall be the custodian of the funds 
of the Authority; to provide for the lease to or by any person as 
defined in the act, including the state or any political subdivision there- 
of, any agency or board of the state, any municipality or body politic, of 
space for occupancy on the premises or in the buildings or other struc- 
tures of the Authority; to provide for the audit of books and accounts 
of the Authority; to provide for competitive bidding on construction, 
contracts; to authorize publication of notice of the resolution authoriz- 
ing any bonds or pledge and to specify a limitation of time thereafter 
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for actions or defenses respecting said bonds or pledge; to provide for 
and limit remedies in the event of any default; to provide for disso- 
lution of said Authority and conveyance of its assets and properties 
to the state upon payment of said bonds; to provide that the provisions 
of this act shall be severable; and to provide for a date upon which 
this act shall become effective.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To abolish the board of finance and control of Walker County, 
establish in lieu thereof a board of revenue, and provide for selection 
of a chairman and members of the board of revenue and for the func- 
tions, jurisdictions, powers, and duties of such board and the chair- 
man and members thereof. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The board of finance and control of Walker County 
created by Act No. 118, H. 436, Regular Session 1957 (Acts 1957, p. 166) 
is hereby abolished. However, the incumbent president and associate 
members of the board of finance and control shall continue to hold 
office, as chairman and members respectively of a board of revenue 
established as provided in Section 2, until their successors are elected 
as therein prescribed. 


Section 2. After this Act takes effect the governing body of Walker 
County shall be a board of revenue consisting of a chairman and four 
associate members, who shall be qualified electors of Walker County. 
The chairman and board members shall each be elected by the quali- 
fied electors of the county at large. However, the associate members 
shall be nominated by districts and each member shall, at the time 
of his election and during his continuance in office, be a resident and 
qualified elector of the district for which he is elected. The several 
districts for nomination and election of board members shall be as 
described in said Act No. 118 of 1957. A chairman and four associate 
members of the board of revenue shall be elected at the general 
election in 1968 and every four years thereafter. They shall hold 
office for four years from the first Monday after the second Tuesday 
in January next following their election, and until their successors are 
elected and qualified. 


Section 3. The board of revenue of Walker County established 
under this Act shall perform the same functions, exercise the same 
jurisdiction, authority and powers, and perform the same duties as 
the board of finance and control as specified in said Act No. 118 of 
1957, and in addition thereto the chairman and members of the board 
shall at least quarterly, inspect the county garage, the county court- 
house and library building and see to it that such facilities are operat- 
ed and maintained in a proper manner according to law. The chair- 
man and associate members of the board, respectively, shall have and ex- 
ercise the same powers, rights and authority, fulfill the same re- 
sponsibilities, and perform the same duties as those prescribed for 
the president and associate members of the board of finance and con- 
trol Ge described in said Act No. 118 of 1957 as amended and supple- 
mented.

Section 4.° For the performance of their official duties the chair- 
man and each board member shall receive a salary of $7,400 per annum. 
The salaries of the chairman and board members shall be paid in equal 
monthly installments from any funds in the county treasury available 
for that purpose, as provided by law, and shall be their entire compen- 
sation for their services. : 


Section 5. Before entering upon the discharge of their duties, the 
chairman and associate board members shall each execute a bond, in 
the sum of $10,000 in the case of the chairman, and in the sum of $5,000 
in the case of an associate member. The bonds shall be payable to 
Walker County, shall be conditioned as required by law, and shall be 
filed and recorded in the office of the judge of probate of Walker County. 
The premiums thereon shall be paid from the county treasury. 


Section 6. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are repealed. 


Section 7. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 8. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

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from the project or projects with respect to which they are issued; 
to specify the provisions which may be included in such bonds and to 
declare them to be negotiable instruments; to authorize and provide 
for an indenture of trust under which such bonds may be issued; to 
provide for the remedies of the holder of the bonds and any trustee 
under such indenture in the event of default; to provide for a mortgage 
or lien upon any project or projects as security for the bonds and the 
foreclosure of any such mortgage; to specify the use to which the

The ques- 
tion shall be on the adoption of Act No.._____ of the 1965 special ses- 
sion of the Legislature, which alters, rearranges and extends the cor- 
porate limits of the City of Ozark in Dale County. The City of Ozark 
shall provide the place of election and ballots therefor on which shall 
be written or printed the words “Do you favor the adoption of Act.

Your Standing Committee on Rules begs leave to report that it 
has examined the following House Bills and House Joint Resolutions, 
to-wit: 


H. 191. To authorize and provide for the incorporation in each 
county in the State of one or more public corporations for the purpose of 
providing products markets, exhibition halls, coliseums and buildings 
and related structures for the display of products or the conduct of 
exhibitions, contests and sporting events in order to encourage the 
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industrial, economic and commercial development of the State and 
to promote interest in sports and amusements; to provide for the elec- 
tion or appointment of directors and officers of such corporation; to 
specify the powers of such corporation, including the exercise of the 
power of eminent domain; to provide for the lease by such corporation 
of all or any part of any of its projects; to authorize the county in which 
such corporation is organized, any public corporation formed with its 
consent or approval, any municipality located in such county, any public 
corporation formed with its consent or approval and the State of Alabama 
or any of its corporate agencies to enter into leases for use by them; as 
lessees of all or any part of such projects; to provide certain terms and 
conditions for such leases; to authorize the donation of property by such 
municipality or such county or the State to a corporation organized here- 
under; to authorize the appropriation of funds by such municipality 
or such county to or for the benefit of the corporation; to authorize 
the sale and issuance by such corporation of interest bearing reve- 
nue bonds and refunding revenue bonds payable solely out of the rent, 
revenues and income from the project or projects with respect to 
which they are issued; to specify the provisions which may be included in 
such bonds and to declare them to be negotiable instruments; to authorize 
and provide for an indenture of trust under which such bonds may be is- 
sued; to provide for the remedies of the holders of the bonds and any 
trustee under such indenture in the event of default; to provide for a 
mortgage or lien upon any project or projects as security for the bonds and 
the foreclosure of any such mortgage; to specify the use to which the 
proceeds of said bonds may be put; to authorize the investment of funds 
of the corporation not presently needed; to exempt from taxation pro- 
perties of the corporation and the income therefrom, the said leases, the 
said bonds and the income therefrom and the said indentures or mort- 
gages; to provide that said bonds shall be legal investments for fi- 
duciaries, savings banks and insurance companies; to authorize the 
investment of idle and surplus funds of the municipality in said bonds; 
to authorize the publication of notice of the adoption of the resolu- 
tion authorizing said bonds and providing a short statute of limita- 
tions for the institution of action or the making of defenses respecting the 
validity of said bonds, pledge, indenture and lease; county or state; 
to provide for the vesting in the county of title to each project of 
said corporation upon payment of all bonds issued with respect to 
such project; and to provide for the dissolution of said corporation.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for organization of a public corporation to be known 
as the State Industrial Development Authority; to designate the mem- 
bers and officers of such corporation; to prescribe the powers and 
duties of the corporation, including the power to provide for the pre- 
paration of industrial sites in conjunction with cities, towns, and 
counties, or local industrial development boards authorized by them, 
and the power to issue and sell bonds for such purpose; to provide 
that such bonds and the income therefrom shall be exempt from taxa-~ 
tion, and that such bonds may be used to secure deposits of funds of 
the State and its political subdivisions, instrumentalities and agencies 
and for investment of fiduciary funds, and shall not create an obliga- 
tion or debt of the State; to provide that all bonds issued by the 
Authority may thereafter be refunded by the issuance of refunding 
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bonds; to provide for the disposition of the proceeds of the sale of the 
bonds of the Authority; to make an appropriation and pledge of funds 
necessary to pay the principal of and interest on bonds of the Authority; 
to authorize the Authority to pledge such funds for payment of the 
principal of and interest on its bonds; to provide that such principal 
and interest shall be payable solely from such funds and that such 
bonds shall nevertheless consititute negotiable instruments; to provide 
that the State Treasurer shall be custodian of the funds of the Auth- 
ority; and to provide for the dissolution of the Authority. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. It is the intention of the Legislature by the passage of 
this Act to authorize the formation of a public corporation for the pur- 
pose of providing for the preparation of sites for industrial development, 
and to authorize said corporation to anticipate those taxes hereinafter 
referred to that are now required by law to be paid into the Gen- 
eral Fund in the State Treasury by issuing the bonds of said corpora- 
tion payable solely out of and secured by a pledge of the proceeds 
of those taxes. This Act shall be liberally construed in conformity 
with said purpose. 


Section 2. The following terms, wherever used in this Act, shall 
have the following respective meanings: 


“The Authority” means the public corporation organized pursuant 
to the provisions of this Act. 


“Bonds” means the bonds issued under the provisions of this Act. 


‘Industrial site preparation” within the meaning of the Act means 
the grading and drainage necessary to prepare the land on which there 
is to be built or constructed a plant or other facility to be used by an 
industry engaged in manufacturing or processing. 


“State” means the State of Alabama. 


Pronouns when used in this Act shall include all applicable gen- 
ders. 


Section 3. The Governor, the Director of Finance, and Director 
of the State Planning and Industrial Development Board may become 
a corporation with the power and authority hereinafter provided, by 
proceeding according to the provisions of this Act. 


Section 4. To become a corporation, the Governor, the Director 
of Finance, and the Director of the State Planning and Industrial Develop- 
ment Board shall present to the Secretary of State of Alabama an ap- 
plication signed by them which shall set forth: (1) the name, official 
designation, and official residence of each of the applicants, together 
with a certified copy of the commission evidencing each applicant’s 
right to office; (2) the date on which each applicant was inducted into 
office and the term of office of each of the applicants; (3) the name of 
the proposed corporation, which shall be the State Industrial Develop- 
ment Authority; (4) the location of the principal office of the pro- 
posed corporation; and (5) any other matter relating to the incorpora- 
tion which the applicants may choose to insert and which is not in- 
consistent with this Act or the laws of the State of Alabama. The ap- 
plication shall be subscribed and sworn to by each of the applicants 
before an officer authorized by the laws of this State to take ac- 
knowledgments to deeds. The Secretary of State shall examine the 
application and, if he finds that it substantially complies with the 
requirements of this section, he shall receive and file it in an appro- 
priate book of records in his office. 
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Section 5. When the application has been made, filed, and record- 
ed as herein provided, the applicants shall constitute a corporation 
under the name proposed in the application and the Secretary of 
State shall make and issue to the applicants a certificate of incorpora- 
tion pursuant to this Act, under the Great Seal of the State, and shall 
record the certificate with the application. There shall be no fees 
paid to the Secretary of State for any work done in connection with 
the incorporation or dissolution of the Authority. 


Section 6. The applicants named in the application and their re- 
spective successors in office shall constitute the members of the Au- 
thority. The Governor shall be the president of the Authority, the 
Director of Finance shall be the vice president thereof, and the Di- 
rector of the State Planning and Industrial Development Board shall 
be the secretary thereof. The State Treasurer shall be treasurer there- 
of, shall act as custodian of its funds, and shall pay the principal of and 
interest on the bonds of the Authority out of the funds hereinafter 
provided for. The members of the Authority shall constitute all the 
members of the Board of Directors of the Authority, and any two mem- 
bers of the said board of directors shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business. Should any person holding any state office 
named in this section cease to hold such office by reasons of death, 
resignation, expiration of his term of office, or for any other reason, 
then his successor in office shall take his place as a member, officer, or 
director, as the case may be, of the Authority. No member, officer, or 
director of the Authority shall draw any salary in addition to that 
now authorized by law for any service he may render or for any duty 
he may perform in connection with the Authority. All proceedings 
had and done by the board of directors shall be reduced to writing 
by the secretary of the Authority, shall be signed by at least two 
members of the Authority, and shall be recorded in a substantially 
bound book and filed in the office of the Secretary of State. Copies 
of such proceedings, when certified by the secretary of the Authority, 
under the seal of the Authority, shall be received in all courts as 
prima facie evidence of the matters and things therein certified. 


Section 7. The Authority shall have the following powers: (1) 
to have succession by its corporate name until the principal of and 
interest on all bonds issued by it shall have been fully paid; (2) to 
sue and be sued and to prosecute and defend, at law or in equity, in 
any court having jurisdiction of the subject matter and of the parties 
thereto; (3) to have and to use a corporate seal and to alter the seal at 
pleasure; (4) to establish a fiscal year; (5) to provide for the pre- 
paration of industrial sites in conjunction with cities, towns, counties, 
and local industrial development boards authorized by them; (6) to 
anticipate by the issuance of its bonds the receipt of the revenues 
herein appropriated and pledged; (7) as security for the payment of 
the principal of and interest on its bonds, to pledge the proceeds of 
the appropriations and pledges herein provided for; and (8) to appoint 
and employ such attorneys and agents as the business of the Authority 
may require. 


Section 8. The Authority is hereby authorized from time to time 
to sell and issue its bonds, not exceeding two one-half million dollars 
($2,500,000) in aggregate principal amount, for the purpose of pro- 
viding funds for industrial site preparation. 


Section 9. The bonds of the Authority shall be signed by its pres- 
ident and attested by its secretary and the seal of the Authority shall 
be affixed thereto, and any interest coupons applicable to such bonds 
shall be signed by the president; provided, that a facsimile of the 
signature of one, but not both, of said officers may be printed or other- 
wise reproduced on any such bonds in lieu of his manually signing 
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the same, facsimile of the seal of the Authority may be printed or 
otherwise reproduced on any such bonds in lieu of being manually 
affixed thereto, and a facsimile of the president’s signature may be 
printed or otherwise reproduced on any such interest coupons in lieu 
of his manually signing the same. Any bonds of the authority may 
be executed and delivered by it at any time and from time to_ time, 
shall be in such form and denominations and of such tenor and ma- 
turities, shall bear such rate or rates of interest, not exceeding 5% per 
annum, payable at such times and evidenced in such manner, may 
contain other provisions not inconsistent herewith, all as may be pro- 
vided by the resolution of the board of directors whereunder such bonds 
are authorized to be issued; provided, that no bond of the Authority 
shall have a specified maturity date later than twenty years after 
its date. Any bond of the Authority may be made subject to re- 
demption at the option of the Authority at such times and after such 
notice and on such conditions and at such redemption price or prices 
as may be provided in the resolution under which it is authorized to 
be issued; provided, that those bonds of the Authority having specified 
maturity dates more than ten years after their date shall be made 
subject to redemption at the option of the Authority at the end of the 
tenth year after their date, and on any interest payment date thereafter, 
after such notice and under such terms and conditions and at such 
redemption price or prices as may be provided in the resolution under 
which such bonds are authorized to be issued. Bonds of the Authority 
may be sold from time to time as the board of directors may deem 
advantageous, but bonds of the Authority must be sold only at pub- 
lic sale, either on sealed bids or at public auction, to the bidder whose 
bid reflects the lowest net interest cost to the Authority for the bonds 
being sold, computed from their date to their respective maturities; 
provided, that if no bid acceptable to the Authority is received it may 
reject all bids. Notice of each such sale shall be given by publica~ 
tion in either a financial journal or a financial newspaper published 
in the City of New York, New York, and also by publication in 
a daily newspaper published in the State of Alabama, each of which 
notices must be published at least one time not less than ten days 
before the date fixed for the sale. The board of directors may fix 
the terms and conditions under which such sale may be held; provided, 
that none of the bonds may be sold for a price less than the face value 
thereof; and provided, further, that such terms and conditions shall 
not conflict with any of the requirements of this Act. Subject to the 
provisions and limitations contained in this Act, the Authority may 
from time to time sell and issue refunding bonds for the purpose of 
refunding any matured or unmatured bonds of the Authority then out- 
standing. Such refunding bonds shall be subrogated and entitled to 
all priorities, rights and pledges to which the bonds refunded thereby 
were entitled. Approval by the Governor of Alabama of the terms and 
conditions under which any bonds of the Authority may be issued shall 
be requisite to their validity. Such approval shall be entered on the 
minutes of the meetings of the board of directors at which the bonds 
are authorized, and shall be signed by the Governor. The Authority 
may pay out of the proceeds of the sale of its bonds attorneys’ fees 
and the expenses of issuance, which said board of directors may deem 
necessary and advantageous in connection with the issuance of such 
bonds. No fiscal agents’ fees shall be paid in connection with the is- 
suance or sale of any such bonds. Bonds issued by the Authority shall 
not be general obligations of the Authority but shall be payable solely 
out of the funds appropriated and pledged therefor in Section 11 here- 
of. As security for the payment of the principal of and interest on the 
bonds issued by it, the Authority is hereby authorized and empowered 
to pledge for payment of such principal and interest the funds that 
are appropriated and pledged in Section 11 hereof for payment of 
such principal and interest. All such pledges made by the Authority 
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shall take precedence in the order of the adoption of the resolution 
containing such pledges; provided, that each pledge for the benefit of 
refunding bonds shall have the same priority as the pledge for the 
benefit of the bonds refunded thereby. All contracts made and ail 
bonds issued by the Authority pursuant to the provisions of this Act 
shall be solely and exclusively obligations of the Authority and shall 
not be an obligation or debt of the State of Alabama. Bonds issued 
by the Authority shall be construed to be negotiable instruments, al- 
though payable solely from a specified source, as provided herein. 
All bonds issued by the Authority and the income therefrom shall be 
exempt from all taxation in the State of Alabama. Any bonds is- 
sued by the Authority may be used by the holder thereof as security 
for any funds belonging to the State, or to any political subdivision, 
instrumentality or agency of the State, in any instance where security 
for such deposits may be required by law. Unless otherwise directed 
by the court having jurisdiction thereof, or the document that is the 
source of authority, a trustee, executor, administrator, guardian, or one 
acting in any other fiduciary capacity may, in addition to any other 
investment powers conferred by law and with the exercise of reason- 
able business prudence, invest trust funds in bonds of the Authority. 
Neither a public hearing nor consent of the State Department of Fi- 
nance or any other department or agency shall be a prerequisite to 
the issuance of bonds by the Authority. 


Section 10. The proceeds of all bonds, other than refunding bonds, 
issued by the Authority remaining after paying expenses of their is- 
suance, shall be deposited in the State Treasury, and shall be carried 
in the State Treasury in a special or separate account. Such funds 
shall be subject to be drawn upon by the Authority with the approval 
of the Governor, but any funds so withdrawn shall be used solely 
for the purposes provided for in this Act. Such funds shall be allo- 
cated and spent by the Authority only on projects recommended by 
the State Planning and Industrial Development Board and subject to 
such reasonable rules and regulations as the authority may deem neces- 
sary to carry out the provisions of this Act. 


The proceeds from the sale of any refunding bonds issued here- 
under remaining after paying the expenses of their issuance shall be 
used only for the purpose of refunding the principal of outstanding 
bonds of the Authority and of paying any premium that may be neces- 
sary to be paid in order to redeem or retire the bonds to be refunded. 


Section 11. For the purpose of providing funds to enable the Au- 
thority to pay at their respective maturities the principal of and in- 
terest on any bonds issued by it under the provisions of this Act and 
to accomplish the objects of this Act, there is hereby irrevocably pledged 
to such purpose and hereby appropriated such amount of money as 
may be necessary for such purpose out of the receipts from the tax 
known as the estate and inheritance tax levied by Code 1940, Title 51, 
Chapter 19, after there shall have been taken therefrom the amount 
necessary to meet the expenses of the Department of Revenue in col- 
lecting the same. All moneys hereby appropriated and pledged shall 
constitute a sinking fund for the purpose of paying the principal of 
and the interest on the bonds herein authorized. As security for the 
payment of the principal of and interest on the bonds issued under this 
Act, the Authority is authorized to pledge the proceeds of the appro- 
priation and pledge herein provided for. 


Section 12. Out_of the revenues appropriated and pledged in See- 
tion 11 hereof, the State Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed 
to pay the principal of and interest on the bonds issued by the Auth- 
ority under the provisions of this Act, as such principal and interest 
shall respectively mature, and the State Treasurer is further author- 
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ized and directed to set up and maintain appropriate records per- 
taining thereto. 


Section 13. At any time when no bonds of the Authority are out- 
standing, the Authority may be dissolved upon the filing with the 
Secretary of State of an application for dissolution, which shail be 
subscribed by each of the members of the Authority and sworn to 
by each such member before an officer authorized to take acknowl- 
edgments to deeds. Upon the filing of such application for dissolution, 
the Authority shall cease to exist. The Secretary of State shall file 
and record the application for dissolution, in an appropriate book of 
record in his office, and shall make and issue, under the Great Seal of 
the State, a certificate that the Authority is dissolved, and shall record 
such certificate with the application for dissolution. 


Section 14. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid, such declaration shall not affect the 
part which remains. 


Section 15. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becom- 
ing a law.

Whereas Brigadier General Henry V. Graham, during 
the recent racial demonstrations culminating on March 25th in a mass 
assembly of approximately 25,000 assorted persons in the capital of this 
State, commanded 2,000 national guardsmen and 1,000 regular army 
troops with such efficiency and precision as to maintain order and 
safety throughout his most difficult assignment; and 


Whereas General Graham was admirably suited for this opera- 
tion by temperament, education, training and experience, having been 
born and reared in Birmingham, educated at Birmingham Southern 
College; Birmingham School of Law; Tenth General Staff Course; As- 
sociate Advanced Infantry Officers Course; The Infantry School; Air- 
borne Course, Infantry School; Fixed Wing Aviation Course; and Army 
Aviation School; and 


Whereas General Graham rose through the enlisted ranks to a com- 
mission and served with distinction in the European Theatre of Action 
during World War II until his release in 1946 when he returned to 
Alabama National Guard duty. During the Korean War he returned to 
active duty and was placed in command of his old regiment, the 167th 
Infantry, 31st Division.

The founding fathers of our country created this 
mighty document pursuant to and in keeping with belief in the God- 
given right of individuals to freedom and justice under law; and

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CONFERENCE COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTE 
FOR H. B. 40 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to public school administration; providing further for 
selection, approval, adoption, purchase, distribution, and use of tax- 
paid textbooks; repealing conflicting laws. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Within thirty days following the effective date of this 
Act the State Board of Education shall constitute a Courses of Study 
Committee for the purposes and functions as hereinafter provided. The 
State Courses of Study Committee shall consist of two sections: an ele- 
mentary section and a secondary section. The elementary section shall 
include grades 1 through 6. The secondary section shall include grades 
7 through 12. The elementary section shall consist of the following: 
two teachers from each grade level, three elementary principals, two 
elementary supervisors and one college professor of elementary edu- 
cation. The secondary section shall consist of three teachers from 
each secondary subject matter field, three secondary principals, two 
secondary supervisors, and one college professor of secondary educa- 
ion. 


Standards for membership on the Courses of Study Committee 
shall be prescribed by the State Board of Education and said standards 
shall be sent to every local board of education and every county and 
city superintendent. 


Local boards of education, through their superintendents, shall 
nominate persons to serve on these committees. Local boards shall 
furnish credentials of each person recommended, including a summary 
of each person’s qualifications for membership on the committee. All 
nominations along with said credentials, shall be forwarded to the 
State Superintendent of Education. The State Board of Education, 
upon the recommendations of the State Superintendent of Education, 
shall appoint all members of the Courses of Study Committee from 
the nominees made by the local boards of education. 


Approximately one-half of the members shall be from school sys- 
tems with 9,000 or more students and approximately one-half of the 
members shall be from school systems with less than 9,000 students. 


The term of office of the members of said committee shall be for 
a period of six years, and the members shall hold office until their 
successors shall be appointed. 


Section 2. The Courses of Study Committee shall conduct contin- 
uing studies and evaluations of the courses taught in the public ele- 
mentary and secondary schools of the state. It shall prepare the con- 
tents of the courses of study for each grade of the elementary and 
secondary schools and revise the same from time to time. In evalua- 
ting the course of study, consideration shall be given to the required 
basic content, texts used and available, the educational objective of 
the course, changing scientific, technological and cultural develop- 
ments, as well as established facts of American history, tradition, and 
patriotism. The committee shall from time to time, but not less than, 
once in each two years, prepare a report of its recommendations with 
respect to the compulsory minimum content of courses of study and 
of recommended revisions of courses, materials, subject content and 
treatment in specific courses and subject areas. The report shall be 
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submitted to the State Superintendent of Education and to the mem- 
bers of the State Textbook Committee for separate written recom- 
mendations to the State Board of Education for such action as may be 
considered advisable. 


Section 3. The State Textbook Committee shall be composed of 
20 members, of whom eight shall be secondary school classroom teachers 
and eight shall be elementary school classroom teachers, Elementary 
school classroom teachers shall include grades one (1) through six 
(6) and secondary school classroom teachers shall include grades seven 
(7) through twelve (12). One secondary school teacher and one ele- 
mentary school teacher shall be appointed by the State Board of Edu- 
cation for each congressional district, upon nominations made by the 
city and county superintendents of education of public school systems 
within the congressional district. The term of office of these teach- 
er members of the committee shall be for a period of two years, from 
May 31, 1965, and every two years thereafter, provided the term of 
office of the first members shall be staggered in the following manner: 
the secondary school teachers appointed for the first, third, fifth, and 
seventh districts, and the elementary school teachers appointed for the 
second, fourth, sixth, and eighth districts, shall each serve for a period 
of one year, from May 31, 1965. The several city and county superin- 
tendents of education within each congressional district, or a majority 
of them, shall meet in person or by proxy on or before the first 
day of May, 1965, and each year thereafter, for the purpose of nomi- 
nating and electing teacher members of the State Textbook Committee. 
The State Superintendent of Education shall give written notice of 
the time and place of such meeting, at least two weeks before the 
meeting, by certified or registered mail; and the notice shall also con- 
tain a list of the subjects for which the textbook selection committee 
to be nominated and appointed will be concerned during their term. 
At these meetings the superintendents of education assembled, or a 
majority of them, shall elect one of their number to preside and shall 
Soa the teacher or teachers elected to the State Superintendent of 

ucation. 


The State Board of Education, upon nominations by the State Su- 
perintendent of Education, shall appoint two members of the State 
Textbook Committee, one of whom shall, at the time of his appoint- 
ment, be actively employed by one of the state universities and the 
other shall be so employed by one of the state colleges. In addition, 
two members of the State Textbook Committee shall be appointed by 
the Governor, neither of whom shall have been employed in the field 
of education. These four members and their successors shall serve 
ict terms of two years, from May 31, 1965, and every two years there- 
after. 


Vacancies in the office of any of the committee members shall 
be filled by the original appointing authority, and the appointee shall 
hold office for the unexpired term and until his successor is appointed 
and qualified. 


In order to qualify as a member of the committee, each person 
appointed shall make an affidavit to be filed with the State Board of 
Education within ten days after notice of his appointment that he will 
discharge faithfully all the duties imposed upon him as a member of 
the State Textbook Committee; that he has no interest, directly or 
indirectly, in any contract that may be made under this Act; that he 
has no interest as author, as associate author, as publisher, or as rep- 
resentative of the author or publisher of any textbook; that he has 
no pecuniary interest, directly or indirectly, in the business or profits 
of any person, firm, or corporation engaged in manufacturing, pub- 
lishing or selling textbooks; that he will not accept any emolument or 
promise of future reward of any kind from any publisher of textbooks, 
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nis agents, or anyone interested in, or intending to bias his judgment 
in any way in the selection of any textbook up for adoption; also 
that he will not reveal to anyone, except to the State Board of Edu- 
cation, the findings, ratings, or gradings of the State Textbook Com- 
mittee. 


Section 4. The organizational meeting of each State Textbook 
Committee shall be called by the State Superintendent of Education, 
and shall be held between the first and fifteenth day of June each 
year, and the committee shall meet thereafter on call of the chairman 
of the committee or of the State Superintendent of Education, pro- 
vided that the first organizational session under this Act may be called 
on a day to be determined by the State Superintendent of Education. 


At the organizational meeting the State Textbook Committee shall 
elect one of its members to act as chairman of the committee and 
one of its members as secretary of the committee. Other necessary 
meetings shall be held as determined by the State Textbook Com- 
mittee or upon the cail of its chairman or the State Superintendent of 
Education. The State Superintendent of Education shall notify the 
members of the committee of each meeting by registered or certified 
mail prior to the time of such meeting. The members of the State 
Textbook Committee shall be paid the sum of $20.00 per day during 
the time they are engaged in such work and in addition shali receive 
10c per mile for each mile traveled from home to the place of meet- 
ing and return, to be paid out of the revolving fund appropriated toa 
the State Board of Education or from any other appropriation made 
for that purpose. Each member of the committee, before receiving 
per diem for expenses, shall submit to the State Superintendent of 
Education a notarized statement of the number of miles traveled and 
the number of days engaged in such work provided that no member 
shall be paid for more than twenty-five days in any school year. When 
it becomes necessary to pay out any funds in accordance with the 
provisions of this Act the State Superintendent of Education shall make 
requisition upon the Comptroller to draw his warrant upon the Treas- 
urer for the amount for which the requisition is made. 


Section 5. The State Board of Education shall divide the sub- 
jects of study in the public schools so that all textbooks on a given 
subject for grades one through twelve shall be considered for adoption 
in one year. The State Board of Education shall prescribe a system 
of rotation so that the textbooks for each subject shall come up for 
reconsideration by the State Textbook Committee every six years. 
All textbooks in adoption on the effective date of this Act shall be 
used in the public schools during the scholastic year 1965-1966, un- 
less otherwise determined by the State Board of Education, and, 
thereafter as approved by the State Board of Education. New adoptions 
made during any year shall not be used in the public schools until the 
next ensuing scholastic year. In the initial implementation of the 
provisions of this section the State Board of Educatign shall have the 
privilege of extending existing adoptions for such period of years 
as it deems appropriate notwithstanding any other provisions of this 
Act. 


Section 6. The State Textbook Committee shall recommend at 
least six textbooks on each subject for adoption in each grade, unless 
fewer than six acceptable textbooks are available. Such recommenda- 
tion shall be made to the State Board of Education in writing and both 
recommendations and any dissents therefrom shall be filed with the 
State Board of Education and shall be made available for public in- 
spection. upon the filing thereof. The State Textbook Committee in 
its recommendations to the State Board of Education shall undertake 
to implement staggered adoptions in order that (1) all textbooks on 
a given subject for all grades shall be considered for adoption in the 
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same year and (2) expenditures for textbooks may be equalized from 
year to year in so far as practicable. 


Section 7. Prior to adoptions by the State Board of Education, 
members of the public shall be allowed a reasonable amount of time 
to be heard concerning any book recommended for adoption. Adoption 
of textbooks shall be made only at a public meeting of the State Board 
of Education. Published notice of proposed adoptions and the time 
and place of the meeting of the State Board of Education to consider 
adoptions shall be given for at least 30 days, by notice to news media, 
written notice to each local board of education and by posting a notice 
on a bulletin board or in some other conspicuous place in the offices or 
public rooms of the State Department of Education. The State Board 
of Education shall adopt from among the textbooks recommended by the 
State Textbook Committee at least four adoptions for each course in 
each grade unless fewer than four acceptable textbooks shall have been 
recommended by the State Textbook Committee. 


Section 8. All adoptions recommended by the State Textbook 
Committee and subsequently adopted by the State Board of Educa- 
tion shall be for a period of six years and no change shall be per- 
mitted within such period unless recommended to the State Board 
of Education by the State Textbook Committee. In addition to all 
other laws which forbid the use of textbooks in the public schools of 
the state by authors who are members of the Communist Party or 
members of Communist front organizations; all contracts with pub- 
lishers for furnishing state-owned textbooks shall stipulate that the 
author or authors of such book or books is not a member of the 
Communist Party or known advocate of Communism or Marxist Social- 
ism, and is not amember of the Communist Party or of a Communist front 
organization as designated by Section 1 of Act No. 888, Reg. Sess. 1953. 
The State Board of Education shall establish procedures to stabilize 
the expiration of publishers’ contracts for state adopted books in a man- 
ner to effect an orderly review and new adoption of textbooks with- 
in the financial limitations imposed by this Act. 


Section 9. Local textbook selection committee or committees shall 
be appointed by each separate county and city board of education, the 
number, size, and composition of the committee or committees to be 
determined by each local school board. A copy of local school board 
policies in regard to local textbook selection committees shall be filed 
with the State Superintendent of Education. Names of each person 
serving on a local textbook selection committee shall also be filed with 
the State Superintendent of Education. In order to qualify as a mem- 
ber of the committee, each member of the local textbook committee and 
its secretary shall make an affidavit to be filed with the county or 
city board of education within ten days after notice of his appointment 
that he will discharge faithfully all the duties imposed upon him as 
a member or as secretary of the said textbook committee; that he has 
no interest, directly or indirectly, in any contract that may be made 
under this Act for the purchase of textbooks; that he has no interest 
as author, as associate author, as publisher, or as representative of 
author or publisher of any textbooks; that he has no pecuniary in- 
terest, directly or indirectly, in the business or profits of any person, 
firms, or corporations engaged in manufacturing, publishing, or selling 
textbooks; that he will not accept any emolument or promise of future 
reward of any kind from any publisher of textbooks, his agent, or 
anyone interested in or intending to bias his judgment in any way 
in the selection of any textbook for adoption. Members shall serve 
for terms of three years, except that the initial appointments shall 
be made in such a manner that one-third of the members of each 
corrals shall serve for terms of one, two, and three years respec- 
ively. 
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Section 10. Local textbook committees shall meet on call of the 
chairman of local boards of each school system for the purpose of 
selecting textbooks from the list of adoptions by the State Board 
of Education or, if authorized by law applicable to such local system, 
to select textbooks from a list submitted to the committee for con- 
sideration by the proper local authority. No textbook shall be used 
in any public school of this state unless selected by a local textbook 
committee from the list of textbooks adopted by the State Board of 
Education or as otherwise provided by law. Publishers shall furnish 
samples of all state adopted textbooks to each separate city and county 
board of education for evaluation by the local textbook selection com- 
mittee. One copy of each textbook adopted by the local textbook 
committee shall be retained by the city or county board of educa- 
tion as official samples. All samples not adopted by the local boards 
shall be returned to the publishers at the expense of the publishers, 
and samples of those books adopted shall become the property of the 
local boards of education; however, if the publisher fails to reclaim 
his samples of non-adopted books within 90 days, the sample books 
shall become the property of the State Department of Education’s li- 
brary service. Those local school systems currently having the right 
to adopt and use textbooks that are not on the state list of adoptions 
shall continue to have such right under this Act, and the cost and 
expense of acquiring such textbooks shall be paid from funds credited 
to the local systems in the state textbook fund. 


Section 11. The adoption of a textbook by a majority vote of the 
local committee shall be for a period of six years and may not be 
changed within such period of time unless such change has been 
authorized by the State Board of Education or as otherwise authorized 
by law. After the school year 1965-1966, not more than one-sixth of the 
total value of the required textbooks, in all grades, as determined by 
contract prices in effect in each successive year multiplied by the num- 
ber of books required in each grade and subject, of state owned text- 
books may be replaced by new adoptions in any one year by any city 
or county school system. The superintendent of education of each 
local school system shall not later than 30 days after the date of such 
adoptions file a report with the State Superintendent of Education 
listing the titles, the name of the authors, the publishers and the date 
of adoption of each textbook. 


Section 12. Each year, before the organizational meeting of the 
State Textbook Committee, the State Board of Education, through the 
State Superintendent of Education, shall advertise in such manner and 
for such length of time and at such places as considered advisable that 
at a certain time and place determined by the State Board of Educa- 
tion sealed bids or proposals will be received from publishers for 
furnishing school textbooks. The bids or proposals for each book shall 
be based upon a contract period of not less than six years and shall 
be accompanied by a specimen copy of each book proposed to be sa 
furnished. Publishers shall furnish samples of each textbook submitted 
for adoption to each member of the State Textbook Committee. All 
samples of books not adopted by the State Board of Education shall be 
returned to the publishers at the expense of the publishers, and those 
adopted shall become the property of the State Department of Edu- 
cation; however, if the publisher fails to reclaim his samples within 
90 days, the sample books shall become the property of the State 
Department of Education’s library service. 


Section 13. The maximum price at which the State Board of Edu- 
cation shall contract to pay f.o.b. the local county or city board of 
education for any books to be used in the public schools of this state, 
after all discounts have been deducted, shall not exceed the minimum 
price at which the publisher sells such books in wholesale quanti- 
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ties, f.o.b., the publisher’s publishing house, after all discounts have 
been deducted. Any contract made for the purchase of books for use 
in the public schools of this state at a price higher than such de- 
termined maximum shall be void. Every contract entered into under 
the provisions of this Act by the State Board of Education and any 
publisher or publishing company shall contain a provision that the 
publisher covenants and agrees that he is not furnishing under con- 
tract executed after the first day of January of the year in which the 
contract becomes effective, to any state, county, or school district in 
the United States, the textbooks embraced in the contract at a price 
below the price stipulated therein; that the publisher further covenants 
and agrees that if at any time during the period of the contract the 
textbooks therein named shall be contracted for at a price to any state, 
county or school district in the United States, lower than the price 
agreed upon in the contract, then that lower price shall become the 
contract price between the State Board of Education and the publisher 
named therein; that the publisher further covenants and agrees that 
if, at any time during the period of the contract, any editions of the 
textbooks therein named substantially similar to the official copy on 
file in the office of the State Superintendent of Education shall be con- 
tracted for at a lower price with any state, county, or school district 
in the United States, the State Board of Education may at its option 
substitute for the edition therein contracted for the said substantially 
similar edition at said lower price. If the State Board of Education 
shall find that any such book or books so contracted for are being 
sold at a lower contract price in any other state than the price for 
which they are being sold to Alabama, the contract shall be forfeited. 
Each contract shall provide that in the event of violation of this 
pricing agreement such contractor shall return all money collected for 
such books and also forfeit said book or books to the state, this being 
the agreed measure of damages stipulated to have been suffered by the 
State Board of Education. Suit may be brought in the name of the 
state on the bond of the contractor for all losses sustained, and any 
pieats recovered shall be deposited to the credit of the state textbook 
‘und. 


Section 14. The State Board of Education shall have no power 
or authority to enter into any contract or arrangement for furnishing 
textbooks or providing a depository for textbooks or delivering text- 
books except as herein provided. All authority heretofore granted to 
the State Board of Education with respect to such matters is hereby 
revoked and the statutes granting such power and authority are here- 
by repealed. Any contract or arrangement hereafter made for acquiring 
or delivering textbooks otherwise than as specifically herein provided 
shall be null and void. 


Insofar as permitted by the Constitution of Alabama the terms and 
provisions of this Act shall govern when such terms and provisions are 
inconsistent with any contract or arrangement heretofore made for the 
acquisition and delivery of textbooks. 


Section 15. Upon receipt of a requisition from the State Super- 
intendent of Education, the State Purchasing Agent shall, in accordance 
with existing statutes and procedures governing state purchases, issue 
a purchase order to the publisher who shall ship such books ordered 
to ae local county or city board of education, shipping charges pre- 
paid. 


Section 16. A provision shall be incorporated in all contracts with 
textbook publishers that local boards of education shall be permitted 
to purchase with local funds textbooks for free distribution at the 
same price at which the state is permitted to purchase such books with 
state funds. Contracts with publishers shall also provide that the 
publisher shall replace defective or substandard books without cost 
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to the purchaser, contracts shall also provide for time of delivery, 
penalties for delay in delivery, and such other provisions as in the 
judgment of the State Board of Education will insure prompt de- 
livery of all textbooks at the lowest possible price. 


Section 17. All books contracted for shall be shipped upon pur- 
chase orders of the State Purchasing Agent. The State Superintendent 
of Education shall upon receipt of a requisition for books from a coun- 
ty or city superintendent of education, either revise or return for re- 
vision or approve such requisition and forward same to the State 
Purchasing Agent. The publisher or publishing company, shipping 
such books, shall prepare quadruplicate invoices or bills for the books 
so shipped. One copy shall be mailed to the State Superintendent of 
Education, and the other three to the county or city superintendent 
of education to whom the books are shipped. 


Section 18. The State Board of Education shall provide as many 
textbooks as the appropriation available will provide for the use of all 
pupils enrolled in the public schools of the state so that no pupil shall 
be without a textbook except in courses of study which do not require 
one book for each pupil and except in courses of study not prescribed by 
the State Courses of Study Committee. Any provision herein to the 
contrary notwithstanding, all appropriations, rebates from any text- 
book depository under prior contract or funds otherwise available for 
the purchase of textbooks by the state shall be expended first to supply 
sufficient textbooks for each pupil in the first grade to have a copy of 
each textbook prescribed for use in the first grade, second to supply 
sufficient textbooks for each pupil in the second grade to have a copy 
of each textbook prescribed for use in the second grade, and so forth 
in the order of grades until the funds available for state furnished 
textbooks shall have been exhausted; provided, however, that in courses, 
such as reading, where several textbooks are used one after another, 
it shall be considered a sufficient compliance with the requirements of 
this section if each school system shall have sufficient textbooks for each 
such course for each pupil in each grade to have one of the books cur- 
rently being used by the group or class to which such pupil is assigned. 
The superintendent of education of each county school system and the 
superintendent of city schools of each city school system shall on or 
before the first day of February in each year certify to the State Super- 
intendent of Education either that the school system of which he is 
superintendent has sufficient books to comply fully with the preceding 
provision or the number of books of each title and each grade which 
are required for such school system to comply with the preceding 
provision. The State Superintendent of Education shall, on the basis of 
reports from local superintendents hereinabove required, certify to the 
State Board of Education the exact deficiency in available textbooks 
for pupils enrolled in public schools in the state; and such deficiency 
shall be remedied by providing additional textbooks, before the expendi- 
ture of any state funds for other textbooks. No book shall be purchased 
with state funds for a local board of education for use of pupils in any 
grade unless textbooks in each subject shall have been provided for 
every pupil enrolled in the next lower grade in such school system. 


Section 19. The State Superintendent of Education shall recom- 
mend, and the State Board of Education shall determine uniform 
measures and factors upon which each local school system’s pro rata 
share of the state textbook fund shall be computed and allocated, on the 
basis of total enrollment in each school system and percentages of 
total enrollment in the higher and lower grades and such factors as 
may be relevant to an equitable per pupil allocation to the separate 
school systems of the state. Before March 1, 1966, and March first of 
each year thereafter, the State Superintendent of Education, subject 
to the approval of the State Board of Education, shall apportion to each 
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of the several school systems a credit in the state textbook fund, which, 
except as herein provided, shall mark the maximum amount for which 
each county or city superintendent may requisition textbooks. 


Section 20. As soon as practicable after the effective date of this 
Act, the State Board of Education shall allocate funds and make rules 
and regulations for the purchase in each county of all useable textbooks 
which are under adoption contracts covering the scholastic years, 1965- 
1966 and 1966-1967. The price to be paid for such textbooks shall be not 
more than one-half of the retail price. The separate school boards of the 
state may, in their discretion, authorize the purchase of such other 
secondhand textbooks at prices not to exceed one-fourth of the retail 
price of such books if such books are on the current list of state approved 
textbooks, or if such textbooks were adopted under authority of local 
legislation and if supplementary purchases of such books can be made 
under prices established under a current publisher’s contract with the 
state or local board. Such additional secondhand textbooks may continue 
to be used in the public schools of the state without regard to the ex- 
piration date of the period of adoption, if, in the judgment of the local 
school board, continued use of such book is justified in the light of sound 
educational criteria and if economies can be effected by the continued 
use of such books in any school of such system, and such continued use 
is approved by the State Board of Education. 


Section 21. No provision, part, or section of this Act shall be 
construed or considered to be an appropriation of funds from the state 
treasury; and the administration of this Act shall be subject to appro- 
priations specifically made by the Legislature, except as otherwise 
herein specifically authorized by Section 18. 


Section 22. The county or city superintendent of education, upon 
receipt of any shipment of books as provided herein, shall forthwith 
determine if the shipment is in accordance with the invoices or bills, 
and if in accordance, he shall approve and receipt the invoices one 
copy of which he shall send to the State Superintendent of Education, 
and one copy to the publisher. Upon approval of the State Super- 
intendent of Education, payment shall be made for such purchase and 
charged against that portion of the state textbook fund which has been 
credited to the particular county or city school system. 


Section 23. Subject to rules and regulations prescribed by the 
State Board of Education, each city and county board of education shall 
provide for the safe and dry storage of both new and used textbooks, 
and for their distribution, including the exchange of textbooks among 
the several counties and local school systems in accordance with their 
respective needs; and it shall also provide for a strict and accurate system 
of accounting for all textbooks stored and distributed both within the 
county and the city systems and exchanged among the county and city 
systems. The county and city boards shall also provide for the repair 
of used textbooks, and in compliance with the advice of the State Board 
of Health, the occasion for and manner of fumigation of used textbooks 
so as to protect pupils from any diseases which may be transmitted 
through the reissue of such textbooks. 


Section 24, The State Superintendent of Education shall keep a 
record of all textbooks delivered to the county and city superintendents 
of education under the provisions of this Act as shown by the invoices 
herein provided for, and the State Department of Examiners of Public 
Accounts shall make periodic audits of all accounting books and records 
pertaining to the textbooks which have been so furnished at state 
expense, requiring a complete accounting for all such textbooks as 
shown by the records. The county and city superintendents shall 
certify to the State Superintendent of Education that the total inventory 
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of state owned books for each subject does not exceed by five percent 
(5%) the total number of pupils enrolled in the grades and subjects 
for which the books were purchased. If an audit by the Department of 
Examiners of Public Accounts shows that the inventory does exceed 
the five percent (5%) prescribed herein, the Chief Examiner shall 
charge such excess to the local superintendents. Any necessary blanks 
or forms required to assist in the orderly effectuation of this program 
shall be prescribed by the Chief Examiner of Public Accounts and shall 
be furnished by the State Superintendent of Education to each local 
Superintendent and the expense thereof paid from the funds allotted 
for the administration of the state textbook fund. 


Section 25. All textbooks furnished free of charge to pupils shall 
remain the property of the state or local school system, as the casa 
may be, and when distributed to pupils shall be retained for normal use 
only during the period they are engaged in a course of study for which 
the textbooks are selected. At the completion of each course of study 
or otherwise at the instructions of the principal or teacher in charge, 
such textbooks shall be returned as directed. A receipt shall be required 
from each pupil, parent or guardian upon issuance of any textbook 
which receipt shall be retained until the return of such textbook. The 
parent, guardian, or other person having custody of a child to whom 
such textbooks are issued shall be held liable for any loss, abuse, or 
damage in excess of that which would result from the normal use of such 
textbooks. In computing the loss or damage of a textbook which has 
been in use for a year or more, the basis of computation shall be a 
variable of fifty to seventy-five per cent of the original cost of the 
book to the state. If such parent, guardian or person having custody 
of such child to whom the textbook was issued fails to pay such assessed. 
damages within 30 days after notification, such student shall not be 
entitled to further use of such textbooks until remittance of the amount 
of loss or damage shail be made. All remittances for damages shall be 
deposited to the credit of the city or county textbook fund and may be 
used for the repair, maintenance, and replacement of textbooks. The 
respective county and city boards of education may waive the payment 
as provided herein if in their judgment the respective parent or 
guardian is not financially able to make such payment, provided, how- 
ever, the local system shall contribute from local funds sums equal to 
the amount so waived. 


Section 26. Each of the several local city and county school systems 
who now have on hand an inventory of state adopted or approved 
textbooks that have been purchased with local funds shall be given 
credit for such books on the same basis as used books shall be purchased 
from students under the provisions of Section 20 of this Act. Such 
credit shall be issued by the State Superintendent of Education against 
the state textbook fund and shall not be deducted from such local sys- 
tem’s normal textbook allocation. Such credits shall be used for pur- 
chase of textbooks as provided in this Act. 


Section 27. It shall be the duty of each county or city superintend- 
ent of education, subject to the rules and regulations prescribed and 
approved by the State Board of Education, to furnish estimates of the 
number of textbooks which will be needed in his school system during 
the next ensuing school year. He shall also provide for the safe storage 
of all textbooks shipped to him and in the case of used textbooks, 
provide for the collection, storage, and maintenance, including necessary 
repairs, renovation and fumigation. He shall maintain at all times an 
accurate and up to date inventory and shall keep on file such accounting 
records as may be required or which he may {find to be necessary. 


Section 28. Pupils enrolled in the public schools or any parent or 
guardian of any such pupil may buy textbooks at the price paid for 
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them by the State Board of Education plus handling charges, such 
handling charges not to exceed 15% of the publisher’s contract price 
paid by the state; and all contracts made with publishers shall so pro- 
vide. Each city ‘and county board of education may provide for the 
sale of such textbooks as may be needed by pupils for whose grades 
or courses free textbooks are not furnished. Sale of such textbooks may 
be made by the city or county board of education in the school system of 
which such pupil is enrolled, but the city or county board of education 
may make such sales through a designated employee or agent thereof. 
No handling charge allowed hereunder shall inure to any member, 
officer, or employee of any city or county board of education. 


All books issued by the separate schools and school systems may 
be used by pupils to whom issued in the same manner and to the same 
extent as though such books were owned by the pupils, their parents 
or guardians as the case may be, except that such pupils, parent, or 
guardian shall be liable for such loss or damage to books as hereinabove 
provided, and for the return thereof. 


Section 29. Neither the State Superintendent of Education nor 
any member of the State Board of Education shall have an interest, 
directly or indirectly, in any contract that might be made pursuant to 
the provisions of this Act for the purchase of textbooks by the state, nor 
shall he have any interest as an author, an associate author, a publisher, 
a representative or agent of an author or of a publisher of any textbook, 
nor shall he have any pecuniary interest, directly or indirectly, in the 
business or profits of any person, firm or corporation engaged in the 
manufacturing, publishing or selling of textbooks nor shall he accept 
any emolument, promise of future reward, or consideration of value 
of any kind from any publisher of textbooks or his agent. Each mem- 
ber of the State Board of Education shall, before qualifying, take the 
oath of office required by Section 9 of this Act in the case of members 
of local textbook committees. Any violation of this provision shall be 
unlawful. Upon conviction of any such violation such person shall be 
subject to a fine not exceeding $10,000.00 or five years in the state 
penitentiary or both and his office as a member of the State Board of 
Education shall be forfeited. 


Section 30. Ali laws and parts of laws which conflict with this 
Act are repealed. 


Section 31. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 32. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
peaeee and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To make annual appropriations for the support, maintenance, and 
development of public education in Alabama for each of the fiscal years 
ending September 30, 1966 and September 30, 1967, including all schools, 
agencies, services and institutions under the general or direct control 
or subject to the rules and regulations of the State Board of Educa- 
tion, the Board of Trustees of Alabama College, the Board of Trustees of 
Auburn University, the Board of Trustees of the University of Ala- 
bama, the Board of Trustees of the University of South Alabama, the 
Board of Trustees of the Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind, the 
Board of Trustees of the Alabama Boys Industrial School, the Board 
of Trustees of the Alabama Industrial School for Negroes, the Board of 
Trustees of the State Training School for Girls, the Alabama Education- 
al Television Commission, and for the Teachers’ Retirement System. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That for the purpose of this Act, the following classi- 
fications, definitions and restrictions shall be applicable: (a) “salary” 
and “other salaries”, wherever appearing herein, shall mean the wages 
or other compensation for skill, work or employment for anyone per- 
forming services for the State of Alabama as an employee, officer or 
official, and shall be expended only for such purposes; (b) “other ex- 
penses” shall mean the operating costs of agencies, departments, boards, 
bureaus and institutions of the State, other than salaries and equip- 
ment purchases and shall be expended only for operating costs incident 
to the normal operations of such agencies, departments, boards, bureaus 
and institutions, including supplies and materials, postage, telephone, 
telegraph, express, travel expense, motor vehicle operations, lights, 
water, power, insurance and bonding, printing and binding, repairs, rental 
and items of general expense not defined as “equipment purchases”, and 
the money appropriated therefor shall be expended only for such pur- 
poses; (c) “equipment purchases” shall mean those items of office equip- 
ment, motor vehicle equipment and other equipment which have an 
appreciable and calcuable period of usefulness in excess of one year, 
and the money appropriated therefor shall be expended only for such 
purposes, and the total amounts herein appropriated therefor shall 
not be increased by the expenditure of any revenue derived from the 
sale, trade-in or exchange of any items of personal property. 


Section 2. The appropriations provided for in this Act shall be 
paid from funds in the State Treasury to the credit of the Alabama 
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Special Educational Trust Fund and are hereby made for the support 
of public education in Alabama for each of the two fiscal years ending 
September 30, 1966 and September 30, 1967, respectively; and, except 
as may be otherwise expressly provided, the appropriations herein made 
in Section 3 to 21, inclusive, shall be subject to the provisions, terms, 
conditions and limitations of the Budget and Financial Control Act 
(Article 3, Chapter 4, Title 55 of the Code of Alabama 1940) and shall 
be in the amounts specified in said sections.

Any 
provision herein to the contrary notwithstanding, the above appropria- 
tion, rebates, from any textbook depository under prior contract or 
funds otherwise available for the purchase of textbooks by the state 
shall be expended first to supply sufficient textbooks for each pupil in 
the first grade to have a copy of each textbook prescribed for use in 
the first grade, second to supply sufficient textbooks for each pupil in 
the second grade, to have a copy of each textbook prescribed for use in 
the second grade, and so forth in the order of grades until the funds 
available for state furnished textbooks shall have been exhausted; pro- 
vided, however, that in courses, such as reading, where several text- 
books are used one after another, it shall be considered a sufficient 
compliance with the requirements of this section if each school system 
shall have sufficient textbooks for each such course for each pupil in each 
grade to have one of the books currently being used by the group or 
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class to which such pupil is assigned. The superintendent of educa- 
tion of each county school system and the superintendent of city schools 
of each city school system shall on or before the first day of February 
in each year certify to the State Superintendent of Education either 
that the school system of which he is superintendent has sufficient 
books to comply fully with the preceding provision or the number of 
books of each title and each grade which are required for such school 
system to comply with the preceding provision. The State Super- 
intendent of Education shall, on the basis of reports from local super- 
intendents hereinabove required, certify to the State Board of Educa- 
tion the exact deficiency in available textbooks for pupils enrolled 
in public schools in the state; and such deficiency shall be remedied 
by providing additional textbooks, before the expenditure of any state 
funds for other textbooks.

To amend further Act No. 370, S. 439, approved August 
21, 1953 (Acts of Alabama, 1953, Vol. I, p. 439), which relates to the 
powers of the governing bodies of municipalities in any county having 
a population of more than 225,000 and less than 500,000 inhabitants, 
according to the last or any future federal census, with respect to the 
appointment, suspension and discharge of the chief of police of such 
municipalities.

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THE SORROW OF SELMA 


All across America and around the world, newspapers, radio and 
TV newscasters have discussed “The Shame of Selma, Alabama”. Much 
of this discussion has been done in an accrimonious, arrogant and sadistic 
manner, for many have had their pre-conceived ideas about Alabama 
seemingly fortified. “Forget the facts and find some sensational news” 
has been the theme of many news media which have sacrificed truth and 
integrity for the expediency of political favor. “The forget-New York 
and kick-Alabama club” has become the popular pastime of a double 
standard society. “The Shame of Selma” has become the motto of 
those who have an idealogical ax to grind; we are described in bellicose 
tones as a society of barbarians, heartless, anti-God people where the 
blood of innocent victims continually flows for the cause of Civil Rights, 
We are the “bad guys”. . . the demonstrators, professional agitators, 
beatniks, and moral degenerates are the “good guys”. The Slogan 
“Shame of Selma” has been used as a diatribe against the fallacies of 
“white man’s culture” and a sneer against conservative philosophy of 
politics and life. 


Whether the forces of Communism have been vital in the recent 
tragedies or not, this statement is a truism: the enemies of American 
freedom could not have planned a more perfect script nor a better 
slogan. These “good guys” have exploited tragedies. They have ruth- 
lessly made “idealogical hay” out of sorrow and heartache. They have 
gleefully taken sadness and turmoil and used it for idealogical ammuni- 
tion. They have said to the world: “Look at the shame of Selma... 
see how tainted a free-enterprise system is; see the shame of Selma... 
see how corroded the racist capitalists are!” And resounding in sicken- 
ing tones around the world are the warped news, fallacies, insidious 
inconsistencies, perverted facts, and deliberate lies. Federalism and 
Socialism have had a field day at the expense of American greatness 
and decency. 


Let us in Alabama be quick to admit, however, that in many cases 
we have opened the door for much criticism. In too many cases we 
have supplied the gun powder to those who would blow us off the map. 
We have played into the hands of those seeking violence and excuses 
for Federal control over our lives. And again, we must be honest and 
admit that we have much work to do in racial justice and improvement. 
We have not always had clean hands, and the sooner we admit it and 
get down to the business of racial improvement, the sooner we will 
close the door to some justifiable complaints. If we do not handle these 
legitimate problems in a Christian manner, then the foes of freedom 
will perfidiously exploit them and the Federal government will legis- 
late concerning them, and the manner will not be Christian. Let us 
own up to the fact that either good, level-headed Christian people must 
honestly meet these issues and problems, or they will be crassly crammed 
down our throats. Our children will be taught one of two things: (1) 
by our example of Christian concern and application, they will be taught 
that Christianity is the answer for life, death, and the problems of human 
relationships; (2) or by our indifference they will be taught that every 
problem of human relationship is strictly for governmental control and 
Christianity has nothing to say to the social problems of our day. What 
a tragedy for American freedom and goodness this would be! I am 
afraid that we have too often allowed the ugly, God-defying, bottle- 
swinging, gun-shooting, bush-wacker and hate-monger to represent 
the image of Alabama and the South. Yet, you know it, and I know it, 
for every one of these contemptible and cowardly bush-wackers who 
are twisted by hate and irrational prejudice, there are thousands of 
good Christian people in Alabama. But where is our impact and influ- 
ence? Have fear, lethargy, indifference, and fallacies kept us quiet while 
others yelled? Have we been still while others moved? “The Shame 
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of Selma” is an unfortunate slogan, used by the enemies of freedom 
to destroy American liberty, but let us in Alabama take positive steps 
in justice and fairness for all men. 


Certainly we have our problems in Alabama, just as every other 
state has problems. But I want us to see and I wish the world could 
see that what has happened in Selma is not basically an incident to 
cast shame on that city, but an incident to reflect the sorrow of our 
civilization. The “Sorrow of Selma” does not reflect a basically political, 
economic, or racial sorrow. The “Sorrow of Selma” reflects and reveals 
in startling clarity the fundamental spiritual and moral problems of our 
civilization. 


What we see behind all this violence, demonstrations, and warped 
news is indeed sorrowful. It crystalizes what is happening to our 
culture, morals, government, and religion. We are at the mercy of 
skillful and well-financed social planners who set forth to plan, pro- 
mote, and push a social order based on naturalistic premises. Many 
of these social planners are not after voters rights. . they are after 
violence. They are not after non-segregation. . .they are after forced 
integration and amalgamation. They are not promoting peace ... they 
are promoting a political philosophy, often based solely on Marxism and 
for Fabianism. They scream irrationally for trade and co-existence 
with Russia, China, and Cuba, but demand a boycott against Alabama. 
Many of these social planners who are influencing the destiny of our 
nation are not concerned with Christian brotherhood and good will; 
they seek the upper-hand in a brutal battle for power. We are in the 
midst of a “social revolution” basically propagated by an anti-Christ 
idealogy. Christian principles are given lip service in slogans but denied 
in pesence: God is used as an emotional catch-word but rejected in 
truth. 


The situation in Selma points to the sorrow of our day, when well- 
meaning and sincere individuals join forces with those who seek to 
use them, but eventually seek to destroy the very fabric of morality 
and freedom of American heritage. 


I. THE SORROW OF HYPOCRICY AND DISHONESTY: 


Selma’s sorrow points out a predominate factor of too much in 
our culture. . -hypocricy. Jesus had the greatest denunciation against 
hypocricy than possibly any other sin. The word “hypocrite” in the 
Greek means a two-faced individual, one who plays two different roles 
in life. Jesus accused the Pharisees of being hypocrites, because of 
their two-faced roles in prayer, human relationships, and the synagogue. 


The most disgusting aspect of the Sorrow of Selma has been the 
brazen hyprocricy. Here we see hundred of demonstrators kneeling in 
streets to pray; yet many of these pungent beatniks and social revolu- 
naries have admitted in times past that they do not believe in God. .. 
many of these have nothing but contempt for religion. Some of those 
clergymen (?) have a holy horror of emotionalism in the churches; 
they would never allow any sign of emotional demonstration in the 
churches, and to sing “Amazing Grace” or “Revive Us Again” would be 
beneath their liturgical dignity. But here they are: holding hands, 
swaying back and forth and lustily singing in emotional exhibitionism, 
“We Shall Overcome” (whatever that means) and kneeling before the 
cameras in prayer. We see the churches turned into political head- 
quarters, places of planned anarchy. It was in a church where 
Martin Luther King stated that he would not obey laws with which 
he did not agree; not even the somersault liberals can jump over that 
. ... ANARCHY! Churches are turned into buildings to plan diso- 
bedience, defiance, and violence! The Bible has only one word for 
such disgusting and crude actions—hypocricy! 
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Several weeks ago I was in Atlanta. On the flight to Montgomery 
were several Civil Rights workers going to Selma. I noticed very care- 
fully one particular worker who had come into Atlanta from Washing- 
ton. He smelled like a brewery; the literature he read was of the 
lowest obscenity. Yet this “good guy” was one of the “Wholesome red- 
blooded Americans” who piously knelt in prayer on a Selma street. 
Remove the camera and they would not even have a blessing—HY- 
POCRICY! 


What about the clergymen (?) who have come in from all over 
the nation? Many of them have been sent by religious organizations 
of questionable credentials. This is sorrowful, because it points out 
the fact that many clergymen have nothing to preach in their denial 
of the foundations of the faith, so they leave their pulpits to wallow in 
our streets (which had been safe for people at night). Only the 
ultimate in ecclesiastical arrogance would compel a minister to believe 
he alone knows our situation and solutions, brazenly and blindly leave 
the subways, Central Parks, blood-bathed streets, the Harlems, can- 
celled basketball tournaments, narcotics, political corruption, obscenity 
by the barrels, racial gang wars, and come to “wicked ole Alabama” to 
set our house in order. Clergymen, we live here, and we are deeply 
involved in the situation of Alabama! Long after you have returned to 
your Northern paradises, received your certificates of acclaim by the 
‘secape-goat seeking society”, and made your oratorial barbs against 
our “corn-pone civilization”, we Alabama ministers are going to have 
to pick up the shambles of your sanctified rudeness, try to explain to 
our people why those of you who deny the deity of Christ call your- 
selves Christian, attempt to understand why you left your strife-torn 
cities and pulpits to defy law and order, goad our people into strife, 
and disgrace the name of Christianity. We will have deep feelings of 
racial tension to heal ofter you have smugly faded into the sunset on 
your way to other social revolutions. I deeply regret the tragedies which 
have occurred in these days. I despise murder. I have contempt for 
crimes of hatred and violence which have sickened all Alabamians. 
We must not rationalize nor in any way justify murder, whether it be 
on a Selma street or a New York subway. But let me ask a reasonable 
question: “How long would I as a white Alabama minister last were 
I to demonstrate down the streets of New York City? How many South- 
erns would be in danger if 20,000 of us paraded around Chicago?” I take 
no comfort from the crimes of our Northern cities, but I raise a point of 
honesty. The tragedies which took place in Alabama would occur two- 
fold in some Northern states, and the people of America know it! 


When I see a Detroit newspaper headlining the Selma problem 
and playing down a racial gang war which leaves nine in the hospital 
and forbids attendance at a highschool basketball tournament; when 
I read where a Negro boy kills a white boy in a New York subway, 
the police say nothing racial is related, then the boy admits that he be- 
longed to a black-racist organization and he hates whites; when I 
read where a race riot occurs in a Cleveland school, dogs used in 
Philadelphia subways because of racial wars, and yet Selma is given 
the headlines while these are either ignored or played down, I say 
that is dishonest and hypocritical. 


When every American can observe that the news media show nothing 
more than that which they want to show, have made pre-conceived 
ideas their criteria of reporting rather than integrity, ignoring the fla- 
grant immorality of beatniks, kooks, and anarchists; when every 
national effort is made to make our governor a villian and Martin 
Luther King the greatest thing since the invention of the wheel; when 
Ralph Bunche stands in front of our State capital and gets tough on 
Alabama but in the UN he joins the mealy-mouthed compromisers 
who bow before Russia; Urban Leaguer Young maligns Governor Wal- 
lace as a “gutless governor” for not appearing before his people, and 
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yet he knows that they had not invited him nor did they ask him to 
appear before “his people”; when the demonstration in Montgomery 
claimed to be for voter registration and yet the tone of the day was 
forced integration and political threats; when these and many other 
inconsistencies are seen but not reported, the Bible would point beneath 
the veneer of religious terms . . . the Bible would see beyond a vocal 
usage of the name God, and state that the sorrow of Selma is the fact 
that dishonesty, hypocricy, and deliberately perverting the truth have 
entered the mainstream of this “social revolution”. 


iI. SORROW BECAUSE OF THE BREAKDOWN OF AMERICAN 
GREATNESS: 


The issue of Selma has not been Alabama, voters, nor Civil Rights. 
The issue has been American freedom vs. those who have other ideas 
about the direction of this nation. In the march on Montgomery, it was 
made very clear by the various speakers, who in the midst of their 
smears and half-truths, stated that they are going to keep on marching, 
demonstrating, and threatening. Legislation is being considered and 
passed by Congress, not because our leaders have carefully evaluated 
all the factors in the light on Constitutional government, but because 
they have yielded to the threat of mob-acracy and capitulated to a bloc- 
vote-potential. What is taking place in our nation is fearful as well as 
sorrowful! I call your attention to two factors to illustrate the sorrow- 
ful situation: 


Walter Reuther was recently in Selma making his protest known on 
behalf of his labor forces. Who is Walter Reuther? Without getting 
involved in personality confrontation, I simply state two well known 
facts which should be clear to every American. Walter Reuther spent 
several years in Russia studying labor and political idealogy. He 
returned with praise for the Soviet system. His words and writings 
have indicated that he is an idealogical Socialist. He probably has as 
much to do with the political direction of our nation as any one man 
living today. The White House stands in fear and trembling before 
this powerful labor leader. The second fact is that he is one of the 
authors of the “Reuther Memorandum”, a special report issued to the 
Attorney General for the purpose of combatting “the radical right”. 
Some of the suggestions Walter Reuther has made to our government 
include: (1) issue orders against the military in writing articles and 
making speaches opposing Communism: (2) put pressure on the conserv- 
ative and religious educational organizations and find pretext for re- 
moving tax-exemption; (3) curb the activities of J. Edgar Hoover who 
exaggerates the domestic Communist menace at every turn and con- 
tributes to the public’s frame of mind. 


I state this merely to point out a serious factor which is not limit- 
ed to one man or one memorandum; the pressure is on in America 
against conservative philosophy in religion and government. The Sor- 
row of Selma reveals this. You can be an unbathed beatnik, immoral 
kook, sign-carrying degenerate, a radical revolutionary, one who treats 
the sacred with disdain, have no regard for decency and honesty, an 
out-and-out Marxist, and anarchist advocating the overthrow of every- 
thing in sight ...and that is O.K.! Fine! You will then be accepted 
as a broadminded liberal who represents the “mainstream” of Ameri- 
can thought! But if you dare stand for the principles of righteousness 
and morality which made this nation great, if you love individual initia- 
tive and freedom, if you think that our nation is great because it has been 
established within the framework of Theistic principles and must remain, 
that way, and that the ideals of Marxism and Fabianism are dangerous 

. if this is what you believe, then the guns of public opinion are 
turned on you to mock you as reactionary, to brand you as antiquated, 
and destroy you as a member of the fanatical, radical right. 
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I realize very well that we have some fine, well-meaning people 
who see a hammer and sickle in everything. This can be most unfortu- 
nate in weakening the cause of the conservative anti-Communist. But 
there is no way to dodge the fact that the Sorrow of Selma clearly re- 
veals an undercurrent of Communist activity. And the second trend 
of sorrow that I see in our civilization is the manner in which the 
Western world has allowed itself to drift into a state of mental stag- 
nation, apathy, and inaction. We exist on cliches while day by day 
the dreams of American greatness fade into the awesome reality of 
Communist achievements. Years ago the Communist movement es- 
tablished certain goals and objectives to achieve in America. Lenin, 
Stalin, and others stated that these goals must be realized in America 
before there can be a Soviet world. Here are a few of these goals 
which Communism has sought to realize in American culture: (1) US. 
acceptance of co-existence as the only alternative to atomic war (none 
of this “No Substitute for Victory” stuff); (2) provide American aid 
to all nations regardless of Communist domination; (3) promote the UN 
as the only hope of mankind (when in reality the UN’s greatness is 
solely dependent upon the greatness of the U.S.); eliminate laws govern- 
ing obscenity by calling them censorship and eliminate laws against 
homosexuality, degeneracy, and promiscuity; (5) break down cultural 
standards of morality by promoting pornography and obscenity in books, 
magazines, motion pictures, etc. (6) use the labor unions; (7) create 
the impression that violence and insurrection are legitimate aspects 
of the American tradition. There are scores of other goals being rea- 
lized day by day through our courts and communication media. These 
goals were formulated years ago when to have considered them would 
be unpopular. But now, because of the use of Pavlovian psychology, 
mass brainwashing, and continually bombarding our society—to oppose 
these goals is considered radical, fanatical, and a throwback to the 18th 
century (which might not be a bad idea). 


We are at war in American civilization. It is a life and death 
struggle. It is not “both-and”. It is “either” Christianity “or” Com- 
munism. Christian people must take more initiative in leadership in the 
problems of our day. We must not turn over the controls of our gov- 
ernement to those who would lead us down dead-end alleys of strange 
philosophies. Yet we must remember that Communism capitalizes on 
injustice and human misery. Let the Christians take the leadership 
role in speaking to the problems of Alabama and thus shut the mouths 
of the dangerous forces of demagoguery. I would say to our Negro 
friends, what we have right now in America is far more than any other 
nation has ever realized. We, in spite of our problems, have the great- 
est nation of justice and freedom, a place where men can know liberty. 
No man in America demonstrates FOR freedom. If he demonstrates in 
our streets, it is because he HAS freedom. What other nation would 
have provided so much protection for its citizens as was provided in 
Montgomery? Could you demonstrate in Russia, or have we forgotten 
Hungary? Could you demonstrate in China, or have we ignored the 
lessons of Korea? Do not say, my Negro friends, that you are “march~ 
ing for freedom”. You march because you already live in a nation 
of opportunity and freedom. True, we have many wrongs to make 
right; we have many goals to achieve in our race relationships. But 
the Southern Negro is in far better economic condition that most people 
living in any other country. Christians, let us create an atmosphere 
of Christian love and understanding so that if any citizen, white or 
black, has a complaint against the social order, he may feel free to 
come and find understanding and necessary assistance. Let us treat 
all men as men! Let us believe the Biblical doctrine of the dignity of 
man as a creature of God, realizing that every man is important to 
God. Only in a Christian approach to life will our children have a 
land of freedom tomorrow. 
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Negro friends, do not be misled. Equal opportunities do not mean 
forced integration. To be free of racial hatred and prejudices is neces- 
sary, but this is not equated with amalgamation of the races. Chris- 
tian whites DO believe that Negroes have rights, but you also have 
responsibilities. Respect and dignity will never come by way of law 

but by hard work and personal improvement. 


Under the spell of alien propaganda and idealogies foreign to the 
American spirit and heritage, it would seem that we have come to ques- 
tion the desirability of human freedom itself. We appear afraid to 
trust individual initiative. We place our faith in the false idealism 
of the regimented state only to lose something far more priceless than 
whatever we may hope to gain, liberty itself. We need to mark well 
the fact that no Communist or Socialist is truly a free man. He is 
secure, but he is a bondsman of the State. 


The crux of the Sorrow of Selma was summarized a century ago by 
John Stuart Mill: 


“A people may prefer a free government, but if, from indolence, 
or carelessness, or cowardice, or want of public spirit, they are 
unequal to the exertion necessary for preserving it... if they 
can be deluded by the artifices used to cheat them out of it; if 
by momentary discouragement, or temporary panic, or a fit of en- 
thusiasm for an individual, they can be induced to lay their lib- 
erties at the feet of even a great man, or trust him with powers 
which enable to subvert their institutions: in all these cases they are 
more or less unfit for liberty; and though it may be for their good 
to have had it even for a short time, they are unlikely long to 
enjoy it.” (On Liberty and Consideration Of Representative Gov- 
ernment, p. 112). 


Jesus said, “I am the Way, Truth, and Life.” To know Christ 
is to be truly free. May God grant to us His wisdom, His love, 
and His grace that in these days of crises, the truths of Him who 
in Truth might be applied to our civilization.

way Director shall cause to be erected at the bridge appropriate 
signs and markers showing the name of the bridge.

By Messrs. Callahan and Brown (Tuscaloosa): 


H. J. R. 71. WHEREAS, the Partlow School, located at Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama, was designed and constructed to contain 1600 inmates; and 


WHEREAS, there are now 2175 inmates in said institution, the 
same being badly overcrowded; and 
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WHEREAS, there are 430 patients on the waiting list, ready, willing 
and anxious to be admitted; and 


WHEREAS, it is the duty of the Legislature to make provisions 
for these people, and it is the duty of the legislature to make pro- 
vision for these 430 on the waiting list. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE 
OF ALABAMA, both houses thereof concurring, that the Ways and 
Means Committee of the House and the Finance and Taxation Commit- 
tee of the Senate immediately visit said institution and report back to 
this Legislature the needs for additional construction and the ways 
and means to finance said construction.

Substitute for S. B. 84 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Proposing amendments to the Constitution relating to Mobile Coun- 
ty. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The following amendments to the Constitution of Ala- 
bama are proposed: 


1. The Mobile County Hospital Board as designated and em- 
powered by Amendment CXCIV approved December 5, 1961, is divested 
of all power and authority to apportion the operating deficit of any 
hospital or other public health facility under its control between the 
county and the separate municipalities of the county or to assess and 
collect such apportioned deficit or any part thereof from such muni- 
cipalities and Mobile County. Any existing apportionment and as- 
sessment made by the Mobile County Hospital Board shall be invalid 
and unenforceable. That part of Amendment CXCIV in conflict with 
this amendment is repealed. 


2. The terms “three mills” be, and the same hereby are, changed 
to read “six mills” wherever the same appears in Paragraphs B and C 
of Amendment CXCV to the Constitution of Alabama. 
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3. The parenthetical phrase “(after deduction of costs of assess- 
ment and collection thereof pursuant to any statutory provisions at 
the time applicable)” appearing in Paragraph D of Amendment CXCV 
to we Constitution of Alabama be, and the same hereby is, deleted 
therefrom. 


4. Paragraph E of Amendment CXCV to the Constitution of Ala- 
bama be, and the same hereby is, amended to read as follows: “The 
rate of ad valorem taxation for general municipal purposes that is at 
the time otherwise permitted by the Constitution to each particular 
municipal corporation in Mobile County shall be reduced for the tax 
year of the municipality next succeeding any tax year of Mobile Coun- 
ty for which the special tax shall have been levied at a rate exceeding 
one and one-half mills on each dollar of taxable property in the coun- 
ty, any such reduction to be by a rate of millage equal to the rate 
by which the special tax levied for that tax year exceeds one and one- 
half mills on each dollar of such taxable property or by one and one- 
half mills on each dollar of taxable property in the county, which- 
ever shall be the lesser reduction. If a majority of the qualified elec- 
tors of Mobile County participating in the election on the adoption of 
this amendment shall vote in favor thereof, then the approval of 
this amendment expressed by said vote shall of itself authorize the 
special tax and in that event no additional election by the voters of Mo- 
bile County shall be required to authorize the levy of the special tax.” 


Section 2. An election shall be held on the proposed amendment 
at the first special or general statewide election following the expira- 
tion of three months from final adjournment of the current session of 
the Legislature. 


Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amendment 
shall be given by proclamation of the Governor, which proclamation 
shall be published once a week for four successive weeks next pre- 
ceding the day appointed for the election in a newspaper in each coun- 
ty of the State. In every county in which no newspaper is published, 
a copy of the notice shall be posted at each courthouse and post office. 


And the substitute was adopted.

Substitute for H.B. 201: 
A BILL 


TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for licensing of private employment agencies, imposing 
license fees, and prescribing penalties. 
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Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. (a) No person shall open, operate or maintain a pri- 
vate employment agency in the State of Alabama without first procuring 
a license from the Commissioner of the State Department of Revenue 
of Alabama. Any person who shall open or conduct any such agency 
without first procuring a license shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
shall be punished as for a misdemeanor. 


(b) Every applicant for a license shall have been a resident of the 
State of Alabama for at least two (2) years immediately preceding the 
filing of such application, and shall have had at least two (2) years’ 
experience as a placement counsellor. The provisions of this subsec- 
tion shall not apply, however, to persons or corporations now licensed 
in Alabama. 


Section 2. (a) Every applicant for a license shall file with the 
Commissioner of Revenue a written application stating the name and 
address of the applicant; the street and number of the building in 
which the employment agency is to be conducted; the name of the per- 
son who is to be responsible for the general management of the office; 
the names and addresses of those financially interested therein, the 
name under which the business of the office is to be carried on. Said 
applicant shall also state on the application whether or not he is at the 
time of making application, or has at any previous time, been en- 
gaged or interested in the business of conducting an employment agency 
either in this State or any other State; and if now, or at any previous 
time engaged or interested in the business of conducting an employ- 
ment agency, he shall state the name and address of the employment 
agency and the dates he was engaged or interested in said agency; 
or if employed by any employment agency now or at any previous 
time, the applicant for a license shall state the name and address of 
the agency, the name of the person conducting the agency, the dates 
employed, and in what capacity. 


(b) All applicants shall clearly state if they have operated in this 
State or any other state within the period of the last fifteen (15) years, 
and if so, under what authority, and if ever cited for cause, give final 
disposition of said breach of law or regulations. If applicant is found 
guilty of perjury after issuance of a license by the State of Alabama 
revocation of license shall be immediate. 


(c) The applicant shall give as references the names and addresses 
of at least three (3) persons of reputed business or professional in- 
tegrity. If the applicant is a corporation, the application shall state 
the names and addresses of the officers and directors of said corporation 
and shall be signed and sworn to by the president and treasurer there- 
of. If the applicant is a partnership, the application shall state the 
names and addresses of all partners therein and shall be signed and 
sworn to by all of them. Said application shall be duly sworn to before 
an officer authorized to take oaths. 


Section 3. (a) There shall appear on the license the name of the 
licensee, the location of the office where the employment agency is to 
be conducted, the name of the person who is to be charged with the 
general management, the name under which the employment agency 
is to be carried on. 


(b) The license shall be numbered and dated. 


(c) In the event the services of the person charged with the gen- 
eral management of the employment agency terminates within the li- 
cense year, the licensee shall so advise the Commissioner of Revenue and 
the name of the person taking over the management shall be substitut- 
ed on the license for the name of the person whose services have 
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terminated, so that at all times the name of the person charged with 
the general management of the employment agency shall be known 
to the State Department of Revenue and shall appear on the license. 


(d) Every license shall remain in force for twelve (12) months 
next after its issuance, unless sooner surrendered, suspended or revoked. 


(e) Application for the renewal of a license shall be made to the 
Commissioner of Revenue at least ten (10) days prior to the expiration 
of the license. 


Section 4. No license granted under the terms of this act shall be 
transferable, but an employment agency may, with the approval of 
the Commissioner of Revenue, any time, incorporate or admit a partner 
or partners to the business or profession or make changes in a corpora- 
tion, but no employment agency shall permit any person not mentioned 
in the application for a license to become connected with the employ- 
ment agency, as a partner or as an officer of a corporation, unless the 
written consent of the Commissioner of Revenue shall first be obtained. 
Such consent may be withheld only for a reason for which an original 
application for a license might have been rejected, if the person or 
persons in question had been mentioned therein. 


Section 5. Every applicant for a license under this act shall pay 
an annual license fee of $50.00 upon issuance or renewal of said license, 
beginning on or before October 1, 1965, and annually thereafter. 


Section 6. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part 
of the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 7. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
Baeese and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of Ala- 
bama is proposed, to become valid when approved and proclaimed as 
provided by law: 


Proposed Amendment. 


“Any provision of the Constitution or laws of the State of Ala- 
bama to the contrary notwithstanding, the City of Bayou La Batre, 
Mobile County, Alabama, shall have full and continuing power and 
authority, subject to the election hereinafter provided for, to promote 
local industrial, commercial or agricultural development and the loca- 
tion of new industries or businesses in or within 15 miles of said City, 
and whenever such action shall be deemed by the governing body of 
said City in its discretion to be in furtherance of such purposes, also 
aot and continuing power and authority to do any one or more of the 
ollowing: 
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1.. To purchase, construct, lease, or otherwise acquire real pro- 
perty, plants, buildings, factories, works, facilities, machinery and equip- 
ment of any kind. 


2. To lease, sell for cash or on credit, exchange, or give and convey 
any such property described in Subparagraph 1 above, to any person, 
firm, association or corporation, which shall locate or agree to locate 
a new industry or business in or within 15 miles of said City. 


3. To become a stockholder in any corporation which shall locate 
or agree to locate a new industry or business in or within 15 miles of 
said City. 


4. To lend its credit or grant public monies and things of value 
in aid of, or to, any individual, firm, association, or corporation, which 
shall locate or agree to locate a new industry or business in or within 
15 miles of said City. 


5. To become indebted and to issue and sell interest bearing bonds, 
warrants (which may be payable from funds to be realized in future 
years), notes, evidences of indebtedness, or other obligations (all of 
which are hereinafter referred to as “obligations”), to a principal amount 
not exceeding 50% of the assessed valuation of taxable property therein 
as determined for state taxation, in order to secure funds for the pur~ 
chase, construction, lease or acquisition of any of the property described 
in subparagraph 1 above or to be used in furtherence of any of the 
other powers or authorities granted in this amendment. Such obli- 
gations may (in addition to any pledge or pledges authorized by sub- 
paragraph 7 of this amendment) be issued upon the full faith and 
credit of said City or may be limited as to the source of their payment. 


6. To levy and collect annually, in addition to all other taxes now 
authorized or permitted, a special tax or taxes not exceeding 2% on 
the value of all taxable property therein as determined for State taxation 
in the same manner as other municipal taxes are levied and collected. 


7. To pledge to the payment of any of its obligations the annual 
proceeds of any such special tax or taxes and to obligate itself ir- 
revocably to continue to levy and collect such taxes annually until such 
obligations shall have been paid in full and to pledge thereto any 
rental or sales proceeds of property leased or sold by it. 


The recital in any obligations that they were issued pursuant 
to this amendment or that they were issued to provide funds to be 
used in furtherance of any power or authority herein granted or 
that any special tax herein authorized has been levied and pledged to 
the payment of such obligations shall be conclusive; no purchaser or 
holder thereof need inquire further; and the levy and collection of 
such tax shall continue until the principal of and interest on such 
obligations shall have been paid in full. The obligations which may 
be issued hereunder shall not be considered an indebtedness of said 
City for the purposes of determining its borrowing capacity under 
Section 225 of the Constitution; and the taxes herein authorized shall 
be in addition to those provided for or permitted in Section 216 of 
the Constitution, as amended. 


The exercise of the powers and authority hereinabove set forth 
are subject to the prior approval thereof at an election called by the 
governing body of said City at which a majority of the qualified elec- 
tors voting at said election shall vote in favor of such proposal. No- 
tice of such election shall be given by publication for three consecu- 
tive weeks, the first publication to be at least thirty days before the 
date of the election, in a newspaper circulated in the City. The notice 
and ballot shall briefly summarize the proposal and in so doing may 
make reference to documents on file and available for public inspection 
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in the office of the City Clerk. In the event that the proposal shall 
include the issuance of any obligations, the principal amount of such 
obligations, the maturities thereof, and the maximum rate or rates. 
of interest which they shall bear shall be set forth in the notice and 
on. the ballot. In the event that the proposal shall include the levy and 
collection of any tax, the notice and ballot shall state the maximum 
rate of such tax, No further or other election shall be required by 
Section 222 of the Constitution for the issuance of bonds herein au- 
thorized to be issued. 


This amendment shall be self executing; but the Legislature shall 
have the right and power by general, special or local act, to adopt 
laws supplemental to this amendment or in furtherance of the pur- 
poses and objectives hereinabove set forth.” 


Section 2. An election upon the proposed amendment is ordered to 
be held on the date of the general election next succeeding the final 
adjournment of the current session of the Legislature. The election 
shall be held in accordance with the provisions of Sections 284 and 285 
of the Constitution of Alabama, as amended, and Chapter 1, Article 
18, Title 17 of the Code of Alabama 1940. 


Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amendment 
shall be given by proclamation of the Governor, which proclamation 
shall be published once a week for four successive weeks next preceding 
the day appointed for the election in a newspaper in each county of the 
State. In every county in which no newspaper is published, a copy 
of the notice shall be posted at each courthouse and post office.

REMARKS OF MR. YOUNG 
On motion of Mr. Salter, the following remarks of Mr. Young 
were inserted in the Journal: 
TRUTH WILL PREVAIL 


Mr. Speaker, Mrs. Collins, gentlemen of the House of Representa- 
tives, 


Statesmen have spoken with great conviction in these days of crises. 
Our true men of God have pleaded earnestly for sound reasoning. 
Prayers have been offered with sincerity, and much effort is being made 
to reveal the truth in these trying times. 


Many factors are involved in the social disturbances all over America. 


May I say, as Gov. Wallace said in his speech delivered to the 
joint session of the Alabama Legislature, August 4, 1964, “The ene- 
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mies of this nation have utilized the highly charged emotional racial 
issue to mislead and deceive the American people.” In my opinion, this 
is particularly true with the Alabama Negro; they too are Americans. 


The Negro citizens, that I know, whose cotton I have ginned, whose 
lumber I have sawed, and whose corn and feed I have ground, are more 
honorable, more reasonable, more God-fearing, and a much higher class 
people than the long-haired, swaggering, finger snapping beatniks that 
milled among the marchers from Selma to Montgomery. 


That “repulsive stench” that Gov. Wallace referred to in his speech 
of August 4, 1964, as “rising from the shores of the Potomac” has been 
forced upon us by a pressure pump from the same area. This stench 
is so occasioned by crime, corruption, moral decay, drunken revelries, 
perversions and moral degeneracy, that it makes breathing difficult for 
a freedom breathing people. The evils that have gone on among demon- 
strators, on different occasions—and I quote Gov. Wallace again—“shocks 
the sensibilities of decent, God-fearing people from coast to coast and 
boundary to boundary.” 


False prophets were seen going into beer joints, drinking and stag- 
gering back onto the side walks of Montgomery during the second and 
third weeks of March, 1965. These false prophets were heard using 
vulgar and profane language. These were samples of what the racial 
demonstration promotors had hired to participate. 


Reliable sources tell us that a man wearing a clerical collar said 
he had no knowledge of Jesus Christ and that he had been hired in the 
East by a Negro promotion group and was given the clerical clothes to 
wear. 


On March 27, 1965, the ATLANTA CONSTITUTION stated “Editor- 
jals across Alabama have wondered when will the civil rights workers, 
outsiders, invading clergymen and others leave and let Alabama return 
to normal.” King said “I have a message to leave with Alabama. We 
do not intend to let the state return to normal. We will have a new 
Alabama. The only normalcy that is worth while is the normalcy that 
recognizes the decency of every man.” While King was making his 
statement concerning decency, indecency was on a rampage among the 
demonstrators. 


On March 28, 1965, THE BIRMINGHAM NEWS stated “as for the 
immoral acts in Selma, City Public Safety Director, Wilson Baker told 
the BIRMINGHAM NEWS upon questioning ‘there very definitely was 
some of it. Baker said it occurred during a so-called prayer vigil on 
Wednesday, March 10, 1965. 


An Associated Press writer, Kelso Sturgeon, of Atlanta, was also 
on the scene that night and told the News ‘there was no doubt about 
it.” Sturgeon said “I saw at least three couples involved in intercourse’. 
Baker said it ‘was very definitely open in kissing and loving and drink- 
ing’.” 

We can very easily see why the camp sites of the marchers were 
segregated, placing the men in one tent and women in another, and why 
marshals patrolled the area during the night. 


I would say to the vulgar and profane marchers, “unless a change 
is made, you shall be weighed in the balances and found wanting; to 
the false preachers ‘Be not deceived for God is not mocked’; to President 
Johnson, I thought you to be a bigger man than to seek vengeance 
because the south voted against you; to Martin Luther King, if you are 
going to continue in the name of religion you need a change of raiment, 
but rather that you would do as the F. B. I. has asked you to do, ‘remove 
yourself’ from this flammatory and volatile situation. Please get out and 
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let law and order prevail. This you have refused to do. I would say to 
Christian America, all races included, “Put on the whole armor of God, 
that ye may be able to stand against the wiles of the devil for we wrestle 
not against flesh and blood, but against principalities and against pow- 
ers, against rulers of the darkness of this world, against spiritual wick- 
edness in high places. Wherefore take unto you the whole armor of 
God, that ye may be able to withstand in the evil day, and having done 
all, to stand. 


Stand therefore, having your loins girt about with truth, and having 
on the breast plate of righteousness; and your feet shod with the 
preparation of the gospel of peace; above all, taking the shield of 
art ses ye shall be able to quench all the fiery darts of the 
wicked. 


And take the helmet of salvation, and the sword of the spirit, which 
is the word of God:” Ephesians 6: 11-17. 


On March 25, 1965, the Alabama Baptist stated: “Responsible— 
leaders, both Negro and white, have expressed the hope that extreme 
groups will leave—so that order can be restored and plans enacted to 
produce a greater future for—all—people. 


The members of my family shall abide by the laws of Randolph. 
Randolph County is subject to the laws of Alabama. Alabama is duty 
bound to abide by the Constitution of the United States. By the same 
rule the laws of Randolph County do respect and protect my home and 
family. Alabama does respect, protect and provide for her people. 
So should the Federal Government respect, protect and provide for the 
rights of every state. 


I shall defend my family’s home with my life. I shall not turn my 
back on God. I shall stand up for Alabama as long as I live. I lift 
my head in pride and say “THANK GOD FOR ALABAMA, FOR ALA- 
BAMA IS MY HOME.” 


For the sake of your children’s children, yet unborn, for whom we 
hold America in trust, may we continue to give voice to our people 
who would keep and strengthen the America that makes us all free. 


For God’s sake, may we never give voice and amplification to crime, 
to law violation, and ungodliness. 


May I conclude by quoting Governor Wallace, “Truth will prevail. 
Our efforts will require vision, determination, courage, selflessness and 
a complete dedication to high principles. Let us move forward together 
with the knowledge that ultimate victory is ours.”

H. 29. To authorize the Governor, the State Superintendent of 
Education and the Director of Finance to become a corporation, to be 
known as the Alabama Public School and College Authority; to prescribe 
the manner of formation of said Authority; to designate the members, 
directors, and officers of the Authority; to prescribe the powers of the 
Authority, including the power to provide for the construction, recon- 
struction, improvement, alteration and equipment of building facilities 
for the public school system, colleges and universities, trade schools, the 
Alabama Boys Industrial School, the State Training School for Girls, 
and the Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind, Partlow State School, 
and Bryce Hospital, and to acquire sites therefor, and the power to sell 
and issue bonds for such purposes including payment of obligations in- 
curred for any such purpose; to provide that such bonds and the income 
therefrom shall be exempt from taxation, and that such bonds may be 
used to secure deposits of funds of the State and its political subdivi- 
sions, instrumentalities and agencies and for investment of fiduciary 
funds, and shall not create an obligation or debt of the State; to provide 
that all bonds issued by the Authority may thereafter be refunded by 
the issuance of refunding bonds; to provide for the disposition of the 
proceeds of the sale of the bonds of the Authority; to make an appro- 
priation and pledge of funds necessary to pay the principal of and in- 
terest on bonds of the Authority; to authorize the Authority to pledge

SENATE MESSAGE 


Mr. Turnham moved that the House concur in and adopt the 
Papa substitute for the bill, H. 29, said Senate substitute being as 
ollows: 


Substitute for HB 29: 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 
To authorize the Governor, the State Superintendent of Education 


and the Director of Finance to become a corporation, to be known as 
the Alabama Public School and College Authority; to prescribe the 
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manner of formation of said Authority; to designate the members, dir- 
ectors, and officers of the Authority; to prescribe the powers of the 
Authority, including the power to provide for the construction, recon- 
struction, improvement, alteration and equipment of public school 
and college building facilities, and for acquiring sites for the public 
school and college building facilities, and the power to sell and issue 
bonds for such purposes including payment of obligations incurred for 
any such purpose; to provide that such bonds and the income therefrom 
shall be exempt from taxation, and that such bonds may he used to 
secure deposits of funds of the State and its political sub-divisions, 
instrumentalities and agencies and for investment of fiduciary funds, and 
shall not create an obligation or debt of the State; to provide that all 
bonds issued by the Authority may thereafter be refunded by the 
issuance of refunding bonds; to provide for the disposition of the proceeds 
of the sale of the bonds of the Authority; to make an appropriation and 
pledge of funds necessary to pay the principal of and interest on bonds 
of the Authority; to authorize the Authority to pledge such funds for 
payment of the principal of and interest on its bonds; to provide that 
such principal and interest shall be payable solely from such funds and 
that such bonds shall nevertheless constitute negotiable instruments, to 
provide that the State Treasurer shall be custodian of the funds of the 
Authority; and to provide for the dissolution of the Authority. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The Legislature hereby makes the findings of fact and 
declaration of intent hereinafter set forth in this section. The great 
increase during recent years in the number of students enrolled in the 
public schools of the State and in the institutions of higher learning 
supported wholly or in part by the State, and the anticipated further 
increase in the enrollment of students in such schools and institutions, 
resulting from the greatly increased birth rate and other factors, have 
made it imperative that additional school and college buildings be con- 
structed and equipped in all parts of the State. The taxes and other 
revenues set aside and devoted by law to educational purposes are not 
sufficient to make the large capital outlays required for such construc- 
tion and to carry on also the maintenance and operation of the said 
schools and institutions. The only feasible way in which the needed 
buildings can be provided is by anticipating the receipt of a portion of 
the revenues devoted by law to educational purposes by capitalizing 
those revenues to the end that they may be applied for retirement of the 
costs of said construction as such revenues are received during the 
useful life of said buildings. It is, therefore, necessary and desirable 
that those portions of the excise taxes known as the state sales tax and 
the state use tax that are required by law to be paid into the Alabama 
Special Educational Trust Fund be anticipated in the manner herein- 
after provided for the purpose of effecting the needed capital outlays. 
It is the intention of the Legislature by the passage of this Act to 
authorize the formation of a public corporation for the purpose of pro- 
viding for the acquisition of such buildings, including sites and equip- 
ment therefor, and to authorize said corporation, in order to provide 
for such acquisition, to anticipate those portions of the two excise 
taxes hereinafter referred to that are now required by law to be paid 
into the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund by issuing the bonds 
of said corporation payable solely out of and secured by a pledge of 
the said portions of those excise taxes. This Act shall be liberally 
construed in conformity with said purpose. 


Section 2. The following terms, wherever used in this Act, shall 
have the following respective meanings: 


“The Authority” means the public corporation organized pursuant 
to the provisions of this Act. 
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“Bonds” means the bonds issued under the provisions of this Act. 
“State” means the State of Alabama. 


Pronouns when used in this Act shall include all applicable gen- 
ders. 


Section 3. The Governor, the State Superintendent of Education 
and the Director of Finance may become a corporation with the power 
and authority hereinafter provided, by proceeding according to the 
provisions of this Act. 


Section 4. To become a corporation, the Governor, the State Su- 
perintendent of Education and the Director of Finance shall present to 
the Secretary of State of Alabama an application signed by them which 
shall set forth: (1) the name, official designation, and official resi- 
dence of each of the applicants, together with a certified copy of the 
commission evidencing each applicant’s right to office; (2) the date 
on which each applicant was inducted into office and the term of office 
of each of the applicants; (3) the name of the proposed corporation, 
which shall be the Alabama Public School and College Authority; (4) the 
location of the principal office of the proposed corporation; and (5) 
any other matter relating to the incorporation which the applicants 
may choose to insert and which is not inconsistent with this Act or the 
laws of the State of Alabama. The application shall be subscribed and 
sworn to by each of the applicants before an officer authorized by the 
laws of this State to take acknowledgments to deeds. The Secretary 
of State shall examine the application and, if he finds that it sub- 
stantially complies with the requirements of this section, he shall 
receive and file it and record it in an appropriate book of records in 
his office. 


Section 5. When the application has been made, filed, and record- 
ed as herein provided, the applicants shall constitute a corporation un- 
der the name proposed in the application and the Secretary of State 
shall make and issue to the applicants a certificate of incorporation 
pursuant to this Act, under the Great Seal of the State, and shall re- 
cord the certificate with the application. There.shall be no fees paid 
to the Secretary of State for any work done in connection with the 
incorporation or dissolution of the Authority. 


Section 6. The applicants named in the application and their 
respective successors in office shall constitute the members of the Au- 
thority. The Governor shall be the president of the Authority, the 
State Superintendent of Education shall be the vice president there- 
of, and the Director of Finance shall be the secretary thereof. The 
State Treasurer shall be treasurer thereof, shall act as custodian of 
its funds, and shall pay the principal of and interest on the bonds of 
the Authority out of the funds hereinafter provided for. The mem- 
bers of the Authority shall constitute all the members of the board of di- 
rectors of the Authority, and any two members of the said board of 
directors shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 
Should any person holding any state office named in this section cease 
to hold such office by reasons of death, resignation, expiration of his 
term of office, or for any other reason, then his successor in office shall 
take his place as a member, officer, or director, as the case may be, 
of the Authority. No member, officer, or director of the Authority 
shall draw any salary in addition to that now authorized by law for 
any service he may render or for any duty he may perform in connec- 
tion with the Authority. All proceedings had and done by the board of 
directors shall be reduced to writing by the secretary of the Authority, 
shall be signed by at least two members of the Authority, and shall 
be recorded in a substantially bound book and filed in the office of 
the Secretary. Copies of such proceedings, when certified by the sec- 
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retary of the Authority, under the seal of the Authority, shall be re- 
ceived in all courts as prima facie evidence of the matters and things 
therein certified. 


Section 7. The Authority shall have the following powers: (1) 
to have succession by its corporate name until the principal of and 
interest on all bonds issued by it shall have been fully paid; (2) to sue 
and be sued and to prosecute and defend, at law or in equity, in any 
court having jurisdiction of the subject matter and of the parties 
thereto; (3) to have and to use a corporate seal and to alter the seal 
at pleasure; (4) to establish a fiscal year; (5) to provide for the con- 
struction, reconstruction, alteration and improvement of public school 
and college building facilities and for the procurement of sites and 
equipment for such facilities; (6) to anticipate by the issuance of its 
bonds the receipt of the revenues herein appropriated and pledged; (7) 
as security for the payment of the principal of and interest on its bonds, 
to pledge the proceeds of the appropriations and pledges herein pro- 
vided for; and (8) to appoint and employ such attorneys and agents as 
the business of the Authority may require. 


Section 8. The Authority is hereby authorized from time to time 
to sell and issue its bonds, not exceeding One hundred eleven million 
dollars ($111,000,000) in aggregate principal amount, for the purpose 
of providing funds for the acquisition of public school and college 
building sites, for the construction, reconstruction, alteration, and im- 
provement of public school and college building facilities, for the 
procurement of equipment therefor, and for payment of obligations in- 
curred for any of such purposes. The costs of construction, reconstruc- 
tion, alteration, and improvement of any such facilities shall be deemed 
to include fees for architectural services in connection therewith. 


All contracts involving the expenditure of any funds derived by a 
county or city board of education under this Act shall be let on com- 
petitive bids in the same manner and according to the same procedure 
as prescribed for the award of contracts for public works in Act No. 
492 adopted at the 1947 Regular Session of the Legislature, and in Act 
No. 868 adopted at the 1961 Regular Session of the Legislature, as 
amended, and all contracts involving the use of such funds for the 
purchase of supplies, materials, or equipment by county or city boards 
of education shall be on the basis of competitive bidding, to be conducted 
in the same manner and according to the same procedure as provided 
for state purchases in Act No. 343 adopted at the 1957 Regular Session 
of the Legislature, as amended, except that the procedure shall be 
conducted by the board of education instead of the state purchasing 


agent. 


Section 9. The bonds of the Authority shall be signed by its 
president and attested by its secretary and the seal of the Authority shall 
be affixed thereto, and any interest coupons applicable to such bonds 
shall be signed by the president; provided, that a facsimile of the 
signature of one, but not both, of said officers may be printed or other- 
wise reproduced on any such bonds in lieu of his manually signing the 
same, a facsimile of the seal of the Authority may be printed or other- 
wise reproduced on any such bonds in lieu of being manually affixed 
thereto, and a facsimile of the president’s signature may be printed 
or otherwise reproduced on any such interest coupons in lieu of his 
manually signing the same. Any bonds of the Authority may be exe- 
cuted and delivered by it at any time and from time to time, shall be 
in such form and denominations and of such tenor and maturities, shall 
bear such rate or rates of interest, not exceeding 5% per annum, pay- 
able at such times and evidenced in such manner, may contain other 
provisions not inconsistent herewith, all as may be provided by the 
resolution of the board of directors whereunder such bonds are au- 
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thorized to be issued; provided, that no bond of the Authority shall 
have a specified maturity date later than twenty years after its date. 
Any bond of the Authority may be made subject to redemption at the 
option of the Authority at such times and after such notice and on 
such conditions and at such redemption price or prices as may be pro- 
vided in the resolution under which it is authorized to be issued; pro- 
vided, that those bonds of the Authority having specified maturity dates 
more than ten years after their date shall be made subject to redemption 
at the option of the Authority at the end of the tenth year after their 
date, and on any interest payment date therefter, after such notice 
and under such terms and conditions and at such redemption price 
or prices as may be provided in the resolution under which such bonds 
are authorized to be issued. Bonds of the Authority may be sold from 
time to time as the board of directors may deem advantageous, but 
bonds of the Authority must be sold only at public sale, either on 
sealed bids or at public auction, to the bidder whose bid reflects the 
lowest net interest cost to the Authority for the bonds being sold, 
computed from their date to their respective maturities; provided, that 
if no bid acceptable to the Authority is received it may reject all bids. 
Notice of each such sale shall be given by publication in either a financial 
journal or a financial newspaper published in the City of New York, 
New York, and also by publication in a daily newspaper published in 
the State of Alabama, each of which notices must be published at 
least one time not less than ten days before the date fixed for the 
sale. The board of directors may fix the terms and conditions under 
which such sale may be held; provided, that none of the bonds may 
be sold for a price less than the face value thereof; and provided, 
further, that such terms and conditions shall not conflict with any of 
the requirements of this Act. Subject to the provisions and limitations 
contained in this Act, the Authority may from time to time sell and 
issue refunding bonds for the purpose of refunding any matured or 
unmatured bonds of the Authority then outstanding. Such refunding 
bonds shall be subrogated and entitled to all priorities, rights and 
pledges to which the bonds refunded thereby were entitled. Approval 
by the Governor of Alabama of the terms and conditions under which 
any bonds of the Authority may be issued shall be requisite to their 
validity. Such approval shall be entered on the minutes of the meetings 
of the board of directors at which the bonds are authorized, and shall 
be signed by the Governor. The Authority may pay out of the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of its bonds attorneys’ fees and the expenses of is- 
suance, which said board of directors may deem necessary and advan- 
tageous in connection with the issuance of such bonds. No fiscal agents’ 
fees shall be paid in connection with the issuance or sale of any such 
bonds. Bonds issued by the Authority shall not be general obligations 
of the Authority but shall be payable solely out of the funds ap- 
propriated and pledged therefor in Section 11 hereof. As security for 
the payment of the principal of and interest on the bonds issued by 
it, the Authority is hereby authorized and empowered to pledge for 
payment of such principal and interest the funds that are appropriated 
and pledged in Section 11 hereof for payment of such principal and 
interest. All such pledges made by the Authority shall take precedence 
in the order of the adoption of the resolutions containing such pledges; 
provided, that each pledge for the benefit of refunding bonds shall have 
the same priority as the pledge for the benefit of the bonds refunded 
thereby. All contracts made and all bonds issued by the Authority 
pursuant to the provisions of this Act shall be solely and exclusively 
obligations of the Authority and shall not be an obligation or debt 
of the State of Alabama. Bonds issued by the Authority shall be con- 
strued to be negotiable instruments, although payable solely from a 
specified source, as provided herein. All bonds issued by the Au- 
thority and the income therefrom shall be exempt from all taxation in the 
State of Alabama. Any bonds issued by the Authority may be used 
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by the holder thereof as security for any funds belonging to the State, 
or to any political subdivision, instrumentality or agency of the State, 
in any instance where security for such deposits may be required by 
law. Unless otherwise directed by the court having jurisdiction there- 
of, or the document that is the source of authority, a trustee, execu- 
tor, administrator, guardian, or one acting in any other fiduciary capacity 
may, in addition to any other investment powers conferred by law 
and with the exercise of reasonable business prudence, invest trust 
funds in bonds of the Authority. Neither a public hearing nor consent 
of the State Department of Finance or any other department or agency 
shall be a prerequisite to the issuance of bonds by the Authority. 


Section 10. The proceeds of all bonds, other than refunding bonds, 
issued by the Authority remaining after paying expenses of their issu- 
ance, shall be deposited in the State Treasury, and shall be carried in the 
State Treasury in a special or separate account. Such funds shall be 
subject to be drawn upon by the Authority with the approval of the 
Secretary of the Authority and the Governor, but any funds so with- 
drawn shall be used solely for the purpose of financing the construc- 
tion, reconstruction, alteration, improvement, and equipment of pub- 
lic school and college buildings, including architectural services and 
building inspectors for periodic and final inspections, and for acquiring 
sites therefor, in accordance with the provisions of this Act. 


(a) Ten million dollars ($10,000,000) of the proceeds from the 
sale of the bonds issued hereunder shali be distributed to the Board of 
Trustees of the University of Alabama to be used at the University 
Medical Center at Birmingham, Alabama, for the purposes heretofore 
set forth in this Act; 


(b) Two million dollars ($2,000,000) of the proceeds from the sale 
of the bonds issued hereunder shall be distributed to Auburn Univer- 
sity to be used for construction and equipment of health related building 
facilities and for the purposes heretofore set forth in this Act; 


(c) Three million four hundred twenty eight thousand dollars 
($3,428,000) of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued here- 
under shall be distributed to the University of South Alabama to be 
used for the purposes heretofore set forth in this Act; 


(d) Eleven million thirty eight thousand dollars ($11,038,000) of 
the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall be dis- 
tributed to the Board of Trustees of the University of Alabama to be 
used for the purposes heretofore set forth in this Act in respect to 
facilities located elsewhere than at the said University Medical Center; 


(e) One million nine hundred sixty five thousand dollars ($1,965,- 
000) of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall 
be distributed to Alabama College to be used for the purposes here- 
tofore set forth in this Act; 


(f) Ten million one hundred sixty nine thousand dollars ($10,- 
169,000) of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder 
shall be distributed to Auburn University to be used for facilities oth- 
er than that set forth in (b) above; 


(g) Twelve million four hundred thousand dollars ($12,400,000) 
of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall be 
distributed to the State Board of Education to be distributed among 
the State institutions of higher learning under the State Board of Edu- 
cation as follows: 


(1) Two million two hundred eight thousand dollars ($2,208,- 
000) shall be paid to Florence State College; 
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(2) One million five hundred thousand dollars ($1,500,000) 
shall be paid to Livingston State College; 


(3) Three million two hundred ninety two thousand dollars 
($3,292,000) shall be paid to Jacksonville State College; 


(4) Two million four hundred thousand dollars ($2,400,000) 
shall be paid to Troy State College; 


(5) One million four hundred thousand dollars ($1,400,000) 
shall be paid to Alabama Agricultural and Mechanical College; and 


(6) One million six hundred thousand dollars ($1,600,000) 
shall be paid to Alabama State College; 


(h) Sixty million dollars ($60,000,000) of the proceeds from the 
sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall be distributed as follows: 


(1) The Authority shall set aside first, an amount considered 
to be necessary to provide for the appointment and employment of 
such attorneys and agents as the business of the Authority may require. 


(2) The preparation of all plans and specifications for any 
building constructed wholly or in part with any of the money realized 
from this issue, and all work done hereunder in regard to the con- 
struction, reconstruction, alteration, and improvement of buildings, 
shall be supervised by the Alabama Building Commission, or any agency 
which may be designated by the Legislature as its successor, and the 
Authority shall reimburse the Building Commission for its reasonable 
direct costs in having plans, specifications and contract documents pre- 
pared and in supervising and inspecting the work. 


(3) One hundred fifty thousand dollars ($150,000) shall be 
paid to the board of education of each county in this State, to be used 
for the reconstruction, alteration, equipment, and improvement of 
existing school buildings, and for new construction; provided, that such 
funds so distributed shall be apportioned among the county board of 
education and the city boards of education within the county, pro 
rata, on a teacher unit basis. 


(4) The residue left from the sixty million dollars ($60,000,000) 
after providing for (1), (2) and (3) above shall be allocated and dis- 
tributed to county and city boards of education, pro rata on the basis 
of teacher units as determined in accordance with the minimum school 
program for the year 1965-66 to be used for the construction of school 
building facilities, including buildings and equipment, for reconstruc- 
tion, alteration, equipment, and improvement of existing school build- 
ings in school building centers approved by the State Department of Edu- 
cation as permanent school centers. 


All money distributed or disbursed pursuant to the provisions of this 
Act shall be used solely for the purposes specified in this Act. The pre- 
paration of all plans and specifications for any building constructed 
wholly or in part or reconstructed, altered or improved with any funds 
realized from this issue shall be performed pursuant to plans and 
specifications approved by the Alabama Building Commission, or any 
agency that may be designated by the Legislature as its successor. 


The proceeds from the sale of any refunding bonds issued here- 
under remaining after paying the expenses of their issuance shall 
be used only for the purpose of refunding the principal of outstanding 
bonds of the Authority and of paying any premium that may be 
anges to be paid in order to redeem or retire the bonds to be re- 
‘unded. 
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In the event the bonds are sold in more than one series, the pro- 
ceeds from the sale of each series, after payment of the expenses of 
the issuance of that series, shall be distributed among those designated 
in this section in the same respective proportions as they would have 
been entitled to receive if the entire authorized issue of bonds had 
been sold at one time. 


Section 11. For the purpose of providing funds to enable the Au- 
thority to pay at their respective maturities the principal of and interest 
on any bonds issued by it under the provisions of this Act and to 
accomplish the objects of this Act, there is hereby irrevocably pledged 
to such purpose and hereby appropriated such amount of money as may 
be necessary for such purpose out of the residue of the receipts from 
the excise tax known as the sales tax levied by Act No. 100 adopted 
at the Second Extraordinary Session of 1959 of the Legislature of Ala- 
bama, as amended, after there shall have been taken therefrom the 
amounts appropriated for other than educational purposes in Section 
32 of the said Act No. 100 (which said residue constitutes that portion 
of the receipts from the said sales tax that is now required by law to 
be paid into the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund), and after 
taking from the said residue amounts sufficient to meet all prior charges 
on the said residue including (a) such amounts as may be necessary 
to pay the principal of and the interest on the bonds of the State of 
Alabama issued under the amendment to the Constitution of Alabama 
that was proposed by Act No. 383 adopted at the 1957 Regular Ses- 
sion of the Legislature of Alabama, and (b) such amounts as may be 
necessary to pay the principal of and the interest on the bonds of 
Alabama Education Authority authorized in Act No. 126 adopted at 
the Second Extraordinary Session of 1959 of the Legislature of Alabama. 
If the said residue of the receipts from the said sales tax that remains 
after taking therefrom the amounts necessary to meet the said prior 
charges thereon, and that is herein pledged and appropriated, shall be 
insufficient to pay at their respective maturities the principal of and 
interest on the bonds issued under the provisions of this Act, there is 
hereby irrevocably pledged to the payment of said principal and interest 
and hereby appropriated to that purpose so much as may be necessary 
therefor of the residue of the receipts from the excise tax known as 
the use tax levied by Article 11 of Chapter 20 of Title 51 of the Code of

and after taking from the said residue such amounts as may be necessary 
to meet all prior charges on the said residue including (a) such amounts 
as may be necessary to pay the principal of and the interest on the 
bonds of the State of Alabama issued under the said amendment to 
the Constitution of Alabama proposed by the said Act No. 383, and 
(b) such amounts as may be necessary to pay the principal of and in- 
terest on the said bonds authorized in the said Act No, 126. All moneys 
hereby appropriated and pledged shall constitute a sinking fund for 
the purpose of paying the principal of and the interest on the bonds here- 
in authorized. As security for the payment of the principal of and 
interest on the bonds issued under this Act, the corporation is authorized 
re pledge the proceeds of the appropriation and pledge herein provided 
or. 


Section 12. Out of the revenues appropriated and pledged in Sec- 
tion 11 hereof, the State Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to 
pay the principal of and interest on the bonds issued by the Authority 
under the provisions of this Act, as such principal and interest shall re- 
spectively mature, and the State Treasurer is further authorized and 
directed to set up and maintain appropriate records pertaining thereto. 
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Section 13. At any time when no bonds of the Authority are out- 
standing, the Authority may be dissolved upon the filing with the 
Secretary of State of an application for dissolution, which shall be sub- 
scribed by each of the members of the Authority and sworn to by 
each such member before an officer authorized to take acknowledg- 
ments to deeds.

may be used to secure deposits of funds of the State and its political 
subdivisions, instrumentalities and agencies and for investment of 
fiduciary funds, and shall not create an obligation or debt of the State;

refunded by the issuance of refunding bonds; to provide for the disposi- 
tion of the proceeds of the sale of the bonds of the Authority; to make 
an appropriation and pledge of funds necessary to pay the principal 
of and interest on bonds of the Authority; to authorize the Authority to 
pledge such funds for payment of the principal of and interest on its 
bonds; to provide that such principal and interest shall be payable 
solely from such funds and that such bonds shall nevertheless constitute 
negotiable instruments; to provide that the State Treasurer shall be 
custodian of the funds of the Authority; and to provide for the dissolu- 
tion of the Authority. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. It is the intention of the Legislature by the passage of 
this Act to authorize the formation of a public corporation for the pur- 
pose of providing for the preparation of sites for industrial develop- 
ment, and to authorize said corporation to anticipate those taxes here- 
inafter referred to that are now required by law to be paid into the 
General Fund in the State Treasury by issuing the bonds of said cor- 
poration payable solely out of and secured by a pledge of the proceeds 
of those taxes. This Act shall be liberally construed in conformity 
with said purpose. 


Section 2. The following terms, wherever used in this Act, shall 
have the following respective meanings: 


“The Authority” means the public corporation organized pursuant 
to the provisions of the Act. 


“Bonds” means the bonds issued under the provisions of this Act. 


“Industrial site preparation” within the meaning of the Act means 
the grading and drainage necessary to prepare the land and accesses 
thereto on which there is to be built or constructed a plant or other 
facility to be used by an industry engaged in manufacturing or pro- 
cessing. 


“State” means the State of Alabama. 


Pronouns when used in this Act shall include all applicable genders. 
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Section 3. The Governor, the Director of Finance, and Director 
of the State Planning and Industrial Development Board may become 
a corporation with the power and authority hereinafter provided, by 
proceeding according to the provisions of this Act. 


Section 4. To become a corporation, the Governor, the Director of 
Finance, and the Director of the State Planning and Industrial Develop- 
ment Board shall present to the Secretary of State of Alabama an appli- 
cation signed by them which shall set forth: (1) the name, official 
designation, and official residence of each of the applicants, together 
with a certified copy of the commission evidencing each applicant’s 
right to office; (2) the date on which each applicant was inducted 
into office and the terms of office of each of the applicants; (3) the 
name of the proposed corporation, which shall be the State Industrial 
Development Authority; (4) the location of the principal office of 
the proposed corporation; and (5) any other matter relating to the 
incorporation which the applicants may choose to insert and which is 
not inconsistent with this Act or the laws of the State of Alabama. 
The application shall be subscribed and sworn to by each of the appli- 
cants before an officer authorized by the laws of this State to take 
acknowledgments to deeds.

When the application has been made, filed, and recorded 
as herein provided, the applicants shall constitute a corporation under 
the name proposed in the application and the Secretary of State shall 
make and issue to the applicants a certificate of incorporation pursuant 
to this Act, under the Greal Seal of the State, and shall record the 
certificate with the application. There shall be no fees paid to the 
Secretary of State for any work in connection with the incorporation 
or dissolution of the Authority. 


Section 6. The applicants named in the application and their 
respective successors in office shall constitute the members of the 
Authority. The Governor shall be the president of the Authority, the 
Director of Finance shall be the vice president thereof, and the Director 
of the State Planning and Industrial Development Board shall be the 
secretary thereof. The State Treasurer shall be treasurer thereof, shall 
act as custodian of its funds, and shall pay the principal of and interest 
on the bonds of the Authority out of the funds hereinafter provided for. 
The members of the Authority shall constitute all the members of the 
Board of Directors of the Authority, and any two members of the said 
board of directors shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of busi- 
ness. Should any person holding any state office named in this section 
cease to hold such office by reasons of death, resignation, expiration of 
his term of office, or for any other reason, then his successor in office 
shall take his place as a member, officer, or director, as the case may be, 
of the Authority. No member, officer, or director of the Authority shall 
draw any salary in addition to that now authorized by law for any 
service he may render or for any duty he may perform in connection 
with the Authority. All proceedings had and done by the board of 
directors shall be reduced to writing by the secretary of the Authority, 
shall be signed by at least two members of the Authority, and shall 
be recorded in a substantially bound book and filed in the office of the 
Secretary of State. Copies of such proceedings, when certified by the 
secretary of the Authority, under the seal of the Authority, shall be 
received in all courts as prima facie evidence of the matters and things 
therein certified. 


Section 7. The Authority shall have the following powers: 
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(1) to have succession by its corporate name until the principal of and 
interest on all bonds issued by it shall have been fully paid; (2) to sue 
and be sued and to prosecute and defend, at law or in equity, in any court 
having jurisdiction of the subject matter and of the parties thereto; (3) 
to have and to use a corporate seal and to alter the seal at pleasure; 
(4) to establish a fiscal year; (5) to provide for the preparation of 
industrial sites by itself, or through state departments and agencies, 
or in conjunction with cities, towns, counties, and local industrial de- 
velopment boards; (6) to anticipate by the issuance of its bonds the 
receipt of the revenues herein appropriated and pledged; (7) as se- 
curity for the payment of the principal of and interest on its bonds, to 
pledge the proceeds of the appropriations and pledges herein provided 
for; and (8) to appoint and employ such attorneys and agents as the 
business of the Authority may require. 


Section 8. The authority is hereby authorized from time to time 
to sell and issue its bonds not exceeding two million six hundred thousand 
dollars ($2,600,000.00) in aggregate principal amount for the purpose of 
providing funds for industrial site preparation. 


Section 9. The bonds of the Authority shall be signed by its presi- 
dent and attested by its secretary and the seal of the Authority shall be 
affixed thereto, and any interest coupons applicable to such bonds 
shall be signed by the president; provided, that a facsimile of the sig- 
nature of one, but not both, of said officers may be printed or other- 
wise reproduced on any such bonds in lieu of his manually signing the 
same, facsimile of the seal of the Authority may be printed or other- 
wise reproduced on any such bonds in lieu of being manually affixed 
thereto, and a facsimile of the president’s signature may be printed 
or otherwise reproduced on any such interest coupons in lieu of his 
manually signing the same. Any bonds of the authority may be exe- 
cuted and delivered by it at any time and from time to time, shall be 
in such form and denominations and of such tenor and maturities, shall 
bear such rate or rates of interest, not exceeding 5% per annum, payable 
at such times and evidenced in such manner, may contain other pro- 
visions not inconsistent herewith, all as may be provided by the reso- 
lution of the board of directors whereunder such bonds are authorized 
to be issued; provided, that no bond of the Authority shall have a 
specified maturity date later than twenty years after its date. Any 
bond of the Authority may be made subject to redemption at the op- 
tion of the Authority at such times and after such notice and on such 
conditions and at such redemption price or prices as may be provided 
in the resolution under which it is authorized to be issued; provided, 
that those bonds of the Authority having specified maturity dates more 
than ten years after their date shall be made subject to redemption at 
the option of the Authority at the end of the tenth year after their date, 
and on any interest payment date thereafter, after such notice and under 
such terms and conditions and at such redemption price or prices as may 
be provided in the resolution under which such bonds are authorized to 
be issued. Bonds of the Authority may be sold from time to time as the 
board of directors may deem advantageous, but bonds of the Authority 
must be sold only at public sale, either on_ sealed bids or at public 
auction, to the bidder whose bid reflects the lowest net interest cost to 
the Authority for the bonds being sold, computed from their date to 
their respective maturities; provided, that if no bid acceptable to the 
Authority is received it may reject all bids. Notice of each such sale 
shall be given by publication in either a financial journal or a financial 
newspaper published in the City of New York, New York, and also by 
publication in a daily newspaper published in the State of Alabama, 
each of which notices must be published at least one time not less than 
ten days before the date fixed for the sale. The board of directors 
may fix the terms and conditions under which such sale may be held; 
provided, that none of the bonds may be sold for a price less than 
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the face value thereof; and provided, further, that such terms and 
conditions shall not conflict with any of the requirements of this Act. 
Subject to the provisions and. limitations contained in this Act, the 
Authority may from time to time sell and issue refunding bonds for 
the purpose of refunding any matured or unmatured bonds of the 
Authority then outstanding. Such refunding bonds shall be subrogated 
and entitled to all priorities, rights and pledges to which the bonds re- 
funded thereby were entitled. Approval by the Governor of Alabama 
of the terms and conditions under which any bonds of the Authority 
may be issued shall be requisite to their validity. Such approval shall 
be entered on the minutes of the meetings of the board of directors at 
which the bonds are authorized, and shall be signed by the Governor. 
The Authority may pay out of the proceeds of the sale of its bonds 
attorneys’ fees and the expenses of issuance, which said board of di- 
rectors may deem necessary and advantageous in connection with the 
issuance of such bonds. No fiscal agents’ fees shall be paid in con- 
nection with the issuance or sale of any such bonds. Bonds issued by 
the Authority shall not be general obligations of the Authority but shall 
be payable solely out of the funds appropriated and pledged therefor 
in Section 11 hereof. As security for the payment of the principal of and 
interest on the bonds issued by it, the Authority is hereby authorized 
and empowered to pledge for payment of such principal and interest the 
funds that are appropriated and pledged in Section 11 hereof for payment 
of such principal and interest. All such pledges made by the Authority 
shall take precedence in the order of the adoption of the resolution 
containing such pledges; provided, that each pledge for the benefit of 
refunding bonds shall have the same priority as the pledge for the 
benefit of the bonds refunded thereby. All contracts made and all 
bonds issued by the Authority pursuant to the provisions of this Act 
shall be solely and exclusively obligations of the Authority and shall 
not be an obligation or debt of the State of Alabama. Bonds issued by 
the Authority shall be construed to be negotiable instruments, al- 
though payable solely from a specified source, as provided herein. All 
bonds issued by the Authority and the income therefrom shall be ex- 
empt from all taxation in the State of Alabama. Any bonds issued 
by the Authority may be used by the holder thereof as security for 
any funds belonging to the State, or to any political subdivision, in- 
strumentality or agency of the State, in any instance where security 
for such deposits may be required by law. Unless otherwise directed 
by the court having jurisdiction thereof, or the document that is the 
source of authority, a trustee, executor, administrator, guardian, or one 
acting in any other fiduciary capacity may, in addition to any other 
investment powers conferred by law and with the exercise of reason- 
able business prudence, invest trust funds in bonds of the Authority. 
Neither a public hearing nor consent of the State Department of Finance 
or any other department or agency shall be a prerequisite to the issuance 
of bonds by the Authority. 


Section 10. The proceeds of all bonds, other than refunding bonds, 
issued by the Authority remaining after paying expenses of their issuance, 
shall be deposited in the State Treasury, and shall be carried in the State 
Treasury in a special or separate account. Such funds shall be sub- 
ject to be drawn upon by the Authority with the approval of the 
Governor, but any funds so withdrawn shall be used solely for the pur- 
poses provided for in this Act. Such funds shall be allocated and spent 
by the Authority only on projects recommended by the State Plan- 
ning and Industrial Development Board and subject to such reason- 
able rules and regulations as the authority may deem necessary to 
carry out the provisions of this Act, provided, that all work done on 
site preparation projects undertaken by private persons, firms, or cor- 
porations shall be performed under contracts let on a competitive bid- 
ding basis. In no case shall the funds allocated by the Authority to a 
single project exceed one and one-half percent of the capital invest- 
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ment anticipated by the manufacturer or processor to be expended on 
facilities erected or developed on the said project. 


The State Treasurer, with the approval of the Governor, shall in- 
vest funds not needed immediately or within a short time for any pur- 
pose for which they are held, in the manner authorized and provided 
for in Code 1958, Title 55, Section 226(2). 


The proceeds from the sale of any refunding bonds issued here- 
under remaining after paying the expenses of their issuance shall be 
used only for the purpose of refunding the principal of outstanding 
bonds of the Authority and of paying any premium that may be neces- 
sary to be paid in order to redeem or retire the bonds to be refunded. 


Section 11. For the purpose of providing funds to enable the Au- 
thority to pay at their respective maturities the principal of and in- 
terest on any bonds issued by it under the provisions of this Act and 
to accomplish the objects of this Act, there is hereby irrevocably pledged 
to such purpose and hereby appropriated such amount of money as 
may be necessary for such purpose out of the receipts from the tax 
known as the franchise tax on domestic corporations levied by Code 
1940, Title 51, Section 347, after there shall have been taken therefrom 
the amount necessary to meet the expenses of the Department of Revenue 
in collecting the same, and such amounts as may be necessary to make 
the apportionment of such taxes to counties and the public welfare 
trust fund as required by Code 1940, Title 51, Section 350. Ail moneys 
hereby appropriated and pledged shall constitute a sinking fund for 
the purpose of paying the principal of and the interest on the bonds 
herein authorized. As security for the payment of the principal of 
and interest on the bonds issued under this Act, the Authority is 
authorized to pledge the proceeds of the appropriation and pledge 
herein provided for. 


Section 12. Out of the revenues appropriated and pledged in 
Section 11 hereof, the State Treasurer is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to pay the principal of and interest on the bonds issued by the 
Authority under the provisions of this Act, as such principal and in- 
terest shall respectively mature, and the State Treasurer is further 
authorized and directed to set up and maintain appropriate records per- 
taining thereto. 


Section 13. At any time when no bonds of the Authority are out- 
standing, the Authority may be dissolved upon the filing with the 
Secretary of State of an application for dissolution, which shall be sub- 
scribed by each of the members of the Authority and sworn to by each 
such member before an officer authorized to take acknowledgments to 
deeds. Upon the filing of such application for dissolution, the Authority 
shall cease to exist. The Secretary of State shall file and record the 
application for dissolution, in an appropriate book of record in his 
office, and shall make and issue, under the Great Seal of the State, a 
certificate that the Authority is dissolved, and shall record such cer- 
tificate with the application for dissolution. 


Section 14. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid, such declaration shall not affect the 
part which remains. 


Section 15. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise be- 
coming a law. 


On motion of Mr. Turner (Crenshaw) a Committee of Conference 
was requested on the disagreement of the two Houses on the Senate 
substitute for the bill, H. 224.

The Senate has non-concurred in the House amendment to the Bill: 


S. 84. Proposing an amendment to the Constitution relating to 
the assessment and collection of operating deficits by the Mobile Coun- 
ty Public Hospital Board, and repealing conflicting provisions.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To authorize the Governor, the State Superintendent of Education 
and the Director of Finance to become a corporation, to be known as 
the Alabama Public School and College Authority; to prescribe the 
manner of formation of said Authority; to designate the members, di- 
rectors, and officers of the Authority; to prescribe the powers of the 
Authority, including the power to provide for the construction, re- 
construction, improvement, alteration and equipment of buildings and 
other facilities for public educational purposes for the public schools, 
colleges, junior colleges and universities, trade schools, the Alabama 
Boys Industrial School, the State Training School for Girls, the Ala- 
bama Institute for Deaf and Blind, Partlow State School, and to ac- 
quire sites therefor, and the power to sell and issue bonds for such 
purposes including payment of obligations incurred for any such pur- 
pose; to provide that such bonds and the income therefrom shall be 
exempt from taxation, and that such bonds may be used to secure de- 
posits of funds of the State and its political subdivisions, instrumentali- 
ties and agencies and for investment of fiduciary funds, and shall not 
create an obligation or debt of the State; to provide that all bonds is- 
sued by the Authority may thereafter be refunded by the issuance of 
refunding bonds; to provide for the disposition of the proceeds of the 
sale of the bonds of the Authority; to make an appropriation and pledge 
of funds necessary to pay the principal of and interest on bonds of the 
Authority; to authorize the Authority to pledge such funds for pay- 
ment of the principal of and interest on its bonds; to provide that such 
principal and interest shall be payable solely from such funds and that 
such bonds shall nevertheless constitute negotiable instruments, to 
provide that the State Treasurer shall be custodian of the funds of the 
Authority; and to provide for the dissolution of the Authority. 


EXTRAORDINARY SESSION 853 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The legislature hereby makes the findings of fact and 
declaration of intent hereinafter set forth in this section. The great 
increase during recent years in the number of students enrolled in 
the public schools and in other educational institutions in the State 
that are supported wholly or in part by the State, the anticipated fur- 
ther increase in the enrollment of students in such schools and educa- 
tional institutions resulting from the greatly increased birth rate and 
other factors, the increased enrollment in other public institutions in 
the State, and the need to supply additional educational facilities at 
those other public institutions for the purpose of maintaining and 
further developing educational programs for the inmates of those in- 
stitutions, have made it imperative that buildings and other facilities 
for educational purposes be constructed and equipped in all parts of the 
State. The taxes and other revenues set aside and devoted by law to 
educational purposes are not sufficient to make the large capital out- 
lays required for such construction and to carry on also the mainte- 
nance and operation of the said schools and institutions. The only 
feasible way in which the needed buildings can be provided is by an- 
ticipating the receipt of a portion of the revenues devoted by law to 
educational purposes by capitalizing those revenues to the end that 
they may be applied for retirement of the costs of said construction as 
such revenues are received during the useful life of said buildings. It 
is, therefore, necessary and desirable that those portions of the excise 
taxes known as the state sales tax and the state use tax that are re- 
quired by law to be paid into the Alabama Special Educational Trust 
Fund be anticipated in the manner hereinafter provided for the pur- 
pose of effecting the needed capital outlays. It is the intention of the 
Legislature by the passage of this Act to authorize the formation of a 
public corporation for the purpose of providing for the acquisition of 
such buildings, including sites and equipment therefor, and to authorize 
said corporation, in order to provide for such acquisition, to anticipate 
those portions of the two excise taxes hereinafter referred to that are 
now required by law to be paid into the Alabama Special Educational 
Trust Fund by issuing the bonds of said corporation payable solely out 
of and secured by a pledge of the said portions of those excise taxes. 
This Act shall be liberally construed in conformity with said purpose. 


Section 2. The following terms, wherever used in this Act, shall 
have the following respective meanings: 


“The Authority” means the public corporation organized pursuant 
to the provisions of this Act. 


“Bonds” means the bonds issued under the provisions of this Act. 
“State” means the State of Alabama. 
Pronouns when used in this Act shall include all applicable genders. 


Section 3. The Governor, the State Superintendent of Education 
and the Director of Finance may become a corporation with the power 
and authority hereinafter provided, by proceeding according to the 
provisions of this Act. 


Section 4. To become a corporation, the Governor, the State Super- 
intendent of Education and the Director of Finance shall present to the 
Secretary of State of Alabama an application signed by them which 
shall set forth: (1) the name, official designation, and official residence 
of each of the applicants, together with a certified copy of the commission 
evidencing each applicant’s right to office; (2) the date on which each 
applicant was inducted into office and the term of office of each of the 
applicants; (3) the name of the proposed corporation, which shall be 
the Alabama Public School and College Authority; (4) the location of the

principal office of the proposed corporation; and (5) any other matter 
relating to the incorporation which the applicants may choose to insert 
and which is not inconsistent with this Act or the laws of the State 
of Alabama. The application shall be subscribed and sworn to by each 
of the applicants before an officer authorized by the laws of this State 
to take acknowledgments to deeds. The Secretary of State shall examine 
the application and, if he finds that it substantially complies with the 
requirements of this section, he shall receive and file it and record it 
in an appropriate book of records in his office. 


Section 5. When the application has been made, filed, and recorded 
as herein provided, the applicants shall constitute a corporation under 
the name proposed in the application and the Secretary of State shall 
make and issue to the applicants a certificate of incorporation pursuant 
to this Act, under the Great Seal of the State, and shall record the 
certificate with the application. There shall be no fees paid to the 
Secretary of State for any work done in connection with the incor- 
poration or dissolution of the Authority. 


Section 6. The applicants named in the application and their re- 
spective successors in office shall constitute the members of the 
Authority. The Governor shall be the president of the Authority, the 
State Superintendent of Education shall be the vice president thereof, 
and the Director of Finance shall be the secretary thereof. The State 
Treasurer shall be treasurer thereof, shall act as custodian of its funds, 
and shall pay the principal of and interest on the bonds of the Authority 
out of the funds hereinafter provided for. The members of the Authority 
shall constitute all the members of the board of directors of the 
Authority, and any two members of the said board of directors shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. Should any person 
holding any state office named in this Section cease to hold such office 
by reasons of death, resignation, expiration of his term of office, or for 
any other reason, then his successor in office shall take his place as 
a member, officer, or director, as the case may be, of the Authority. 
No member, officer, or director of the Authority shall draw any salary 
in addition to that now authorized by law for any service he may render 
or for any duty he may perform in connection with the Authority. All 
proceedings had and done by the board of directors shall be reduced 
to writing by the secretary of the Authority, shall be signed by at least 
two members of the Authority, and shall be recorded in a substantially 
bound book and filed in the office of the secretary. Copies of such 
proceedings, when certified by the secretary of the Authority, under 
the seal of the Authority, shall be received in all courts as prima facie 
evidence of the matters and things therein certified. 


Section 7. The Authority shall have the following powers: (1) 
to have succession by its corporate name until the principal of and 
interest on all bonds issued by it shall have been fully paid; (2) to 
sue and be sued and to prosecute and defend, at law or in equity, in any 
court having jurisdiction of the subject matter and of the parties thereto; 
(3) to have and to use a corporate seal and to alter the seal at pleasure; 
(4) to establish a fiscal year; (5) to provide for the construction, recon- 
struction, alteration and improvement of public buildings and other 
facilities for public educational purposes in the State, including the 
procurement of sites and equipment therefor; (6) to anticipate by the 
issuance of its bonds the receipt of the revenues herein appropriated 
and pledged; (7) as security for the payment of the principal of and in- 
terest on its bonds, to pledge the proceeds of the appropriations and 
pledges herein provided for; and (8) to appoint and employ such 
attorneys and agents as the business of the Authority may require. 


Section 8. The Authority is hereby authorized from time to time 
to sell and issue its bonds, not exceeding One hundred sixteen million 
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dollars ($116,000,000) in aggregate principal amount, for the purpose 
of providing funds for construction, reconstruction, alteration, and im- 
provement of buildings and other facilities for public educational pur- 
poses in the State, including the procurement of sites and equipment 
therefor, and for payment of obligations incurred for any such purpose. 
The cost of construction, reconstruction, alteration, and improvement of 
any such buildings or other facilities shall be deemed to include fees for 
services rendered by architects and building inspectors in connection 
therewith. 


All contracts involving the expenditure of any funds derived by a 
county or city board of education under this Act shall be let on com- 
petitive bids in the same manner and according to the same procedure 
as prescribed for the award of contracts for public works in Act No. 
492 adopted at the 1947 Regular Session of the Legislature, and in Act 
No. 868 adopted at the 1961 Regular Session of the Legislature, as 
amended, and all contracts involving the use of such funds for the 
purchase of supplies, materials, or equipment by county or city boards 
of education shall be on the basis of competitive bidding, to be conducted 
in the same manner and according to the same procedure as provided 
for state purchases in Act No. 343 adopted at the 1957 Regular Session 
of the Legislature, as amended. 


Section 9. The bonds of the Authority shall be signed by its 
president and attested by its secretary and the seal of the Authority 
shall be affixed thereto, and any interest coupons applicable to such 
bonds shall be signed by the president; provided, that a facsimile of the 
signature of one, but not both, of said officers may be printed or other- 
wise reproduced on any such bonds in lieu of his manually signing the 
same, a facsimile of the seal of the Authority may be printed or other- 
wise reproduced on any such bonds in lieu of being manually affixed 
thereto, and a facsimile of the president’s signature may be printed or 
otherwise reproduced on any such interest coupons in lieu of his 
manually signing the same. Any bonds of the Authority may be 
executed and delivered by it any time and from time to time, shall be 
in such form and denominations and of such tenor and maturities, shall 
bear such rate or rates of interest, not exceeding 5% per annum, payable 
at such times and evidenced in such manner, may contain other provisions 
not inconsistent herewith, all as may be provided by the resolution of 
the board of directors whereunder such bonds are authorized to be 
issued; provided, that no bond of the Authority shall have a specified 
maturity date later than twenty-one years after its date. Any bond 
of the Authority may be made subject to redemption at the option of 
the Authority at such times and after such notice and on such conditions 
and at such redemption price or prices as may be provided in the 
resolution under which it is authorized to be issued; provided, that 
those bonds of the Authority having specified maturity dates more 
than ten years after their date shall be made subject to redemption at the 
option of the Authority at the end of the tenth year after their date, 
and on any interest payment date thereafter, after such notice and 
under such terms and conditions and at such redemption price or prices 
as may be provided in the resolution under which such bonds are 
authorized to be issued. Bonds of the Authority may be sold from time 
to time as the board of directors may deem advantageous, but bonds of 
the Authority must be sold only at public sale, either on sealed bids or at 
public auction, to the bidder whose bid reflects the lowest net interest 
cost to the Authority for the bonds being sold, computed from their 
date to their respective maturities; provided, that if no bid acceptable 
to the authority is received it may reject all bids. Notice of each such 
sale shall be given by publication in either a financial journal or a 
financial newspaper published in the City of New York, New York, and 
also by publication in a daily newspaper published in the State of Ala- 
bama, each of which notices must be published at least one time not 
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less than ten days before the date fixed for the sale. The board of 
directors may fix the terms and conditions under which such sale may 
be held; provided, that none of the bonds may be sold for a price less 
than the face value thereof; and provided, further, that such terms and 
conditions shall not conflict with any of the requirements of this Act. 
Subject to the provisions and limitations contaimed in this Act, the 
Authority may from time to time sell and issue refunding bonds for 
the purpose of refunding any matured or unmatured bonds of the 
Authority then outstanding. Such refunding bonds shall be subrogated 
and entitled to all priorities, rights and pledges to which the bonds 
refunded thereby were entitled. Approval by the Governor of Alabama 
of the terms and conditions under which any bonds of the Authority 
may be issued shall be requisite to their validity. Such approval shail 
be entered on the minutes of the meetings of the board of directors at 
which the bonds are authorized, and shall be signed by the Governor. 
The Authority may pay out of the proceeds of the sale of its bonds 
attorneys’ fees and the expenses of issuance, which said board of directors 
may deem necessary and advantageous in connection with the issuance 
of such bonds. No fiscal agents’ fees shall be paid in connection with 
the issuance or sale of such bonds. Bonds issued by the Authority shall 
not be general obligations of the Authority but shall be payable solely 
out of the funds appropriated and pledged therefor in Section 11 hereof. 
As security for the payment of the principal of and interest on the 
bonds issued by it, the Authority is hereby authorized and empowered 
to pledge for payment of such principal and interest the funds that are 
appropriated and pledged in Section 11 hereof for payment of such 
principal and interest. All such pledges made by the Authority shall 
take precedence in the order of the adoption of the resolutions contain- 
ing such pledges; provided, that each pledge for the benefit of refunding 
bonds shall have the same priority as the pledge for the benefit of the 
bonds refunded thereby. All contracts made and all bonds issued by the 
Authority pursuant to the provisions of this Act shall be solely and 
exclusively obligations of the Authority and shall not be an obligation 
or debt of the State of Alabama. Bonds issued by the Authority shail 
be construed to be negotiable instruments, although payable solely from 
a specified source, as provided herein. AI] bonds issued by the Authority 
and the income therefrom shall be exempt from all taxation in the State 
of Alabama. Any bonds issued by the Authority may be used by the 
holder thereof as security for any funds belonging to the State, or to any 
political subdivision, instrumentality or agency of the State, in any 
instance where security for such deposits may be required by law. 
Unless otherwise directed by the court having jurisdiction thereof, or 
the document that is the source of authority, a trustee, executor, admin- 
istrator. guardian, or one acting in any other fiduciary capacity may, 
in addition to any other investment powers conferred by law and with 
the exercise of reasonable business prudence, invest trust funds in bonds 
of the Authority. Neither a public hearing nor consent of the State 
Department of Finance or any other department or agency shall be a 
prerequisite to the issuance of bonds by the Authority. 


Section 10. The proceeds of all bonds, other than refunding bonds, 
issued by the Authority remaining after paying expenses of their is- 
suance, shall be deposited in the State Treasury, and shall be carried 
in the State Treasury in a special or separate account. Said expenses 
shall be deducted from that portion of the said proceeds allocated in 
Subsection (n) of this Section. Such remaining funds shall be subject 
to be drawn upon by the Authority with the approval of the Secretary 
of the Authority and the Governor, but any funds so withdrawn shall 
be used solely for the purpose of financing the construction, recon- 
struction, alteration, improvement, and equipment of buildings and other 
facilities for public educational purposes including the cost of 
architectural services therefor and services rendered by building in- 
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spectors for periodic and final inspections thereof, and for acquiring 
sites therefor, in accordance with the provisions of this Act. 


(a) Nine million eight hundred thousand dollars ($9,800,000) of 
the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall be dis- 
tributed to the Board of Trustees of the University of Alabama to be 
used at the University Medical Center at Birmingham, Alabama; 


(b) One million nine hundred thousand dollars ($1,900,000) of the 
proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall be distributed 
to Auburn University to be used for construction and equipment of 
physical educational building facilities; 


(c) Four million two hundred twenty eight thousand dollars ($4,- 
228,000) of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder 
shall be distributed to the University of South Alabama; 


(d) Ten million eight hundred thirty eight thousand dollars ($10,- 
838,000) of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder 
shall be distributed to the Board of Trustees of the University of Ala- 
bama to be used for educational buildings and facilities located else- 
where than at the said University Medical Center; 


(e) One million nine hundred sixty five thousand dollars ($1,965,- 
000) of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall 
be distributed to Alabama College; 


(f) Ten million sixty nine thousand dollars ($10,069,000) of the 
proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall be distributed 
to Auburn University to be used for buildings and other educational 
facilities other than that set forth in (b) above; 


(g) Twelve million eight hundred thousand dollars ($12,800,000) 
of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall be 
distributed to the State Board of Education to be distributed among the 
Sa amet orons of higher learning under the State Board of Education 
as follows; 


(1) Two million two hundred eight thousand dollars ($2,208,000) 
shall be paid to Florence State College; 


(2) One million five hundred thousand dollars ($1,500,000) shall 
be paid to Livingston State College; 


(3) Three million two hundred ninety two thousand dollars ($3,- 
292,000) shall be paid to Jacksonville State College; 


(4) Two million four hundred thousand dollars ($2,400,000) shall 
be paid to Troy State College; 


_.(5) One million six hundred thousand dollars ($1,600,000) shall be 
paid to Alabama Agricultural and Mechanical College; and 


(6) One million eight hundred thousand dollars ($1,800,000) shall 
be paid to Alabama State College; 


(h) Nine hundred thousand dollars ($900,000) of the proceeds from 
the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall be distributed to the State 
Board of Education to be distributed among the State Junior Colleges 
and Trade Schools under the State Board of Education as follows: 


(1) Four ‘hundred thousand dollars ($400,000) shall be paid to 
Southern Union College; 


(2) One hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) shall be paid to Hunts- 
ville (Negro) State Vocational Technical School; 
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(3) One hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) shall be paid to Mobile 
(Negro) State Vocational Technical School; 


(4) One hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) shall be paid to 
Montgomery (Negro) State Vocational Technical School; 


(5) Two hundred thousand dollars ($200,000) shall be paid to J. P. 
Shelton State Vocational Technical School at Tuscaloosa; 


(i) Four hundred thousand dollars ($400,000) shall be paid to the 
State Board of Education and disbursed by it for the construction and 
equipment of buildings and other facilities for public educational pur- 
poses at Partlow State School; 


(j) One hundred fifty eight thousand dollars ($158,000) shall be 
paid to the Alabama Boys Industrial School. 


(k) Three hundred forty two thousand dollars ($342,000) shall be 
paid to the State Training School for Girls. 


(1) Four hundred thousand dollars ($400,000) shall be paid to the 
Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind. 


(m) Two million four hundred thousand dollars ($2,400,000) of the 
proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall be distributed 
by the Authority among the State Vocational Technical Schools and 
Junior Colleges, these amounts to be in addition to any funds heretofore 
provided by law for the construction and equipping of Trade Schools 
and Junior Colleges. 


(n) Fifty nine million eight hundred thousand dollars ($59,800,- 
000) of the proceeds from the sale of the bonds issued hereunder shall 
be distributed as follows: 


(1) The Authority shall set aside first, an amount considered to be 
necessary to provide for the appointment and employment of such 
attorneys and agents as the business of the Authority may require. 


(2) The preparation of all plans and specifications for any building 
constructed wholly or in part with any of the money realized from this 
issue, and all work done hereunder in regard to the construction, 
reconstruction, alteration, and improvement of buildings, shall be super- 
vised by the Alabama Building Commission, or any agency which may 
be designated by the Legislature as its successor, and the Authority shall 
reimburse the Building Commission for its reasonable direct costs in 
having plans, specifications and contract documents prepared and in 
supervising and inspecting the work. 


(3) One hundred eighty seven thousand five hundred dollars ($187,- 
500) shall be paid to the board of education of each county in this State, 
to be used for the reconstruction, alteration, equipment, and improve- 
ment of existing school buildings, and for new construction; provided, 
that such funds so distributed shall be apportioned among the county 
board of education and the city boards of education within the county, 
pro rata, on a teacher unit basis. Provided, however, that the monies 
received by Morgan County, under the provisions of this Subsection 
shall be distributed, two thirds to the county school system and one 
third to the Decatur School System. 


(4) The residue left from the fifty nine million eight hundred 
thousand dollars ($59,800,000) after providing for (1), (2) and (3) above 
shall be allocated and distributed to county and city boards of education, 
pro rata on the basis of teacher units as determined in accordance with 
the minimum school program for the year 1965-66 to be used for the 
construction of school building facilities, including buildings and equip- 
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ment, for reconstruction, alteration, equipment, and improvement of 
existing school buildings in school building centers approved by the 
State Department of Education as permanent school centers. Provided, 
however, that the monies received by Morgan County, under the 
provisions of this Subsection shall be distributed, two thirds to the 
county school system and one third to the Decatur School System. 


Other than those disbursements for expenses of the issuance of 
the bonds and those disbursements applied for attorneys and agents fees 
pursuant to the provisions of subdivision (1) of subsection (n) of 
this Section shall be used solely for the purpose of paying the cost of 
constructing, altering, improving and equipping buildings and other 
facilities for public educational purposes in the State, including the fees 
of architects and building inspectors for services in connection therewith, 
and for acquiring sites therefor. The preparation of all plans and specifi- 
cations for any building constructed wholly or in part or reconstructed, 
altered or improved with any funds realized from this issue shall be 
performed pursuant to plans and specifications approved by the Alabama 
Building Commission, or any agency that may be designated by the 
Legislature as its successor, 


The proceeds from the sale of any refunding bonds issued here- 
under remaining after paying the expenses of their issuance shall be 
used only for the purpose of refunding the principal of outstanding 
bonds of the Authority and of paying any premium that may be necessary 
to be paid in order to redeem or retire the bonds to be refunded. 


In the event the bonds are sold in more than one series, the proceeds 
from the sale of each series, after payment of the expenses of the 
issuance of that series, shall be distributed among those designated in 
this section in the same respective proportions as they would have been 
ba iota receive if the entire authorized issue of bonds had been sold 
at one time. 


Section 11. For the purpose of providing funds to enable the 
Authority to pay at their respective maturities the principal of and 
interest on any bonds issued by it under the provisions of this Act and 
to accomplish the objects of this Act, there is hereby irrevocably pledged 
to such purpose and hereby appropriated such amount of money as may 
be necessary for such purpose out of the residue of the receipts from 
the excise tax known as the sales tax levied by Act No. 100 adopted 
at the Second Extraordinary Session of 1959 of the Legislature of 
Alabama, as amended, after there shall have been taken therefrom the 
amounts appropriated for other than educational purposes in Section 
32 of the said Act No. 100 (which said residue constitutes that portion 
of the receipts from the said sales tax that is now required by law to 
be paid into the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund), and after 
taking from the said residue amounts sufficient to meet all prior charges 
on the said residue including (a) such amounts as may be necessary 
to pay the principal of and the interest on the bonds of the State of 
Alabama issued under the amendment to the Constitution of Alabama 
that was proposed by Act No. 383 adopted at the 1957 Regular Session 
of the Legislature of Alabama, and (b) such amounts as may be neces- 
sary to pay the principal of and the interest on the bonds of Alabama 
Education Authority authorized in Act No. 126 adopted at the Second 
Extraordinary Session of 1959 of the Legislature of Alabama. If the 
said residue of the receipts from the said sales tax that remains after 
taking therefrom the amounts necessary to meet the said prior charges 
thereon, and that is herein pledged and appropriated, shall be insuf- 
ficient to pay at their respective maturities the principal of and the 
interest on the bonds issued under the provisions of this Act, there is 
hereby irrevocably pledged to the payment of said principal and interest 
and hereby appropriated to that purpose so much as may be necessary 
therefor of the residue of the receipts from the excise tax known as 
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the use tax levied by Article 11 of Chapter 20 of Title 51 of the Code of 
Alabama of 1940, as amended, after there shall have been taken from 
said receipts the amount necessary to meet the expenses of the State 
Department of Revenue in collecting the same (which residue constitutes 
that portion of the receipts from the said use tax that is now required 
by law to be paid into the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund), 
and after taking from the said residue such amounts as may be necessary 
to meet all prior charges on the said residue including (a) such amounts 
as may be necessary to pay the principal of and the interest on the bonds 
of the State of Alabama issued under the said amendment to the 
Constitution of Alabama proposed by the said Act No. 383, and (b) 
such amounts as may be necessary to pay the principal of and interest 
on the said bonds authorized in the said Act No. 126. All moneys hereby 
appropriated and pledged shall constitute a sinking fund for the purpose 
of paying the principal of and the interest on the bonds herein authorized. 
As security for the payment of the principal of and interest on the bonds 
issued under this Act, the corporation is authorized to pledge the proceeds 
of the appropriation and pledge herein provided for. Such pledge 
shall take precedence over any pledge that may be made for the 
benefit of any bonds that may be issued by Alabama Education Authority 
under the provisions of Act No. 586, adopted at the 1963 Regular Session 
of the Legislature of Alabama, as amended by Act No. 181, adopted 
at the 1965 Extra-ordinary Session of said Legislature. 


Section 12. Out of the revenues appropriated and pledged in 
Section 11 hereof, the State Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed 
to pay the principal of and interest on the bonds issued by the Authority 
under the provisions of this Act, as such principal and interest shall 
respectively mature, and the State Treasurer is further authorized and 
directed to set up and maintain appropriate records pertaining thereto. 


Section 13. At any time when no bonds of the Authority are out- 
standing, the Authority may be dissolved upon the filing with the 
Secretary of State of an application for dissolution, which shall be 
subscribed by each of the members of the Authority and sworn to by 
each such member before an officer authorized to take acknowledge- 
ments to deeds. Upon the filing of such application for dissolution, the 
Authority shall cease to exist. The Secretary of State shall file and 
record the application for dissolution, in an appropriate book of record 
in his office, and shall make and issue, under the Great Seal of the 
State, a certificate that the Authority is dissolved, and shall record such 
certificate with the application for dissolution. 


Section 14. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid, such declaration shall not affect the part 
which remains. Without limiting the generality of the foregoing, it is 
hereby specifically declared that if any provision of this Act for the 
apportionment or distribution of proceeds received from the sales of the 
bonds herein authorized should be held invalid, then the principal 
amount of the bonds herein authorized shall be reduced by a sum equal 
aa ea of the apportionment or provision for distribution so 

eld invalid. 


Section 15. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

AMENDMENT TO H.B. 176: 


Amend House Bill 176 by striking from said bill in Section 1 all 
of “Section 8” and insert in lieu thereof the following: 


“Section 8. Proceeds of Bonds. The corporation shall pay out of 
the proceeds from the sale of any of the bonds all expenses including 
fees of attorneys and other charges, which the directors may deem 
necessary or advantageous in connection with the issuance of the bonds. 
The proceeds of the bonds, other than refunding bonds, remaining after 
paying the expenses of their issuance shall be deposited in the state 
treasury and shall be carried in a special or separate account. Such 
funds shall be subject to be drawn upon by the corporation, and shall 
be used solely for the construction, acquisition, reconstruction, im- 
provement, alteration or equipping of trade schools or junior colleges 
as defined in the 1963 act. Notwithstanding the foregoing sentence, the 
corporation may use the proceeds of the bonds to finance capital improve- 
ments at trade schools and junior colleges in existence on the effective 
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date of the 1963 act. The provisions of the 1963 act with respect to 
the determination of the location of such schools and colleges, the pro- 
cedures and limitations on expenditures for building and equipping 
such schools and colleges, and the disbursement of funds shall apply 
to the trade schools and junior colleges the construction, acquisition, re- 
construction, improvement, alteration or equipment (herein together 
referred to as “construction”) of which is authorized by the provisions 
of this act; provided, however, that no part of the proceeds of the 
bonds shall be used for construction of any trade school and junior 
college unless the location of such school or college shall have been 
determined on or before September 1, 1964, by the State Board of 
Education pursuant to the provisions of Section 8 of the 1963 act, by 
proceedings of the said board appearing in its permanent records; and 
provided further, that not more than a combined total of twenty-eight 
(28) trade schools and junior colleges shall be financed by paying 
any part of the cost of their construction with the proceeds of the 
bonds authorized to be issued in the 1963 act and the proceeds of the 
bonds authorized to be issued herein; and provided further, that the 
limitation of twenty-eight (28) trade schools and junior colleges con- 
tained in the last preceding proviso shall not apply to additions to, 
or renovations of trade schools and junior colleges in existence on the 
effective date of the 1963 Act and to include Southern Union College at 
Wadley, Ala. and/or The Alabama Institute of Aviation Technology at 
Ozark, Alabama; and provided further that the limitation to an ex- 
penditure of one million five hundred thousand dollars ($1,500,000) with 
respect to any one trade school or junior college shall not apply to 
the Jefferson County Junior College or to the Trade School at Besse- 
mer. No proceeds of bonds or other public funds shall be used or 
expended to pay any fee, expense or compensation to any fiscal or 
other agent for services in or about selling or procuring bidders for 
any bonds issued under this Act or under the 1963 Act. All guaranteed 
bids and other devices for paying fees or compensation to any person 
in connection with any sale of bonds under this Act or under the 1963 
Act. are hereby prohibited.”

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A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend further Code of Alabama, Title 17, Sections 31 and 32, 
in relation to the registration of electors. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Code of Alabama 1940, Title 17, Section 31, as amended, 
is amended further to read as follows: 


“Section 31. The board of registrars shall have power to examine, 
under oath or affirmation, all applicants for registration, and to take 
testimony touching the qualifications of such applicants. In order to 
aid the registrars to judicially determine if applicants to register have 
the qualifications to register to vote, each applicant shall be furnished 
by the board a written application, which shall be uniform in all 
cases with no discrimination as between applicants, the form and con- 
tents of which application shall be prescribed by the Supreme Court 
of Alabama and be filed by such court with the Secretary of State 
of the State of Alabama. The application shall be so worded that 
there will be placed before the registrars information necessary or pro- 
per to aid them to pass upon the qualifications of each applicant. The 
application shall be completed in writing by the applicant, in the 
presence of the board without assistance. There shall be incorporated 
in such application an oath to support and defend the constitution of the 
United States and the constitution of the State of Alabama and a 
statement in such oath by the applicant disavowing belief in or af- 
filiation with any group or party which advocates the overthrow of the 
government of the United States or the state of Alabama by unlaw- 
ful means. The application and oath shall be duly signed and sworn 
to by the applicant before a member of the board. If solely because 
of physical handicaps the applicant is unable to read or write, then 
he shall be exempt from the above stated requirements which. he is 
unable to meet because of such physical handicap, and in such cases a 
member of the board shall read to the applicant the application and 
oath herein provided for and the applicant’s answers thereto shall 
be written down by such board member and the applicant shall be 
registered as a voter if he meets all other requirements herein set 
out. Each member of the board is authorized to administer the oaths 
to be taken by applicants and witnesses. The applications of persons 
applying for registration shall not become public records as public 
records are defined under the laws of the state of Alabama, nor shall 
the board disclose the information contained in such applications and 
written answers, except with the written consent of the person who 
filed the answer or pursuant to the order of a court of competent 
jurisdiction in a proper proceedings. 


“The Board of Registrars shall require an applicant to submit 
proof of his or her ability to read and write any article of the Con- 
stitution of the United States in the English language. A certificate 
of literacy issued to an applicant under the rules and regulations of the 
State Board of Education to the effect that the person to whom such 
certificate is issued is able to read and write any article of the Con- 
stitution of the United States in the English language, and has the 
equivalent of an eighth grade education, or is able to read and write 
any article of the Constitution of the United States in the English 
language save for physical disability only, and to the extent of such 
physical disability, which shall be stated in the certificate, and has 
the equivalent of an eighth grade education, shall be received by the 
board of registrars as conclusive of such fact. Any such certificate, 
when issued, shall bear an individual number and shall be in duplicate, 
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one of such duplicates to be retained by the person to whom it is 
issued, and the other duplicate to be the certificate received and filed 
by the board of registrars as part of the application. The State Board 
of Education shall issue rules and regulations and provide for the 
issuance of certificates to persons possessing the qualifications herein- 
above specified. 


“As an alternative to the presentation of a certificate of literacy, 
the applicant may present to the Board of Registrars as evidence of 
his ability to read and write any article of the Constitution of the 
United States in the English language, a certificate or diploma show- 
ing that he has completed the work of an approved eighth grade 
elementary school or of a higher school in which English is the 
language of instruction, or a matriculation card issued by a college 
or university to a student then at such institution, or a certificate or 
a letter signed by an official of the university or college certifying to 
such attendance. 


“The genuineness of a certificate of literacy or other evidence of 
the applicant’s ability to read and write any article of the Consti- 
tution in the English language and the identity of the applicant shall 
remain questions of fact and be subject to challenge, like any other 
fact relating to his qualifications. 


“The inability of an applicant, save for disability only, obvious 
to the Board of Registrars, to write his name on the oath required shall 
be deemed conclusive proof of inability to read and write any article 
of the Constitution of the United States in the English language, not- 
withstanding the presentation of proof of literacy as herein pro- 
vided.” 


Section 2. Code of Alabama 1940, Title 17, Section 32, as amended, 
is amended further to read as follows: 


“Section 32. The following persons, and no others, who, if they 
are citizens of the United States over the age of twenty-one years and 
have the qualifications as to residence prescribed in Section 178 of
